REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 
Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House Bills: 


H. 24. To make it unlawful for any official of the State of Ala- 
bama having the custody of, or in any manner connected with the 
handling, or having the authority to direct the uses of any of the 
public school funds arising under the provisions of Sections 257, 
258, 259 and 260 of the Constitution of Alabama, to divert or permit 
to be diverted or to use or permit the use of, said funds or any part 
thereof, except for the uses and purposes as set out in said sections 
of the Constitution and to fix and prescribe penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof. 


Also: 

H.71. To regulate the manufacture for sale, the transportation, 
sale and possession of cereal beverages, in which hops, malt, or oth- 
er light ingredients are used, containing not more than one-half of 
one per cent alcohol. 


Also: 

H. 98. To declare it unlawful to name, call or designate any 
building, bridge, or other structure or any institution, constructed, 
erected, maintained or financed, in whole or in part, by the State of 
Alabama after any person whomsoever then living; provided the 
Act shall not apply to buildings, bridges, or other structures or 
institutions now existing. 

Also: 

H. 107. To amend Section 12 of an act “Relating to and to fur- 
ther provide for the revenue of the State of Alabama by providing 
for the registration and identification of motor vehicles, motor trac- 
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tors, jitney busses and trailers used on the public highways of Ala- 
bama and for the registration or license fee therefor and to further 
provide for the revenue of the State of Alabama” approved Septem- 
ber 13, 1923. 

Also: ; 

H. 192. To amend Group 6 of Section 3022, Article 2 of the 
Code of Alabama. 

Also: 

H.193. ‘To provide for the exemption of blind persons from the 
payment of special privilege license in the State of Alabama, or any 
county or municipal sub-division of the State of Alabama; to pro- 
vide the method for blind persons claiming such exemption; and to 
provide a penalty for the violation of this Act. 

Also: 

H. 202. To provide for the keeping in secrecy of the names and 
identities of persons drawn or summoned for jury service in Cir- 
cuit Courts in counties having a population of 300,000 or more ac- 
cording to the last or any future Federal census, and to prescribe 
penalties and punishments for violations of the provisions of this 
Act. 


Also: 

H. 254. To repeal an Act entitled: ‘“T'o create official State 
grades for strawberries and prescribe the marking of containers 
therefor; and to provide penalties for the violation of this Act,” ap- 
proved July 30, 1931. 


Also: 

H. 335. To regulate the issue of garnishment by Justice of the 
Peace and Notaries Public, with the same jurisdiction and powers 
of a Justice of the Peace, and proceedings thereon when a demand 
owing for, or on account of, personal services rendered or to be 
rendered by the defendant is sought to be subjected by process of 
garnishment in the County of Colbert. 


Also: 

H. 339. To abolish the office of Deputy Solicitor of Butler 
County, Alabama, to fix the time when such office shall be abolished 
and to provide that such bill shall not affect any general, special or 
local laws except as herein provided for. 


Also: 

H. 340. To create the office of County Solicitor of Butler Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to provide for the election of such officer by the qual- 
ified voters of said county, to prescribe his powers, duties and quali- 
fications, provide for his compensation, fix the term of his office, 
provide for his election, the time of the election of his successor and 
to repeal all general and local laws in conflict herewith so far as 
they relate to said county. 
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Also: 

H. 430. To provide for the employment of a Matron at the 
Mobile County Jail, to fix her duties, provide for her compensation 
and payment of same out of the County Treasury and to provide 
that all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed and to provide that this Act shall take 
effect immediately upon its passage and approval. 

Also: 

H. 431. To provide that in Mobile County, Alabama, the salary 
of the Jail Matron, of the Jail Guards, and of Traffic Officers, shall 
be preferred claims against the County of Mobile, having the same 
priority as the salary of members of Boards of Revenue aiid Road 
Commissioners or like governing body in said county; to repeal all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act and to provide that 
this Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and ap- 
proval. 

Also: 

H. 432. To authorize, empower and direct the Board of Reve-- 
- nue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama, and the 
Treasurer of said County to pay out of the funds of said County to 
the persons who served as officers of the Court of Domestic Rela- 
tions of Mobile County, organized under an Act of the 1931 Legis- 
lature of Alabama, which was subsequently declared unconstitu- 
tional, the salaries each of them would have been paid under the 
terms of said Act for the time each of said persons served under 
same, namely from August seventeenth, nineteen thirty-one, to 
November sixth, nineteen thirty-one, for which services they have 
not been compensated, and to provide that said payments be made 
in the same manner and order and out of the same fund as expenses 
of the Courts are paid. 


H. 451. To confirm, ratify, validate, make legal, effective and 
binding two certain interest bearing warrants, number 6 and 7, is- 
sued by the Commissioner’s Court of Jackson County, Alabama, as 
follows: No. 6, issued August 31, 1925, to L. R. Onsby, in the 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), payable December 15, 1925, 
with interest at 6% from date; No. 7, issued September 2, 1925 to 
Mrs. L. R. Onsby, in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), 
payable December 31, 1925, with interest at 6% from date; and to 
ratify, confirm, validate, and make legal, effective and binding all 
interest payments heretofore made on said warrants from their 
date of issue to December 31, 1931; to provide for the payment of 
said warrants and the accrued interest; to require and direct the 
Treasurer or County Depository of Jackson County to recognize 
and pay said warrants as hereinafter provided.

AN ACT 


To further regulate the Municipal Court of Birmingham: To fix the salary 
or compensation of the Judges thereof and the manner of its payment, to 
provide for a clerk and deputy clerks for said court and the manner of 
their appointment, and to fix a minimum salary for said clerk and deputy 
clerks, and to provide the manner of fixing the number of such deputy 
clerks and the salaries of such clerks and deputy clerks subject to the 
maximum herein provided for and to provide for the payment of the 
salaries of such clerk and deputy clerks. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That each of the judges of the Municipal Court of Birming- 
ham shall receive a salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000) per annum, pay- 
able in equal monthly installments out of the County Treasury. 

Section 2. That there shall be one clerk for both divisions of said court, 
who shall be appointed by the judges thereof; that the County Commission 
or other like governing body of Jefferson County may provide for as many 
deputy or assistant clerks for said courts as may be necessary, said assistant 
clerks to be appointed by the clerk of said court, and may fix the compen- 
sation of the clerk at a sum not to exceed eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800) 
per annum and may fix the compensation of two of the deputy clerks at a 
sum not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) per annum each, and may fix 
the compensation of each of the other deputy clerks at a sum not to exceed 
twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) per annum each. That the salaries of the 
clerk and deputy clerks shall be payable in equal monthly installments out 
of the County Treasury. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama for the passage of the following bill: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 


An act to be entitled “An Act to establish a Budget Commission and to 
provide for the preparation of a budget for Mobile County; to provide 
that the appropriations by the Board of Revenue and Road Commission- 
ers of Mobile County shall not exceed the income of Mobile County; to 
classify appropriations; to prohibit any official of any institution main- 
tained in whole or in part by Mobile County, or any department or 
agency of Mobile County, having charge of the disbursements and ex- 
penses of county funds from expending or contracting to expend any 
amount in excess of such appropriation or funds; to repeal any laws or 
parts of laws in conflict herewith.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there shall be established a Budget Commission for 
the purpose of promoting economy and efficiency in the finances of Mobile 
County. The Budget Commission shall be composed of the members of 
the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama, 
all of whom shall receive compensation as now provided by law for such 
services. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Budget Commission to prepare and 
adopt a budget of the entire expenses and income of Mobile County, and 
that it shall have authority to demand information or records, or both, from 
any agency, department or institution of said county. All requests or claims 
for appropriations for any agency, institution or department of the county 
shall be made to the Budget Commission and shall be noted in the budget 
submitted to the commission whether the requests or claims are allowed or 
not. And the budget so prepared shall be submitted in an open meeting for 
final adoption for each year on the first meeting in October of each year. 
This budget shall show the entire expenses for operating the county for the 
ensuing year, give the amounts proposed to each agency, department and in- 
stitution in the county and shall also show the proposed revenue by means 
of which the appropriations ought to be met, and giving the amount from 
every source of revenue separately. The appropriations and the estimated 
revenues must balance each other and the estimated revenue shall not be in 
excess of the revenue for the past year except revenue to be received from 
new and additional taxes or other sources. 

Section 3. The fiscal year of the County Government shall commence 
on the first day of October and end on the thirtieth day of September, and 
all agencies, institutions and departments of the county shall use such 
fiscal year and equal quarterly divisions thereof for the purpose of uniform 
accounting and reporting. 

Section 4. Each agency, institution and department of the county shall 
file with the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners not later than the 
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15th day of the following month after each quarter a quarterly report, which 
report shall show all receipts from every source and all expenditures, itemized 
and classified in accordance with the budget classifications. 

Section 5. The Budget Commission is authorized to make such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary to carry into force and effect the purposes 
and provisions of this act. A majority of the commission shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Budget Commission to make ap- 
propriations in the following manner; first, for the payment of charges re- 
quired by legislative act including all preferred claims; second, for the pay- 
ment of all interest, carrying charges and sinking fund for the retirement of 
existing indebtedness, including a sinking fund to retire any deficit not 
funded which fund shall receive from the income of the county a sum sui- 
ficient to retire and pay any deficit over a term of not more than thirty (30) 
years; and third, for the operation, maintenance and support of other depart- 
ments, institutions, agencies and charges. If the commission shall determine 
at any time that the total income of the county be insufficient to make all 
appropriations payable in full in the amounts named in such appropriations, 
it shall be the duty of the Commission and they are authorized to restrict 
appropriations beginning with those placed in the third classification which 
shall be reduced proportionately until such appropriations are completely ex- 
tinguished; thereafter the appropriation in classification two shall be reduced 
proportionately and so on in this order until in the opinion of the Budget 
Commission appropriations shall equal the estimated income, provided, how- 
ever, that in event there are sufficient funds at the end of a fiscal year to 
pay all appropriations in the amounts named then all appropriations shall be 
paid in full. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any employee or any official of any 
institution, agency or department maintained in whole or in part by Mobile 
County having charge of disbursements or expenditures or funds during any 
fiscal year, to expend, contract for the expenditure, or permit the incurring 
of any liability in excess of the income and/or unexpended balance to the 
credit of such institution, agency or department for such fiscal year. It shall 
be and is hereby made the duty of the Budget Commission and any or all 
officials or employees of every institution, agency or department of Mobile 
County to keep the expenditures and obligations within the amount of said 
income. 

Section 8. Any member of the Board of Revenue and Road Commission- 
ers or any employee or official of any institution, agency or department main- 
tained in whole or in part by Mobile County violating the provisions of 
Section 7 of this Act, or who shall fail or refuse to comply with other pro- 
visions of this act shall be guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 
or imprisonment in the County Jail for not less than 30 days nor more than 
six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, and in addition thereto 
shall be personally liable and liable on his bond for the amount of the excess 
thus unlawfully expended, which unlawful expenditure may be considered 
grounds for impeachment and/or removal from office of such employment. 

Section 9. This Act shall take effect immediately on its passage. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are expressly 


repealed.

3040 (2097) (8925) Commissions of tax assessor —The tax as- 
sessor shall during the current term of the present incumbent of 
said office be paid commissions as now provided by law, after the 
expiration of the present term of the present incumbent of the 
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office of tax assessor, the tax assessor shall be entitled to receive 
from the tax collector, out of the first money collected by him, 
giving him duplicate receipts therefor, one of which receipts shall 
be forwarded to the state auditor by the tax collector, the follow- 
ing commissions, to wit: In counties where the collections in- 
cluding taxes on real estate bid in at tax sales by the state, do not 
exceed twelve thousand dollars, the rate of commission shall be 
eight per cent on the first thousand dollars, four per cent on the 
second thousand dollars, and two per cent on the remainder.

license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and graduated 
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in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, corpor- 
ation, club or association, in Alabama. 

There is hereby levied license or privilege taxes on articles con- 
taining tobacco enumerated in this Section the following amounts: 

(1) Little Cigars—WUWpon cigars of all description made of to- 
bacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing not more than three 
(8) pounds per thousand, one ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) cigars, 
or fraction thereof. 

(2) Cheroots, Stogies, etc—Upon cigars of all description made 
of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing more than three 
(3) pounds per thousand, retailing for three ($0.03) cents each, or 
less three ($3.00) dollars per thousand. 

(3) Cigars.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, and weighing more than three (3) 
pounds per thousand, retailing for over three ($0.03) cents each, 
five ($5.00) dollars per thousand. 

For the purpose of computing the tax, cheroots, stogies, etc., are 
hereby classed as cigars. 

(4) Cigarettes—-Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco or any 
substitute therefor, one cent ($0.01) for each package or container 
of ten cigarettes or fraction thereof. 

The purpose and intent of this Section is to impose and levy a 
tax of one-tenth of one cent on each cigarette sold within the State. 

(5) Smoking Tobacco.—Upon all smoking tobacco, including 
granulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and 
forms of tobacco prepared in such manncr as to be suitable for 
smoking in a pipe or cigarette; upon each package retailing for five 
($0.05) cents, or less, one-half of one cent; upon each package re- 
tailing for more than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one-half 
of one cent for each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of 
the retail selling price in excess of five ($0.05) cents. 

(a) Whenever in this Section reference is made to any manu- 
factured tobacco products, manufactured or imported to sell ata 
certain price, as the basis for computing the tax, it is intended to 
mean the ordinary, customary, or usual price paid by the consumer 
for each individual cigar, package of cigarettes, package of smoking 
tobacco, or any other tobacco products taxable under this Act. 

(b) When the retail or selling price is referred to in this Act 
as the basis for computing the amount of stamps required on any 
article, it is intended to mean the retail or selling price of the article 
before adding the amount of the tax. 

(c) When any articles or commodities subject to tax in this 
Act are given as prizes on punch boards, shooting galleries, etc., 
the tax shall be based on the ordinary selling price of such articles. 

(d) The tax herein levied shall be paid through the use of 
stamps herein provided for. Stamps in denominations to the amount 
of the tax shall be affixed to the box or other container from or in 
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which tobacco products taxed by this Act, are normally sold at re- 
tail. The stamps shall be affixed in such manner that their removal 
will require continued application of water or steam ; and, in case of 
cigars, cheroots, and like manufactured tobacco products, where 
sales are made from the original container, the stamps shall be fixed 
in such a way that the stamps shall be torn in two or mutilated 
when such containers or boxes are opened for the sale of the tobacco 
products. In the case of cigarettes, smoking tobacco and like prod- 
ucts, sold by retail in packages, the required amount of stamps to 
cover the tax shall be affixed to each individual package. 

SECTION 2. METHOD AND TIME OF AFFIXING 
STAMPS.—The License taxes imposed by this Act shall be paid by 
affixing stamps in the manner and at the time herein set forth. In 
the case of cigars, stogies, cheroots, the stamps shall be affixed to 
the box, or container, in which or from which, normally sold at re- 
tail: Provided, however, That wholesaler and jobber shall affix the re- 
quired stamps within seventy-two (72) hours after such tobacco 
products are received by them; Provided, further, That any retailer shall 
have twenty-four (24) hours within which to affix the stamps after such 
tobacco products are received by him, or them: Provided, further, In 
the event any such tobacco products are manufactured within the State 
of Alabama, they shall be stamped by the manufacturer when and as 
sold: Provided, further, The State Tax Commissioner may, in his dis- 
cretion, where it is practical and reasonable for the enforcement of 
the collection of taxes provided hereunder, promulgate such rules 
and regulations as to permit tobacco products as defined in this Act, 
to remain unstamped in the hands of wholesalers and jobbers until 
the original case or crate is broken, unpacked or sold. 


In the case of cigarettes, and smoking tobacco, the stamps shall 
be affixed to each individual package by wholesalers and/or job- 
bers within seventy-two (72) hours after such products are received 
by them, and by any retailer within twenty-four (24) hours of re- 
ceipt of him or them, of any such products: Provided, That such goods 
must be stamped before being sold: Provided, further, In the event any 
manufactured tobacco products are manufactured within the State of 
Alabama, they shall be stamped by the manufacturer when and as sold: 
Provided, however, That all retail dealers in manufactured tobacco 
products, purchasing or receiving such commodities from without 
the State, whether the same shall have been ordered through a 
wholesaler or jobber in this State and/or by drop shipment and/or 
otherwise, shall within ten days after receipt of the same mail a 
duplicate invoice of all such purchases or receipts to the State Tax 
Commissioner at Montgomery. Failure to furnish duplicate in- 
voices as required shall be deemed a misdemeanor; and, upon con- 
viction, be punishable by a fine of not more than one hundred 
($100.00) Dollars for each offense, or imprisonment for a period 
of not exceeding thirty (30) days. 
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It is the intent and purpose of this Section to require all manu- 
facturers within this State, wholesale dealers, jobbers, distributors 
and retail dealers, to affix the stamps provided for in this Section 
to taxable commodities, but when the stamps have been affixed as 
required herein, no further or other stamp shall be required under 
the provisions of this Act regardless of how often such articles may 
be sold or re-sold within this State. 


Section 8. COMMODITIES SUBJECT TO CONFISCA- 
TION.—Any cigarettes, smoking tobacco, or cigars, stogies, che- 
roots, found at any point within the State of Alabama, which said 
cigarettes, smoking tobacco, or cigars, stogies, cheroots, shall have 
been within the State of Alabama for a period of tweity-four (24) 
hours, or longer, in possession of any retailer or for a period of 
seventy-two (72) hours or longer, in possession of any wholesaler 
or jobber not having affixed to the package as above defined the 
stamps as above provided, are hereby declared to be contraband 
goods and the same may be seized by the State Tax Commissioner, 
or his agents, and/or by any peace officer of the State of Alabama, 
without a warrant and the said goods shall be delivered to the Tax 
Commissioner for sale at public auction to the highest bidder after 
due advertisement, but the State Tax Commissioner before deliver- 
ing any of said goods so seized shall require the purchaser to affix 
the proper number of stamps to the individual package as above de- 
fined. The proceeds of sale for any goods sold hereunder shall be 
turned over to the State Treasurer by the State Tax Commissioner 
as other funds collected by said Commissioner: Provided, That the cost 
of confiscation and sale shall be paid out of the proceeds derived from 
such sale before making remittance to the State Treasurer: Provided, 
further, That the time limits of twenty-four (24) hours or seventy-two 
(72) hours for affixing said stamps shall not apply to any person, who, 
within said time limits shall offer for sale, either at wholesale or retail, 
any of the goods, wares or merchandise herein enumerated and all such 
goods, wares or merchandise when offered for sale, either at wholesale 
or retail without the stamps having been first affixed, shall be subject 
to confiscation as hereinabove provided: Provided, further, That any 
vehicle, not a common carrier, which may be used for the transportation 
for the purpose of sale of unstamped articles as hereinabove enumerated 
shall likewise be subject to confiscation and sale in the same manner as 
above provided for unstamped goods, wares or merchandise. 


Section 4. PROCEDURE WHEN GOODS ARE CONFIS- 
CATED.—In all cases of seizure of any goods, wares, merchandise, 
or other property hereafter made as being subject to forfeiture un- 
der provisions of this Act which in the opinion of the officer, or 
person making the seizure, are of the appraised value of twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars, or more, the said officer or person, shall pro- 
ceed as follows: 
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First. He shall cause a list containing a particular description 
of the goods, wares, merchandise, or other property seized to be pre- 
pared in duplicate and an appraisement thereof to be made by three 
sworn appraisers to be selected by him, who shall be respectable and 
disinterested citizens of the State of Alabama, residing within the 
County wherein the seizure was made. -Said list and appraisement 
shall be properly attested by said officer, or person, and the said ap- 
praisers, for which service each of said appraisers shall be allowed 
the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar per day, not exceeding two (2) days, 
to be paid by the State Tax Commissioner out of any revenue re- 
ceived by him from the sale of the confiscated goods or the compro- 
mise which may be affected. 


Second. If the said goods are believed by the officer making 
the seizure to be of less value than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, no 
appraisement shall be made. The said officer, or person, shall pro- 
ceed to publish a notice for three (3) weeks, in writing at three (3) 
places in the County where the seizure was made, describing the 
articles and stating the time and place and cause of their seizure 
and requiring any person claiming them to appear and make such 
claim in writing within thirty (30) days from the date of the first 
publication of such notice. 


Third. Any person claiming the said goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, or other property, so seized as contraband within the time 
specified in the notice, may file with the State Tax Commissioner a 
claim in writing, stating his interests in the articles seized, and may 
execute a bond to the State Tax Commissioner in a penal sum equal 
to double the value of said goods so seized, but in no case shall said 
bond be less than the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, with 
sureties to be approved by the Clerk of the Circuit Court in the 
County in which the goods are seized, conditioned that in the case 
of condemnation of the articles so seized, the obligors shall pay to 
the State Tax Commissioner the full value of the goods so seized 
and all costs and expense of the proceedings to obtain such con- 
demnation, including a reasonable attorney’s fee. And upon the de- 
livery of such bond to the State Tax Commissioner he shall trans- 
mit the same with the duplicate list or description of the goods’ 
seized to the Solicitor of this Circuit in which such seizure was 
made, and the said Solicitor shall prosecute the case to secure the 
forfeiture of said goods, wares, merchandise, or other property, in 
the Court having jurisdiction. Upon the filing of the bond afore- 
said the said goods shall be delivered to the claimant pending the 
outcome of said case. 


Fourth. If no claim is interposed and no bond given within the 
time above specified, such goods, wares, merchandise, or other 
property shall be forfeited without further proceedings and the same 
shall be sold as herein provided. And the proceeds of sale when re- 
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ceived by the State Tax Commissioner shall be turned in to the 
State Treasury as other revenues are required by law-to be turned 
in: 

Provided, That in seizures in quantities of less value than T'wen- 
ty-five ($25.00) Dollars, the same may be advertised with other 
quantities at Montgomery, Alabama, by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner, and disposed of as hereinabove provided. 


The proceedings against goods, merchandise, et other property, 
contrary to the provisions of the Act shall be considered at pro- 


ceedings ix rem unless otherwise herein provided. 


Section 5. STATE TAX COMMISSIONER MAY COMPRO- 
MISE CONFISCATION.—The State Tax Commissioner may in 
his discretion return any goods confiscated under this Act, or any 
part thereof, when it is shown that there was no intention to vio- 
late the provisions of this Act: Provided, When any goods, merchan- 
dise, or other property, are confiscated under the provisions of this 
Act, the State Tax Commissioner may, in his discretion, return such 
goods to the parties from whom they were confiscated, if and when, 
such parties shall pay to the State Tax Commissioner, or his duly 
authorized representative, an amount equal to the assessed value 
of the goods confiscated, and in such cases no advertisement shall 
be made or notices posted in connection with said confiscation. 


The State Tax Commissioner may promulgate rules and regula- 
tions governing the stamping of any articles or commodities enu- 
merated herein handled by persons, firms, or corporations operating 
on inter-state common carriers. 


Section 6—ENFORCEMENT BY INSPECTION—PENAL- 
TIES FOR INTERFERING WITH INSPECTION.—It shall be 
provided by regulations of the State Tax Commission the methods 
of breaking packages, forms and kinds of containers and methods 
of affixing stamps that shall be employed by persons, firms or cor- 
porations subject to the tax imposed by this Act which will make 
possible the enforcement of payment by inspection and any person, 
firm or corporation subject to this tax, engaging in or permitting 
such practices as are prohibited by regulations of the Tax Commis- 
sioner or in any other practice which makes it difficult to enforce 
the provisions of this Act by inspection or if any person, firm or 
corporation, agent or officer thereof, who shall upon demand of any 
officer, or agent of the State Tax Commissioner, refuse to allow full 
inspection of the premises or any part thereof or who shall hinder 
or in anywise delay or prevent such inspection when demand is 
made therefor, shall be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars for each offense, or imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding Sixty (60) days, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 
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Section 7. (a) DISCOUNTS ALLOWED FOR HANDLING 
STAMPS—WHEN BOND FURNISHED STAMPS MAY BE 
CONSIGNED—REFUND FOR STAMPS AFFIXED TO AR- 
TICLES SHIPPED OUT OF THIS STATE OR SOLD TO THE 
U. S. GOVERNMENT. The State Tax Commissioner is hereby 
authorized and directed to have prepared and distributed stamps 
suitable for denoting the tax on all articles enumerated herein. 

The State ‘ax Commissioner is hereby authorized to engage any 
person, firm, or corporation to sell tax stamps, and shall allow as 
compensation for receiving, selling and accounting for such stamps, 
three (3) per cent. In case of sales of Business License Stamps, 
made by the State Tax Commissioner to any wholesalers, jobbers, 
or manufacturers (for their individual use), the Tax Commissioner 
shall allow the following discount: 

On a sale of $100.00 or over and less than $200.00, a discount of 
three (3) percent on the entire amount of the sale; on a sale of 
$200.00 or more, a discount of ten (10) percent on the entire amount 
of the sale, Provided That where wholesalers, jobbers, or manufacturers 
are entitled to purchase stamps at a discount of ten (10) percent, 
as herein provided instead of the State Tax Commissioner selling 
said stamps to such jobbers, wholesalers or manufacturers, for cash, 
it may consign such stamps, if, and when such wholesaler,: or 
jobber, shall give to the State Tax Commissioner a good and suf- 
ficient bond executed by some surety company authorized to do 
business in this State, conditioned to secure the payment for the 
stamps so consigned, when and as they are used on manufactured 
tobacco products, by such wholesaler, jobber or manufacturer, and 
to require monthly or such other periodic accounting and settlement 
periods for the use of said stamps as the State Tax Commissioner 
may require: Provided, further, That in case any goods or mer- 
chandise upon which Alabama Revenue Stamps have been affixed 
and which goods and/or merchandise have been sold and shipped 
to a regular dealer in such articles in another State, the seller in this 
State shall be entitled to a refund of the actual amount of the stamps 
so affixed, upon condition that the seller in this State shall make 
affidavit that the goods were sold and shipped outside of the State 
and that he has’received from purchaser outside the State a written 
acknowledgment that he has received such goods with the amount 
of stamps affixed thereto, together with the name and address of 
such purchaser, whereupon the State Tax Commissioner shall issue 
to the seller of this State his certificate to the State Auditor of Ala- 
bama, showing the amount of refund due and the State Auditor 
shall draw his warrant upon the State Treasurer of Alabama for 
the amount thereof and the same shall be paid out of the funds that 
have been collected under the provisions of this Act. Provided, 
further, That the Alabama Revenue Stamp so affixed and for which 
a refund is claimed have been marked void by the seller of tobacco 
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products in Alabama with the name and address of the seller 
stamped thereon, together with the voidance on the certificate from 
the purchaser without the State, such certificate showing evidence 
of the receipt of such stamp affixed to such goods received by him 
from Alabama, and on which goods the Alabama Revenue Stamp 
was affixed thereto. Otherwise, no refund shall be made to any 
dealer in Alabama by reason of shipping goods without the State 
of Alabama. Provided, further, That any goods, wares or merchan- 
dise requiring stamps to be affixed that are sold to the United 
States Government for army, navy, or marine purposes, and which 
shall be shipped from a point within this State to a place which has 
been lawfully ceded to the United States Governmeni for ariiy, 
navy, or marine purposes, the amount paid for the stamps so af- 
fixed and cancelled, shall be refunded to the seller upon proof that 
such goods, wares, or merchandise have been so sold and shipped 
and proof of such sale and refund may be made in like manner as 
the same is made in case of sales of such goods to merchants out- 
side the State. Provided, further, That in case any goods, wares, 
or merchandise upon which business license stamps have been 
placed which shall be sold and delivered to ships belonging to the 
U.S. Navy for distribution and sale to members of the military es- 
tablishment only, or sold and delivered to ships regularly engaged 
in foreign or coast wide shipping between points in this State and 
points outside this State, shall be refunded to the seller upon proof 
that such goods, wares or merchandise have been sold and delivered 
and refund may be made in like manner as the same is made in case 
of sales of such goods to merchants outside this State. Provided, 
further, That the State Tax Commissioner may promulgate rules 
and regulations providing for the refund to dealers of the costs of 
stamps affixed to goods which by reason of damage become unfit 
for sale and are destroyed by the dealer, or returned to the manu- 
facturers: Provided, further, That the State Tax Commissioner may 
promulgate rules and regulations to prevent any abuse of the pro- 
visions contained herein providing for refunds in the above para- 
graph. 

Section 8. DEFINITION OF “WHOLESALER”, “RETAIL- 
ER” AND “STAMPS.”—(a) The phrase “Wholesale Dealer,” as 
used in this Act shall include persons, firms, or corporations who 
sell any one or more of the articles taxed herein, to licensed retail 
dealers for the purpose of re-sale only. (b) The phrase “Retail 
Dealer” shall include every person, firm or corporation other than 
a wholesale dealer, as defined in this Section, who shall sell or offer 
for sale any one or more of the articles taxed herein, irrespective 
of quantity or amount, or the number of sales ; and all persons oper- 
ating under a retail dealers license. (c) The word “Stamps” as 
used herein means the stamp or stamps by the use of which the tax 
levied under this Act is paid. 
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Section 9. SALES BY WHOLESALE DEALER—Every 
wholesale dealer in this State shall before shipping, delivering or 
sending out any one or more articles taxed herein, to any retail 
dealer in this State or for sale in this State, cause the same to have 
the requisite denominations and amount of stamp, or stamps, to 
represent the tax, affixed as stated herein, and cause the same to 
be cancelled by writing or stamping across the face thereof the 
name of such wholesale dealer and the date; and every other whole- 
sale dealer may do so and such wholesale dealer, at the time of 
shipping or delivering any one or more articles taxed herein, shall 
make a true duplicate invoice of the same, same showing the date, 
amount and value of each class of articles shipped or delivered and 
retain a duplicate thereof, subject, to the use of the State Tax Com- 
missioner, his authorized agents and representatives for two years. 
Provided, however, That wholesale dealers in this State who ship, 
deliver or send any one or more articles taxed herein, to the United 
States Government or any authorized department or agency there- 
of, including post exchanges, for sale or distribution on any mili- 
tary, naval or marine reservation owned by the United States Gov- 
ernment within this State, shall not be required to stamp such ar- 
ticles: Provided, further, however, That dealers making sales as 
aforesaid to the United States Government or any department or 
agency thereof, including post exchanges, shall make and keep du- 
plicate invoices with respect to said sales as herein required. 


Section 10. PENALTIES FOR EVADING STAMP TAX.— 
TRIAL BY JURY IF DESIRED.—Persons failing to properly af- 
fix the required stamps to any cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, 
and smoking tobacco, shall be required to pay as part of the tax 
imposed hereunder, a penalty of not less than Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, to be assessed 
and collected by the State Tax Commissioner, as other taxes are 
collected. And each article or commodity not having proper stamps 
affixed thereto as herein required shall be deemed a separate of- 
fense: Provided, That any cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, and 
smoking tobacco, in the place of business of any person required by 
the provisions of this Act to stamp the same shall be prima facie 
evidence that they are intended for sale: Provided, further, That 
if within ten (10) days, and not thereafter, after notification in writ- 
ing, by the State Tax Commissioner, or his duly authorized agent, 
to the person, firm or corporation of its failure to properly affix the 
required stamps to any article or commodity, or within ten (10) 
days after written notification to him that he has sold any article 
or commodity requiring stamps without having the stamps proper- 
ly attached thereto as required by this Act, the party charged, or to 
be charged, with such omission as herein provided shall have the 
tight within said time, and not thereafter, to demand a trial of the 
issue before a Court of competent jurisdiction in the manner now 
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provided by law for the trial of civil actions or civil suits. The writ- 
ten notice herein required may be served by mail. When it is so 
served, the paper must be deposited in the post office addressed to 
the person on whom it is to be served at his last known place of 
residence and the postage paid, and the ten days’ time herein provid- 
ed shall begin to run from the date of mailing. Said notice may 
also be personally served by any agent of the State Tax Commis- 
sioner, or any other person, by delivering the same to the person or 
corporation charged, or by leaving the same in the place of busi- 
ness of such person or corporation: Provided, further, That the 
State Tax Commissioner, upon good cause shown may, in their dis- 
cretion, remit the penalty, or any part thereol, prescribed last above 
herein: Provided, further, That any judgment rendered in favor of 
the State Tax Commissioner in any civil action or suit shall be a 
first preferred lien for taxes upon all property of the taxpayer and 
in the event of non-payment shall be filed in the office of the clerk 
of the Circuit Court in the County where taken and execution may 
be issued by the State Tax Commissioner, as now provided by law. 
But the lien provided for in this Section shall not have priority over 
any bona fide lien recorded before the judgment is taken on any 
property belonging to the taxpayer other than that directly pertain- 
ing to and used in the conduct of the business in which said penalty 
was incurred. 

Section 11. PENALTIES FOR FRAUD IN USE OR RE- 
USE OF STAMPS.—That whoever wilfully removes or otherwise 
prepares any adhesive stamp, with intent to use, or cause the same 
to be used, after it has already been used, or knowingly or wilfully 
buys, sells, offers for sale, or gives away any such washed or re- 
stored stamp to any person for, or knowingly used the same, or has 
in his possession any washed, restored or altered stamp, which has 
been removed from the article to which it, had been previously af- 
fixed or whoever, for the purpose of indicating the payment of any 
tax hereunder, re-uses any stamp which has heretofore been used for 
the purpose of paying any tax provided in this Act, or whoever buys 
sells, offers for sale, or has in his or its possession any counterfeit 
stamps, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not more than five (5) years, or both, 
in the discretion of the Court. 

Section 12. POWERS OF TAX COMMISSION.—That the 
State Tax Commissioner shall administer and enforce the taxes im- 
posed by this Act. He shall have the power to enter upon the 
premises of any taxpayer and to examine, or cause to be examined, 
by any agent or representative, designated by him for that purpose, 
any books, papers, records, or memoranda, etc., bearing upon the 
amount of taxes payable, and to secure other information directly 
or indirectly concerned in the enforcement of this Act. 
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Section 13. EXECUTION ISSUED FOR UNPAID TAXES 
OR PENALTIES.—If any taxes or penalties imposed by this Act 
remain due and unpaid for a period of ten (10) days, the State Tax 
Commissioner shall issue a warrant of execution, directed to the 

' Sheriff of the County of the State commanding him to levy upon 
and sell the real and personal property of the taxpayer found with- 
in his County for the payment of the amount thereof, with penalties, 
if any, and the costs of executing the warrant, and to return such 
warrant to the State Tax Commissioner and to pay him the money 
collected by virtue thereof. Upon receipt of such execution, the 
Sheriff shall file with the Clerk of the Circuit Court of his County 
a copy thereof and thereupon the Clerk of the Circuit Court shall 
enter in his abstract of judgments the name of the taxpayer men- 
tioned in the warrant and in proper columns the amount of tax, with 
penalties, and costs for which the warrant is issued and the date and 
hour when such copy is filed, and shall index the warrant upon the 
index of judgments. The Sheriff shall thereupon proceed upon the 
warrant in all respects with like effect and in the same manner pre- 
scribed by law in respect to execution issued against the property 
upon judgments of a Court of record and shall be entitled to the 
same fee for services in executing the warrant to be collected in the 
same manner. The taxes and penalties imposed by this Act shall be 
deemed a debt owing to the State by the party against whom the 
same shall be charged and shall be a lien upon all property of the 
party against whom the same shall be charged, but such lien shall 
be valid, so-as to affect the rights of purchasers for value, mortgages 
or judgments or other lien creditors, only from the time when the 
warrant is entered upon the transcript of judgments in the County, 
in the case of real estate, where the real estate is situate, and, in 
the case of personal property (where the taxpayer resides, if the tax- 
payer be a resident of this State, or, if the taxpayer be a non-resi- 
dent in the county where the personal property is situate). Pro- 
vided, however, That any license taxes or penalties imposed here- 
under shall be a first preferred lien upon any and all of the per- 
sonal property of the taxpayer used or to be used in said business 
and shall also rank in priority above all other liens on taxpayers’ 
property used in his business and incurred after the beginning of 
said business. 

Section 14. The State Tax Commission is hereby authorized to 
employ such clerical assistants as may be necessary to carry out, 
enforce and administer the provisions of this Act, to purchase “Rev- 
enue Stamps,” required, to prepare and print such blanks, forms, 
reports, receipts, and any and all other things which may be neces- 
sary to provide for the administration of this Act, and to pay any 
and all such expenses so incurred out of the fund collected under 
the provisions of this Act. The sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro- 
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priated out of any money in the General Fund of the State Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, to be available upon the approval 
of this Act by the Governor, and to be used by the State Tax Com- 
mission in defraying any expenses which may be incurred in the ad- 
ministration and in preparing to administer this Act before suffici- - 
ent funds shall have been collected from license fees, as herein be- 
fore provided. As soon as a sufficient amount of license fees shall 
have been collected under the provisions of this Act, the Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars hereby appropriated or so much thereof as 
shall have been used, shall be returned to the General Fund. Where- 
tion, the same shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage. 

Section 15. All revenue collected under the provisions of this 
Act except as otherwise provided herein shall be paid to the State 
Tax Commissioner by check or draft made payable to the State 
Treasurer of Alabama and shall be covered into the Alabama Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund created under provisions of an Act of 
the Legislature approved July 22, 1927. 

Section 16. That the provisions of this Act shall go into effect 
thirty days after its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Section 17. (a) Wholesale and retail dealers in articles herein 
taxed who have in their possession, on the date this Act becomes 
effective, any cigars, or cigarettes upon which a tax has been paid 
to the State of Alabama, as required by law, may make and file with 
the State Tax Commissioner, a certificate of the amount of cigars 
and cigarettes so held and the amount of tax paid thereon, and the 
State Tax Commissioner shall without delay forward Alabama Rev- 
enue Stamps in the amount shown by such certificate, provided, 
however, such certificate shall be made out on forms prepared by 
the said Commissioner, and provided, further, the State Tax Com- 
missioner is satisfied as to the correctness of the certificate so filed, 
and approves same. 

(b) All certificates filed with the State Tax Commissioner as 
provided in this Section shall be securely filed and held by him un- 
til same are checked against the stamps issued covering same by a 
duly authorized State Examiner of Accounts. 


Section 18, It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to receive in this State any shipment of any of the articles 
taxed herein when the same are not stampel as required by this Act, 
and knowing the same to be not so stamped, for the purpose and in- 
tention of violating the provisions of this Act and to avoid payment 
of the taxes, and such person, firm or corporation shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars or sentenced to 
jail for not less than thirty (30) or more than sixty (60) days, 
either or both. 
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Provided that in the event this provision shall be declared un- 
constitutional by the Courts, it shall not affect the remaining sec- 
tions of any other part or portion of this Act. 

Section 19. (That Section (2-J) of Section 2 of an Act “In ref- 
erence to and to further provide for the General Revenue of the 
State of Alabama, approved July 22, 1927” as amended by an Act of 
the Legislature of Alabama, approved July 3, 1931, be and the same 
is hereby specifically repealed from and after the date this Act be- 
comes a law. 

Section 20. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed, provided that nothing herein shall relieve any per- 
son, firm or corporation from any penalty or tax liability or forfei- 
ture incurred under former laws. 

Section 21. That nothing in this Act shall be construed as re- 
pealing Schedule 25 and Schedule 124 of Section 361 of an Act ap- 
proved September 15, 1919, General Acts Alabama, page 282. 

Section 22. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this 
Act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of 
Competent Jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, clause or provision or portion of this Act which is not in and 
of itself unconstitutional.

That at said election one member of said Board shall be 
elected for a term expiring on the first Monday in January, 1935, and shall 
serve until the expiration of said term and until his successor is elected and 
qualified at the general election in November, 1934. That another member 
of said board shall be elected at said special election hereinafter provided for 
and shall serve for a term expiring on the first Monday in January, 1937, 
and until his successor is elected at the general election in November, 1936. 


Section 5. That the term of office for membership on said Board shall 
be for a term of six years; one member of said Board being elected at the 
general election each two years and taking office on the first Monday in 
January following. That this section shall not be construed to change or alter 
the special provisions of Section 4 of this Act. 


Section 6. That there shall be a special election held on the seventeenth 
day of January, 1933, at which said election there shall be elected two mem- 
bers of said Board of Control to serve for the terms hereinbefore specified. 
That each candidate for the office of a membership on this Board shall at 
the time he qualifies as a candidate designate in writing as to which place 
on the Board he desires to offer for and said offices shall have separate 
places on the ballot. That a majority of those voting shall be necessary for 
election to this office. That if no candidate shall receive a majority of the 
votes for either of said offices then the two candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes for each of said offices shall enter a special run-off election 
to be held on January 24, 1933, at which time the candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes cast for each of said offices in said election shall 
be declared elected. That all laws and provisions of laws relative to general 
elections in this state, including the cost thereof, shall be applicable to the 
two special elections herein provided for and said elections shall each be 
conducted in the same manner and in every particular as general elections 
are conducted in this state. 


Section 7. That a vacancy in the office of said Board shall be filled by 
appointment to be made by the governor. 


Section 8. That the compensation of each member of said Board shall 
be the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars per annum, payable in equal 
monthly instalments out of the general fund of the county. 
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Section 9. Said Board shall have the power and authority to direct and 
control the property of the county as it may deem expedient according to 
law; to levy a general tax for general, and special taxes for particular, county 
purposes; to examine, settle and allow accounts and claims chargeable against 
the county; to examine and audit the accounts of all officers having the 
care, management, collecting or disbursement of moneys belonging to the 
county or appropriated for its use and benefit; to audit and allow all claims 
for charges and expenses for all county officers; to have exclusive control 
of the convict Tabor of the county; and the sole right and authority to bind 
the county in any contract for the payment of money; to employ on a com- 
mission basis persons, firms or corporations to collect sums of money due 
or alleged to be due to the county; provided that nothing herein shall be held 
to repeal any local law adopted subsequent to August 1, 1932, defining the 
powers and duiies of thc County Commission or other governing body of 
said county. 

Section 10. Said Board shall elect from their membership a president, 
who shall serve until the first Monday in January, 1935, and thereafter in 
like manner a president shall be elected on the first Monday in January 
every two years following preceding general election, commencing with the 
general election in 1934. The president of said Board shall be its presiding 
officer, and shall have the same power and authority as other members in 
passing upon all questions, and shall sign the minutes of the proceedings 
of the board, and shall sign all warrants drawn on the county treasurer, 
and all orders for the payment or disbursement of money or funds of said 
county, and it shall be his duty to receive and prepare business and obtain 
information for the sessions of the said board, and to see to the execution of 
all orders thereof, and to report to the Board all infractions of the revenue law 
in said county of which he can obtain authentic information. He shall 
exercise all the powers and perform all the duties required of the Probate 
Judge as to matters coming before the Board of Control. 

Section 11. A majority of said Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business and no funds belonging to the county shall be 
drawn or paid out except as authorized by said Board, and a proper list 
and registry of all sums drawn or paid out and of the nature of the claim and 
of the person in whose favor drawn or paid out shall be kept by either 
the president or clerk of said Board. 

Section 12. That it shall be the duty of said Board to keep the court- 
house and other public buildings free from all posters, circulars, signs, cards 
and other objectionable advertising matter. 

Section 13. Said Board of Control shall have all the jurisdiction and 
powers which are now or may hereafter be by Jaw vested in the County 
Commissioners Courts, County Commissions or Boards of Revenue in this 
state, and the members thereof shall exercise all the powers and functions 
and perform all of the duties and services which are now or hereafter may 
be by law required or authorized of County Commissioners Courts, County 
Commissions or Boards of Revenue in this state, provided this Act shali not 
repeal or otherwise affect any provisions of any local law relating to Jeffer- 
son County, Alabama, adopted subsequent to August 1, 1932, undertaking to 
define, limit or prescribe the powers and duties of the County Commission 
or other governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Section 14. That this Act shall become effective after the same shall be 
voted on by the qualified electors of Jefferson County in the manner herein- 
after provided. 

Section 15. That it shall be the duty of the officers of Jefferson County 
required by law to hold general! elections in this state to hold a general elec- 
tion in Jefferson County on the day that the general election for electors of a 
president and vice president of the United States and for Representatives 
and Senators in the Congress of the United States is held in the year 1932, 
for the purpose of deciding whether or not this act shall become the law. 
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Said election shall be conducted and held by the same officers and generally 
in the same manner and in accordance with the same laws as govern general 
elections in this state. All qualified electors of Jefferson County shall be 
entitled to vote upon such question.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To require and direct the County Commission or other like governing body of 
Jefferson County, Alabama, to deliver to the State Board of Administra- 
tion all county convicts heretofore or who may hereafter be sentenced to 
Hee labor for said county and to prescribe the method and terms of said 

elivery. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Commission or other like governing body of 

Jefferson County, shall, immediately after the passage and approval of this 
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act, deliver to the State Board of Administration all county convicts hereto- 
fore sentenced to hard labor for said county, or who may hereafter be sen- 
tenced to hard Jabor for the county, in like manner as now provided by law 
for the delivery of state convicts to the State Board of Administration. The 
State Board of Administration shall receive such county convicts in the same 
manner as it now receives state convicts, and shall pay to the proper county 
authorities all items of cost provided in Section 3667 of the Code of Alabama 
as now provided by law. 

Section 2. Sections 3672 and 3673 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, shall 
apply to county convicts in the custody and use of the State Board of Admin- 
istration under the provisions of this act. 

Section 3. The State Board of Administration shall render an accounting 
annually as of January 1 of each calendar year to and with Jefferson County, 
and shall pay over to the proper officers of said county the net earnings of 
county convicts from said county. “Net earnings,” as used herein, shall be 
held to mean the average earnings of such convicts according to his or her 
classification, less all expenses of cost paid under Section 3667 of the Code of 
Alabama, the cost of maintenance, guarding, food and clothing, and expenses 
actually incurred by the State Board of Administration, based on general aver- 
ages according to classification. 

Section 4. That Jefferson County shall not be authorized to repossess 
said convicts within a period of five years after the date of the approval of this 
Act. 

Section 5. Said commission shall not have authority to deliver said con- 
victs upon the basis of exchange of labor as provided by the general laws of 
the state regulating the custody, care, maintenance and use of county convicts 
by the several counties of the state and by the state through its State Board 
of Administration. 

Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby expressly 
repealed. 

It is the purpose and intent of this act to be an entire revision of the sub- 


ject matter in so far as the county convicts of Jefferson County are con- 
cerned.

Mr. Bradford (of Jefferson), Chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee on Local Legislation, reported that said committee in ses- 
sion had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to 
the House with a favorable report. 


H. 589. To authorize and direct the County Commission, Board 
of Revenue, or other like governing body of Jefferson County to 
draw or cause to be drawn a warrant on the County Treasurer of 
Jefferson County, Alabama in favor of John Samuel Hines for the 
sum of $1,000 covering actual loss sustained by said John Samuel 
Hines as a direct and unavoidable result of the performance of his 
duties as a deputy sheriff in and for said County of Jefferson in 
the State of Alabama, to direct and require the Treasurer of Jef- 
ferson County to pay such warrant out of any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, and to provide that this act shall 
take effect immediately upon approval by the governor. 


H. 592. To amend Sections 11 and 15 of an act entitled “An 
Act to create the Office of Commissioner of Licenses in all Coun- 
ties in this State having a Population of 300,000 or more according

SPECIAL ORDER 


The House proceeded to the consideration of the Special Order 
which was the bill, H. 184: 


With Substitute: 

H. 184. To impose, for the use and purpose of supervising, 
preserving, maintaining, constructing and regulating the use of 
public roads and bridges in the State of Alabama, and to maintain 
and supervise State Convicts while working upon such roads and 
bridges, an excise tax on all persons, companies, agencies, corpora- 
tions and associations who sell, distribute, store or draw from 
storage for any purpose whatsoever, gasoline or any other liquid 
motor fuels or devises or any substitutes therefor within the State 
of Alabama; providing for the collection of such excise tax and 
the payment of same into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
State Highway Department for the public road and bridge fund; 
providing for the enforcement of this Act and fixing a penalty for 
the violation of-the provisions hereof; providing that the said ex- 
cise tax so imposed shall be in addition to all other excise tax 
now imposed by law; and providing that freight agents of railroads 
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and all agents of all transportation companies operating within the 
State of Alabama and who transport motor fuels shall report to 
the State Tax Commission of all shipments of all gasoline or any 
substitutes therefor, received at any of their stations within the 
State. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Public Roads 
and Highways, said Committee substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to impose an excise tax in addition to any 
and all other excise taxes now imposed by law on persons, cor- 
porations, copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations en- 
gaged in the business of selling, distributing, refining, storing, or 
withdrawing from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or 
other liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this 
State, and providing for the collection and payment of such tax; 
and for the examination of the books and records of any persons, 
corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations 
engaged in the business of selling, distributing, refining, storing 
or withdrawing from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline 
or other liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this 
State; providing a penalty for any false statements made in making 
reports to the State Tax Commission; providing for the distribu- 
tion of the funds derived therefrom, and the use to which such 
funds may be put, and providing for the enforcement of this Act 
and fixing a penalty for violation of any of the provisions hereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. As used in this Act, the term gasoline shail include 
gasoline, naphtha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or 
substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal combustion en- 
gines; provided, however, that nothing contained in this Act shall 
be held to apply to those products known commercially as “kero- 
sene oil”, “fuel oil” or “crude oil” used for lighting or heating pur- 
poses. The word person means and includes persons, corporations, 
co-partnerships, companies, agencies or associations, singular or 
plural. The term distributor shall include any person who engages 
in the selling of gasoline in this state by wholesale domestic trade, 
but shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor in inter- 
state commerce. The word refiner shall include any person who 
manufactures, distills, blends, compounds or mixes any one or more 
products in the production of a liquid motor fuel as herein defined. 
The term retail dealer shall include any person herein defined as 
distributor who is also engaged in the selling of gasoline in this 
State at any place in this State in broken quantities. The term 
storer as herein used shall include any person who ships, or causes

to be shipped, gasoline into this State in tank or drum quantities 
and stores the same and withdraws or uses the same for any pur- 
pose. 
Section 2. Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer 
of gasoline as herein defined shall pay an excise tax of three (8c) 
cents per gallon upon the selling, distributing, or withdrawing from 
storage for any use gasoline as herein defined in this State, pro- 
vided however that this excise tax shall not be levied upon the sale 
of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided further that where 


the excise tax of three (8c) cents per gallon upon the sale of such 


gasoline shall have been paid by ¢ the distributor, refiner, or bv retail 


dealer or storer such payment shall be sufficient, the intention be- 
ing that the tax shall be paid but once. 

Section 3. The excise tax imposed by Section 2 hereof shall 
apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers, refiners, or distribu- 
tors storing gasoline and distributing the same or allowing the 
same to be withdrawn from storage whether such withdrawals be 
for sale or other use; provided, that “sellers” of gasoline and its 
substitutes paying the tax herein provided may pay the same com- 
puted and paid on the basis of their sales as hereinafter required 
and refiners, storers and distributors shall compute and pay this 
tax on the basis of their withdrawals or distributions. 

Section 4. On or before the twentieth day of each month after 
this act shall have taken effect, every person upon whom this ex- 
- cise tax is levied shall render to the State Tax Commission on 
forms prescribed by such Commission a true and correct statement 
of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them dur- 
ing the next preceding month, liable for the excise tax herein pre- 
scribed, and shall furnish the said Commission such additional in- 
formation as such Commission may require upon blanks to be 
formulated and furnished by said Commission, and at the time of 
making such report shall pay to the State Tax Commission an 
amount of money equal to the excise herein laid. 

Section 5. The Statement herein required to be made by the 
distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before 
some officer authorized to administer oaths and any false or fraud- 
ulent statement sworn to shall constitute perjury and upon convic- 
tion thereof the person so convicted shall be punished as provided 
by Section 5161 of the Code of Alabama. 

Section 6. All distributors, refiners, storers or retail dealers 
shall keep, for not less than two years, within the State of Alabama 
at some certain place or office such books, documents or papers 
as will clearly show the amount of sale or withdrawal of gasoline 
made in this State covered by this Act. 

Section 7% Within thirty (30) days after the passage of this 
Act every distributor, refiner, storer, or retail dealer engaged in 
the sale of gasoline, or withdrawal from storage or distribution 
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of gasoline, shall make a report on blanks furnished by the State 
Tax Commission to the State Tax Commission showing the place 
and post office address at which he is engaged in the business of 
distributing, refining, selling at retail, or withdrawing from storage 
gasoline, which information shall be entered by the State Tax Com- 
mission on a book kept for that purpose. After this Act becomes 
effective, no person shall engage in selling as a distributor or retail 
dealer, refining or withdrawing from storage, any gasoline cov- 
ered by the provision of this Act in this State until he shall have 
made such report to the State Tax Commission. 

Section 8. If any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline in this State covered by the provisions of this Act shall 
fail to make the reports or any of them, to the State Tax Commis- 
sion as herein required, or shall fail to keep the records required 
by Section 6 hereof, such distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for such of- 
fense. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commission 
to enforce the provisions of this Act and the State Tax Commis- 
sion shall have the right itself or by any of its members or its 
agents to examine the books, records and accounts of every such 
distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in gasoline covered by 
the provisions of this Act. The State Tax Commission shall have 
the right itself or its agents to examine the records, accounts, books 
and invoices of any retail dealer who makes purchases from an 
Alabama distributor, refiner, storer or other retail dealer on a basis 
of “tax paid”; when, in the opinion of the Commission, such ex- 
amination is necessary to determine if such gasoline sold in this 
State has been reported to the gasoline tax department of the 
State Tax Commission and the tax thereon paid. Any dealer mak- 
ing purchases on the basis of “tax paid” who fails to keep the rec- 
ords as herein required, or refuses to permit the duly authorized 
Agent of the State Tax Commission to examine such records shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not less than fifty ($50) dollars nor more than three hundred 
($300) dollars for each such offense. 


Section 10. The proceeds of the excise tax herein imposed by 
this Act, less the actual cost of the collection of the same, shall, 
when collected, be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of 
the Public Road and Bridge Fund to be used by the State High- 
way Commission, with the approval of the Governor, for the pur- 
pose of supervising and maintaining such public roads and bridges 
as may now be constructed in the State and to hereafter construct, 
supervise and maintain public roads and bridges under authority 
and supervision of the State Highway Commission, as provided 
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by law, and for the purpose of maintaining and supervising State 

convicts while working upon such roads and bridges, and for build- 
ing permanent convict camps for housing and caring for convicts 
so employed. 

Section 11. The acceptance of any money paid for the ex- 
cise tax provided for in this Act shall in no way preclude the col- 
lection of the money actually due, provided however that the money 
actually paid shall constitute a credit against the money actually 
due. 

Section 12. The forms for all statements and reports required 
under the provisions of this Act shall be prescribed and furnished 
by the State ‘ax Commission and the cost of the enforcement of 
this Act shall be paid out of the funds derived from the excise 
tax herein prescribed, upon a warrant of the State Auditor upon 
a voucher of the Chairman of the T'ax Commission, or the State 
Tax Commissioner and approved by the Governor. 

Section 13. If any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer 
in gasoline covered by this Act shall fail to make the monthly re- 
turns prescribed herein and pay the excise tax hereby laid, on or 
before the 20th day of the month following sale, distribution or 
withdrawal, the State Tax Commission shall make return for such 
delinquent upon such information as it may reasonably obtain, 
assess the excise tax thereon, and add a penalty for failure to make 
such return and pay the tax herein laid of twenty-five percent 
(25%) of the tax due, to the amount as assessed by the Com- 
mission. If, in the opinion of the State Tax Commission, a good - 
and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the 
State Tax Commission may remit the penalty, otherwise the pen- 
alty shall be paid. 

Section 14. Within five (5) days after the State Tax Com- 
mission shall adjudge a distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer 
in gasoline delinquent, such delinquent shall be notified by the 
State Tax Commission, by registered mail, to appear before the 
State Tax Commission and show cause, if any, why execution 
should not issue against the bond and property of such delinquent 
to satisfy the amount of tax and penalties due the State. If no 
showing is made within ten (10) days after notice is mailed, or if 
such showing is not satisfactory to the State Tax Commission, exe- 
cution shall be issued by the State Tax Commission for the col- 
lection of such tax and penalties, directed to any Sheriff of the 
State of Alabama, who shall proceed to collect same in the manner 
now provided by law for the collection of delinquent tax by the 
County Tax Collectors and make return of such executions to the 
State Tax Commission. The tax and all penalties herein provided 
for shall be held as a debt payable to the State of Alabama by the 
person against whom the same shall be charged and all such tax 
and penalties shall be a superior lien against all the property in this 
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State of the person charged therewith. In the enforcement of 
collection of delinquent taxes and penalties under the provisions 
of this Section the Sheriff shall first proceed against the bond of 
such delinquent and if such bond is insufficient to cover the tax and 
penalties, then the Sheriff shall proceed against the property of 
such delinquent. 

Section 15. Any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this Act may be restrained 
and the proper prosecution instituted in the name of the State of 
Alabama by its Attorney General or under his direction by any Cir- 
cuit Solicitor of the State, or an attorney employed by the State 
Tax Commission with the approval of the Governor from dis- 
tributing, refining, selling or withdrawing from storage any gaso- 
line, the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable under this Act, 
until such person shall have complied with the provisions of this 
Act. 

Section 16. All other State excise and inspection taxes on the 
sale of gasoline imposed before the passage of this Act shall re- 
main in full force in effect. 

Section 17. Should any part of this Act be declared unconsti- 
tutional it shall not invalidate the remainder thereof. 

Section 18. This Act shall take effect on its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor.

1. That the consideration of House Bill No. 184 be passed to 
the 24th Legislative Day. 

2. That the Public Roads and Highways Committee be in- 
structed to report immediately House Bill No. 508, providing for 
recapture of the one cent (1c) gas tax which went to the counties 
on the first day of October 1932. 

3. That said House Bill 503, as follows: 

“To amend Section 2 and Section 8 of an Act entitled “An act 
to impose for the use and purpose of supervising, preserving, main- 
taining, constructing and regulating the use of public roads and 
bridges in the State of Alabama, and to maintain and supervise 
State convicts while working upon such roads and bridges, an 
excise tax on all persons, companies, agencies, corporations and 
associations who sell, distribute, store or draw from storage for 
any purpose whatsoever, gasoline or any other liquid motor fuels 
or devices or any substitutes therefor within the State of Alabama; 
providing for the collection of such excise tax and the payment of 
same into the State Treasury to the credit of the State Highway 
Department for the Public Road and Bridge Fund; providing for 
the enforcement of this act and fixing a penalty for the violation 
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of the provisions hereof; providing that the said excise tax so im- 
posed shall be in addition to all other excise tax now imposed by 
law; and providing that freight agents of railroads and all agents 
of all transportation companies operating within the State of Ala- 
bama and who transport motor fuels shall report to the State Tax 
Commission all shipments of gasoline or any substitute therefor, 
received at their stations within the State’ (Approved July 27, 
1931), by providing that all of the excise tax provided for in the 
act shall be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the Pub- 
lic Road and Bridge Fund to be used by the State Highway Com- 
mission, with the approval of the Governor, for the purpose of 
supervising and maintaining public roads and bridges and by re- 
moving the time that the tax shall no longer be effective so as to 
leave it a permanent tax,” be made special, paramount and continu- 
ing order of business for the 23rd Legislative Day, immediately 
after the roll call.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Edgar the House concurred in and adopted 
the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 72. Said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 

Substitute for H. 72: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act in reference to and to further provide for 
the general revenue of the State of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1—Each and every person, firm, company, corporation, 
wholesaler, jobber, distributor who sells and/or stores and/or re- 
ceives for the purpose of distribution, or manufactures for sale to 
any person, firm, corporation, club or association within the State 
of Alabama any beverage, in which hops, malt or other like ingredi- 
ents are used, any of them now or hereafter authorized by the laws 
of Alabama, shall, for the privilege of engaging in such business, 
in addition to any and all other State licenses or taxes required to 
be paid, pay to the State Tax Commission a license of Three (3) 
cents per pint on each and every pint thereof received for the pur- 
pose of distribution, or sale, or manufactured for sale, which license 
shall be evidenced on each and every bottle of such beverage, liq- 
uid, drink or refreshment, by an appropriate license stamp label, 
or crown, prepared and furnished by the State Tax Commission. 
Such bottle required to be stamped may or may not have stamped 
or imprinted permanently into the bottle the name of the manu- 
facturer of the product contained therein, any existing provision of 
law to the contrary notwithstanding, and such bottle shall be the 
standard size cereal beverage bottle, containing not more than 
twelve fluid ounces. 

Section 2.—Each and.every person, firm, corporation, co-part- 
nership, or association, other than a manufacturer for sale engaging 
in the business of wholesaling, or otherwise selling than at retail 
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to the public, in Alabama, any beverages, liquids, drinks, or refresh- 
ments, described in Section 1 of this Act, shall, for the privilege of 
engaging in such business, in addition to any and all other licenses 
or taxes required to be paid, pay to the Judge of Probate as other 
license fees are paid, an annual license tax of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars. 

Section 3.—Each and every person, firm, co-partnership, cor- 
poration, or association engaged in the business of selling at retail 
to the public, any cereal beverages, liquids, drinks or refreshments, 
described in Section 1 of this Act, shall, for the privilege of engag- 
ing in such business, in addition to all other licenses and taxes re- 
quired by the State, pay annually, to the Judge of Probate as other 
license fees are paid, a license tax of Ten ($10.00) Dollars. 

Section 314.—There is also hereby levied for the use of each 
County in the State fifty per cent of the amount of the State li- 
cense or privilege tax levied herein for the use of the State. 

Section 4.—The State Tax Commission shall prepare or cause 
to be prepared and furnished monthly, or as often as needed, proper 
license stamp labels, or crowns, to wholesalers, jobbers, distribu- 
tors, or manufacturers described in Section 1 of this Act, upon 
payment to said Commission of the proper license tax evidenced 
by the amount and number of such labels. And the State Tax 
Commission may make such rules and regulations as it deems 
proper for the distribution of such license stamp labels, and the 
proper labeling of products described in Section 1 of this Act, which 
rules shall not be in conflict with the laws of the State, provided, 
further, that such rules and regulations shall first be submitted to 
the Attorney General of Alabama for his approval, whereupon such 
rules and regulations shall, when published by the State Tax Com- 
mission, have the force and effect of law. 

Section 5.—Every wholesaler, jobber, distributor or manufac- 
turer in this State shall, before shipping, delivering or sending out 
- any of the beverages as defined in this Act to any retail dealer, 
person, firm or corporation in this State, or for sale in this State, 
cause the same to have the requisite denominations and amount 
of stamp, or crown to represent the tax, affixed as stated herein. 
Provided, that at the time of shipping or delivering any of the 
beverages defined and taxed herein, the said wholesaler, jobber, 
distributor or manufacturer shall make a true duplicate invoice of 
the same, showing the date, amount and value of each article ship- 
ped or delivered and retain a duplicate thereof, subject to the use 
of the State Tax Commissioner, his authorized agents and repre- 
sentatives, for two years. 

Section 6.—The sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the General Fund of the State Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be available upon the taking effect of this 


. 
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Act and to be used by the State Tax Commission in defraying any 
expenses which may be incurred in the administration and in pre- 
paring to administer this Act before sufficient funds shall have 
been collected from license fees, as hereinbefore provided. As 
soon as a sufficient amount of license fees shall have been col- 
lected under the provisions of this Act, the Two Thousand ($2,- 
000.00) Dollars hereby appropriated or so much thereof as shall 
have been used, shall be returned to the General Fund. Whereas 
an emergency exists for the immediate taking effect of this Act, 
the same shall be in full force and effect from and after its pas- 
sage. 

Section 7—Any and all expenses incurred by the State Tax 
Commission of this Act, shall be paid out of the money collected 
under the provisions herein. 

Section 8.—All licenses or taxes paid into the State Tax Com- 
mission under the provisions of this Act shall be by it deposited 
into the State Treasury promptly upon receipt thereof, and such 
licenses or taxes shall constitute a special Trust Fund and shall 
be by the State Treasurer kept separate and apart from all other 
funds in an account denominated: “Special Education Trust Fund 
‘for the Elementary Public Schools”. 

Section 9.—Any person, firm, or corporation knowingly violat- 
ing any rule or regulation of the Tax Commission made pursuant 
to Section 4 of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, on 
conviction, shall be punishable by a fine of not less than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars, or by imprisonment at hard labor for not more than six 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 10.—All laws, and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed.

To establish an Inferior Court for all precincts lying within or partly within 
the City of Birmingham, Alabama, said court to be in lieu of all Justices 
of the Peace, Notaries Public with powers of Justices of the Peace and all 
other Inferior Courts created in lieu of Justices of the Peace in said ter- 
ritory prior to the effective date of this act except such courts as have 
criminal jurisdiction only and as otherwise limited by the terms of this 
act, to define the jurisdiction and powers of said courts and the officers 
thereof; to provide for the election of the officers of said court; to pro- 
vide for the election and selection of the officers of said court; to fix their 
term of office; to fix the compensation of said officers and the method of

and designated as the Inferior Court of Birmingham, which said court shall

The owner of any judgment rendered by this court may file 
a certificate of the same in the office of the Judge of Probate under the same 
procedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided by 
law for filing judgments of courts of record, which judgments when so filed 
and registered shall be a lien upon all property of the defendant in the county 
where registered which is subject to levy and sale under execution; and such 
lien shall continue for six years from date of the judgment, and the registra- 
tion shall be notice to all persons of the existence of the lien. 

Section 14. This court shall have the power to set aside, vacate or modi- 
fy its judgment in civil cases upon motion made within five days after the ren- 
dition of same, which said motion must be promptly determined; the court 
may open for business and render default or other judgments at any time after 
nine o’clock of each day, and all processes of the court where no time is other- 
wise fixed shall be returnable and answerable at nine o’clock a. m. of the re- 
turn day. 

Section 15. The County Commission or other like governing body of Jef- 
ferson County shall at the expense of the county provide suitable court rooms 
to hold said court and shall also provide all necessary dockets, books and oth- 
er supplies for the use of said court. 

Section 16. If the judge of this court shall be unable to discharge the 
duties of his office by reason of absence, sickness, disqualification or inability 
to hold his court, it shall be the duty of the County Commission or other like 
governing body of the county to appoint some practicing attorney as special 
judge, who shall perform all the duties of the judge during such absence, ill- 
ness, disqualification or inability of said judge, which said special judge shall 
receive the same compensation as the said regular judge of said court, provid- 
ed, however, that if his said absence, illness, disqualification or inability to. 
serve shall exceed a total of thirty days in each twelve months, the compen- 
sation of said special judge for all the time served by him in excess of said 
thirty days shall be deducted from the salary or compensation of the regular 
judge of such court. 

Section 17. The summons must be issued by the clerk of the court and 
accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff, or the cause of action endorsed 
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on the summons setting forth the cause of action. The summons must be 
executed by the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to serve process 
by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons with the cause 
of action endorsed thereon, with the defendant, which fact he must return with 
the process. All garnishments shall be answerable at or before nine o’clock 
a. m. of the return day of the writ and the court may render a conditional 
judgment against any garnishee who after proper service of the writ fails to 
answer at or before such time. Service of any notice proper to be made by 
publication may be perfected by one insertion of the notice and after 10 days 
from the date of insertion of any such notice the party so notified and failing 
to appear may be treated as in default. No more than three days’ service of 
any rule or notice to show cause why a conditional judgment should not be 
made final shall be necessary in any garnishment proceeding in any such 
court. 

Section 18. And it shall be the duty of the clerk of this court to issue 
an execution on all judgments rendered in said court after five days from the 
entry thereof and place the same in the hands of any constable, or the sheriff 
of the county who shall return such execution within 30 days thereafter, said 
return to show that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or the 
amounts collected, or is unable to find property of the person against whom 
said process issued out of which said execution can be satisfied. 

Section 19. That if it shall appear to the clerk that in any cases in his 
court where an execution has been returned unsatisfied as to the cost of said 
cause and in the opinion of the clerk said cost can be collected by an alias ex- 
ecution, the clerk may issue such alias execution and may direct any constable, 
or the sheriff as to what property can be levied upon to satisfy said judgment. 

Section 20. That all laws affecting or regulating the practice or proced- 
ure of courts of justices of the peace shall be applicable in the trial of civil 
cases in this court. 

Section 21. The duties of the bailiff in this court shall be performed by 
the clerk of the court or one of his assistants. 

Section 22. The clerk of this court or one of his assistants may enter de- 
fault judgments and hear the evidence as to the amount of damages in all 
cases where service has been had and the defendant does not appear and shall 
report his findings to the judge of the court, and if the judge approves the 
amount of such judgment, he shall sign the same and it shall have the same 
effect as though said judgment had been duly and regularly taken and entered 
by the judge of said court. 

Section 23. All cases and causes pending in any court abolished by this 
act together with all documents, papers and judgments shall be transferred 
to the court created by this act and shall proceed as if begun therein. All 
judgments rendered in all such courts abolished shall be the same as if ren- 
dered by the Inferior Court of Birmingham and said court shal! have the 
same powers and control over the same and issue executions and other 
processes, thereon in all respects as if the judgment had been originally 
rendered by said Inferior Court of Birmingham. 

Section 24. That this court shall not have jurisdiction in Precincts 45, 52 
and 29 of said county nor shall this act be construed to abolish the Inferior 
Court of Ensley or any way to confer jurisdiction on this court of any mat- 
ters or causes over which the Inferior Court of Ensley now or may hereafter 
by law be given jurisdiction. 

Section 25. That this court shall not have jurisdiction to try any cause 
of action arising within Precinct 42 of said county and over which the In- 
ferior Court in Precinct 42 called the Inferior Court of North Birmingham 
now exercises jurisdiction. That it is not the purpose and intent of this act 
to abolish said Inferior Court of North Birmingham created by an act of the 
Legislature approved September 7, 1927, but it is the intent and purpose of 
this act to preserve said court intact, and this act shall not be construed as 
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abolishing said Inferior Court of North Birmingham or in any way interfer- 
ing with the jurisdiction thereof. The judge of the Inferior Court of Birming- 
ham created by this act shall be the judge of said Inferior Court of North 
Birmingham and shall hold court one day each week therein. That the judge 
of said Inferior Court of Birmingham shall receive no additional compensa- 
tion for acting as judge of the Inferior Court of North Birmingham. 

Section 26. That if any section or provision of this act shall be declared 
unconstitutional or void, this shall not affect any other section or provision 
not in and of itself unconstitutional or void.

Any city which shall have operated for more than six years un- 
der the provisions of this act may abandon such organization here- 
under and resume its former form of government by proceeding as 
follows: Upon the petition of a number of qualified voters within 
said city equal to or exceeding twenty per cent of the highest vote 
received by any candidate at the last preceding municipal election, 
a special election shall be called by the board of commissioners 
within 30 days after the presentation of said petition at which the 
following proposition shall be submitted: “Shall the city of.

January 1, 1935, the Register in Chancery of Mobile County, Alabama, shall, 
during the last five days of each and every month, pay into the Treasury of 
Mobile County all fees collected by such officers during the month, or part 
of the month, next preceding the date of such payment or settlement. 

Section 3. Beginning at the next term of office of the Probate Judge 
next after the approval of this Act, the Probate Judge of Mobile County shall 
receive the following yearly salary and may employ the following secretaries, 
clerks and assistants, who shall receive the following yearly salaries: The Pro- 
bate Judge shall receive a yearly salary of Six Thousand Dollars, and the Pro- 
bate Judge may employ as assistants: One Chief Clerk at Thirty-Six Hundred 
Dollars per annum, one secretary at Eighteen Hundred Dollars per annum, 
one clerk at Twenty-four Hundred Dollars per annum, one clerk at Sixteen 
Hundred and Twenty Dollars per annum, one clerk at Twelve Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum and four clerks whose total compensation per annum shall not 
exceed Thirty-six Hundred Dollars, the salary of each of the four last men- 
tioned clerks to be fixed by the Probate Judge.

Assessor may employ: One chief clek at a salary of Thirty-six Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum, one clerk at a salary of Eighteen Hundred Dollars per an- 
num, three clerks whose total compensation shall be Thirty-six Hundred 
Dollars per annum, and the Tax Assessor shall be entitled to an allowance’

Beginning at the next term of office of the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court, next after the approval of this Act, the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Mobile County shall receive the following yearly salary, and may employ 
the following clerks and assistants at the following yearly salaries: The 
Clerk of the Circuit Court shall receive a salary of Forty-eight Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum and may employ as assistants: One clerk to serve as clerk of 
the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court at an annual salary of Thirty-six 
Hundred Dollars; one clerk to serve on the Civil Division of the Circuit Court 
at an annual salary of Twenty-four Hundred Dollars, and the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court shall be entitled to an allowance of Thirty-six Hundred Dollars 
per year to be used by the said Clerk in employing such other assistants as 
he deems necessary.

All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act, insofar 
as they apply to Mobile County, are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall become operative immediately upon the proc- 
lamation of the Governor declaring that the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama have ratified the constitutional amendment authorizing the Legisla- 
ture to place the above mentioned officers on a salary basis. :

8277 (4508) (2535) (2356) (2733-2734) (3539H-3539i). Rights 
of creditors and beneficiaries under policies of life insurance. If a 
policy of insurance, whether heretofore or hereafter issued, is ef- 
fected by any person on his own life or on another life, in favor of 
a person other than himself, or, except in cases of transfer with 
intent to defraud creditors, if a policy of life insurance is assigned 
or in any way made payable to any such person, the lawful bene- 
ficiary or assignee thereof, other than the insured or the person so 
effecting such insurance, or his executors or administrators, shall 
be entitled to its proceeds and avails against the creditors and repre- 
sentatives of the insured and of the person effecting the same, 
whether or not the right to change the beneficiary is reserved or 
permitted, and whether or not the policy is made payable to the 
person whose life is insured if the beneficiary or assignee shall pre- 
decease such person; provided, that, subject to the statute of limi- 
tations; the amount of any premiums for said insurance paid with 
intent to defraud creditors, with interest thereon, shall enure to 
their benefit from the proceeds of the policy; but the company is- 
suing the policy shall be discharged of all liability thereon by pay- 
ment of its proceeds in accordance with its terms, unless before 
such payment the company shall have written notice, by or in be- 
half of a creditor, of a claim to recover for transfer made or pre- 
miums paid with intent to defraud creditors, with specifications of 
the amount claimed.

Substitute H. 1 so as to read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to further regulate, provide for and require 
bonds of county officials and employees, and clerks, deputies and 
employees in county offices; to prescribe the amount or amounts 
of such bonds; to provide for the payment of premiums on said 
bonds where the same are made in surety companies; to provide 
for the fixing, filing and approving and recording of said bonds. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all county officials, as set forth in this Act, of 
all Counties in this State shall be required to execute official bonds 
payable to the State of Alabama for the faithful performance of 
their duties, and such additional official bonds as from time to time 
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the public interests may demand and as required by the provisions 
of law. 

Section 2. That members of the Commissioners Court, Board 
of Revenue or like County governing body of each county shall be 
required to give a bond in the sum of at least $3,000.00, to be fixed 
and approved by the Judge of the Circuit Court of the Circuit of 
which such county forms a part, and where there are two or more 
Circuit Judges in said Circuit then said bond is to be fixed and 
approved by the Senior Judge of the Circuit Court of such Circuit. 

Section 3. The Commissioner’s Courts, Boards of Revenue or 
other like governing bodies of the respectiye counties are hereby 
cIupowel ed io fix and approve the official bonds of all other county 
officers and employees in such amount or amounts as may in 
their judgment be necessary for the safety and security of public 
funds or other funds and as the public interest may demand sub- 
ject to such limitations as are specifically provided herein and 
made applicable to each particular county official. 

Section 4. The official bond of the Probate Judge shall in no 
case be less than $10,000.00. 

Section 5. The official bond of the Circuit Clerk shall in no 
case be less than $5,000.00. 

Section 6. The official bond of the Clerk of the County Court 
shall in no case be less than $5,000.00. 

Section 7%. The official bond of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
in Equity shall in no case be less than $5,000.00. 

Section 8. The official bond of the Tax Assessor shall in no 
case be less than $5,000.00. 

Section 9. ‘I'he official bond of the Tax Collector shail in no 
case be less than one and one- -half the largest amount of collected 
laxcs au Ul Laud vy uc Tana Culucivs at sty Urseee ees plate ius waa paw 
ceding year, such amount to be determined and estimated by the 
semi-monthly reports of collections of all taxes collected for State, 
County, schools and/or other purposes. 

Section 10. The official bond of the Sheriff shall in no case be 
less than $5,000.00. 

Section 11. The bond of a County Treasurer elected under the 
general law of the State shall in no case be less than one and one- 
half the estimated amount of the revenue of the county for the 
previous fiscal year. 

Section 12. The official bond of the Coroner shall in no case 
be less than $1,000.00. 

Section 13. The official bond of the County Superintendent of 
Education shall in no case be less than $3,000.00. 

Section 14. The official bond of the County Treasurer of School 
Funds shall not be less than one and one-half times the total reve- 
nue and receipts to the treasury of school funds for the previous fis- 
cal year from all sources. 
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Section 15. The official bonds of Justice of the,Peace, Notaries 
Public and Ex-Officio Justices of the Peace, Notaries Public, Con- 
stables and county Surveyors shall be, as to each officer, in the 
sum of $1,000.00. 

Section 16. The official bond of each Jury Commissioner and 
each Registrar of voters shall be in the sum of $500.00. 

Section 17. The bonds of all other county officers in counties 
where such officers are created by special or local act or acts of the 
Legislature, or by general acts having application to particular 
counties coming within the provisions of such acts, and where the 
amount of official bonds to be given is provided for in said act or 
acts shall be of the amount so provided in said act or acts, and 
where not so specifically provided shall be in such an amount as in 
the judgment of the Commissioners Court of each of such counties 
is sufficient to secure and safeguard any and all public moneys of 
whatsoever nature coming into the hands of such officers by virtue 
of said offices. 

Section 18. That when in the judgment of the Commissioners 
Court, Board of Revenue or like county governing body of any 
county any bond provided for in this act is insufficient to protect 
the public interests or fully to safeguard public funds, an additional 
bond shall be required of such officer in such an additional amount 
and with such additional sureties as may be deemed good and suf- 
ficient, and such court, Board, or like County governing body is em- 
powered with full authority to require from time to time sworn 
statements from any and all county officials and employees charged 
with the duty of collecting, receiving or disbursing public funds, 
setting forth the status of all such funds coming into their hands 
and settlement. 

Section 19. That where the official bond of any county officer 
of any county, duly qualified and commissioned prior to the pas- 
sage and approval of this Act, has been fixed and approved, and 
such bond is in the judgment of the Commissioners Court, Board 
of Revenue or like county governing body in such an amount and 
secured by such surety or sureties as fully to protect the public 
interest and safeguard public moneys, such bond shall be and re- 
main and continue in full force and effect, and such officer shall 
not be required to make any new bond except as in the event such 
bond should become insufficient and an additional bond be required 
as provided in this Act. 

Section 20. That when in the judgment of the Commissioners _ 
Court, Board of Revenue or like governing body of any county in 
this State it is considered necessary and protective to the public in- 
terests that any county employee, or any clerk, deputy or employee 
in any county office should give a bond, such court Board or like 
county governing body shall require a bond to be executed in such 
an amount as in its discretion should be required. 
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Section 21. .All official bonds of county officers and other 
bonds provided in this Act may be made in a surety company or 
in surety companies qualified to do business in this State, or may 
be made with individuals and/or personal sureties and/or banks 
or other corporations qualified to do business in this state, and au- 
thorized under their charters to make security or official, bonds or 
to become surety on such bonds. 

Section 22. That the premiums on official bonds made in sure- 
ty companies shall be paid from the general fund of the County 
Treasury on claims duly presented to, audited and allowed by the 
Commissioners Courts, Boards of Revenue or like county govern- 
ing body, and on county warrants as other claims are paid and in 
the class of preference as now provided by law. 

Section 23. That the bonds of all county officers and county 
employees as referred to in this Act, with the exception of the bond 
of the Judge of Probate, shall be filed and recorded in the office oi 
the Judge of Probate, and the bond of the Judge of Probate shall 
be filed and recorded in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
and certified copies of the bonds of the Probate Judge and Tax As- 
sessor and Tax Collector shall be filed with the State Comptroller. 

Section 24. That bonds herein required to be made shall be 
conditioned as now provided by law, and shall in all respects be 
subject to and governed by the provisions of law governing, regu- 
lating, concerning anpd pertaining to official bonds except as may 
be in conflict with provisions of this Act. 

Section 25. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

Substitute for House bill 481: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act in reference to and to further provide for 
the general revenue of the State of Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) That in addition to all other taxes now imposed 
by law, there is hereby levied and imposed upon every resident of 
Alabama a tax on the entire net income as defined in this Act, 
which tax shall be assessed, collected and paid annually at the rates 
specified herein, upon the net taxable i income for each calendar year 
as hereinafter provided. 

(b) A like tax is hereby levied and imposed, and shall be as- 
sessed, collected and paid annually, at the rates specified in this 
Act, upon and with respect to the entire net income as herein de- 
fined, except as hereinafter provided, from all property owned, and 
from every business, trade, profession or occupation carried on in 
this State by natural persons not residents of this State. 

(c) The first tax to be assessed, collected and paid, under this 
Act shall be in the year 1933, upon and with respect to the taxable 
income for the taxable year 1932, except that if the taxable year 1932 
shall be a fiscal year ending during the calendar year 1932, only that 
part of the net income earned since January 1, 1932, shall be sub- 
ject to tax, and in such cases the net income earned since January 
1, 1932, shall be computed in like manner as when the accounting 
period is changed as provided in Section 21 of this Act. 

Section 2, Definitions. When hereinafter used in this Act the 
term “person” includes private corporations, associations and indi- 
viduals of this State. The term “corporation” includes associations, 
joint stock companies. The term “domestic” when applied to a 

corporation or partnership means created or organized under the 
laws of the State of Alabama. The term “foreign” when applied 
to a corporation or partnership means created or organized outside 
of the State of Alabama. The term “Revenue Act of 1928” means 
the United States Revenue Act of 1928, approved May 29, 1928. 
The term “cash” means any legal tender, negotiable paper or sol- 
vent credit. The term “taxable year” means the calendar year or 
the fiscal year ending during such calendar year upon the basis of 
which net income is computed. The term “fiscal year” means an 
accounting period of twelve months ending on the last day of any 
month other than December. The term “taxpayer” means any per- 
son or corporation whose income is subject to the payment of in- 
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come tax under the provisions of this Act. The first taxable year, 
to be called the taxable year 1932, shall be the calendar year 1932 
or any fiscal year ending during the calendar year 1932. The term 
“fiduciary” means a guardian, trustee, executor, administrator, re- 
ceiver, conservator or any person acting in any fiduciary capacity 
for any person, trust or estate. The term “withholding agent” 
means any person required to deduct or withhold any tax under the 
provisions of this Act. The term “paid” for the purpose of the de- 
ductions and credits hereinafter provided for with respect to income 
tax means paid or accrued or paid or incurred, and the terms “paid 
or incurred” and “paid or accrued” shall be construed according to 
the method of accounting on the basis ou which the net income is 
computed under this Act. 

Section 8. Tax on Individuals. The tax levied and imposed 
herein upon every resident of the State, which tax shall be levied, 
collected and paid annually, with respeci iv ihe nei income sitkhe 
taxpayer as herein defined, and upon income earned within the State 
of every nonresident having a business or agency in this State, 
computed at the following rates, after deducting the exemptions 
provided in this Act: 

(a) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, up to and 
including one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, one per cent; 

(b) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, up to and including three thousand 
($3,000.00) dollars, two per cent; 

. (c) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above three 
thousand ($3,000.00) dollars, up to and including five thousand 
($5,000.00) dollars, three per cent; 

(d) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above five 
thousand ($5,000.00) dollars, up to and including eight thousand 
($8,000.00) dollars, four per cent; 

(e) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above eight 
thousand ($8,000.00) dollars, up to and including ten thousand 
($10,000.00) dollars, five per cent; 

(f) On the excess over the amount exempted herein and above 
ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, six per cent. 

Section 4. Adjusted Basis For Determining Gain or Loss. (a) 
Basis (Unadjusted) of Property. The basis of property shall be the 
cost of such property; except that— 

(1) Inventory value. If the property should have been includ- 
ed in the last inventory, the basis shall be the last inventory value 
thereof. 

(2) Gift or transfer in trust. If the property was acquired by 
gift or transfer in trust, the basis shall be the fair market value of 
such property at the time of such acquisition, or if acquired prior 
Hy aid 31, 1931, the basis shall be the fair market value as of 
that date. 
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(3) Property transmitted at death. If personal property was 
acquired by specific bequest, or if real property was acquired by 
general or specific devise or by intestacy, the basis shall be the fair 
market value of the property at the time of the death of the dece- 
dent. If the property was acquired by the decedent’s estate from 
the decedent, the basis in the hands of the estate shall be the fair 
market value of the property at the time of the death of the dece- 
dent. In all other cases if the property was acquired either by will 
or by intestacy, the basis shall be the fair market value of the prop- 
erty at the time of the distribution to the taxpayer. 

(4) If the property was acquired upon an exchange described 
in Section 51% (b) to (e), inclusive, the basis shall be the same as 
in the case of the property exchanged, decreased in the amount of 
any money received by the taxpayer and increased in the amount 
of gain, or decreased in the amount of loss to the taxpayer that was 
recognized upon such exchange under the law applicable to the 
year in which the exchange was made. If the property so acquired 
consisted in part of the type of property permitted by section 5% 
to be received without the recognition of gain or loss, and in part 
of other property, the basis provided in this paragraph shall be al- 
located between the properties (other than money) received, and 
for the purpose of the allocation there shall be assigned to such 
other property an amount equivalent to its fair market value at the 
date of the exchange. This paragraph shall not apply to property 
acquired by a corporation by the issuance of its stock or securities 
as the consideration in whole or in part for the transfer of the prop- 
erty to it. 

(5) Transfers to corporation where control of property remains 
in same person. If the property was acquired after December 31, 
1931, by a corporation in connection with a reorganization, and im- 
mediately after the transfer an interest or control in such property 
of 50 per centum or more remained in the same persons or any of 
them, then the basis shall be the same as it would be in the hands 
of the transferor, increased by the amount of gain or decreased by 
the amount of loss recognized to the transferor upon such transfer 
under the law applicable to the year in which the transfer . was 
made. This paragraph shall not apply if the property acquired con- 
sists of stock or securities in a corporation a party to the reorgani- 
zation, unless acquired by the issuance of stock or securities of the 
transferee as the consideration in whole or in part for the transfer. 

(6) Property acquired by issuance of stock or as paid-in sur- 
plus. If the property was acquired after December 31, 1931, by a 
corporation— 

(A) By the issuance of its stock or securities in connection 
with a transaction described in section 54 (b) (5) (including, also, 
cases where part of the consideration for the transfer of such prop- 
erty to the corporation was property or money, in addition to such 
stock or securities), or

(B) As paid-in surplus or as a contribution to capital, then the 
basis shall be the same as it would be in the hands of the transferor, 
increased in the amount of gain or decreased in the amount of loss 
recognized to the transferor upon such transfer under the law ap- 
plicable to the year in which the transfer was made. 

(7) Tax-free distributions. If the property consists of stock 
or securities distributed after December 31, 1931, to a taxpayer in 
connection with a transaction described in section 5% (g), the 
basis in the case of the stock in respect of which the distribution 
was made shall be apportioned, under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the State Tax Cumunissioner between such stock and 
the stock or securities distributed. 

(8) Involuntary conversion. If the property was acquired as 
the result of a compulsory or involuntary conversion described in 
section 5% (f), the basis shall be the same as in the case of the 
property so converted, decreased in the amount of any money re- 
ceived by the taxpayer which was not expended in accordance with 
the provisions of law (applicable to the year in which such con- 
version was made), determining the taxable status of the gain or 
loss upon such conversion, and increased in the amount of gain or 
decreased in the amount of loss to the taxpayer recognized upon 
such conversion under the law applicable to the year in which such 
conversion was made. 

(9) Property acquired before November 8, 1932. In the case 
of property acquired before November 8, 1932, if the basis as other- 
wise determined under this subsection, adjusted as provided in sub- 
section (b), is less than the fair market value of the property as of 
November 8, 1932, then the basis shall be such fair market value. 
In determining the fair market value of stock in a corporation as of 
November 8, 1932, due regard shall be given to the fair market 
value of the assets of the corporation as of that date. 

(10) Whenever in the calculation of income taxable hereun- 
der for the period from January 1, 1932, to November 8, 1932, it is 
necessary to determine the amount of gain or loss or of depreciation 
or depletion in the case of property acquired before January 1, 
1932, the basis of property shall be fixed in the same manner as is 
provided in subsection (9) of this subsection (a), in the case of 
property acquired before November 8, 1932, except that values as 
of January 1, 1932, shall be used in lieu of values as of November 
8, 1932. 

(b) Adjusted Basis. The adjusted basis for determining the 
gain or loss from the sale or other disposition of property, when- 
ever acquired, shall be the basis determined under subsection (a), 
adjusted as hereinafter provided. 


(1) General Rule. Proper adjustment in respect of the prop- 
erty shall in all cases be made— 
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(A) For expenditures, receipts, losses, or other items, properly 
chargeable to capital account, including taxes and other carrying 
charges on unimproved and unproductive real property, but no such 
adjustment shall be made for taxes or other carrying charges for 
which deductions have been taken by the taxpayer in determining 
net income for the taxable year or prior taxable year; 

(B) In respect of any period since November 8, 1932, for ex- 
haustion, wear and tear, obsolesence, amortization, and depletion, 
to the extent allowed (but not less than the amount allowable) un- 

.der this Act or prior income tax laws. 

(C) In respect of any period prior to November 8, 1932, for ex- 
haustion, wear and tear, obsolescence, amortization, and depletion, 
to the extent sustained; 

(D) In the case of stock (to the extent not provided for in the 
foregoing subparagraphs) for the amount of distributions previous- 
ly made which, under the law applicable to the year in which the 
distribution was made, either were tax-free or were applicable in 
reduction of basis; 

(2) Substituted Basis. The term “substituted basis” as used 
in this subsection means a basis determined under any provision of 
subsection (a) of this section. 

(A) By reference to the basis in the hands of a transferor, 
donor, or grantor, or 

(B) By reference to other property held at any time by the 
person for whom the basis is to be determined. Whenever it ap- 
pears that the basis of property in the hands of the taxpayer is a 
substituted basis, then the adjustments provided in paragraph (1) 
of this subsection shall be made after first making in respect of such 
substituted basis proper adjustments of a similar nature in respect 
of the period during which the property was held by the transferor, 
donor, or grantor, or during which the other property was held by 
the person for whom the basis is to be determined. A similar rule 
shall be applied in the case of a series of substituted basis. 


Section 5. Determination of amount of Gain or Loss. (a) Compu- 
tation of Gain or Loss. Except as hereinafter provided in this sec- 
tion, the gain from the sale or other disposition of property shall 
be the excess of the amount realized therefrom over the adjusted 
basis provided in section 4 (b) and the loss shall be the excess of 
such basis over the amount realized. 

(b) Amount Realized. The amount realized from the sale or 
other disposition of property shall be the sum of any money re- 
ceived plus the fair market value of the property (other than 
money) received. 

(c) Recognition of Gain or Loss. In the case of a sale or ex- 
change, the extent to which the gain or loss determined under this 
section shall be recognized for the purposes of this title, shall be de- 
termined under the provisions of section 5¥. 
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(d) Installment Sales. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to prevent (in the case of property sold under contract pro- 
viding for payment in installments) the taxation of that portion of 
any installment payment representing gain or profit in the year in 
which such payment is received. 

Section 534. Recognition of Gain or Loss. (a) General Rule. 
Under the sale or exchange of property the entire amount of the 
gain or loss, determined under section 5 shall be recognized, except 
as hereinafter provided in this section. 

(b) Exchange Solely in kind.— 

(1) Property Held For Productive Uses or Investment. No 
gain or loss shall be recognized if property held tor productive use 
in trade or business or for investment (not including stock in trade 
er other property held primarily for sale, nor stocks, bonds, notes, 
choses in action, certificates of trust or beneficial interest, or other 
securities or evidences of indebtedness or interest) is exchanged 
solely for property of a like kind to be held either for productive 
use in trade or business or for investment. 

(2) Stock For Stock of Same Corporation. No gain or loss 
shall be recognized if common stock in a corporation is exchanged 
solely for common stock in the same corporation, or if preferred 
stock in a corporation is exchanged solely for preferred stock in the 
same corporation. 

(3) Stock for Stock On Reorganization. No gain or loss shall 
be recognized if stock or securities in a corporation a party to a re- 
organization are, in pursuance of the plan of reorganization, ex- 
changed solely for stock or securities in such corporation or in an- 
other corporation a party to the reorganization. 

(4) Same—Gain of Corporation. No gain or loss shall be 
recognized if a corporation a party to a reorganization exchanges 
property, in pursuance of the plan of reorganization, solely for 
stock or securities in another corporation a party to the reorganiza- 
tion. 

(5) Transfer to Corporation Controlled by ‘Transferor. No 
gain or loss shall be recognized if property is transferred to a cor- 
poration by one or more persons solely in exchange for stock or 
securities in such corporation, and immediately after the exchange 
such person or persons are in control of the corporation, but in the 
case of an exchange by two or more persons this paragraph shall 
apply only if the amount of the stock and securities received by 
each is substantially in proportion to his interest in the property 
prior to the exchange. . 

(c) Gain From Exchanges Not Solely In Kind.— 


(1) If an exchange would be within the provisions of subsec- 
tion (b) (1), (2), (3), or (5) of this section if it were not for the 
fact that the property received in exchange consists not only of 
property permitted by such paragraph to be received without the 
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recognition of gain, but also of other property or money, then the 
gain, if any, to the recipient shall be recognized, but in an amount 
not in excess of the sum of such money and the fair market value 
of such other property. 

(2) Ifa distribution made in pursuance of a plan of reorgani- 
zation is within the provisions of paragraph (1) of this subsection 
but has the effect of the distribution of a taxable dividend, then 
there shall be taxed as a dividend to each distributee such an 
amount of the gain recognized under paragraph (1) as is not in ex- 
cess of his ratable share of the undistributed earnings and profits 
of the corporation accumulated after November 8, 1932. The re- 
mainder, if any, of the gain recognized under paragraph (1) shall 
be taxed as a gain from the exchange of property. 

(d) Same—Gain Of Corporation. If an exchange would be 
within the provisions of subsection (b) (4) of this section if it were 
not for the fact that the property received in exchange consists not 
only of stock or securities permitted by such paragraph to be re- 
ceived without the recognition of gain, but also of other property 
or money, then— 

(1). If the corporation receiving such other property or money 
distributes it in pursuance of the plan of reorganization, no gain to 
the corporation shall be recognized from the exchange, but 

(2) If the corporation receiving such other property or money 
does not distribute it in pursuance of the plan of reorganization, the 
gain, if any, to the corporation shall be recognized, but in an amount 
not in excess of the sum of such money and the fair market value 
of such other property so received, which is not so distributed. 

(e) Loss From Exchanges Not Solely In Kind. If an ex- 
change would be within the provisions of subsection (b) to (5), 
inclusive, of this section if it were not for the fact that the property 
received in exchange consists not only of property permitted by 
such paragraph to be received without the recognition of gain or 
loss, but also of other property or money, then no loss from the ex- 
change shall be recognized. 


(f) Involuntary Conversions. If property (as a result of its 
destruction in whole or in part, theft or seizure, or an exercise of 
the power of requisition or condemnation, or the threat or immin- 
ence thereof) is compulsory or involuntarily converted into prop- 
erty similar or related in service or use to the property so convert- 
ed, or into money which is forthwith in good faith, under regula- 
tions prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner expended in the 
acquisition of other property similar or related in service or use to 
the property so converted, or in the acquisition of control of a cor- 
poration owning such other property, or in the establishment of a 
replacement fund, no gain or loss shall be recognized. If any part 
of the money is not so expended, the gain, if any, shall be recog- 
nized, but in an amount not in excess of the money which is not 
so expended. 
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(g) Distribution of Stock On Reorganization. If there is dis- 
tributed, in pursuance of a plan of reorganization, to a shareholder 
in a corporation a party to the reorganization, stock or securities in 
such corporation or in another corporation a party to the reorgani- 
zation, without the surrender by such shareholder of stock or secur- 
ities in such a corporation, no gain to the distributee from the re- 
ceipt of such stock or securities shall be recognized. 

(h) Same—Effect On Future Distribution. The distribution, 
in pursuance of a plan of reorganization, by or on behalf of a cor- 
poration a party to the reorganization, of its stock or securities or 
stack or securities in a corporation a party to the reorganization, if 
no gain to the distributee from the receipt ot such stock or securi- 
ties was recognized by law, shall not be considered a distribution 
of earnings or profits within the meaning of section 4 (b) for the 
purpose of determining the taxability of subsequent distributions 
by the corporation. 

(i) Definition Of Reorganization. As used in this section and 
Sections 4 and 5 

(I) The term “reorganization” means (A) a merger or con- 
solidation (including the acquisition by one corporation of at least 
a majority of the voting stock and at least a majority of the total 
number of shares of all other classes of stock of another corporation, 
or substantially all the properties of another corporation) or (B) 
a transfer by a corporation of all or a part of its assets to another 
corporation if immediately after the transfer the transferor or its 
stockholders or both are in control of the corporation to which the 
assets are transferred, or (C) a recapitalization, or (D) a mere 
change in identity, form, or place of organization, however, effected. 

(2) The term “a party to reorganization” includes a corpora- 
tion resulting from a reorganization and includes both corporations 
in the case of an acquisition by one corporation of at least a ma- 
jority of the voting stock and at least a majority of the total num- 
ber of shares of all other classes of stock of another corporation. 


(j) Definition Of Control. As used in this section the term 
“control” means the ownership of at least 80 per centum of the vot- 
ing stock and at least 80 per centum of the total number of shares 
of all other classes of stock of the corporation. 


Section 6. Sales of Certain Classes of Property. The rate of 
tax imposed upon the gains or profits realized in any taxable year 
from the sale, exchange or other disposition of property purchased 
by a taxpayer for investment or use in his trade or business (except 
stock in trade of the taxpayer or other property of a kind which 
would properly be included in his inventory if on hand at the close 
of the taxable year, or property held by the taxpayer primarily for 
sale in the course of his trade or business) shall at the option of any 
taxpayer, other than a corporation, be three per cent (8%) of such 
gain or profit. In the case of any.taxpayer other than a corpora- 
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tion who for any taxable year sustains a loss not compensated for 
by insurance or otherwise upon the sale, exchange or other dispo- 
sition of any such property described in the preceding sentence, 
there shall be levied, collected and paid in lieu of all other taxes im- 
posed by this Act a tax determined as follows: A partial tax shall 
first be computed upon the basis of the ordinary net income at the 
rates and in the manner as if this section had not been enacted, and 
the total tax shall be this amount minus three per centum of such 
loss, but in no case shall the tax of a taxpayer who has sustained 
such a loss be less than the tax computed without regard to the 
provisions of this section. 

Section %. Inventory. Whenever in the opinion of the State 
Tax Commissioner the use of inventories is necessary in order clear- 
ly to determine the income of any taxpayer, the inventory shall be 
taken by such taxpayer upon such basis as the State Tax Commis- 
sioner may prescribe, conforming as nearly as may be to the best 
accounting practice in the trade or business, and most clearly re- 
flecting the income, and conforming as far as may be to the form 
and method prescribed by the United States Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, under the Act of Congress known as the “Revenue 
Act of 1928.” 


Section 8. Net Income Defined (Individual). In the case of 
an individual, the term “net income” means the gross income as de- 
fined by Section 10 of this Act, less the deductions allowed by 
Section 11 of this Act. 


Section 9. Computation of Net Income. (a) Net income shall 
be computed upon the basis of the taxpayer’s annual accounting 
period, (fiscal year or calendar year as the case may be), in accord- 
ance with the method of accounting regularly employed in keeping 
the books of such taxpayer, but if no such method of accounting 
has been so employed, or if the method employed does not clearly 
reflect the income, computation shall be made upon such basis and 
in such manner as in the opinion of the State Tax Commissioner 
does clearly reflect the income. If the taxpayer’s annual accounting 
period is other than the fiscal year as defined in this Act, or if the 
taxpayer has no annual accounting period or does not keep books, 
the net income shall be computed on the basis of the calendar year. 
(b) If a taxpayer chance his accounting period from fiscal year to 
calendar year, from calendar year to fiscal year, or from one fiscal 
year to another, the net income shall, with the approval of the State 
Tax Commissioner, be computed upon the basis of the new account- 
ing period, subject to the provisions of Section 21 of this Act. 


Section 10. Gross Fncome Defined (Individual). The term 
“gross income” as used herein: (1) includes gains, profit and in- 
come derived from salaries, wages, or compensation for personal 
services of whatever kind, or in whatever form paid, or from pro- 
fessions, vocations, trades, business, commerce or sales or dealings 
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in property, whether real or personal, growing out of ownership or 
use of or interest in such property, including the salaries, incomes, 
fees or other compensation of State, County and Municipal officers 
and employees; also from interest, collected rents, dividends, secur- 
ities, or transactions of any business carried on for gain or profit, 
and the income derived from any source whatever. The amount 
of all such items shall be included in the gross income for the tax- 
able year in which received by the taxpayer, unless under the 
methods of accounting permitted in this Act any such amounts are 
to be properly accounted for as of a different period; but (2) does 
not include the follawing items which shall be exempt from income 
tax under this Act; (a) The proceeds of life insurance policies and 
contracts paid upon the death of the insured to an individual bene- 
ficiary or to the estate of the insured. (b) The amount received by 
ihe insurcd as return of premiums or premiums paid by him under 
life insurance, endowment or annuity contracts, either during the 
term or at the maturity of the term mentioned in the contract, or 
upon the surrender of the contract. (c) The value of property 
acquired by gift, bequest, demise or descent, (but the income from 
such property shall be included in the gross income). (d) Inter- 
est upon obligations of the United States or its possessions; or se- 
curities issued under the provisions of the Federal Farm Loan Act, 
of July 17, 1916; or bonds issued by the War Finance Corporation ; 
(e) Any amount received through accident or health insurance, or 
under any workmen’s compensation act as compensation for per- 
sonal injuries or sickness, plus the amount of any damages received, 
whether by suit or agreement on account of such injuries or sickness, 
or through the war risk insurance act, or any law for the benefit 
or relief of injured or disabled members of the military or naval 
forces of the United States. (f) Salarjes, wages and other com- 
pensation received from the United States by officers or employees 
thereof, including persons in the military or naval forces of the 
United States. (3) In the case of non-resident taxpayers and for- 
eign corporation doing business in the State, gross incomes include 
only the gross income arising from sources within the State, in- 
cluding interest on bonds, notes or other interest-bearing obliga- 
tions of residents, corporate or otherwise, and including all amounts 
received (although paid under a contract for.the sale of goods or 
otherwise), representing profits in the manufacture and disposition 
of goods within the State of Alabama. 


Section 11. Deductions (Individuals). In computing net in- 
come, there shall be allowed as deductions: (a) all ordinary and 
necessary expenses paid or incurred during the taxable year in car- 
rying on any trade or business, including a reasonable allowance 
for salaries or other compensation for personal services actually 
rendered, and including rentals and other payments required to be 
made as a condition of the continued use or possession for the pur- 
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pose of trade or business of property to which the taxpayer has not 
taken, or is not taking title or in which he has no equity. (b) All in- 
terest paid or accrued within the taxable year or indebtedness, but 
in the case of a non-resident or a foreign corporation, the proportion 
of such interest which the amount of gross income from sources 
within the State of Alabama bears to the amount of gross income 
from all sources within and without the State of Alabama. (c) 
Taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year imposed (a) by the 
authority of the United States; (b) by the authority of any of the 
possessions of the United States; (c) by the authority of any State 
or territory, including the State of Alabama, or of any county, 
school district, municipality or other taxing subdivision of the 
State of Alabama, plus the proportion of tax imposed by other au- 
thorities above mentioned which the amount of gross income from 
sources within the State of Alabama bears to the amount of gross 
income from all sources within and without the State of Alabama; 
Provided, however, that the amount of Federal income tax appor- 
tioned to Alabama may be determined by the ratio that the amount 
of net income on business done within Alabama bears to the amount 
of net income from business within and without the State of Ala- 
bama. (d) Losses sustained during the taxable year and not com- 
pensated for by insurance or otherwise, if incurred in trade or bus- 
iness. (e) Losses sustained during the taxable year and not 
compensated for by insurance or otherwise, if incurred in any trans- 
action entered into for profit, though not connected with the trade 
or business; but in the case of a taxpayer other than a resident of 
the State, only as to such transactions within the State. (f) Losses 
sustained during the taxable year of property not connected with 
the trade or business (but in the case of a taxpayer other than a res- 
ident of the State, only of property within the State,) if arising 
from fires, storms, shipwreck, or other casualty, or from theft, and 
not compensated for by insurance or otherwise. (g) Debts ascer- 
tained to be worthless and actually charged off within the taxable 
year. (h) A reasonable allowance for the exhaustion, wear and 
tear of property from which any income is derived including a rea- 
sonable allowance for obsolescence. (i) In the case of mines, oil 
and gas wells, other natural deposits and timber, a reasonable al- 
lowance for depletion and for depreciation of improvements, accord- 
ing to the peculiar conditions in each case based upon the cost, in- 
cluding cost of development not otherwise deducted; such reason- 
able allowance in all cases to be made under rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner. In the case of 
leasehold interests, the deductions allowed by this section shall be 
equitably proportioned between the lessor and the lessee. (j) Con- 
tributions or gifts made within the taxable year to recognize religi- 
ous, charitable and scientific or educational institutions or institu- 
tions for the prevention of cruelty to children or animals which are 
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not operated for profit and no part of the net earning of which 
inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual, or 
contributions to the special fund for vocational rehabilitation au- 
thorized by Section 7 of the United States vocational rehabilitation 
Act, the amount of such deduction not to be, however, in excess of 
15% of the taxpayer’s net income as computed without the benefit 
of this paragraph. Such contributions or gifts shall be allowable 
as deductions only where made to institutions recognized as insti- 
tutions for the above purposes under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the State Tax Commissioner. In the case of a non- res- 
ident individual or foreign corporation, this deduction shall be al- 
iowed oniy as iv cuutiibitions or gifts made to domestic corpora- 
tions or institutions within the State of Alabama or to such voca- 
tional rehabilitation fund, and as to such contributions to the voca- 
tional rehabilitation fund only in the proportion of the total of such 
contributions which the amount of gross income from all sources 
within the State of Alabama bears to the amount of gross income 
from all sources within and without the State of Alabama. (k) In 
the case of a non-resident individual or foreign corporation, the de- 
ductions allowed in paragraphs a, d, f, g, h and i, shall be allowed 
only if and to the extent that they are connected with income aris- 
ing from a source within the State of Alabama, and a proper ap- 
portionment or allocation of the deductions with respect to sources 
of income within and without the State of Alabama shall be deter- 
mined under rules and regulations prescribed by the State Tax 
Commissioner. The special deduction of net losses of prior years 
to the extent provided in Section 113%. 

Section 11%. Basis for Depreciation and Depletion. (a) Basis 
for Depreciation. The basis upon which exhaustion, wear and tear, 
depreciation and obsolescence are to be allowed shall be such rea- 
sonable allowance as may be determined by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner on the adjusted basis provided in Section 4 for the purpose 
of determining the gain or loss upon sale or other disposition of 
such property. 

(b) Basis for Depletion. (1) General Rules. The basis upon 
which depletion is to be allowed shall be such reasonable allowance 
as may be determined by the State Tax Commissioner on the ad- 
justed basis provided in section 4 for the purpose of determining 
the gain or loss upon the sale or other disposition of such property 
except as provided in paragraph (2) of this sub-section. 


(2) Discovery. Value in Case of Mines, Oil and Gas Wells. 
In the case of mines, oil, timber and gas wells discovered by the 
taxpayer on or after January 1, 1932, not acquired as the result of a 
purchase or a proven tract or lease where the market value of the 
property is materially disproportionate to the cost or depletion al- 
lowance shall be based upon the fair market value of the property 
at the time of the discovery or within thirty days thereafter. 
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Section 1134. Net Losses—(a) Definition of “Net Loss.” As 
used in this section the term “net loss” means the excess of the de- 
ductions allowed by this title over the gross income for the tax- 
able year 1932 and subsequent taxable years, with the following ex- 
ceptions and limitations: 

(1) Non-business deductions. Deductions otherwise allowed 
by law not attributable to the operation of a trade or business regu- 
larly carried on by the taxpayer shall be allowed only to the extent 
of the amount of the gross income not derived from such trade or 
business ; 

(2) Depletion. The deduction for depletion shall not exceed 
the amount which would be allowable if computed without refer- 
ence to discovery value, or to percentage depletion under section 
11% (b) (2); 

(3) Dividends. The deduction provided for in Sections 13 and 
26 of amounts received as dividends shall not be allowed. 

(4) Interest. There shall be included in computing gross in- 
come the amount of interest received free from tax under this title, 
decreased by the amount of interest paid or accrued which is not al- 
lowed as a deduction by section 26 (2) ; 

(5) Net loss not to produce net loss. In computing the net 
loss for any taxable year a net loss for a prior year shall not be al- 
lowed as a deduction. 

(b} Net Loss as a Deduction. If, for any taxable year, it ap- 
pears upon the production of evidence satisfactory to the State Tax 
Commissioner that any taxpayer has sustained a net loss, the 
amount thereof shall be allowed as a deduction in computing the 
net income of the taxpayer for the succeeding taxable year (herein- 
after in this section called ‘‘second year’’) ; the deduction in all cases 
to be made under regulations prescribed by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner. 

(c) Fiscal Year Returns. If a taxpayer makes return for a 
period beginning in one calendar year (hereinafter in this subsec- 
tion called “first calendar year”) and ending in the following cal- 
endar year (hereinafter in this subsection called “second calendar 
year”) and the law applicable to the second calendar year is differ- 
ent from the law applicable to the first calendar year, then his net 
loss for the period ending during the second calendar year shall be 
the sum of: 

(1) The same proportion of a net loss for the entire period, 
determined under the law applicable to the first calendar year, 
which the portion of such period falling within such calendar year 
is of the entire period; and (2) the same proportion of a net loss for 
the entire period, determined under the law applicable to the second 
calendar year, which the portion of such period falling within such 
calendar year is of the entire period. 

Section 12. Items not Deductible. 
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In computing net income no deduction shall in any case be al- 
lowed in respect of: (a) Personal living or family expenses; (b) 
Any amount paid out for new buildings, or for permanent improve- 
ments or betterments made to increase the value of any property 
or estate; (c) Any amount expended in restoring property or in 
making good the exhaustion thereof, for which an allowance is or 
has been made; or (d) Premiums paid on any life insurance policy 
covering the life of any officer or employee, or of any person finan- 
cially interested in any trade or business carried on by the taxpay- 
er when the taxpayer is directly or indirectly a beneficiary under 
such policy. 

Section 18, Exemptions. The following cxemptions from in- 
come tax shall be allowed to every individual resident taxpayers: 

(a) The amounts received as dividends from a corporation or 
any subsidiary corporation of which the parent corporation owns 
as much as 50 per cent of the capital stock, which is taxable under 
this Act upon the net income of the parent corporation or the sub- 
sidiary ; 

(b) Amounts received as dividends from national banks or na- 
tional banking associations or from corporations engaged in the 
business of banking or financial business employing moneyed capi- 
tal coming into competition with the business of National banks 
and also net income realized by individuals and partnerships from 
time to time in the business of banking and of conducting a finan- 
cial business employing moneyed capital coming into competition 
with the business of National banks only during and for the periods 
during which such national banks, corporations, individuals and 
partnerships are subject to an excise tax imposed by this State on 
or with respect to such income, and dividends paid by any such cor- 
poration out of income subject to such excise tax. Provided, how- 
ever, the exemptions under this subsection (b) shall only apply to 
dividends received from corporations and/or institutions paying an 
income tax under the provisions of this Act. 

(c) In the case of a single person, or a married person not 
living with husband or wife, a personal exemption of fifteen hun- 
dred ($1,500.00) dollars or in the case of a head of a family or a 
married person living with husband or wife, a personal exemption 
of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars: A husband and wife living to- 
gether shall receive but one personal exemption or three thousand 
($3,000.00) dollars against their aggregate net income; and in case 
they make separate returns, the personal exemption of three thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) dollars may be taken by either or divided between 
them. 

(d) Three hundred dollars for each person (other than hus- 
band or wife), dependent upon and receiving his chief support from 
the taxpayer, if such dependent person is under eighteen years of 
age or is incapable of self-support because mentally or physically 
defected. 
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Section 14. Credit for Taxes in Cases of Taxpayers Other Than 
Residents of this State. 

Whenever a taxpayer other than a resident of this State has 
been liable to income taxes to the State or county where he resides, 
upon his net income for the taxable year derived from sources with- 
in this State, and subject to taxation under this Act, there shall be 
credited the amount of income taxes payable by him under this 
Act, with such proportion of taxes so payable by him to the State 
or county where he resides as his income subject to taxation under 
this Act bears to his entire income upon which the taxes so payable 
to such other State or county where imposed; provided, that such 
credit shall be allowed only if the laws of said State or county grant 
a substantial similar credit to residents of this State subject to in- 
come tax under such laws. 

Section 15. Partnerships. 

Individuals carrying on business in partnerships shall be liable 
for income tax only in their individual capacity. There shall be in- 
cluded in computing the net income of each partner his distrib- 
utive share, whether distributed or not, of the net income of the 
partnership for the taxable year, of, if his net income for the tax- 
able year is computed upon the basis of a period different from 
that upon the basis of which the net income of the partnership is 
computed, then his distributive share of the net income of the part- 
nership for any accounting period of the partnership ending within 
the fiscal year or calendar year upon the basis of which the parner’s 
net income is computed. Taxpayers who are members of partner- 
ships may be required by the State Tax Commissioner to make a 
return stating the gross receipts and net gains or profits of the 
partnership for any taxable year. The net income of the partner- 
‘ship shall be computed in the same manner and on the same basis 
as provided in computing the net income of individuals, except that 
the deduction provided in subsection j of section 11 shall not be al- 
lowed to the partnership, but the proper proportion thereof shall 
(subject to the limitations imposed by sub-sections (j) of section 
(11) be deductible by the individual partner and the personal 
exemption provided for in section 13 shall be allowed only to the 
individual partners. 

Section 16. Estates and Trusts. 

1. The tax imposed by this Act shall apply to the income of 
estates or of any kind of property held in trust, including: (a) in- 
come received by estates of deceased persons during the period of 
administration or settlement or settlement of the estate. (b) 
Income accumulated in trust for the benefit of unborn or unascer- 
tained persons with contingent interests. 

(c) Income held for future distribution under the terms of a 
will or trust; and (d) Income which is to be distributed to the ben- 
eficiaries periodically, whether or not at regular intervals, and the 
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income collected by a guardian of an infant to be held or distributed 
as the court may direct. 2. The fiduciary shall be responsible for 
making the return of income for the estate or trust for which he 
acts. The net income of the estate or trust shall be computed in 
the same manner and on the same basis as provided in this Act for 
individual taxpayers, except that there shall also be allowed as a de- 
duction any part of the gross income which, pursuant to the terms 
of the will or deed creating the trust, is during the taxable year paid 
to or permanently set aside for the United States, any state, terri- 
tory or any political sub-division thereof, or the District of Colum- 
bia, or any corporation or association organized and operated ex- 
clusively for religious, charitable, scientific or educational purposes, 
or for the prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of 
the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private stock- 
holder or individual; and in cases under paragraph d, under sub- 
division 1 of this section, the fiduciary shall include in the return a 
statement of each beneficiary’s distributive share of such net in- 
come, whether or not distributed before the close of the taxable 
year for which the return is made. 

3. In cases under paragraphs, a, b and c of sub-division 1 of 
this section, the tax shall be imposed upon the net income of the 
estate or trust and shall be paid by the fiduciary, except that in de- 
termining the net income of the estate of any deceased person 
during the period of administration or settlement, there may be de- 
ducted the amount of any income properly paid or credited to any 
legatee, heir or other beneficiary. In such cases the estate or trust 
shall be allowed the same exemptions as are allowed to single per- 
sons under Section 13 and in such cases an estate or trust created 
by a person not a resident and an estate of a person not a resi- 
aent shall be subject to tax only to the extent to which individuals 
other than residents are liable under Section 10, sub-division 3. 

4. In cases under paragraph d, sub-division 1 of this Section, 
and in the case of any income of an estate during the period of ad- 
ministration or settlement permitted by sub-division 3 to be deduct- 
ed from the net income upon which tax is to be paid by the fiduci- 
ary, the tax shall not be paid by the fiduciary, but there shall be in- 
cluded in computing the net income of each beneficiary his distrib- 
utive share whether distributed or not, of the net income of the es- 
tate or trust for the taxable year, or, if his net income for the tax- 
able year is computed upon the basis of a period different from 
that upon the basis of which the net income of the estate or trust 
is computed, then his distributive share of the net income of the 
estate or trust for any accounting period of such estate or trust 
ending within the fiscal year upon the basis of which such bene- 
ficiary’s net income is computed. In such cases the income of a 
beneficiary of such estate or trust not a resident shall be taxable 
only to the extent provided in Section 10, sub-division 3, for indi- 
viduals other than residents. 
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Section 1%. Information and Payment at Source. 


1. Every withholding agent shall deduct and withhold two 
per centum from all salaries, wages, commissions, gratuities, emolu- 
ments, perquisites and other fixed and determinable annual or peri- 
odical compensation of whatever kind and in whatever form paid 
or received, earned for personal services and taxable under this 
article, of which he shall have control, receipt, custody, disposal or 
payment, if the amount paid or received, or to be paid or received 
in any taxable year on account of any individual equals or exceeds 
one thousand five hundred ($1,500.00) dollars, unless there shall 
be filed with the withholding agent, before the time when he is re- 
quired to make return and payment thereof, a certificate in such 
form as shall be prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner, to the 
effect that the person entitled to such salary, wage, commission, 
gratuity, emolument, perquisite or other compensation is a resident 
and setting forth his residence address within the State. 

2. Every withholding agent shall make teturn to the State Tax 
Commissioner of complete information covering the amount of all 
interest, rent, salaries, wages, premiums, annuities, compensations, 
remunerations, emoluments or other fixed or determinable gains, 
profits and income, except interest coupons payable to bearer, of 
any taxpayer taxable under this Act, of one thousand five hundred 
($1,500.00) dollars or more in any taxable year under such regula- 
tions and in such form and manner and to such extent as may be 
prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner. 

3. Every withholding agent required to deduct and withhold 
any tax under sub-division 1 of this section shall make return 
thereof on or before the fifteenth day of March in each year, and 
shall at the same time pay the tax to the State Tax Commissioner. 
Every such individual, corporation or partnership is hereby made 
liable for such tax and is hereby indemnified against the claims and 
demands of any individual, corporation or partnership for the 
amount of any payments made in accordance with the provisions of 
this Section. 

4. Income upon which any tax is required to be withheld at 
the source under this Section shall be included in the return of the 
recipient of such income, but any amount of tax so withheld shall 
be credited against the amount of income tax as computed in such 
return. 


5. If any tax required under this Section to be deducted and 
withheld is paid by the recipient of the income, it shall not be re- 
collected from the withholding agent; nor in cases in which the tax 
is so paid shall any penalty be imposed upon or collected from the 
recipient of the income of the withholding agent for failure to re- 
turn the same, unless such failure was fraudulent and for the pur- 
pose of evading payment. 


Section 18, Individual Taxpayer’s Returns. 
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Every taxpayer having a net income for the taxable year of fif- 
teen hundred dollars or over, if single or if married and not living 
with husband or wife, and of three thousand dollars, if married and 
living with husband or wife, shall each year, make under oath to the 
State Tax Commissioner a return stating specifically the items of 
his gross income and the deductions and credits allowed by this 
Act, his place of residence and post office address. If a husband 
and wife living together have an aggregate net income of three 
thousand dollars or over, each shall make a return unless the in- 
ccme of each is included in a single joint return. If the taxpayer 
is unable to make his own return, the return shall be made by a duly 
authorized agent or by the guardian or other person charged with 
the care of the person or property of such taxpayer. A taxpayer 
other than a resident shall not be entitled to the deductions author- 
ized by Section 11 unless he shall make under oath a complete re- 
turn of his gross income both within and without the State. 

Section 19. Partnership Returns. 

Every partnership shall make a return, to the State Tax Com- 
missioner, for each taxable year, stating specifically the items of 
its gross income and the deductions allowed by this Act, and shall 
include in the return the names and addresses of the individuals 
who would be entitled to share in the net income, if distributed and 
the amount of the distributive share of each individual. The re- 
turns shall be sworn to by any one of the partners. 


Section 20. Fiduciary Returns. Every fiduciary, (except re- 
ceivers appointed by authority of law in possession of part only of 
the property of a taxpayer) shali make under oath a return for the 
taxpayer for whom he acts, first, if the net income of such taxpayer 
is one thousand five hundred ($1,500.00) dollars or over, if single, 
or if married and not living with husband or wife, or three thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) dollars or over, if married and living with husband 
or wife, or second, if the net income of such taxpayer, if an estate 
or trust, is one thousand five hundred ($1,500.00) dollars or over, 
or if any beneficiary is a taxpayer other than a resident of the State, 
which returns shall state specifically the items of the gross income 
and the deductions, exemptions, and credits allowed by this Act. 
Under such regulations as the State Tax Commissioner may pre- 
scribe, a return made by one or two or more joint fiduciaries and 
filed in the office of the State Tax Commissioner shall be a suf- 
ficient compliance with the above requirement. The fiduciary shall 
make oath that he has sufficient knowledge of the affairs of such in- 
dividual, estate or trust to enable him to make the return, and that 
the same is, to the best of his knowledge and belief, true and cor- 
rect. Fiduciaries required to make returns under this Act shall be 
subject to all provisions of this Act which apply to taxpayers. 

Section 21. Returns When Accounting Period Changed. If a 
taxpayer with the approval of the State Tax Commissioner, changes 
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the basis of computing net income from fiscal year to calendar 
year, a separate return shall be made for the period between the 
close of the last fiscal year for which return shall be made, and the 
following December thirty-first. If the change is made from calen- 
dar year to fiscal year, a separate return shall be made for the 
period between the close of the last calendar year for which return 
was made and the date designated as the close of the last fiscal 
year. If the change is made from one fiscal year to another fiscal 
year, a separate return shall be made for the period between the 
close of the former fiscal year and the date designated as the close 
of the new fiscal year. If a taxpayer making his first return for in- 
come tax keeps his accounts on. the basis of a fiscal year, he shall 
make a separate return for the period between the beginning of a 
calendar year in which such fiscal year ends and the end of such 
fiscal year. In all of the above cases the net income shall be com- 
puted on the basis of such period for which separate return is made, 
and the tax shall be paid thereon at the rate of the calendar year in 
which such period is included; and the exemptions allowed in this 
Act shall be reduced respectively to amounts which bear the same 
ratio to the full exemptions provided for as the number of months 
in such period bears to twelve months. 


Section 22. Imposition Of Income Tax on Corporations. A 
tax is hereby levied and imposed upon every corporation organized 
under the laws of Alabama and doing business in this State, which 
shall be assessed, collected and paid annually for the taxable year 
1932 and for each taxable year thereafter upon and with respect to 
their entire net income as hereinafter defined, at rate as follows: 

Five per centum of the amount of the entire net income in ex- 
cess of the credits against such net income provided herein. A like 
tax of five per centum of the entire net income is hereby levied and 
imposed upon every foreign corporation doing business in the 
State of Alabama which. tax shall be assessed, collected and paid 
for the taxable year 1932 and for each taxable year thereafter upon 
and with respect to their entire net income as herein defined, from 
property situated within this State, and from business done and 
transacted within this State. Such taxes shall be first assessed, 
collected and paid in the year 1933 upon and with respect to the 
taxable income for the calendar year 1932, or for any fiscal year 
ending during the calendar year 1932, and in each and every tax- 
able year thereafter such income tax shall be assessed, collected and 
paid likewise, based upon the calendar year, or any fiscal year end- 
ing during such a calendar year. , 


Section 23. Conditional and Other Exemptions. (Corpora- 
tions and Organizations). The following organizations shall be 
exempt from taxation under this Act: (1) Labor, agricultural or 
horticultural organizations. (2) Fraternal beneficiary societies, or- 
der or associations. (a) operating under the lodge system for the 
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exclusive benefit of the members of a fraternity itself operating un- 
der the lodge system, and (b) providing for the payment of life, 
sick, accident or other benefits to the members of such society, or- 
der or association, or their dependents. (3) Business league, cham- 
bers of commerce, or boards of trade, not organized for profit and 
no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any pri- 
vate stockholder or individual. (4) Civic leagues or organizations 
not organized for profit but operated exclusively for the promotion 
of social welfare. (5) Clubs organized and operated exclusively 
for pleasure, recreation and other non-profitable purposes, no 
part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any pri- 
vate stockhoider or meiiber. (6) Farmers’ and other mutual hail, 
cyclone or fire insurance companies, mutual ditch or irrigation com- 
panies, or like organizations of a purely local character, the income 
of which consists solely of assessments, dues, and fees collected 
from members for the sole purpose of meeting expenses. (7) Farm- 
ers’, fruit growers’, or like associations, organized and operated as 
sales agents for the purpose of marketing the products of members 
and turning back the proceeds of sales, less the necessary selling ex- 
penses, on the basis of quantity of produce furnished by them. (8) 
Corporations organized for the exclusive purpose of holding title 
to property, collecting income there from and turning over the en- 
tire amount thereof, less expenses, to an organization which itself 
is exempt from the tax, imposed by this Act. (9) Federal Land 
Banks and national farm loan associations as provided in Section 26 
of the Act of Congress approved July 17, 1916, entitled “An Act to 
provide for agricultural development, to create standard forms of in- 
vestment based upon farm mortgages, to equalize rates of interest 
upon farm loans, to furnish a market for United States Bonds, to 
create government depositories and financial agents for the Unit- 
ed States, and for other purposes.” (10) All National Banks and 
National Banking Associations and all corporations engaged in the 
business of banking and of conducting a financial business employ- 
ing moneyed capital coming into competition with the business of 
national banks during and for the periods during which such na- 
tional banks and corporations, are subject to an excise tax imposed 
by this State on or with respect to their respective net incomes. 
(11) Insurance companies upon which the statutes of Alabama 
impose a tax upon their premium income. (12) Building and loan 
associations substantially all the business of which is confined to 
making loans to members only during and for the periods which 
‘said Building and Loan Associations are subject to an excise tax 
imposed by this State on or with respect to their net incomes. 


Section 24. Net Income Defined. (Corporations). In the 
case of a corporation subject to the tax imposed by Section 23 of 
this Act, the term “net income” means the gross income as defined 
in Section 25 of this Act, less the deductions allowed by Section 26 
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of this Act, and the net income shall be computed on the same basis 
as provided in Section 9 of this Act. 

Section 25. Gross Income Defined. (Corporations). 

(a) In the case of a corporation subject to the tax imposed by 
Section 23 of this Act, the term “gross income” means the gross in- 
come as defined in Section 10 of this Act, except that (1) Mutual 
marine insurance companies shall include in gross income the gross 
premiums collected and received by them, less amounts paid for re- 
insurance. (b) In the case of a foreign corporation, gross income 
includes only the gross income from sources within this State, in- 
cluding the interest on bonds, notes, or other interest bearing obli- 
gations of residents, corporate or otherwise, dividends from resident 
corporations, and including all amounts received (although paid un- 
der a contract for the sale of goods or otherwise) representing prof- 
its on the manufacture and disposition of goods within this State. 


Section 26. Deductions Allowed (Corporations). In comput- 
ing the net income of domestic corporations doing business in this 
State subject to the tax imposed by Section 22 of this Act, there 
shall be allowed as deductions: (1) All ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses paid or incurred during the taxable year in carrying on any 
trade or business, including a reasonable allowance for salaries and 
other compensation for personal services actually rendered, and in- 
cluding rentals or other payments required to be made as a condi- 
tion to the continued use or possession of property to which the cor- 
poration has not taken or is not taking title, or in which it has no 
equity. (2) All interest paid or accrued within the taxable year 
on its indebtedness, except an indebtedness incurred or continued 
to purchase or carry obligations or securities (other than obliga- 
tions of the United States issued after September 24, 1917,) the in- 
terest upon which is wholly exempt from taxation under this Act 
as income to the taxpayer, or in the case of a foreign corporation, 
the proportion of such interest which the amount of its gross in- 
come from sources within the State of Alabama bears to the amount 
of its gross income from all sources within and without the State 
of Alabama. (3) Taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year 
(a) imposed by the authority of the United States, or (b) by the 
authority of any of its possessions; or (c) by the authority of any 
State or territory, or any county, school district, municipality, or 
other taxing sub-division of any State or territory, not including 
those assessed for local benefits of a kind tending to increase the 
value of the property assessed; or, in the case of a non-resident in- 
dividual or foreign corporation taxes paid or accrued within the 
taxable year imposed by the authority of the State of Alabama or 
any county school district, municipality, or any other taxing sub- 
division of the State of Alabama plus the proportion of tax imposed 
by other authorities above mentioned which the amount of gross 
income from sources within the State of Alabama bears to the 
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amount of gross income from all sources within and without the 
State of Alabama; provided, however, that the amount of Federal 
income tax apportioned to Alabama may be determined by the ratio 
that the amount of net income on business done within Alabama 
bears to the amount of net income from business done within and 
without the State of Alabama. (4) Losses sustained during the 
taxable year and not compensated for by insurance or otherwise. 
(5) Debts ascertained to be worthless and charged off within the 
taxable year. (6) The amounts received as dividends from a cor- 
poration, or any subsidiary corporation of which the parent corpor- 
ation owns as much as 50 per cent of the capital stock, which is 
taxable under this Act upon the net income of the pareni corpora- 
tion or the subsidiary. (7) A reasonable allowance for the exhaus- 
tion, wear and tear of property used in the trade or business, includ- 
ing a reasonable allowance for obsolescence. (8) In the case of 
mines, oil and gas wells, other natural deposits, and timber, a rea- 
sonable allowance for depletion and for depreciation of improve- 
ments, according to the peculiar conditions, in each case, based upon 
the cost, including cost of development not otherwise deducted; 
such reasonable allowance in all cases to be made under rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner. In 
the case of leases the deductions allowed by this paragraph shall 
be equitably apportioned between the lessor and the lessee. (9) 
In the case of marine insurance companies, there shall be allowed, 
in addition to the deductions allowed in paragraphs 1 to 9, inclusive, 
amounts repaid to policy holders on account of premiums previous- 
ly paid by them, and interest paid on such amounts between the 
ascertainment and the payment thereof. (10) In the case of mutual 
insurance companies (other than mutual life or mutual marine in- 
surance companies) requiring their members to make premium de- 
posits to provide for losses and expenses, there shall be allowed, in 
addition to the deductions allowed in paragraphs 1 to 9, inclusive, 
(unless otherwise allowed under such paragraph) the amount of 
premium deposits returned to their policy holders and the amount 
of premium deposits retained for the payment of losses, expenses 
and reinsurance reserves. (11) In the case of foreign corporations 
doing business in this State the deductions allowed by this Section 
shall only be allowed if and to the extent, that they are connected 
with the income arising from sources within the State of Alabama, 
and the proper apportionment and allocation of deductions with re- 
spect to the sources of income within and without the State of Ala- 
bama shall be determined under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State Tax Commissioner; Provided that in the case of cor- 
porations doing a business partly within and partly without the 
State where revenue is apportioned or allocated to Alabama the Ex- 
penses in connection with such apportioned or allocated revenue 
shall be likewise apportioned or allocated to the State, for the pur- 
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pose of deductions under this Act, or the ratio that Company ex- 
penses in Alabama bear to Company revenues in Alabama. The 
special deduction of net losses of prior years to the extent provided 
in Section 1134. 

Section 261%. Distributions by Corporations. 

(a) Definition of Dividend. The term “dividend” when used 
in this title means any distribution made by a corporation to its 
shareholders whether in money or in other property, out of its 
earnings or profits accumulated after December 31, 1931. 


(b) Source of Distributions. For the purposes of this Act 
every distribution is made out of earnings or profits to the extent 
thereof, and from the most recently accumulated earnings or profits. 
Any earnings or profits accumulated, or increased in value of prop- 
erty accrued before January 1, 1932, may be distributed, exempt 
from tax, after the earnings and profits accumulated after January 
1, 1932, have been distributed, but any such tax-free distribution 
shall be applied against and reduce the basis of the stock provided 

‘in Section 4. 

(c) Distributions in Liquidation. Amounts distributed in com- 
plete liquidation of a corporation shall be treated as in full payment 
in exchange for the stock, and amounts distributed in partial liqui- 
dation of a corporation shall be treated as in part or full payment 
in exchange for the stock. The gain or loss to the distributee re- 
sulting from such exchange shall be determined under Section 5, 
but shall be recognized only to the extent provided in Section 5%. 
In the case of amounts distributed in partial liquidation (other than 
a distribution within the provisions of section 5% (h) of stock or 
securities in connection with a reorganization) the part of such 
distribution which is properly chargeable to capital account shall 
not be considered a distribution of earnings or profits within the 
meaning of sub-section (b) of this section for the purpose of deter- 
mining the taxability of subsequent distributions by the corpora- 
tion. 

(d) Other Distributions From Capital. If any distribution (not 
in partial or complete liquidation) made by a corporation to its 
shareholders is not out of increase in value of property accrued be- 
fore January 1, 1932, and is not out of earnings or profits, then the 
amount of such distribution shall be applied against and reduce the 
basis of the stock provided in section 4 and if in excess of such 
basis, such excess shall be taxable in the same manner as a gain 
from the sale or exchange of property. 

(e) Stock Dividends. A stock dividend shall not be subject 
to tax. 

(f) Redemption of Stock. If a corporation cancels or redeems 
its stock (whether or not such stock was issued as a stock dividend) 
at such time and in such manner as to make the distribution and 
cancellation or redemption in whole or in part essentially equiva- 
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lent to the distribution of a taxable dividend, the amount so distrib- 
uted in redemption or cancellation of the stock to the extent that 
it represents a distribution of earnings or profits accumulated after 
January 1, 1932, shall be treated as a taxable dividend. 

(g) Definition of Partial Liquidation. As used in this Section 
the term “amounts distributed in partial liquidation” means a dis- 
tribution by a corporation in complete cancellation or redemption 
of a part of its stock, or one of a series of distributions in complete 
cancellation or redemption of all or a portion of its stock. 

Section 2%. Items Not Deductible. That in computing net in- 
come no deduction shall in any case be allowed in respect of any of 
the items specified in Section i2. 

Section 28. Credits Allowed—That for the purpose only of the 
tax imposed by Section 22, there shall be allowed the following 
credits: (a) The amount received as interest upon obligations of 
the United States and bonds issued by the War Finance Corpora- 
tion, which is included in gross income under Section 25. 

(b) The amount of excess profits tax imposed by the Act of 
Congress now in effect. (c) In the case of a domestic corporation, 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars. (d) In the case of a foreign cor- 
poration doing business in this State that proportion of one thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) dollars which the gross income of such corpora- 
tion in this State bears to the entire gross income of such corpora- 
tion. (e) Amounts received as dividends from national banks or 
national banking associations or from corporations engaged in the 
business of banking and of conducting a financial business employ- 
ing moneyed capital coming into competition with the business of 
national banks only during and for the periods during which such 
national banks, corporations, individuals and partnerships are sub- 
ject to an excise tax imposed by this State on or with respect to 
such income and dividends paid by any such corporation out of in- 
come subject to such excise tax. Provided, however, the exemption 
under this sub-section shall only apply to dividends received from 
corporations and/or institutions paying an income tax under the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 29. Corporation Returns. That every — corporation, 
joint stock company or association subject to income tax under this 
Act shall make a return to the State Tax Commissioner for each 
taxable year stating specifically the items of its gross income and 
the deductions and credits allowed by this Act. The return shall 
be sworn to by the president, vice-president, or other principal of- 
ficer, and by the treasurer or assistant treasurer. In cases where 
receivers, trustees in bankruptcy or assignees, are operating the 
property or business of corporations, such receivers, trustees or as- 
signees shall make returns for such corporations in the same manner 
and form as corporations are required to make returns. Any tax 
due on the basis of such returns made by receivers, trustees, or as- 
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signees shall be collected in the same manner as if collected from 
the corporations of whose business or property they have custody 
and control. Returns made under this section shall be subject to 
the provisions of Section 21 of this Act. When return is made un- 
der Section 21, the credit provided in subdivision (c) of Section 
28 shall be reduced to an amount which bears the same ratio to the 
full credit therein provided as the number of months in the period 
for which such return is made bears to twelve months. 


Section 291%4. (1) Returns made on the basis of the calendar 
year shall be made on or before the 15th day of March following 
the close of the calendar year. Returns made on the basis of a fis- 
cal year shall be made on or before the 15th day of the third month 
following the close of the fiscal year. 

(2) The commissioner may grant a reasonable extension of 
time for filing returns, under such rules and regulations as he shall 
prescribe. Except in the case of taxpayers who are abroad, no such 
extension shall be for more than six months. 

(3) Individuals and corporations having a fiscal year ending 
in the year 1982, shall file their first return hereunder on or before 
March 15, 1933. 


Section 30. Assessment of Income Taxes. The income tax 
provided for in this Act shall be assessed and fixed as hereinafter 
provided by the State Tax Commissioner and upon blanks in the 
form to be prescribed by the State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, the amount shown to be due by the taxpayer’s return 
shall constitute and create a prima facie liability for such amount 
on which taxes shall be paid as herein provided. 

Provided, further, that “assessment” or “assessed” herein used 
shall refer to and mean the final determination of the amount found 
to be due by the State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, further, that the mailing of the income tax blank to 
persons liable for the tax herein provided, shall be the only notice 
required to be given, except where the amount as finally fixed by 
the State Tax Commissioner shall be different from the amount 
shown to be due by the return as made by the taxpayer. 

Provided, further, that the failure to receive such blank shall 
not relieve any person required to make a return, from making such 
return, of the penalties for failure to so do or liability for tax. 

Provided, further, that where the State Tax Commissioner de- 
termines the amount due is different from that shown by the tax- 
payer’s return, notice of such different amount shall be given to 
taxpayer by registered mail, return receipt required, giving the tax- 
payer notice of the amount so fixed and the State Tax Commission- 
er shall fix a day, not less than fifteen days from date of such notice, 
for hearing any protest of taxpayer. The time and place of such 
hearing shall be designated in such notice. Upon hearing such pro- 
test or if the taxpayer fails to appear on the day set, the State Tax 
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Commissioner shall finally fix, determine and assess the amount of 
tax due and notify the taxpayer thereof by registered mail. With- 
in sixty (60) days from the date of mailing the letter advising the 
taxpayer of such assessment the taxpayer may upon paying the tax 
appeal from such assessment to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County sitting in Equity by filing notice of appeal with the Secre- 
tary of the State Tax Commission and with the Register of the 
Circuit Court of Montgomery County which shall hear and deter- 
mine the case and enter judgment for the taxpayer if he is not liable 
for any part of the tax so assessed or for such part of the tax as the 
Court shall determine was overpaid by the taxpayer. On a judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court of Montgomery County either the State 
or the taxpayer may appeal to the Court of Appeals or to the Su- 
preme Court as in civil cases within sixty (60) days from the rendi- 
tion of judgment. In the event the taxpayer is successful the 
amount of tax shall be promptly refunded to him and if not so re- 
funded may be credited by the taxpayer on any subsequent tax due 
by him to the State. 

Section 30%. Any surplus remaining from the proceeds of the 
tax imposed by this biii after providiny for interest and installment 
annual payments or annual amortization installments on the cur- 
rent debts of the State as of September 30, 1932, shall be applied 
to the reduction of the ad valorem State tax on real and personal 
property. 

Section 31. (a) Time of Payment of Tax. The total amount of 
tax imposed by this title shall be paid on the fifteenth day of March 
following the close of the calendar year, or if the return should be 
made on the basis of a fiscal year, then on the fifteenth day of the 
third month following the close of the fiscal year. 

In the case of any taxpayer filing returns according to the fiscal 
year having a fiscal year ending in the calendar year 1932, the tax 
shall be paid as if his or its return were filed on the basis of the cal- 
endar year 1932. 

The State Tax Commissioner shall be required to give a receipt 
for all payments of income tax made hereunder. 

(b) Installment Payments. The taxpayer may elect to pay the 
tax in four equal installments, in which case the first installment 
shall be paid on the date prescribed for the payment of the tax by 
the taxpayer, the second installment shall be paid on the fifteenth 
day of the third month, the third installment on the fifteenth day of 
the sixth month, and the fourth: installment on the fifteenth day of the 
ninth month, after such date. If any installment is not paid on or 
before the date fixed for its payment, the whole amount of the 
tax unpaid shall be paid upon notice and demand from the Tax Com- 
missioner. 

(c) Extension of Time For Payment. At the request of the 
taxpayer, the Commissioner may extend the time for payment of 
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the amount determined as the tax due by the taxpayer, or any in- 
stallment thereof, for a period not to exceed three months from the 
date prescribed for the payment of the tax or an installment there- 
of. In such case the amount in respect of which the extension is 
granted shall be paid on or before the date of the expiration of the 
period of the extension. 

(d) Voluntary Advance Payment. The tax imposed by this 
Act, or any installment thereof, may be paid, at the election of the 
taxpayer, prior to the date prescribed for its payment. 

Section 32. In case any taxpayer has through mistake or error paid 
an income tax which he is not legally due, or has paid an amount 
in excess of what he was in fact due, such taxpayer, may make ap- 
plication on forms furnished therefor, to the State Tax Commis- 
sioner to have such amount erroneously paid refunded, and upon 
making satisfactory proof to the State Tax Commissioner that such 
error was made, the State Tax Commissioner shall certify to the 
State Auditor the amount to be refunded by the State and warrant 
shall be drawn for such refund as provided in Act No. 432 of Gen- 
eral Acts of Alabama, approved July 17, 1931. 


Section 33. Custody of Income Tax Returns and Records. The 
income tax returns and records shall remain in the office of the 
State Tax Commissioner and shall not be open to public inspection. 

Section 34. Assessment of Income Tax Against Those Failing to 
Make Return and Penalties for Such Failure. 


Any person or corporation failing or refusing to make the list 
or return required by this Act, or rendering a wilfully false or 
fraudulent list or return, shall be assessed by the State Tax Com- 
missioner on account of such income tax in such manner as appears 
to it from the best information obtainable, either by examination 
of the defaulting taxpayer or any other evidence, that such taxpayer 
is liable for. In case of failure or neglect to make such list or re- 
turn, the State Tax Commissioner shall add a penalty of not more 
than twenty-five per centum as a penalty to the amount of the tax 
due; and in the case of a wilfully false or fraudulent return or list 
having been rendered, the State Tax Commissioner shall add a pen- 
alty of not more than fifty per centum as a penalty to said tax. 

Section 35. Penalty for Failure to Make Return Within Time 
Specified. Any person or corporation, joint stock company or asso- 
ciation liable to income tax under this Act, who shall fail to make 
return as required by this Act within the time allowed shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction thereof shall be fined 
not less than ten dollars, nor more than one thousand dollars. 

Section 36. Further Provisions as to the Collection of Income 
Taxes. That in every respect herein specified in this Act, returns 
for the levy and collection of the taxes herein provided for shall be 
subject to all provisions of law relative to the assessment and col- 
lection of taxes on personal property, so far as applicable, and the 
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taxes herein levied and provided for shall be a superior lien to all 
other liens on all property real and personal or such taxpayer in this 
State from the date of the assessment until paid and the lien en- 
forced as in the case of ad valorem taxes, and garnishment proceed- 
ings may issue in favor of the State for the collection of such in- 
come taxes, just as may be done for the collection of any debts as 
between individuals; and the State Tax Commissioner shall have 
further power and authority of levy and sale for the collection of 
such taxes as the tax collectors have for the collection of ad va- 
lorem taxes; and the State Tax Commissioner may in such matters, 
act through its duly authorized agents. All income taxes collected 
by the State Tax Commissioner shall be as scon as practicable, 
turned over to the State Treasurer and his receipt taken therefor. 
The State Tax Commissioner shall not take any action to collect any 
income tax before the same becomes delinquent, except in cases of 
emergency where delayed action might result in the loss of such 
taxes. 

Section 3%. Income Tax Returns Not Public Documents Except in 
Certain Cases. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to print or publish in any manner 
whatever the income tax return of any taxpayer or any part thereof 
or the taxes due thereon or to divulge to any person whatever. ex- 
cept persons required or authorized to collect or audit or assist in 
collecting or auditing the returns or to use the information con- 
tained in any such return or acquired in auditing any such return 
or enforcing the provisions of this Act for any purpose except for 
the audit of such return and collection of the tax imposed by this 
Act, unless the tax thereby imposed becomes delinquent; and any 
person violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, shall be fined not to exceed Fifty Dol- 
lars ($50.00) or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than thirty days, one or both for each offense and upon conviction 
thereof any such person shall thereafter be ineligible to hold the 
office of State Tax Commissioner or become or be an employee or 
agent of the State Tax Commission or under the State Tax Com- 
missioner. Any person making any affidavit required herein who 
shall knowingly swear falsely, shall be guilty of perjury. Any as- 
sistant or agent of the State Tax Commissioner who shall wilfully 
refuse to perform the duties imposed upon him by this Act or by the 
State Tax Commissioner, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars, or sentenced to hard 
labor for the county for not more than thirty days, one or both, for 
each offense. 

All income tax returns and information secured by income tax 
officials or employees for the purpose of arriving at income taxes, 
shall be kept under lock and key by the State Tax Commissioner, 
and any official or employee of the State or of any county, who shall 
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divulge the contents thereof, except under order of Court, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a fine of not more 
than fifty dollars, or shall be sentenced to hard labor for the county 
for not more than thirty days, one or both, and any person found 
guilty of violating this provision of this Act shall thereafter be in- 
eligible to hold the office of the State Tax Commissioner or become 
or be an employee or agent of the State Tax Commission or under 
the State Tax Commissioner. 

Section 38. Questions to be Asked by Tax Assessor. 

At the time of listing for assessment of real and personal prop- 
erty for taxation in this State, the county tax assessor of every 
county shall ask each person assessing real and personal property 
within his county, and each person shall answer the following ques- 
tions: (a) If the person is returning property for taxation for 
himself, the assessor shall ask and the person shall answer the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. Are you married or single. Do you live with your wife or 
husband? If the person answers that he or she is single, or that 
he or she does not live with husband or wife, then the answer that 
he or she is single, or that he or she does not live with husband or 
wife, then the assessor must ask and the person must answer the 
following questions: (2) Were your gains, gross profits and 
income received during the preceding calendar year, less the deduc- 
tions permitted by the State Income Tax Law, not including per- 
sonal exemptions, more than fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars? 
If such person answers that he or she is married and living with 
husband or wife, the tax assessor shall ask and the person shall 
answer the following question: 3. Were the gains, gross profits 
and income received during the preceding calendar year by yourself 
and wife, or husband, in the aggregate, less the deductions permit- 
ted by the State Income Law, not including personal exemptions, 
more than three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars? (b) If such person 
is returning property for another than himself, or for a corporation 
or partnership, the assessor shall ask and the person must answer 
the following questions: 1. Were the gains, gross profits and in- 
come received during the preceding calendar year by the person, 
partnership, or corporation for whom, or which, you have made re- 
turns for taxation, less the deductions permitted by the State In- 
come Tax Law, not including personal exemptions, more than fif- 
teen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars? 

Have you paid any income taxes to the United States, or have 
made any income tax return thereto during this or the preceding 
calendar year? Ifso, which year? Said questions shall be printed 
on the blanks used for the listing of real and personal property for 
taxation, and the answers thereto shall be entered thereon. 

Section 39. Salaries, Expenses, Wages and Auditing. (a) The As- 
sessment and collection of the income taxes imposed by this Act 
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shall be under the supervision of the State Tax Commissioner, who 
shall be and with the approval of the Governor, employ such as- 
sistants and clerks as shall be necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 

(b) ‘The salaries of all persons employed by the State Tax 
Commissioner for the enforcement of the income tax law shall be 
fixed by the State Tax Commissioner by and with the consent of 
the Governor. The necessary printing, stationery, postage and of- 
fice equipment shall be supplied by the State in the same manner 
as it is supplied to the State Tax Commissioner, 

The State Tax Commissioner, his assistants and employees 
shali be entitied to receive aciuial necessary Cxpcnscs incurred in the 
performance of their duties. The salaries, wages and expenditures 
provided for by this Act with reference to income taxes shall be 
audited and paid out of the State Treasury in the same manner as 
other salaries, wages and expenditures of the State Tax Commis- 
sion are audited and paid. All payments herein required shall be 
made out of revenues provided by this Act. 

Section 40. Statement to be Furnished by Taxpayer. 

Every corporation, joint stock company or association organ- 
ized under the laws of this State or organized under the laws of any 
other State, nation or territory and doing business in this State, 
whether taxable under this Act or not shall furnish to the officers 
and employees of the State charged with the duties of carrying out 
the provisions of this Act, a true and accurate statement at such 
times and in such manner and form and setting forth such facts as 
the State Tax Commissioner shall deem necessary to enforce the 
provisions of this Act. Such statement shall be made upon oath or 
affirmation of the officer or employee of the corporation, joint stock 
company or association best qualified to furnish the desired infor- 
mation. 

Section 41. Information to be given by the Taxpayer on Demand 
by the State Tax Commissioner. The State Tax Commissioner 
may at any time in his discretion require the taxpayer to furnish 
a sworn statement of the annual return of income made under the 
provisions of the Act of Congress of the United States for the cal- 
endar or fiscal year in question or for the preceding calendar or 
fiscal year. Any person who shall wilfully fail to comply with this 
demand shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction there- 
of, shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars, and may be 
sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than six months, 
one or both. 

_ Section 42. Rules to be Promulgated by the State Tax Commis- 
sioner. 

The State Tax Commissioner shall from time to time, as said 
commissioner shall deem desirable, promulgate such reasonable 
rules and regulations, governing procedure and methods of ascer- 
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taining and determining gains and income so as to conform as near- 
ly as possible to the best accounting practice in every trade or bus- 
iness, and as most clearly reflecting the income therefrom. 

Section 43. Any officer or employee who shall in violation of the 
terms of this Act disclose any fact connected with the return of in- 
come tax shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be discharged 
from his office or employment. 

Section 44, That the provisions of this Act are severable, and if 
any section or sections, paragraph or paragraphs, sentence or sen- 
tences, clause or clauses, phrase or phrases, word or words of this 
Act shall be held to be unconstitutional by the valid judgment or 
decree of any court of competent jurisdiction, the same shall not af- 
fect or impair any of the remaining provisions, sections, para- 
graphs, sentences, clauses, phrases, and/or words of this Act. 

It is hereby declared to be the Legislative intent that this Act, 
and each section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase and word 
thereof would have been enacted had such unconstitutional sec- 
tion or sections, paragraph or paragraphs, sentence or sentences, 
clause or clauses, phrase or phrases, and word or words not been in- 
cluded herein. 

Section 45. This Act shall become effective when an amendment 
to the Constitution authorizing the tax herein provided for has 
been adopted. 

And on motion of Mr. Goodwyn a Committee of Conference was 
requested on the disagreement of the two Houses on the Senate 
amendment to the bill, H. 481 and the Speaker named as the Com- 
mittee of Conference on the part of the House, Messrs. Goodwyn, 
McGowin and Poole.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS. 


Section 1: As used in this Act. 

(a) “Motor Vehicle” means any motor propelled vehicle not 
usually operated over or on rails used for the transportation on the 
public highways in this State of persons or property for hire, and 
shall include any such vehicle operated as a unit in combination 
with another vehicle used for such purpose; 

(b) “Operator” means any person, firm partnership, associa- 
tion, joint stock company, corporation, lessee, trustee, or receiver ap- 
pointed by any court whatsoever owning, controlling, operating 
or managing any motor vehicle used for the transportation of per- 
sons or property for hire; 

(c) “Common carrier” means any operator of a motor vehicle 
who engages in the motor transportation business for hire as a pub- 
lic employment, provided, however, neither the term “common car- 
rier,” nor any other provision of this Act, shall be construed to mean 
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or include any motor transportation company or common carrier 
subject to the provisions of the Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 
1931; 

(d) “Contract Carrier” means any operator of a motor vehicle 
who engages in the business of furnishing transportation of persons 
or property for hire for a particular person or particular persons 
under a special contract or special contracts, and not for the public. 

“Contract carrier” shall not be construed to mean or include: 

1. Any farmer, merchant, manufacturer, or any other person, 
firm, association or corporation who transports only his own prop- 
erty; or 

2. A cooperative association, when transporting only property 
belonging to the association, or its members, and when no profit 
is charged for such transportation; or 

3. Any person, firm, association or corporation who does not 
regularly engage in the transportation business, but occasionally 
transports persons or the property of others for hire; or 

4. Any person, firm, association or corporation when trans- 
porting only property offered for sale, sold, or to be sold by him. 

(e) “Public Highway” means every public street, alley, road or 
highway (including bridges) in this State, whether within or with- 
out the corporate limits of any municipality; — 

(f) “Permit” means the permit to operate authorized to be is- 
sued under the provisions of this Act; 

(g) “Commission” means the Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion. 


ARTICLE II 
EXEMPTIONS. 


Section 2: There shall be exempted from the provisions of this 
Act: 

1. Motor vehicles for hire while being used exclusively for the 
transportation of school children and school teachers to and from 
school. 

2. Motor vehicles for hire, operating exclusively within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town, or within the police jurisdic- 
tion thereof, or between two cities or incorporated towns whose 
city limits adjoin, or within the police jurisdiction thereof. 

Section 3: Motor vehicles designated primarily for the trans- 
portation of property and operated by a contract carrier, which ve- 
hicles, when unloaded, weigh 3,000 pounds or less, shall not be re- 
quired to comply with any portion of this Act providing for the 
collection of a mileage tax; provided, however, that no such exempt- 
ed vehicle shall be loaded to more than fifty per cent. in excess of 
its own weight. 

Section 4: This Act, and every part thereof, shall apply and be 
construed to apply to interstate commerce, except insofar as the 
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same may be in conflict with the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States and the Acts of Congress. 


ARTICLE III 
PERMITS. 


Section 5: No contract carrier or common carrier shail oper- 
ate any motor vehicle for hire for the transportation of persons or 
property upon any public highway in this State without first having 
obtained a permit therefor from the Judge of Probate of the County 
in which such carrier resides or has his principal place of business, 
or, if such carrier is a non-resident of this State, from the Judge of 
Probate of any County through which he operates or proposes to 
operate. 

Section 6: The Commission shall have printed and distributed 
to the Judges of Probate of each County, blank form of applications 
for permits, and of permits to be issued. 

Each application for a permit shall be signed by the applicant, 
if an individual, or by a member of the partnership, if the applicant 
is a partnership, or by an officer of the corporation, if the applicant 
is a corporation. 

Each application shall be accompanied by a fee of $10.00. 

Section 7: Each application for a permit shall show: 

1. The name and postoffice address of the applicant; 

2. Whether the applicant proposes to operate as a contract 
carrier or a common carrier. 

3. The number and character of motor vehicles which the ap- 
plicant proposes to operate, and with respect to each truck, the 
make, model, rated capacity, and whether fitted with pneumatic or 
solid tires ; and with respect to each bus, the make, model, and seat- 
ing capacity. 

4. <A description of the route or territory where the applicant 
proposes to operate. 

Section 8: Each permit shall contain the data prescribed in the 
preceding section to be stated in each application, and in addition, 
there shall be stated the distinguishing plate number which shall 
be displayed upon each motor vehicle which the applicant is au- 
thorized to operate. 


Section 9: Upon the payment of the prescribed fee, and the {il- 
ing of bonds as hereinafter prescribed, the Probate Judge to whom 
application is made shall issue to the applicant a permit, to which 
he shall be entitled as a matter or right, authorizing the operation 
for which application is made. 

Section 10: Distinguishing plates shall be furnished by the 
Commission to the various Judges of Probate, and upon the issuing 
ef any permit by any Judge of Probate, he shall furnish to the ap- 
plicant one such distinguishing plate for each motor vehicle author- 
ized to operate under such permit. Such distinguishing plate shall 
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be at all times conspicuously displayed on the front or rear of the 
motor vehicle for which it has been issued. The transfer of such 
plate from one motor vehicle to another is prohibited except upon 
notice to the Commission. 

Section 11: All of the provisions of this Act relating to the is- 
sue of a permit shall apply respectively to the issue of an amended 
permit. 

Section 12: The holder of each permit shall annually, not later 
than November 15th, file with the Commission, in accordance with 
its regulations, a list containing an accurate description of the 
equipment operated under the permit, and the license tag number 
issued in respect of each such vehicle. 

Section 13: Each Judge of Probate, upon the issuance of any 
permit, shall immediately forward to the Commission a duplicate 
copy of such permit, together with the application and bonds exe- 
cuted by the applicant, and a report of the distinguishing plates is- 
sued to the applicant. 


ARTICLE IV 
RATES AND PRACTICES. 


(a) Common carriers: 

Section 14: Every rate demanded or received by any common 
carrier shall be just and reasonable, and every common carrier shall 
furnish adequate, efficient, safe and reasonable service. 

Section 15: The Commission shall have power and authority to 
prescribe just and reasonable rules and regulations governing com- 
mon carriers; to fix or approve their rates, fares, charges and clas- 
sifications ; to prescribe a uniform system of classification of ac- 
counts to be used by common carriers, and to require such common 
carriers to file schedules of rates, fares, charges and classifications, 
and to file annual and other reports, and to supervise and regulate 
such common carriers in all matters in which the public interest is 
involved. Provided, however, that nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to require the Commission to fix the same rates for common 
carriers subject to this Act as are or may be fixed for steam or 
electric railways. 

(b) Contract carriers: 

Section 16: It is hereby declared that the business of contract 
carriers is effected with a public interest; that the welfare of the 
public, and the preservation and maintenance of an adequate and 
efficient system of transportation for the public, and the integrity 
of the State’s regulation of such system of transportation, require 
the regulation of contract carriers to the extent herein provided. 

Section 17: It shall be unlawful for any contract carrier to im- 
pair the service or business of any: part of the system of transpor- 
tation for the public for hire, or the regulation thereof by the State 
for the benefit of the public, by: 
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(1) Making or giving to any person, firm or corporation any 
undue or unreasonable preference or advantage; or 

(2) Subjecting any person, firm or corporation to any undue 
or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage; or 

(3) Using any unfair method of competition. 

Provided, however, that this Section shall not be construed to 
require any contract carrier to charge the same rates as may be 
fixed for or charged by steam or electric railroads for similar serv- 
ices. 

Section 18: Whenever upon complaint filed with the Com- 
mission, or upon said Commission’s motion, it may find, after hear- 
ing to be conducted in accordance with the Commission’s general 
orders, that any rate, fare, charge, classification, or any rule or 
practice of any contract carrier constitutes a violation of any pro- 
vision of Section 17 of this Act, it shall order such contract carrier 
to cease and desist therefrom, and/or the Commission may pre- 
scribe the minimum rate, fare or charge thereafter to be charged, and 
the classification, regulation or practice thereafter to be observed 
by such contract carrier in such manner as in its judgment will re- 
move such violation. 

To the end that the Commission may perform the duties im- 
posed upon it by this Section, each such contract carrier shall main- 
tain on file with the Commission a statement of its current charges 
for its services, and of such other matters as the Commission may 
reasonably require. 


ARTICLE V 
OTHER REGULATORY PROVISIONS. 


Section 19: No operator of a motor vehicle for hire subject 
to the provisions of this Act shall permit such vehicle to be oper- 
ated upon the highways of this State unless the driver or chauffeur 
thereof is a sober person, at least twenty-one (21) years of age, is 
of sound health and vision, and is a careful and experienced driver 
or chauffeur of motor vehicles. 

Section 20: It shall be unlawful for any common carrier or 
contract carrier subject to the provisions of this Act, or the officers 
or agents of any such carrier, to require or permit any driver or 
chauffeur of a motor vehicle subject to the provisions of this Act, 
to be or remain on duty for a longer period than eight consecutive 
hours, or where service is not continuous, to be on duty more than 
8 hours in a spread of 12 hours. When one driver or chauffeur is 
relieved, he shall not be permitted or required to again go on duty 
until he has had 8 hours off duty, except 

(a) ‘The second trip can be completed with an aggregate of 
not to exceed 8 hours on duty for both trips; and 

(b) The second trip can be completed within 12 hours of the 
time he first went on duty for the first trip. 
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These limits shall not be exceeded except in cases of accident or 
unforseen emergency, a driver or chauffeur may remain on duty not 
to exceed 10 hours in a spread of 14 hours, or for such times as will 
enable him to complete his regular run. 

The periods of release from duty herein required shall be given 
at such place (not in or on a motor vehicle), and under such cir- 
cumstances that rest and relaxation from the strain of the duties 
of the employment may be obtained. 

Section 21: If an operator be a non-resident of this State, he 
shall, prior to operating any motor vehicle for hire, file with the 
Secretary of State an instrument of writing under his hand and seal, 
if such operator be a natural person, and if a corporation, under 
the seal of the corporation and signed officially by the president and 
secretary thereof, designating an authorized agent or agents resid- 
ing within the State, together with a fee of $10.00 for filing same, 
which $10.00 shall be for the use of the State. 


ARTICLE VI 
MILEAGE TAX. 


Section 22: Every common carrier and contract carrier sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Act shall pay to the State as compen- 
sation for the use of the public highway for each mile actually oper- 
ated. within the State over such public highways, a mileage tax of 
Y%th cent per mile on all passenger vehicles with a seating capac- 
ity of 16 passengers or less, and a mileage tax of % cent per mile on 
all passenger vehicles with a seating capacity of not less than 17, 
and not more than 20 passengers; and a mileage tax of 34 cent per 
mile on all passenger vehicles with a seating capacity exceeding 20, 
and not exceeding 25 passengers; and a mileage tax of 1 cent per 
mile on all passenger vehicles with a seating capacity exceeding 25 
passengers; and a mileage tax of 1% cent per mile on all vehicles 
transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of less than 2 
tons; and a mileage tax of 34 cent. per mile on all vehicles trans- 
porting property with a rated carrying capacity of 2 tons or more, 
but less than 3 tons; and a mileage tax of 1 cent per mile for ve- 
hicles transporting property with a rated carrying capacity of 3 
tons or more, but less than 4 tons; and a mileage tax of 1% cents 
per mile for vehicles transporting property with a rated carrying ca- 
pacity of 4 tons, but less than 5 tons; and a mileage tax of 2 cents 
per mile for vehicles transporting property with a rated carrying ca- 
pacity of 5 tons or more. Such mileage tax shall be paid by such 
common carrier or contract carrier in addition to all property, fran- 
chises, licenses, or other taxes, fees and charges now or hereafter 
provided by law. 

The taxes imposed by this Section shall be increased 50 per cent. 
if the annual license tax prescribed by the law of this State on like 
vehicles is not paid because such motor vehicle is engaged in inter- 
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state commerce. The tax imposed by this section shall in each in- 
stance be increased 50 per cent. on each motor vehicle for hire not 
equipped wholly with pneumatic tires. There shall be added a 
penalty of 1 per cent. per month for each month the payment of 
the tax imposed by this section is in default. The Commission is 
empowered and directed to collect all of the taxes imposed by this 
Section. 

The excise tax herein levied is levied by the State under its po- 
lice power, and as an aid to policing, supervising, preserving, main- 
taining, constructing and regulating the use of public highways in 
this State, and is not a revenue measure. 

Section 23: ‘The Commission is empowered by general reguia- 
tion to prescribe and require the character of appliances which each 
common carrier or contract carrier subject to the provisions of this 
Act shall use in order to establish the correct mileage travelled in 
this State by such vehicle, and to adopt rules and regulations with 
respect to the care and inspection of such appliances, and reports 
of the mileage shown by said appliances. 

Section 24: In order to ascertain the mileage travelled in this 

State by motor vehicles subject to the provisions of this Act, the 
Commission shall prescribe the records to be kept by common car- 
riers and contract carriers subject to this Act, and on or before the 
15th day of each month, each such carrier shall file with the Com- 
mission, in accordance with the Commission’s requirements, a state- 
ment verified under oath by the carrier, or by a person having 
knowledge of the facts, and duly designated therefor by the car- 
rier, showing the mileage travelled in this State by each motor ve- 
hicle, subject to the provisions of this Act, operated by such carrier 
during the preceding calendar month, and shall at the time of the 
filing of such report, pay to the Commission the tax reflected by it. 

Section 25: The Commission may, in its discretion, by general 
regulation, require common carriers and contract carriers operat- 
ing any motor vehicle subject to the provisions of this Act, to keep 
within the State, subject to inspection at all reasonable times by 
said Commission, or its agents, such books of accounts or records 
as may be reasonably necessary to enable the Commission to obtain 
full information regarding the amounts due from such carrier un- 
der the provisions of this Act. The books and records of all com- 
mon carriers and contract carriers subject to the provisions of this 
Act shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection by the Com- 
mission by any member thereof, or by any agent appointed for such 
purpose. 


ARTICLE VII 
BONDS. 


Section 26: No permit shall be issued until there has been filed 
and accepted by the Judge of Probate to whom application is made,

a good and sufficient indemnity bond or insurance policy (upon 
which the premium has been paid in advance for a period of not less 
than 30 days) issued by some surety or insurance company, or othe1 
insurance carrier duly authorized to transact business as such with- 
in this State, for the protection of the public (other than the pas- 
sengers of, or the shippers of freight by, such carrier) in the col- 
lection of damages for which the carrier may be liable by reason 
of the operation of any motor vehicle subject to the provisions of 
this Act. 

It shall be the duty of the Commission to prescribe by general 
order the terms, conditions and provisions of such bonds, except, 
however, the penal sum or maximum amount of each such bond 
shall be $5,000.00 for the death of or injury to any one person, and 
$10,000.00 for the damages caused by any one accident or occur- 
rence; and provided further that no permit shall be issued until 
there has been filed with the Judge of Probate, to whom the appli- 
cation is made, a bond in the penal sum of $500.00, payable to the 
State of Alabama, with some surety company qualified to do busi- 
ness in the State as surety thereon, or with personal surety ap- 
proved by the Judge of Probate, conditioned that the applicant shall 
pay and all fees, taxes, or penalties which may be due under the 
provisions of this Act, and for the faithful compliance with all law- 
ful decisions, orders, rules, regulations, demands and requirements 
of the Commission, made, rendered, issued or promulgated under 
the provisions of this Act. It shall be the duty of the Commission 
by general order to prescribe the form of such bonds. 

No bond or insurance policy executed in accordance with the 
requirements of this Act shall be cancelled or otherwise terminated 
at any time prior to its expiration for any reason until there has 
been filed with the Commission by the surety a notice to such ef- 
fect at least 15 days prior to the date of such termination or can- 
cellation. This provision shall be deemed to be a part of every 
such undertaking, and no provision thereof, and no agreement be- 
tween the parties thereto, shall operate to void the same. If any 
bond or insurance policy required to be given by this Section shall 
become inoperative, the authority under the permit shall cease and 
be suspended until a bond or insurance policy meeting the require- 
ments of this Section shall become effective and be filed with the 
Commission. 


ARTICLE VIII 
PROVISIONS AND ENFORCEMENT. 


Section 27: Whenever any carrier subject to the provisions of 
this Act is found to be violating the provisions of this Act, or any of 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the Commission, pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act, or any of the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama touching on such carrier’s operation upon the public high- 
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ways in this State, the Commission may, upon complaint, or upon 
its own motion, issue its order to the said carrier notifying him to 
appear before it (upon 30 days written notice) at a fixed time and 
place, at which time and place the Commission shall investigate 
such violation, and if it shall be satisfied, after a hearing, that said 
carrier has: violated or refused to observe such laws, rules or regula- 
tions, the Commission may suspend, revoke, alter or amend any 
permit issued to such carrier, but the holder shall have the right of 
appeal as hereinafter provided, and pending such appeal, such per- 
mit shall remain in effect. 

Section 28: Every common carrier or contract carrier, every 
officer, agent or employee of any such carrier, and every other per- 
son who violates, or causes, aids, or abets any violation of any pro- 
vision of this Act, with the exception of Section 17, or who violates 
or causes, aids or abets any violation of any order, rule or regula- 
tion lawfully issued by the Commission pursuant to authority 
granted by this Act, or who knowingly makes any false or errone- 
ous statement, report, or representation to any Judge of Probate, 
or the Commission, with respect to any matter placed under the 
jurisdiction of such Judge of Probate, or the Commission, by this 
Act, or who shall knowingly make any false entry in the accounts 
or records required to be kept pursuant to the authority granted by 
this Act, or who shall knowingly fail to keep, or who shall knowing- 
ly destroy or mutilate any such accounts or records, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not exceeding $500.00, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Prosecution may be had in the Circuit Court of any 
County in which the offense, or any part thereof, shall have oc- 
curred. 

Section 29: Any common carrier, contract carrier, or any other 
person, firm or corporation, may, at the instance of the Commis- 
sion, or of any person having an interest in the subject matter, be 
enjoined by the courts of this State from any violation of the pro- 
visions of this Act, or of any order, rule, regulation or requirement 
of the Commission, but no injunction shall issue except after 5 
days’ notice to the Commission and to the defendant or defendants 
in such proceeding, and after hearing by the Court. 


ARTICLE IX 
PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE. 


Section 30: Upon the completion of any hearing, the Commis- 
sion shall render a written report of its findings of fact and conclu- 
sions of law, and shall include a statement of such other matters 
as may be pertinent to the questions at issue. This report shall be 
filed with the records of the proceedings, and a copy thereof shall 
be immediately sent to each party to the proceedings. 


> 
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Section 81: Unless a different time be prescribed by the Com- 
mission, each order of the Commission shall be effective 20 days 
after the service thereof, and shall be served immediately after its 
entry of record upon every party required to obey the same. 

Section 82: No preliminary injunction or interlocutory order, 
or decree, or process suspending or restraining or affecting the en- 
forcement of any action, order or determination of the Commission 
shall be granted by any Judge or Court except upon hearing after 
at least 5 days notice to the Commission. 

Section 83: From any final action or order of the Commission 
in the exercise of the jurisdiction, powers and authority conferred 
upon it by this Act, an appeal may be taken by any person having 
an interest adversely affected by any such action or order, to the 
Circuit Court of the County of the carrier’s residence, or in which 
he has his principal place of business, or to the Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County, sitting in equity, and thence to the Supreme 
Court of Alabama. Such appeal must be taken within 20 days 
after the day upon which such final action or order was taken or 
issued by filing a petition of appeal with the Clerk of said Court, 
together with security for costs of such appeal, to be approved by 
said Clerk. An execution may issue against such security for costs 
if decided against Appellant. Such appeals, and the supersedeas 
and stay of action or order appealed from in other respects shall 
be governed by the provisions of law now in force, or hereafter en- 
acted, respecting appeals from final actions or orders of the Com- 
mission in cases in which a common carrier by rail is a party. 


ARTICLE X 
FACILITIES FOR COMMISSION. 


Section 34: Each of the Commissioners, and any employee des- 
ignated as examiner by the Commission, for the purposes of this 
Act, and in all hearings before the Commission, may administer 
oaths, certify to official acts, issue subpoenas, compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses, and the production of books and papers. 

Section 35: Each witness who shall appear before the Commis- 
sion in response to its order issued under authority of this Act, 
shall receive for his attendance the fees and mileage provided for 
witnesses in civil cases in courts of record, which shall be audited 
and paid by the State out of the Motor Carrier Fund hereinafter 
provided for, upon the presentation of proper vouchers sworn to 
by such witness, and approved by the President of the Commission; 
but no witness subpoenaed at the instance of parties other than the 
Commission shall be entitled to compensation from the State for 
attendance or travel. 

Section 36: The Commission may, with the approval of the 
Governor, appoint such auditors, accountants, inspectors, attorneys, 
and other employees, upon such terms and conditions as it may 
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deem necessary to enable it to perform the duties imposed upon it 
by this Act, and to incur necessary expenses for office furniture, 
stationery, printing, and other incidental expenditures. The actual 
and necessary traveling expenses incurred while engaged in the 
discharge of their duties under this Act shall be paid to the mem- 
bers of the Commission, and to its employees. 

Section 87: It shall be the duty of the Attorney General, him- 
self, or through an assistant Attorney General, to represent without 
additional compensation, the Commission in any action or proceed- 
ing arising under the provisions of this Act in which it may be a 


party. 
ARTICLE XI 
EXPENSES AND DISPOSITION OF FEES AND TAXES 


Section 38: Each Judge of Probate, as compensation for his 
services performed under this Act, shall retain $2.00 from each ap- 
plication fee, and on or before the 15th of each month, shall remit to 
the State Treasurer the balance of all application fees collected dur- 
ing the preceding month, to be disposed of as hereinafter provided. 

Section 39: Except as provided in the preceding section, all ex- 
cise mileage taxes, fees, and all other amounts collected under this 
Act shall be paid into the State Treasury within 30 days after their 
receipt, and shall be kept separate and apart from all other funds 
by the State Treasurer, in a fund to be known as the “Motor Car- 
rier Fund,” which fund shall be used as follows: 

(a) For the payment of all expenses incurred in the adminis- 
tration and enforcement of this Act. 

(b) Ninety per cent. of the taxes and fees collected under this 
Act shall be paid monthly into the State Highway Fund, to be 
used for the maintenance and construction of public highways in 
the State. 

(c) At the end of each fiscal year, the remaining ten per cent. 
of the taxes and fees collected under this Act, after payment of the 
amounts provided for in sub-division (a) of this Section, shall also 
be credited to the State Highway Fund, to be used for the main- 
tenance and construction of public highways in the State. 

The expenses herein authorized to be paid out of said motor car- 
‘rier fund shall be-paid by the State Treasurer out of said fund on a 

warrant drawn as prescribed by law with respect to other warrants. 


ARTICLE XII 
MUNICIPALITIES. 


Section 40: This Act shall not be construed so as to deprive 
any municipality within this State of its rights to regulate and con- 
trol the use of its streets, or the right to regulate and control any motor 
propelled vehicle operating within its corporate limits. Any incor- 
porated city or town in this State shall have the right, by proper 
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ordinance, to levy and collect reasonable privilege license taxes from 
all common carriers and contract carriers where such common car- 
riers or contract carriers do business in said town or city by main- 
taining depots, stations, or terminal facilities therein and/or by re- 
ceiving passengers or freight for transportation for hire from said 
city or town to another point in Alabama, or from other points in 
Alabama to said city or town; provided, however, that said license 
cr tax shall not exceed the sum of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars in 
incorporated cities or towns of less than five thousand (5,000) in- 
habitants, and shall not exceed the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars in incorporated cities or towns of over five thousand (5,- 
000) inhabitants and less than twenty-five thousand (25,000) in- 
habitants; and shall not exceed the sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars in incorporated cities or towns of more than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) and less than one hundred thousand (100,000) in- . 
habitants; and shall not exceed the sum of three hundred ($300.00) 
Dollars in incorporated towns or cities of over one hundred thou- 
sand (100,000) inhabitants; the population to be computed on the 
basis of the last Federal census; provided, further, that any priv- 
ilege license tax levied by any city or town within this State shall 
be fairly graduated in accordance with the number of motor ve- 
hicles operated by each motor carrier, and in accordance with the 
carrying capacity of busses and the weight of trucks. 


ARTICLE XIII 
SEVERABILITY. 


Section 41: If any section, sentence, clause or provision of this 
Act, including any exemption or exception, is declared unconstitu- 
tional or void for any reason, the validity of the remainder of the 
Act shall not be affected thereby. If any exemption or exception is 
declared unconstitutional or void for any reason, this Act shall ap- 
ply to such exempted or excepted class. If the applicability of any 
section, sentence, clause or provision of this Act to any person or 
circumstances shall be held invalid for any reason, the applicability 
thereof to other persons and circumstances shall not be affected 
thereby. It is the intention of the Legislature that, if this Act can- 
not take effect in its entirety because of the judgment of any court 
of competent jurisdiction holding unconstitutional or void for any 
reason any provision or provisions thereof, the remaining provisions 
shall be given full force and effect as completely as though the pro- 
vision or provisions held unconstitutional or void had not been in- 
cluded in this Act. 

Mr. Tidwell offered the following amendment to the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary for the bill, H: 
113: 

Amend Committee Substitute for H. 113 as follows: (1) by 
striking out the title to said substitute, and inserting in lieu and as 
the title thereof, the following: 
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A BILL 


To be entitled an Act defining contract carriers and common 
carriers by motor vehicle not subject to the provisions of the Ala- 
bama Motor Carrier Act of 1931; to authorize, regulate and govern 
the transportation for hire of persons and property on public high- 
ways by motor vehicles operated by such contract carriers and com- 
mon carriers; to authorize, regulate and govern the issuance of per- 
mits therefor; to regulate and govern the rates and practices of such 
carriers ; to provide for the payment of fees, and for the payment of 
excise taxes for the use of the public highways by such contract car- 
riers and common carriers, and to provide for the disposition there- 
ot; to enlarge the powers and duties of the Aiabama Public Se:v- 
ice Commission and Probate Judges of the State with respect to 
permits issued to and the regulation and control of such carriers, 
and to provide for the payment of fees to such Probate Judges; to 
provide for the appointment of resident agents (upon whom service 
of process may be had) of such contract carriers and common car- 
riers who may be non-residents of the State; to authorize munici- 
palities in this State to prescribe license taxes to be paid by such 
contract carriers and common carriers; to prescribe and regulate 
the practice and procedure before the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission with respect to said carriers, and to authorize and prescribe 
appeals from rulings with respect to such carriers, and to regulate 
injunctions and like orders respecting the same; and to provide for 
the enforcement, and to prescribe punishment and penalties for the 
violation of this Act. 

(2) By striking out Section 3 of said substitute bill, and by in- 
serting in lieu thereof Section 3 as follows: 

Section 3. Any motor vehicle designated primarily for the 
transportation of property and operated by a contract carrier, and 
which when unloaded weighs 4500 pounds or less, shall be exempt 
from the provisions of this Act requiring the collection of mileage 
tax and also from the provision requiring the carrier to execute a 
bond in the penal sum of $500.00 payable to the State of Alabama 
before obtaining a permit for its operation, if said vehicle while 
operated by such carrier is continuously equipped with pneumatic 
tires and is not loaded in excess of 4500 pounds over its weight 
when unloaded, and shall not be subject to any regulation as to 
rates to be charged for transportation of property for hire. 

(3) By inserting after the words “Circuit Court” where they 
appear in Section 28, the following words “(or any Court having 
similar jurisdiction in misdemeanor cases)”. 

(4) By striking out the word “exclusively” where it appears 
in the first line of subdivision 2 of Section 2, and by inserting the 
word “while” between the words “hire” and “operating,” where 
they appear in the first line of said subdivision. 

(5) By inserting after Section 29, a new Section as follows: 
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Section 29 (a). Any peace officer, including sheriffs and their 
deputies, constables and their deputies, police officers and marshals 
of cities or incorporated towns, county police or patrols, state or 
county license inspectors and their deputies, and special officers ap- 
pointed by any agency of the State of Alabama for the enforcement 
of its laws relating to motor vehicles, now existing or hereafter en- 
acted, shall be authorized, and it is hereby made the duty of each 
of them to enforce the provisions of this Act, and to make arrests 
for any violation or violations thereof, without warrant, if the of- 
fense be committed in his presence, and with warrant if he does 
not observe the commission of the offense. In the event of convic- 
tion, there shall be taxed as costs, and paid to the officer making the 
arrest, the usual fees allowed by law.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


The Senate bill, the title to which is set out in the above and fore- 
going message from the Senate, was read one time and referred to 
an appropriate standing committee as follows: 

Local Legislation S. 227. 


Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has concurred in and adopted the report of a commit- 
tee of conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on the Sen- 


ate amendment to the bill: 
H. 481. In reference to and to further provide for the General 


Revenue of the State of Alabama. 
Said conterence report being in the tollowing words and figures 


to-wit: 
To the President and Presiding Officer of the Senate: 


Your Committee of Conference heretofore appointed on the disagreement 
of the two Houses on the Senate Substitute for H. No. 481, beg to recom- 
mend as follows: 

1. We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for Section 
Ten (10) of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate. 

2. We recommend that the Senate adopt the following Section Ten (10) 
as an amendment to H. 481, in lieu of Section Ten (10), as heretofore substi- 
tuted and adopted by the Senate: 

“Section 10. Gross Income Defined (Individual). The term “gross in- 
come” as used herein: (1) Includes gains, profits and income derived from 
salaries, wages, or compensation for personal services of whatever kind, or in 
whatever form paid, including the salaries, incomes, fees or other compensa- 
tion of State, County and Municipal officers and employees, or from profes- 
sions, vocations, trade, business, commerce or sales or dealings in property, 
whether real or personal, growing out of ownership or use of or interest in 
such property; also from interest, royalties, rents, dividends, securities or tran- 
saction of any business carried on for gain or profit and the income derived 
from any source whatever. The amount of ail such items shall be included in 
the gross income for the taxable year in which received by the taxpayer un- 
less under the methods of accounting permitted in this Act any such amounts 
are to be properly accounted for as of a different period; but (2) does not in- 
clude the following items which shall be exempt from income tax under this 
Act; (a) Amounts received under life insurance policies and contracts paid by 
reason of the death of the insured. (b) Amounts received (other than 
amounts paid by reason of the death of the insured) under life insurance, en- 
dowment or annuity contracts, either during the term or at maturity or upon 
surrender of the contract, equal to the total amount of premiums paid thereon. 
(c) The valuc of property acquired by gift, bequest, demise or descent, (but 
the income from such property shall be included in the gross income). (d) In- 
terest upon obligations of the United States or its possessions; or securities is- 
sued under the provisions of the Federal Farm Loan Act, of July 17, 1916; 
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or bonds issued by the War Finance Corporation; (e¢) Any amount received 
through accident or health insurance, or under any workmen’s compensation 
Act as compensation for personal injuries or sickness, plus the amount of any 
damages received, whether by suit or agreement on account of such injuries 
or sickness, or through the war risk insurance act, or any law for the benefit 
or relief of injured or disabled members of the “military or naval forces of the 
United States. (f) Salaries, wages and other compensation received from 
the United States by officers or employees thereof, including persons in the 
military or naval forces of the United States. (g) Interest on obligations of 
the State of Alabama and any county, municipality, or other political subdi- 
vision thereof. (3) “The term “gross income” from whatever source derived 
. within this State” shall mean and include all of such income arising from 
sources within the State whether paid to residents or non-residents including 
interest on bonds, notes or other interest-bearing obligations of residents, cor~ 
porate or otherwise, and all amounts received (although paid under a con- 
tract for the sale of goods or otherwise) representing profits in the manufac- 
ture and disposition of goods within the State of Alabama. “It shall also 
mean and include interest, dividends or other forms of income from and gains, 
or profits realized upon the sale, exchange or other disposition of all forms of 
intangible personal property owned by or held anywhere in or without the 
State of Alabama for the account of any resident or domestic corporation.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

3. We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for sub- 
section Two (2) of Section 11% of said H. 481 as heretofore adopted by the 
peat and in lieu of said sub-section Two (2) adopt sub-section Two (2) as 
ollows: 

“(2). Discovery. Value in Case of Mines, Oil and Gas Wells. In the 
case of mines, oil and gas wells discovered by the taxpayer on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1932, not acquired as the result of a purchase or a proven tract or 
lease where the market value of the property is materially disproportionate to 
the cost the depletion allowance shall be based upon the fair market value of 
the property at the time of the discovery or within thirty days thereafter.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

. We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for sub- 
section (b) of Section 13, of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate 
and in lieu of said sub-section (b) adopt sub-section (b) as follows: 

“(b) Amounts received as dividends from national banks or national 
banking associations or from corporations engaged in the business of bank- 
ing or financial business employing moneyed capital coming into competition 
with the business of National Banks and also net income realized by indi- 
viduals and partnerships from time to time in the business of banking and of 
conducting a financial business employing moneyed capital coming into com- 
petition with the business of National Banks only during and for the periods 
during which such national banks, corporations, individuals and partnerships 
are subject to an excise tax imposed by this State on or with respect to such 
income, and dividends paid by any such corporation out of income subject to 
such excise tax. Provided, however, the exemptions under this subsection (b) 
shall only apply to dividends received from corporations and/or institutions 
while paying a State tax on its net income under the laws of Alabama.” And 
that the House concur in said amendment. 

. We recommend that the Senate recede from its Substitute for Section 
30, of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate and in lieu of said Sec- 
tion 30, adopt Section 30 as follows: 

“Section 30. Assessment of Income Taxes. The income tax provided 
for in this Act shall be assessed and fixed as hereinafter provided by the 
State Tax Commissioner and upon blanks in the form to be prescribed by 
the State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, the amount shown to be due by the taxpayer’s return shall con- 
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stitute and create a prima facie liability for such amount on which taxes shall 
be paid as herein provided. 

Provided, further, that “assessment” or “assessed” herein used shall refer 
to and mean the final determination of the amount found to be due by the 
State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, further, that the mailing of the income tax blanks to persons 
liable for the tax herein provided, shali be the only notice required to be given, 
except where the amount as finally fixed by the State Tax Commissioner shall 
be different from the amount shown to be due by the return as made by the 
taxpayer. 

Provided, further, that the failure to receive such blank shall not relieve 
any person required to make a return, from making such return, of the pen- 
alties for failure so to do or liability for tax. 

Provided, further, that where the State Tax Commissioner determines 
that the amount due is different from that shown by the taxpayer’s return, 
notice of such different amount shall be given to taxpayer by registered mail, 
return receipt required, giving the taxpayer notice of the amount so fixed and 
the State Tax Commissioner shall fix a day, not less than fifteen days from 
date of such notice, for hearing any protest of taxpayer. The time and place 
of such hearing shall be designated in such notice. Upon hearing such pro- 
test or if the taxpayer fails to appear on the day set, the State Tax Commis- 
sioner shall finally fix, determine and assess the amount of ‘tax due and notify 
the taxpayer thereof by registered mail. Within sixty (60) days from the 
date of mailing the letter advising the taxpayer of such assessment the tax- 
payer may upon paying the tax appeal from such assessment to the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County sitting in Equity by filing notice of appeal with 
the Secretary of the State Tax Commission and with the Register of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Montgomery County which shall hear and determine the case 
and enter judgment for the taxpayer if he is not liable for any part of the 
tax so assessed or for such part of the tax as the Court shall determine was 
overpaid by the taxpayer. On a judgment of the Circuit Court of Montgom- 
ery County either the State or the taxpayer may appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals or to the Supreme Court as in civil cases within sixty (60) days from 
the rendition of judgment. In the event the taxpayer is successful the amount 
of tax shall be promptly refunded to him with four (4) per cent, per annum 
interest thereon from the date of payment by him and if not so refunded may 
be credited by the taxpayer on any subsequent tax due by him to the State.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

6. We recommend that the Senate readopt all other amendments to said 
bill and that the House concur in and adopt the same and that the Senate 
and House again pass said bill as amended.

Section 1. That in addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law and which are not specifically repealed by this 
Act, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within the 
State of Alabama, who sells and/or stores and/or receives for the 
purpose of distribution to any person, firm, corporation, club or as- 
sociation within the State of Alabama, cigars, cheroots, stogies, 
cigarettes, smoking tobacco, or any substitute therefor, either or 
all, shall pay to the State of Alabama for State purposes only, a 
license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and graduated 
in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, cor- 
poration, club or association in Alabama. 

There is hereby levied license or privilege taxes on articles 
containing tobacco enumerated in this Section the following 
amounts: 

(1) Little Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of to- 
bacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing not more than 
three (3) pounds per thousand, One ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) 
cigars, or fraction thereof. 

(2) Cheroots, Stogies, Etc-——-Upon cigars of all descriptions 
made of tobacco or any substitute therefor, retailing for three 
($0.03) cents each or less, one ($1.00) dollar per thousand. 

(3) Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than three ($0.03) 
cents each and not more than five ($0.05) cents each, two ($2.00) 
dollars per thousand. 

(4) Cigars——Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than five ($0.05) 
cents each and not exceeding eight ($0.08) cents each, three ($3.00) 

‘dollars per thousand. 

(5) Cigars.——Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than eight ($0.08) 
cents each and not exceeding ten ($0.10) cents each, five ($5.00) 
dollars per thousand. 

(6) Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than ten ($0.10) cents 
each and not exceeding twenty ($0.20) cents each, ten ($10.00) dol- 
lars per thousand. 

(7) Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than twenty ($0.20) 
cents each, thirteen-fifty ($13. 50) dollars per thousand. 
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(8) Cigarettes—Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco or any 
substitute therefor: upon each package retailing for five ($0.05) 
cents, or less, one ($0.01) cent; upon each package retailing for 
more than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one ($0.01) cent 
for each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of the retail 
selling price in excess of five ($0.05) cents; 

(9) Smoking Tobacco—Upon all smoking tobacco, including 
granulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and 
forms of tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for 
smoking in a pipe or cigarette; upon each package retailing for five 
($0.05) cents, or less, one ($0.01) cent; upon each package retailing 
for more than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one ($0.01) 
cent for each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of the re- 
tail selling price in excess of five ($0.05) cents; 

(a) Whenever in this Section reference is made to any manu- 
factured tobacco products, manufactured or imported to sell at a 
certain price, as the basis for computing the tax, it is intended to 
mean the ordinary, customary, or usual price paid by the consumer 
for each individual cigar, package of cigarettes, package of smok- 
ing tobacco, or any other tobacco products taxable under this Act.

(c) When any articles or commodities subject to tax in this 
Act are given as prizes on punch boards, shooting galleries, etc., 
the tax shall be based on the ordinary selling price of such articles. 

(d) The tax herein levied shall be paid through the use of 
stamps herein provided for. Stamps in denominations to the 
amount of the tax shall be affixed to the box or other container 
from or in which tobacco products taxed by this Act, are normally 
sold at retail. The stamps shall be affixed in such a manner that 
their removal will require continued application of water or steam; 
and, in case of cigars, cheroots, and like manufactured tobacco 
products, where sales are made from the original container, the 
stamps shall be fixed in such a way that the stamps shall be torn 
in two or mutilated when such containers or boxes are opened for 
the sale of the tobacco products. In the case of cigarettes, smoking 
tobacco and like products, sold by retail in packages, the required 
amount of stamps to cover the tax shall be affixed to each indi- 
vidual package.

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) When used in this Act the word “OFFICER” shall mean 
and include all officers where a commission issued in the name and 
by the authority of the State of Alabama is required before enter- 
ing upon and exercising the duties of their respective offices. 

(b) The word “Employee” or “Employees” shall mean and in- 
clude all persons receiving a salary paid out of any appropriation 
made by the State of Alabama or any of the several counties, in- 
cluding appropriations made to any department, board or institu- 
tion and all other persons receiving salaries from the State and 
the several counties not included in subdivision (a) of this Section. 

(c) The word “Salary” shall mean and include any and all 
amounts received by any officer or employee, whether salary, fees, 
commissions, compensation, emoluments and ex-officio fees for 
services and all other amounts received under and by virtue of the 
office for the personal use of any officer or employee, less any 
amount paid out in the conduct of the office. 

(d) The words “Department,” “Boards,” or “Institutions,” 
shall mean and include every activity of the State of Alabama and 
the several counties thereof, where public money is appropriated 
for its maintenance. 

(e) The word “Commission” shall mean the State Tax Com- 
mission of Alabama. 
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(f) The word “Year” shall mean the fiscal year of the State 
of Alabama. 

SECTION 2. For the purpose of raising additional revenue 
to defray the expenses of the State Government, there is hereby 
levied, for the use of the State only, upon all officers holding any 
office of profit under the State of Alabama and the several coun- 
ties thereof, and upon all employees of the State and the sev- 
eral Counties thereof, including the executive officers and em- 
ployees of all departments, boards, and institutions where their sal- 
aries are paid out of appropriations made by the State, or the sev- 
eral counties thereof, for the fiscal years beginning October 1, 1932, 
October 1, 1933, and October 1, 1934, an annual occupation privilege 
or license tax, in amount equal to the following schedule of rates 
in excess of $1200.00 of salaries received by such officers for the 
preceeding year, viz: , 

The first $1,200.00 of salary received shall be exempt. 

The next $800.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 5%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 10%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 15%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 20%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 25%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 30%. , 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 35%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 40%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 45%. 

All over $10,000.00 of such salary shall be at the rate of 50%. 

To illustrate the above scale of salaries and the percentage of 
rate to be computed; if a person receives $5000.00 salary, the tax 
would be computed as follows: 

On the excess above $1200.00, up to $2000.00 at 5% equals 
$40.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 10% equals $100.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 15% equals $150.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 20% equals $200.00. 

This makes a total tax on the $5000.00 salary of $490.00. Officers 
and employees receiving salaries of less, or greater amount to be 
taxed on the same basis as shown in above illustration.

The tax imposed by this Act shall be paid upon the net com- 
pensation received by officers and employees enumerated in this 
Section. The net compensation shall be determined by deducting 
from the total amount of salary and/or fees received, the amount 
paid by such officer or employee for necessary expenses incident 
to his office and salaries of assistants or clerks, where the expenses 
incident to his office and the salaries of assistants or clerks are paid 
by the officer or employee, and not by the State or County. : 

SECTION 3. It shall be the duty of every person liable for 
taxes levied under this Act to file with the State Tax Commission 
during the month of October 1932, and during the month of Octo- 
ber in each subsequent year a siateiient under oath, ou forims to 
be furnished by the Commission, showing in detail the amount of 
salary received by him during the preceeding year, the source 
from which it was received together with a detail statement of 
any amount paid out by him during the preceding year in the con- 
duct of his office, showing for what purpose and to whom paid. 
Upon receipt of such statement, the Commission, if it finds same 
correct shall compute the tax due under this Act and notify the 
person filing such statement. 

SECTION 4. Tf atv nerson taxable under this Act fails or: 
refuses to file the statement herein required or if the Commission 
is not satisfied with the correctness of any statement filed, he 
shall forthwith from the best information obtainable fix the basis 
for the ascertainment of the taxes due under this Act. The com- 
mission shall have the same power and authority in the perform- 
ance of its duty required under this Act as it has under the law 
for ascertaining the amount of other occupation privilege or li- 
cense taxes due under the general laws of the State. Any person 
who knowingly makes a false statement herein required under 
oath shall be guilty of perjury. 

SECTION 5. The tax herein levied shall be due and payable 
in monthly installments beginning November 1st of each year. It 
shall be the duty of all disbursing officers of the State and the sev- 
eral counties to collect out of any monies due any person liable 
for tax under this Act, the amount of the tax due by such person 
and remit same to the Commission showing the amount collected 
and from whom received. - 

SECTION 6. Any person failing or refusing to pay tax levied 
hereunder shall not be entitled to the payment of any warrant 
drawn in his favor by the State Auditor or by the Governing au- 
thorities of the several counties until all other warrants outstand- 
ing against the fund upon which his warrant is drawn has been 
paid. 

SECTION 7. Any person liable for taxes under this Act who 
files with the Commission during the month of October 1932, an 
instrument in writing making a voluntary reduction in his salary 
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for the period covered by this Act and executing a legal waiver 
covering such reduction, the Commission shall allow him credit 
for the amount of the voluntary reduction on the tax herein levied. 

SECTION 8. Any person failing or refusing to make and file 
the statements herein required or who fails or refuses to pay the 
tax herein levied shall be ineligible and disqualified to hold any 
office of profit under this State or any county thereof or to hold 
any position or employment under this State or any county there- 
of during the next four years beginning the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in the year 1935. 

SECTION 9. The license inspectors of the several counties 
of the State, when required to do so by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, shall enforce the collection of all delinquent occupation priv- 
ilege or license taxes levied under the foregoing Sections of this 
Act, and shall have all the power and authority in enforcing the 
provision of said Act as is conferred upon them in the enforce- 
ment of the collection of other delinquent license taxes due the 
State, and shall receive the same fees and emoluments therefor, to 
be added to the Tax collected. 

SECTION 10. All remittances of taxes imposed by this Act 
shall be made to the State Tax Commission by bank draft, certi- 
fied check, or money order made payable to the State Treasurer, 
and shall be set apart as a trust fund for educational purposes only, 
to be designated as the “Special Educational Trust Fund” created 
and set apart for educational purposes, by Section 2 of the Gen-

obligations as authorized by a majority of the qualified voters of Mobile County 
which shall not be general obligations of Mobile County, but shall be special 
obligations of said county against the said Mobile Bay Bridge and cause- 
ways and appurtenances and all property pertinent or pertaining thereto. 
That such commission shall have the power to sell said bridge to the 
State Highway Commission or the State Highway Commission and the 
United States Government as it may sce fit and all particulars incidental 
and necessary thereto in operating, maintaining.and upkeeping said bridge. 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To create a commission known as the Mobile County Bay Bridge Com- 
mission, and to provide for their appointment and to fix their duties and 
terms of office, and to authorize and require the Mobile County Bay Bridge 
Commission to purchase, lease, or acquire by eminent domain proceedings 
or otherwise, the toll bridge known as the Mobile Bay Bridge, extending 
across Mobile Bay from Magazine Point, Mobile, Alabama, beyond the 
boundary line of Baldwin County in a westerly direction, and all necessary 
land, causeways and appurtenances thereto, and to prescribe the powers 
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and duties of the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty with respect to the Mobile Bay Bridge; to provide for the raising of 
necessary funds for the purposes set out in this Act, and to authorize the 
issuance by Mobile County of notes and/or bonds for such purpose, which 
notes or bonds shall not be general obligations of Mobile County, and shall be 
payable on or out of the tolls collected from the operation of the Mobile Bay 
Bridge or such other funds authorized by law for such purposes; and to provide 
for and regulate the holding of an election by qualified voters of Mobile County 
to authorize the issuance of such bonds and/or notes, and ascertaining and de~ 
claring the results of such election, and regulating the sale or other issue 
of such bonds and the use of the proceeds of such sale; to authorize the 
Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County to execute 
mortgages on the Mobile Bay Bridge so acquired by them for Mobile 
County, tor the purposes of securing sich notes or bonds; to prescribe the 
rights and powers of the purchaser of any bonds, issued for such purposes; 
to authorize the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty to maintain and operate Mobile Bay Bridge so purchased, leased, or 
otherwise acquired, and to operate the same for toll until the cost of purchase 
or other acquisition and maintenance shall have been paid or the bonds or notes 
issued in respect thereof have been paid or retired; and to authorize the Mobile 
County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County to apply to the payment in 
whole or in part of the expenses of maintenance and operation of the 
Mobile Bay Bridge so acquired and/or to the payment in whole or in 
part of the principal and/or interest of any notes or bonds issued under 
the provisions of this Act, and to authorize the Mobile County Bay 
Bridge Commission of Mobile County to sell or lease or release to the 
State of Alabama the Mobile Bay Bridge and all appurtenances and 
other properties authorized to be acquired under this Act in Mobile and 
Baldwin Counties, and to repeal all acts, general, local, or special, in 
conflict herewith. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. There is hereby created a body to be known and styled 
as Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission, to be composed of five (5) 
members which shall be elected by the House of Representatives of Ala- 
bama immediately after the passage of this Act, and which commission 
is hereby designated an agency of Mobile County, to be composed of five 
(5) persons who shall be residents of Mobile County, Alabama, and shall 
be qualified voters of said county—as members of said commission; and 
shall designate one of said members as Chairman to hold the position un- 
til said commission may elect his successor and the successor has qual- 
ified; two of the said members must be designated by the legislature to 
hold office for four (4) years, and three of the said members shall hold 
office for six (6) years, all from the date of said appointment and until 
their successors are appointed in the manner hereafter or otherwise pro- 
vided and qualified. When a vacancy shall occur on said commission by 
the expiration of term of office, resignation, or otherwise, the Governor 
shall fill such vacancy. Any person appointed to fill a vacancy not 
caused by expiration of term, shall hold office for the unexpired term of 
the commissioner whom he succeeds. The term of each commissioner 
after expiration of the original term herein provided for shall be six (6) 
years, or until his successor has been appointed and qualified. The said 
commission shall have power to appoint a secretary and a treasurer, or 
may designate a bank or banks as its treasurer, and shall have power to fix 
the compensation of the secretary, and all employees necessary to the 
carrying out of the intent of this Act shall be appointed by the said 
commission and their compensation shall be fixed by the said commis- 
sion, and such employees or other officers so appointed shall hold office 
at the pleasure and will of the said commission. The said commission shall 
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have authority to incur any and all necessary expenses, including engineer- 
ing, attorney’s fees, etc., in carrying out the intent and provisions of this Act. 
The commission shall have the power to require a bond of all officers to be 
made by a surety company to be signed or executed by two good and suf- 
ficient sureties to be approved by said commission for the faithful performance 
of their duties and for a proper accounting of all monies received by them, or 
as required by the said commission, of the treasurer or any other officer 
employed by the said commission. The commission shall only exist for 
such period as is necessary to carry out the intents of this Act. 

Section 2. The Commission is hereby authorized and empowered; 
(a) To purchase or acquire by eminent domain proceedings or other- 
wise, the toll bridge known as the Mobile Bay Bridge and sometimes 
called the Cochran Bridge, extending from the east side of Mobile Bay 
at a point at or near Magazine Point, and extending eastward across 
Mobile River and Mobile Bay to a point parallel in Baldwin County, 
Alabama, which connects up the highway known as and called Highway 
Number 31. (b) To acquire, hold, purchase, receive by bequest or de- 
vise, or acquire by eminent domain proceedings or otherwise, all such 
real, personal and mixed property as may be necessary or convenient for 
the operation and maintenance of the Mobile Bay Bridge: (c) To exer- 
cise the right of eminent domain for the purpose of carrying out the pur- 
poses of this Act or exercising any of the powers herein contained, in- 
cluding the taking of property or any interest or rights therein connect- 
ed with the said Mobile Bay Bridge of any public, political or municipal 
corporation: (d) ‘Io make or cause to be made by competent bridge en- 
gineers an appraisal of the Mobile Bay Bridge, approaches or causeways 
or land incidental thereto, and an audit of the books of the person, firm 
or corporation owning the Mobile Bay Bridge before the purchasing of 
same; (e) To issue notes and, (when first authorized as hereinafter pro- 
vided by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of such county 
acting upon such proposition) to issue bonds, as provided in this Act, and to 
mortgage, pledge or otherwise transfer all real, personal and mixed property 
acquired by such county under the provisions of this Act, to secure the 
payment of such notes, or bonds, but such notes, or bonds, shall not be the 
general obligation of Mobile County, nor shall Mobile County be in any way 
liable in case of default in the payment of the principal thereof or the inter- 
est thereon; (f) To maintain and operate Mobile Bay Bridge and to charge 
and collect tolls for the use thereof. 

Section 4. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to lease or acquire, by purchase, eminent domain pro- 
ceedings or otherwise, and to own, maintain and operate said Mobile Bay 
Bridge wholly or partly within Mobile County which now or hereafter forms 
a part of, or a connection between a State or Federal Highway or highways, 
and if said bridge is located or shall extend partly in Mobile County and 
partly in Baldwin County, then Mobile County, through the commission here- 
in authorized, may lease or acquire by purchase, eminent domain proceedings 
or otherwise, and own, maintain and operate not only the portion of said 
bridge located in Mobile County, but also the portion of said bridge located 
in Baldwin County, and may operate the entire bridge as a toll bridge and 
collect tolls for the use thereof. 


Section 5. For the purpose of providing means for the lease, purchase, 
or acquiring by eminent domain proceedings, of said Mobile Bay Bridge, said 
Mobile County is hereby authorized to execute notes of said county or (when 
first authorized as hereinafter provided by a majority vote by ballot of the 
qualified voters of said county voting upon such proposition) to execute bonds 
of said county signed by the Chairman of said Mobile County Bay Bridge 
Commission (or other member of said commission designated for such pur- 
pose by resolution of such commission) and attested by the secretary or clerk 
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of said commission (or some other person designated for such purpose by 
resolutions of said commission). Such notes, or bonds, shall be issued in 
such amount as may be deemed by said Mobile County Bay Bridge Commis- 
sion to be sufficient for such purpose. In order to secure such notes, or bonds, 
said commission is authorized to mortgage or pledge said Mobile Bay Bridge 
acquired through the execution and issuance of such notes, or bonds, and the 
tolls collected from said bridge for such time and upon such terms and con- 
ditions as said commission may deem proper and not inconsistent with this 
Act. Such notes, or bonds, shall not be the general obligation of said county, 
nor shall said county be in any way liable in case of default in the payment 
of the principal thereof or the interest thereon, but shall be payable only out 
of the tolls collected from the operation of said Mobile Bay Bridge as a toll 
bridge and out of any other funds authorized by law, or the sale thereof, in 
the event of default in the payment of the princinal or interest on such 
notes, or bonds. The tolls collected from said bridge shall be kept in a 
separate fund by the county treasurer and is hereby specially pledged for the 
payment and retirement of the notes, bonds and mortgages herein authorized, 
principal and interest, as the same become due, until the whole thereof shall 
be paid. The notes or bonds herein authorized shall be payable in lawful 
monies of the United States and shall be in such form and denominations and 
be payable at such time and places as the Mobile County Bay Bridge Com- 
mission of Mobile County may determine, and shall be free from tax of all 
kinds in the State of Alabama. Such notes or bonds shall be negotiated on 
the best terms obtainable by the said commission of said county, and shall 
be sold at a net interest cost to the county not exceeding seven (7) per cent. 
per annum, such interest cost to be determined by standard bond value 
tables, but they may be exchanged for outstanding bonds or other indebted- 
ness of the person, firm or corporation then at that time owning said Mobile 
Bay Bridge or for the bridge property or properties of any such person, firm 
or corporation upon such terms and upon such basis as the Mobile County 
Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County may determine. Such bonds shall 
bear interest at not to exceed seven (7) per cent. per annum, payable quarterly, 
semi-annually or annually, as the said commission of said county may de- 
termine, and may be renewed or refunded from time to time and shall be 
made to mature at such times and in such amounts as that they may con- 
veniently be retired out of the funds herein specially pledged for their pay- 
ment, but not more than thirty years from the date of issue. 

Section 6. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty may, at any meeting of the said Commission, adopt a resolution, not oftener 
than once in two years, requiring the Mobile County Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners to call an election to be held at the time of any primary 
election held under the general laws of the State of Alabama, or, any general 
election, to submit to the qualified voters of Mobile County the question as to 
whether bonds of Mobile County, of the character authorized by this act, 
shall be issued under the provisions of this act. When the commission shall 
pass such resolution, then the Mobile County Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners must adopt_a resolution which must call an election of the 
qualified voters of Mobile County for the purpose of submitting to the quali- 
fied voters of said county, the question as to whether bonds of Mobile Coun- 
ty of the character authorized under this Act shall be issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act, and shall state the purpose for which such bonds are to be 
issued, the Mobile Bay Bridge to be purchased or acquired through the is- 
suance of such bonds, the maximum amount of bonds so to be issued, the - 
maximum rate of interest which such bonds shall bear, and the maximum 
period within which such bonds shall mature, which shall not be more than 
thirty years from date of issue of said bonds. Such resolution shall also 
contain such other matter as the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of 
Mobile County may decided to incorporate therein. The resolution shall fix 
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the date of the holding of such election, which shall not be less than forty- 
five days nor more than sixty days from the date of the passage of such 
resolution. 

Section 7. Notice of such election shall be given for thirty days by pub- 
lication in a newspaper published in Mobile County once a week for three 
successive weeks, which notice shall state the purpose for which the election 
is to be held, the time and place of holding the same, and shall embody a copy 
of the resolution provided for in Section 6 hereof. Said notice of election 
shall be signed by the Chairman of the Mobile County Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County or some other member of said com- 
mission designated for that purpose by resolution of said commission, or by 
the Judge of Probate of Mobile County. 

Section 8. The ballot used at such election must be prepared under the 
direction of the Probate Judge of’ Mobile County and shall be substantially 
in the following form:

The Chairman of the Mobile County Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County, or some other member of said com- 
mission designated for that purpose by resolution of said commission, imme- 
diately after the passage by said commission of the resolution calling such 
election, shall notify the Probate Judge of Mobile County of the calling of 
such election. The Probate Judge, Clerk of the Circuit Court of said County, 
and the Sheriff of said County within ten days after the receipt of such notice, 
shall appoint three managers, two clerks and one returning officer to conduct 
the election in each beat or polling place in Mobile County; and said man- 
agers shall all reside in the beats, wards or precincts where they are respec- 
ae appointed to serve, and shall be qualified electors at the date of said 
election. 
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Section 10. The Sheriff shall notify the managers, clerks, and returning 
officers of their appointments, and send out boxes and ballots to the several 
beats or polling precincts in the county. 

Section 11. All expenses for holding such election shall be paid out of 
the treasury of Mobile County; and the managers, clerks, and returning of- 
ficers shall be entitled to the same compensation as managers, clerks, and re-

Section 13. The record of the result of such election, as returned by the 
Board of Canvassers, shall be recorded in the minutes of the Mobile County 
Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County and the Mo- 
bile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County, and, when so record- 
ed the record shall be conclusive evidence of the matters therein stated, and 
of the validity of such election, unless contested, as hereinafter provided. 

Section 14. A contest of such election may be made by any qualified 
elector of said county by executing a bond with sufficient surety to be ap- 
proved by the Judge of Probate of said county, for the payment of the costs 
of the contest. Notice of the contest shall be served on the Circuit Solicitor of 
said county, and said Solicitor shall respond in the name of the county and 
the county shall be contestee. In all courts, said contest shall be a preferred 
case. 

Section 15. No action shall be commenced to test the validity of any such 
election, or to attack the issuance of bonds pursuant to such election, unless 
the action be commenced within fifteen days from the date of declaring the 
result of said election. 

Section 16. If at any election held under and according to the provisions 
of this Act, a majority of the qualified voters of said county voting upon said 
proposition submitted at such election vote in favor of the issuance of said 
bonds, then the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission shall issue the bonds 
authorized by such favorable vote. 

Section 17. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile 
County shall make an earnest endeavor to purchase said Mobile Bay Bridge, 
from the present owners thereof, freed from all bonds, mortgages, liens, 
debts, and other liabilities and obligations whatsoever, at such price and upon 
such terms as may seem just and proper to the Mobile County Bay Bridge 
Commission of Mobile County; and in the event said bridge is not so pur- 
chased upon such terms within six months from the date of the approval of 
this Act, the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County shall 
be authorized to immediately when they see fit institute eminent domain pro- 
ceedings to acquire said bridge not theretofore leased or acquired by the Ala- 
bama State Bridge Corporation. And as soon as the amount to be paid by 
said county is determined in such eminent domain proceedings the Mobile 
County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County shall thereupon immedi- 
ately adopt resolutions of the nature provided for in Section 6 of this Act re- 
quiring the Mobile County Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners to call 
an election of the qualified voters of Mobile County for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to such qualified voters the question as to whether bonds of said coun- 
ty of the character authorized by this Act shall be issued under the provisions 
of this Act in a designated amount, which designated amount shall be suffi- 
cient to pay the fees, costs and expenses of such eminent domain proceedings, 
and any judgment rendered thereon, or all allowance or allowances agreed 
upon by the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County. 
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Thereupon an election shall be held as provided in Section 7 to 15 both inclu- 
sive in this Act. 

Section 18. The bonds and interest coupons attached to same, issued 
under the provisions or authority of this Act, shall be exempt from State, 
County and Municipal taxation. 

Section 19, No irregularity in the proceedings to authorize the issue of 
bonds under this Act, and no omission or neglect of any officer charged with 
the execution of any duties imposed by this Act shall affect the validity of 
any bonds issued under authority of this Act. 

Section 20. Any bonds reciting that they are issued pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall, in any action or proceedings involving their validity, 
be conclusively deemed to be fully authorized by this Act and to have been 
issued, sold, executed, and delivered in conformity herewith and with all other 
provisions of law applicable thereto, and shall be incontestable, anything here- 
in or in other statutes to the contrary notwithstanding, unless such action or 
proceedings is begun before or within thirty days after the day upon which 
the bonds are delivered and paid for. 

Section 21. All bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Secretary of the Mobile County Bay Bridge 
Commission of Mobile County, Alabama, or such other member thereof as 
may be, by resolution of said commission, specially designated for that pur- 
pose, and shall have impressed thereon a special seal of Mobile County to be 
approved by a resolution of said commission, and, if no special seal has been 
adopted by the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission, then the seal of the 
Probate Court, of said County may be adopted and used as the county seal 
for that purpose. Interest coupons attached to the bonds shall bear a facsimile 
_ signature of the treasurer appointed by the commission. The delivery of 
bonds so executed shall be valid, notwithstanding any changes in officers or 
in the seal of the county, occuring after the signing and sealing of the bonds. 


Section 22, Where no provisions are otherwise made in this Act, the gen- 
eral election laws of the State then in existence, with regard to all notices, 
qualifications of voters, official acts, and things to be done in connection with 
ordering and holding elections, making returns canvassing and certifying the 
same, shall govern; and all penalties fixed for wrongful acts and violations of 
the general election laws of the State shall apply to similar acts and viola- 
tions in all elections held under this law. 


Section 23. All bonds issued under the terms of this Act shall! be ne- 
gotiated on the best terms obtainable by the Mobile County Bay Bridge Com- 
mission of Mobile County, at a net interest cost to said county not exceeding 
seven (7) per cent, per annum, such interest cost to be determined by standard 
bond valueable, and may either be sold for cash, or exchanged for outstand- 
ing bonds or other indebtedness of-the person, firm or corporation at that 
time owning said Mobile County Bay Bridge, or for the property or properties 
of any such person, firm or corporation, upon such terms and upon such 
basis as the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission may determine. 

Section 24. The proceeds of any notes or bonds sold under the provi- 
sions of this Act for cash shall be turned into the treasurer of the Commis- 
sion herein provided for and shall be carried in a special bridge account and 
shall be drawn upon solely for the purpose of purchasing said Mobile Bay 
Bridge and the costs, expenses and fees incident to such purchase, including 
all necessary attorney’s fees or salary or wages for engineers. 

Section 25. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty may in its discretion employ special counsel for the performance of all, or 
any part of such legal services, and shall agree with such special counsel upon 
the amount of such compensation, which compensation, when so agreed upon, 
shall be paid by the treasurer of said commission, upon warrants issued by 
the authority of said commission and signed by the Chairman thereof or other 
member designated for that purpose, which payment shall be made either out 
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of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds, notes or warrants issued under au- 
thority of this Act, or out of the General Funds of said county. 

Section 26. As soon as said Mobile Bay Bridge is so acquired by Mo- 
bile County Bay Bridge Commission, said commission shall commence oper- 
ation and maintenance of said bridge and shall arrange for and supervise the 
collection of tolls for the use of said bridge, which shall be at such rates as 
said commission may fix; provided, however, that such rates shall be suffi- 
ciently adequate to provide for operation and maintenance of and insurance 
upon such bridge, to meet interest payments on bonds issued in respect there- 
of provided that any other fund authorized by law may be used to reduce the 
tolls. The toll rates shall be posted in a conspicuous place at each end of the 
- bridge or its approaches and at the place of collecting the tolls. Commuter’s 
tickets for those making frequent use of such bridge may be sold at reduced 
rates upon such terns aid subject to such restrictions as may be approved 
by the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County. Such toll 
rates shall not be subject to regulation by the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission or any other State regulatory bodies. 

Section 27. All toll keepers shall be appointed and may be removed by 
the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County so acquiring 
such bridge, and shall execute bonds for the faithful performance of their 
duties and for the due and proper accounting of all monies received by them, 
such bonds to be made to the county in such amounts and with such sureties 
as said Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission may prescribe and approve. 
The toll keeper shall keep such records and make accounting and settlement 
at such times and in such manner as said commission may prescribe, and a 
statistical record showing the number of tolls paid at each bridge and the 
source of them, shall be kept by said. Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission, * 
and on the tenth of each month the said commission shall report and pay into 
the treasury of the commission all of the funds so derived by it from said Mo- 
bile: Bay Bridge, and the treasurer shall keep said fund in a “Special Toll 
Bridge Account.” 

Section 28. The fund in said Special Toll Bridge Account shall be avail- 
able to the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County for the 
operation and maintenance of said bridge, and the residue shall from time to 
time be applied and paid out by the treasurer as directed by the Mobile 
County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County for the payment of princi- 
pal and interest on the notes and bonds hereinbefore authorized, and when all 
of such indebtedness shall have been repaid said bridge shall be immediately 
opened as a free bridge to the traveling public and shall thereafter be main- 
tained as a part of the State Highway System and that commission shall no 
longer exist. 

Section 29. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission shall at all 
times carry insurance covering said bridge and all other property connected 
therewith, which is of insurable nature, with a company or companies (mu- 
tual or otherwise) exchanges, associations, underwriter or underwriters, au- 
thorized to do business in the State of Alabama, against loss or damage by 
lightning, tornado, storm, earthquake, collapse, collision, explosion, tidal 
wave, water, riot, malicious damage and other casualty, to an amount not 
less than one-half its value, and, if obtainable on reasonable and usual terms, 
shall also, at all times carry use and occupation insurance covering said bridge 
to the amount of the usual aggregate tolls per day for one hundred days; and 
policies insuring such county so acquiring said Mobile Bay Bridge to the 
amount of One Hundred Thousand Dollars against liability for injuries and/or 
damage arising out of the maintenance and/or operation of said bridge. Pre- 
miums for such insurance shall be paid by the treasurer of said commission 
out of the Special Toll Bridge Fund. 


Section 30. In the sale of notes, bonds or mortgages herein authorized 
the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile County shall have the 
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right and power to agree with the trustee of such mortgages or the holder of 
such notes and bonds or the lender of the money, in default of the payment 
of principal and interest, either or both, and in the event of foreclosure, that 
the purchaser at the sale shall have the right to operate said bridge upon the 
rates of toll now being charged at such bridge for such length of time as may 
be necessary to repay the indebtedness existing at the time of such foreclo- 
sure, with interest thereon, not in excess of seven (7) per cent, plus the 
expense of foreclosure, plus expense of operation and maintenance of said 
bridge until such debt is repaid. we ; 

Section 31. At any time prior to the purchase or acquisition of said 
bridge, as hereinabove provided, the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission 
of Mobile County may lease said bridge from the owners thereof upon such 
terms and conditions as said Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission may 
deem proper, and as may be agreed upon with such owners, such lease to be 
in effect until said bridge is purchased or otherwise acquired by said county. 

Section 32. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty is hereby given authority to contract with the State of Alabama and with 
the Alabama State Bridge Corporation for the sale or lease to said State of 
said bridge acquired by it under the terms and provisions of this Act for such 
sum and upon such terms as may be agreed upon by the Mobile County Bay 
Bridge Commission and the Governor of Alabama and/or said State Bridge 
Corporation or the United States Government and the State of Alabama joint- 
ly or as the case may be. In the event of such sale the purchase price paid 
by the State or State Bridge Corporation or the United States Government 
shall be sufficient to pay the indebtedness of any bonds outstanding against 
the bridges so sold, and in the event of the lease of said bridge, the annual lease 
payments shall be sufficient to pay the annual interest charged on the bonds 
issued against the indebtedness of said bridge covered by such lease and to 
provide for the payment of the principal of such indebtedness or bonds at ma- 
turity. In the event of such sale or lease to the State of Alabama said bridge 
shall thereafter be free to the public of all toll and the purchase price or lease- 
hold payments shall be paid by the State from such funds as are available for 
such purpose. 


Section 33. The Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission of Mobile 
County so acquiring said Mobile Bay Bridge is hereby authorized, in its dis- 
cretion, at any time, and from time to time, to apply any portion of any funds 
that may now or hereafter be authorized by law, to the maintenance, opera- 
tion and upkeep of the said bridge. The County of Mobile, through the 
Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, must maintain so much of said 
bridge as lies in Mobile County as may be required by the Commission, pro- 
vided, however, that the Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission be required 
to maintain so much of said bridge as may lie in Baldwin County, out of 
funds derived from the operation of the said Mobile Bay Bridge, but the 
County of Mobile shall not be obligated, nor shall it obligate itself by con- 
tract or otherwise, other than to maintain so much of said Mobile Bay Bridge 
as lies in the County of Mobile. 


Section 34. Any record kept in pursuance of this Act or‘a copy of any 
such record, certified to be true by the legal custodian thereof, shall be re- 
ceived in evidence in all courts and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts 
therein recited or thereby shown. ; 

Section 35. No member of said Mobile County Bay Bridge Commission 
of Mobile County shall draw any salary for his services, for any services 
rendered under the provisions of this Act, except the commission shall be al- 
lowed all necessary expenses. 

Section 36. The words “Bridge” and “Toll Bridge” wherever herein used, 
shall be construed as including a series of causeways and roadways, if any, 
and all approaches used and operated as a part of said toll bridge, and the

To be entitled an Act to enlarge the authority, powers and

interest of the construction, maintenance and operation of such 
public utilities and of their service, rules, regulations and practices; 
their rates and charges; facilities and plants; franchises, licenses 
and contracts; their valuation, financing and securities; to provide 
for the payment of supervision and inspection fees by utilities, and 
to provide measures for the enforcement of the Commission’s orders 
and penalties for failure to comply with the orders of the Commis- 
sion or with the provisions of this Act; and as a part hereof, to 
amend sections 9750 and 9753 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That in addition to any authority, powers and juris- 
diction under the laws of this State now or heretofore conferred 
upon or exercised by the Railroad Commission of Alabama or the 
Alabama Public Service Commission, there is hereby conferred 
upon the Alabama Public Service Commission all the authority, 
powers and jurisdiction hereinafter particularly set forth. 

Section 2. Defimitions—Unless otherwise specified, the words 
“Commission,” “Commissioner,” “municipality,” “person,” “utili- 
ty,” “rate,” “service regulations” and “securities,” respectively, 
shall mean what they are defined to mean in section 9742 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1923. 
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Unless otherwise specified, the term “holding company,” when 
used in this Act, shall mean and include firms, partnerships, com- 
panies, corporations, individuals, and associations made up in whole 
or in part of individuals, firms, partners, companies, trusts at com- 
mon law, corporations, or any other legal entities, their lessees, 
trustees or receivers appointed by any court whatsoever, in the 
singular number as well as in the plural, who own or control as 
much as ten per centum in number or amount of the outstanding 
shares of common stock of any utility engaged in any intrastate 
business in this state. 

The words “common stock,” as used herein, shall mean and in- 
clude any and all stock, shares or interest in any such utility of 
such nature that the ownership or control of a majority of the stock, 
shares or interest, in number and amount, or in number or amount 
thereof, vests the control and management of such utility in the 
holders or owners thereof. 

The words “affiliated interests,” when used in this Act shall 
mean and include the following: 

(a) Every corporation and person owning or holding directly 
or indirectly five per centum or more of the voting securities of any 
utility engaged in any intrastate business in this state. 

(b) Every corporation and person, other than those specified 
in paragraph (a) hereof, in any chain of successive ownership of 
five per centum or more of voting securities, the chain beginning 
with the holder or holders of the voting securities of such utility. 

(c) Every corporation or person with which the utility has a 
management or service contract. 

Section 3. The officers and directors of every corporation, op- 
erating as a utility shall be deemed to stand in a fiduciary relation 
to the corporation, and shall discharge the duties of their respective 
offices or positions in good faith and with that diligence, care and 
skill which ordinarily prudent men would exercise under similar 
circumstances and conditions. 

Section 4. The directors of corporations which are utilities en- 
gaged in any intrastate business in this state shall not, in any man- 
ner, delegate, or temporarily or permanently relinquish or surrender, 
their duty or obligation. 

Section 5. Within thirty days after this Act becomes law, every 
utility engaged in any intrastate business in this state must file with 
the Commission a true and correct statement properly verified, of 
every outstanding or existing agreement between it and any hold- 
ing company or affiliated interests, substantially affecting the finan- 
cial status or credit of the utility, or the management or control of 
the utility by such solding company or affiliated interests. There- 
after, it shall be the duty of every such utility, within thirty days 
after the making thereof, to file with the Commission a verified 
statement of every new agreement or modification of an existing 
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agreement of like character. Provided that the Commission may, 
by affirmative action, relieve any utility from the duty or obliga- 
tion of filing any such statement. The Commission shall have full 
authority and power to investigate any such agreement, and if the 
Commission, after due notice and hearing, finds that such agree- 
ment is unjust and unreasonable, the Commission shall make and 
enter such order as is just and reasonable relating thereto. 

Section 6. No utility engaged in intrastate business in this 
state shall pay any dividend upon its common stock until: 

(1) The utility’s earnings and earned surplus are sufficient to 
declare and pay same after provision is made for reasonable and 
proper reserves. 

(2) The dividend then proposed to be paid upon such common 
stock can reasonably be declared and paid without impairment of 
the ability of the utility to perform its duty to render reasonable 
and adequate service at reasonable rates. 

If any common stock dividends are proposed to be declared and 
paid other than as above provided, the utility shall give the Com- 
mission at least thirty days’ notice in writing of its intention to so 
declare and pay such dividends. 

Section 7. If at any time the Commission shall find that the 
capital of any utility is impaired, the Commission may, after due 
notice, investigation and hearing, issue an order directing such 
utility to cease paying dividends on its common stock until reason- 
able proof has been made to the Commission that such impair- 
ment has been made good, and that the status of the utility has be- 
come such that common stock dividends may reasonably and prop- 
erly be paid after the utility has made full compliance with the law 
and with the Commission’s rules and regulations pertaining thereto. 

Section 8. No utility shall permit any employee to sell, offer 
for sale, or solicit the purchase of any security of any other person 
or corporation during such hours as such employee is engaged to 
perform any duty of such utility ; nor shall any utility by any means 
or device whatsoever require any employee to purchase or contract 
to purchase any of its securities or those of any other person or cor- 
poration; nor shall any utility require any employee to permit the 
deduction from his wages or salary of any sum as a payment or to 
be applied as a payment on any purchase or contract to purchase 
any security of such utility or of any other person or corporation. 

Section 9. Each utility doing business in this state and subject 
to the control and jurisdiction of the Commission with respect to 
its rates and service regulations, shall pay annually to the Com- 
mission on or before February first of each year, a fee for the in- 
spection and supervision of such business. Such inspection and 
supervision fees shall be paid by such utilities in addition to any 
and all property, franchise, license, intangible, and other taxes, fees 
and charges now or hereafter provided by law. No similar inspec- 
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tion and supervision fees shall be levied or assessed by any county 
or municipality of the state, and no part of such inspection and su- 
pervision fees shall be allowed to any county or municipality of this 
state. Such inspection and supervision fee shall be measured by 
the amount of the gross receipts of each such utility for the cal- 
endar year next preceding the date herein fixed for the payment of 
the same, except that in case of such utilities engaged in interstate 
business, the fees shall be measured by the gross receipts of such 
utilities from intrastate business only, for such preceding calendar 
year, and not in any respect upon receipts derived wholly or in part 
from interstate business. Such fees shall be ascertained as fol- 
lows: A fee of two dollars and fifty cents per one thousand dollars 
for the first one hundred thousand dollars or less of such gross re- 
ceipts. A fee of two dollars per one thousand dollars for each ad- 
ditional one thousand dollars of such gross receipts up to and in- 
cluding one million dollars thereof. A fee of one dollar and fifty 
cents per one thousand dollars for each additional one thousand 
dollars of such gross receipts over one million dollars thereof. But 
in no case shall said fee be less than twenty-five dollars, which shall 
be the minimum inspection and supervision fee to be paid by any 
utility, and this amount shall in any event be paid over on or before 
February first of each year. The Commission shall keep a true rec- 
ord of all such amounts so paid to it but said amounts when re- 
ceived by the Commission shall be promptly paid over to the State 
Treasurer and shall be held in a separate fund by him, and shall be 
paid out by the State Treasurer in payment of expenses incurred by 
the Commission in the regulation of the utilities, upon warrants 
drawn by the State Auditor on the State Treasurer, and approved 
by said Commission or a majority thereof. The Commission shall 
have power to employ such assistants as may be found necessary 
to aid the Commission in such regulation, to fix their compensation, 
and to make payment thereof, together with any necessary traveling 
or incidental expenses incurred in connection with such regulation, 
which shall be paid out of said fund as aforesaid, so far as it may 
be available. Said fees shall be in lieu of the inspection and super- 
vision fees now provided for under section 9765 of the Code. Pay- 
ment of the supervision and inspection fees provided for hereunder 
shall in all respects be governed by the provisions of section 9767 
of the Code. 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of the Commission to enforce, 
by any appropriate means other than the assessment of fines, for- 
feitures and penalties, the provisions of this Act, and to that end 
it shall have, in respect of holding companies, affiliated interests 
and utilities, all the authority and power to make investigations, in- 
spections and examinations, to employ experts to assist it in doing 
so, to subpoena witnesses, to administer oaths and take testimony, 
and to issue orders and decrees as are now conferred upon it by law 
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with respect to the affairs, management, operations, rates, services 
and practices of utilities. The Commission is further authorized 
and empowered, when it deems it advisable or necessary, independ- 
ently or in conjunction with other parties at interest, to apply to 
the courts for appropriate relief or action in connection with any 
matter relating to the enforcement of this Act. The Attorney Gen- 
eral is required, without additional compensation, to advise ‘the 
Commission at its request, with respect to the proper enforcement 
of this Act, and to represent it in court in any litigation growing 
out of the enforcement of this Act. 

Section 11. From any final action or order of the Commission 
in the excise of the jurisdiction, power and authority conferred upon 
it by this Act, or by any other Act or law relating to utilities as 
herein defined, an appeal shall lie to the circuit court of Montgom- 
ery County, sitting in equity, and thence to the Supreme Court of 
Alabama. Such appeal and the supersedas and stay of action or or- 
der appealed from, except as herein changed or modified, shall be 
governed by the provisions of law now in force or hereafter enact- 
ed respecting appeals in other cases from the orders and actions of 
the Commission. Such appeal shall be taken within thirty days 
from the date of the final action or order of the Commission. The 
Commission’s order shall be taken as prima facie just and reason- 
able. 

No new or additional evidence may be introduced in the Cir- 
cuit Court except as to fraud or misconduct of some person en- 
gaged in the administration of this Act and affecting the order, rul- 
ing or award appealed from, but the court shall otherwise hear the 
case upon the certified record and shall set aside the order if the 
court finds that 

(a) The Commission erred to the prejudice of appellant’s sub- 
stantial rights in its application of the law; or, 

(b) The order, decision or award was procured by fraud, or is 
based upon a finding of facts contrary to the substantial weight of 
the evidence. 

Provided, however, the court may, instead of setting aside the 
order, remand the case to the Commission for further proceedings 
in conformity with the direction of the court. The Court. may, in 
advance of judgment and upon a sufficient showing, remand the 
cause to the Commission. 

Section 12. That section 9750 of the Code of Alababa of 1923, 
be, and it is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

9750. Securities excepted—tThe provisions of this article shall not 
apply to notes issued by a utility for the proper purposes and not in 
violation of law, payable at a period of not more than two years 
from the date thereof, and aggregating (together with all other out- 
standing notes of a maturity of two years or less) not more than 
five per centum of the tangible fixed capital as defined in the ac- 
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counting classification as prescribed by the Commission, and shall 
not apply to like notes issued by a utility, payable at a period of not 
more than two years from the date thereof, to pay, retire, discharge, 
or refund, in whole or in part, any such note or notes, and shall not 
apply to renewals thereof from time to time, not exceeding in the 
aggregate six years from the date of the issue of the original note 
or notes so renewed or refunded. No such notes payable at a 
period of not more than two years from the date thereof shall, how- 
ever, in whole or in part, directly or indirectly, be paid, retired, dis- 
charged or refunded by any issue of securities of another kind of 
any term or character, or from the proceeds thereof without the ap- 
proval of the Commission. 

Section 13. That section 9753 of the Code of Alabama of 1923 
be, and it is hereby, amended so as to read as follows: 

9753. Securities issued contrary to article; penalties for—(a) Se- 
curities issued and obligations and liabilities assumed by a utility, 
for which under the provisions of this Article the authorization of 
the Commission is required, shall not be invalidated because issued 
or assumed without such authorization therefor having first been 
obtained, or because issued or assumed contrary to any term or 
condition of such order of authorization as modified by any order 
supplemental thereto entered prior to such issuance or assumption. 
(b) Securities issued or obligations or liabilities assumed in ac- 
cordance with all the terms and conditions of the order of authoriza- 
tion therefor shall not be affected by a failure to comply with any 
provision of this article or rule or regulation of the Commission re- 
lating to procedure and other matters preceding the entry of such 
order of authorization or order supplemental thereto. (c) A copy 
of any order made and entered by the Commission as in this article 
provided (duly certified by a‘commissioner or by the secretary of 
the commission) approving the issuance of any securities or the as- 
sumption of any obligation or liability by a utility, shall, in and of 
itself, be sufficient evidence, for all purposes, (of full and complete 
compliance by the applicant) for such approval with all procedural 
and other matters required precedent to the entry of such order. 
(d) Any utility and/or officer, agent or employee thereof, acting 
within the scope of his official duties of employment, who wilfully 
issues any such securities, or assumes any such obligation or liabili- 
ty, or makes any sale or other disposition of securities, or applies 
any securities or the proceed thereof to purposes other than the 
purposes specified in an order of the Commission with respect 
thereto, contrary to the provisions of this article, shell be liable to 
a penalty of not more than ten thousand dollars, but the utility is 
only required to specify in general terms the purpose for which any 
securities are to be issued, or for which any obligation or liability 
is to be assumed, and the order of the Commission with respect 
thereto shall likewise be in general terms. 
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Section 14. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this 
Act shall, for any reason, be adjudged by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not affect, impair or 
invalidate the remainder of the Act. 

Section 15. This Act shall take effect thirty days after its ap- 
proval by the Governor. 

Section 16. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith,’are 
hereby repealed.

The Senate has originated and adopted the following Joint Res- 
olution and sends same herewith to the House: 
By Mr. Faulk: 

S.J. R. 80. Be IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of Alabama the 
House concurring: 

WHEREAS, the United States of America is now undergoing 
a panic hitherto unprecedented and as a result thereof millions of 
people are out of work and are suffering from dire want for the very 
necessities of life; 

AND WHEREAS, The Federal Government despite the great 
increase in taxes levied by the last Congress still faces a heavy def- 
icit ; 

AND WHEREAS, any increase in Federal Taxes will further 
retard economic recovery ; 

AND WHEREAS, the various European countries are indebt- 
ed to the United States in the amount of several billions of dollars 
advanced to them to fight an essentially European war; 

AND WHEREAS, since the end of the war they have continued 
to spend vast sums for armament and have displayed a most cyni- 
cal attitude toward all efforts to reduce armaments or to the pro- 
moting of peace; 

AND WHEREAS, certain of these European counties have dis- 
played a most unfriendly attitude to the United States as witnessed 
by the recent gold run made on the United States; 

And Whereas, there is and has been a steady and continued 
propaganda fostered by the international bankers seeking to save 
their own investments by cancellation of these just debts; 

AND WHEREAS, such cancellation will place the burden of 
their payment on the tax payers of the United States rather than 
on those who received the benefit of these loans;

pay over to the Mobile Library Board the sum of one thousand two hundred 
fifty dollars towards the support, maintenance, and operation of the Mobile 
Public Library. 

Section 3. The Mobile Library Board shall have full power and authori- 
ty to control the expenditures of the amounts thus paid for the use, mainte- 
nance, and operation of the Mobile Public Library in operating a free circulat- 
ing library for the use of the citizens of Mobile County and otherwise shall 
have full authority and power to manage and control the said library in order 
to carry out the full intent and purpose of this act; a careful and complete rec- 
ord and set of books shall be kept by the Mobile Library Board showing the 
receipt and disbursement in detail of the funds thus appropriated, and a re- 
port taken from the books showing the receipts and disbursements shall be 
submitted annually to the governing body of Mobile County.

stationery and seal; to provide for the service of process from said 
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court by the sheriff of Mobile County and to fix his compensation 
therefor, and to provide for appeals from judgments of said court; 
to repeal all laws and parts of laws contrary to the provisions of 
this Act and to provide that this Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor; to provide that if 
any section, clause or provision of this Act shall be declared in- 
valid or unconstitutional it shall not effect any other section, clause 
or provision but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited 
as follows: 


AN ACT 


To create and establish in Mobile County, Alabama, a Court to be known 
as and called the “Inferior Criminal Court of Prichard,” with the jurisdiction 
stated in this act, in criminal cases over and throughout the entire County of 
Mobile outside the Corporate limits of the City of Mobile; to provide for its 
jurisdiction; to provide for its officers, their terms of office, the manner and 
times of their selection, appointment and election, their jurisdiction, qualifica- 
tions, powers, duties and compensations and to provide for the payment of 
such compensations out of the Mobile County treasury and require the Coun- 
ty Treasurer to pay the same; to provide for their oaths and bonds; to provide 
for the summoning of witnesses before said Court and to fix their fees; to fix 
the fees and costs in said Court and to provide for the payment over of same, 
and to provide for the terms, places of holding Court, trials, forms, dockets, 
rules of procedure and operation of said Court; to require the revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County or like governing body in said County 
to furnish for said Court a building or room in the Town of Prichard with 
suitable furniture, fuel, books, stationery and seal; to provide for the service of 
process from said Court by the Sheriff of Mobile County and to fix his com- 
pensation therefor, and to provide for appeals from judgment of said Court; 
to repeal all laws and parts of laws contrary to the provisions of this act and 
to provide that this act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor; to provide that if any section, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional it shall not effect any oth- 
= section, clause or provision but the same shall remain in full force and ef- 
ect. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in Mobile Coun- 
ty, Alabama, an inferior court to be known as and called the “Inferior Crim- 
inal Court of Prichard” which shall have and exercise jurisdiction of and in 
all criminal cases as hereinafter provided, over and throughout the entire 
County of Mobile outside the corporate limits of the City of Mobile. 

Section 2. The said court shall have in the portions of the County of 
Mobile covered by the act, all jurisdiction in criminal cases which courts of 
Heres of the peace now have under the general laws of the State of Ala- 

ama ; 

Section 3. The officers of said court shall consist of a judge who shall 
be known and designated as “Judge of the Inferior Criminal Court of Prich- 
ard,” and a clerk who shall be known and designated as “Clerk of the In- 
ferior Criminal Court of Prichard,” both of whom shall be qualified electors 
of the County of Mobile and residents of the County of Mobile, outside the 
corporate limits of the City of Mobile and each of whom shall be over the 
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age of twenty-one years; The term of office of the judge of said court shall 
be six years and the clerk shall hold office throughout the term of the Judge 
appointing him. 

Section 4. Immediately upon the passage and approval of this act the 
Senate of the State of Alabama, shall elect a judge of said court who shall 
hold office as such judge until the next general election following January 
1st, 1933 and until his successor is elected and qualified, when, and every six 
years thereafter a judge of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of Mobile County; The Judge of said court shall be learned in the law and ad- 
mitted to the practice of law; he shall not, during his term of office, act as 
attorney in any matter that is or has previously been pending in the court but 
he may practice in other courts. The judge of said court, before entering upon 
the discharge of his duties as such judge shall qualify by taking the oath of of- 
fice prescribed by the constitution and shall be required to furnish bond with 
sufficient security in the sum of two thousand dollars conditioned and ap- 
proved in the same manner as is required by law for the conditioning and 
approval of bonds of justices of the peace, and said bond can be given by any 
solvent surety company and shall be accepted by the Probate Judge of Mo- 
bile County. The judge of said court shall be a magistrate and conservitor of 
the peace will all the powers of a magistrate or conservitor of the peace which 
are or may be, by the general law of this state conferred upon justices of the 
peace, and shall have all the powers and authority of justices of the peace 
under the general laws of the state, in the territory over which the jurisdic- 
tion of said court extends; He shall have and exercise all the jurisdiction and 
have all the other powers and authority in said portions of Mobile County 
which are now or may hereafter be conferred by general law of Alabama on 
justices of the peace in criminal and quasi-criminal cases; he shall have the 
same power to imprison or sentence defendants to hard labor for the county 
for non-payment of costs as is possessed by the Circuit Courts of this State; 
he shall have jurisdiction of all bastardy proceedings and proceedings to keep 
the peace such as are now exercised by justices of the peace under the general 
laws of this state and shall have jurisdiction of all cases for abusive, insulting 
or obscene language as prescribed in Section 3193 of the Code of Alabama; 
and shall have final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors under the laws of the 
State subject to right of appeal as herein prescribed; he shall have authority 
to issue warrants in all cases wherein he has jurisdiction in the same manner 
as justices of the peace now have under the general laws of this state; He 
shall require the clerk of the said court hereinafter provided for, to perform 
all the duties hereinafter prescribed for the said clerk and shall superintend 
the said clerk in the execution of all duties hereinafter prescribed for him; he 
shall have the power to punish for contempt of court by fine not to exceed 
ten dollars and by imprisonment not to exceed twenty-four hours, one or 
both. The court herein provided for shall be a court of record with a seal and 
the Judge or Clerk shall have authority to certify the records and proceedings 
of said court; The Judge of said court shall have the power and authority to 
perform marriage ceremonies such as is now possessed by Justices of the 
peace. 


Section 5. In case the judge of this court, by reason of sickness or other- 
wise, is incapacitated to hold Court, he shall have authority to appoint or 
designate some competent person to act as judge of said court until the 
judge herein provided for shall be able to return to duty and the clerk of said 
court, under direction of the judge, shall enter the appointment upon the rec- 
ords of the court, and the said judge so appointed shall have all the powers 
and authority herein conferred upon the Judge of said Inferior Criminal Court; 
and the said judge pro tem shall qualify, by taking the same oath and enter- 
ing into the same bond as is required by the regular judge. Such Judge pro 
tem shall receive as compensation for his services Ten dollars per day for 
each day he is actively employed in holding such court to be paid as the sal- 
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ary of the regular judge is paid and deducted from the salary of the regular 
judge unless he shall upon recovery file with the treasurer of Mobile County 
an affidavit of some reputable physician of Mobile County that he was physi- 
cally unable to discharge his duties as Judge of said Court. 

Section 6. The judge of said inferior criminal court shall appoint some 
competent person of qualifications prescribed in Section 3 of this Act, to act 
as clerk of his said court. The duty of said clerk shall be to attend all sessions 
of said court and to keep a record of all proceedings in the said court, he 
shall keep in a book to be furnished by the commissioners of Mobile County, 
Alabama, a properly arranged docket of all cases tried in said court and all 
examinations had therein, which docket shall set forth the nature of the case, 
the date of the issuance and return of all processes and a statement of the 
judgment rendered in the case, sufficient to clearly show what was done in 
the case, together with an itemized copy of the bill of costs and by whom 
paid. The said clerk shall have authority under the direction of the judge of 
said court to issue warrants sworn out in said court and to take and certify 
the affidavit of the prosecutor; He shall attend upon the duties of said court 
at such hours as are designated by the judge thereof and shall perform such 
other clerical duties as may be prescribed by the judge of said court. The 
said clerk before entering upon the discharge of his duties shall be required to 
furnish to the Probate Judge of Mobile County, a bond with sufficient securi- 
ty in the sum of Two Thousand Dollars to be conditioned and approved in 
the same manner as is the bond herein required for the judge of said court, 
and said bond can be given in a solvent guaranty and indemnity company. It 
shall be the duty of said clerk to assess and collect in each criminal case all 
the costs, fines and fees provided for hereunder and such monies so collected 
by him shall be at once paid over to the Judge of the said court. The clerk 
shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all criminal cases in said 
court. 

Section 7. The forms authorized by law to be used by justices of the 
peace in like proceedings, or others substantially the same, may be used by 
said judge or clerk of said inferior criminal court. 

Section 8. The same costs shall be taxed and collected by the said judge 
of the said inferior criminal court, or the clerk acting under his direction, and 
in the same manner, as is provided by general law of the State of Alabama, for 
justices of the peace, and when the prosecution is frivolous or malicious the 
said judge may tax the prosecutor with the costs. Whenever the defendant 
be acquitted or discharged, and costs are taxed against the prosecutor, he may 
confess judgment with good and sufficient sureties, and failing so to do or to 
pay the costs presently, must be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced 
to hard labor for the county, for not exceeding ten days. The person who 
makes affidavit to have the warrant issued shall be deemed and held to be 
the prosecutor. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of the judge of said court to report and 
pay into the county treasury on Monday of each week the amount of fines, 
forfeitures, penalties and costs collected by him since the date of his last re- 
port. 

Section 10. Witnesses may be summoned and be required to attend court 
and testify in cases before said judge of the said Inferior Criminal Court and 
shall be entitled to the same. fees, to be collected in the same manner, as is 
provided in like cases before justices of the peace under the general laws of 
Alabama, and at the end of the trial or examination they shall receive certifi- 
cates, and if the said fees are not called for within six months, they shall be 
forfeited and paid into the county treasury. 

Section 11. The provisions of Sections 3851, 3853, 3855, 3856, 3857, 3858 
and 3859 shall be applicable to trials before said Inferior Criminal Court. 

_Section 12. The said Inferior-Criminal Court of Prichard shall be locat. 
ed in the Town of Prichard in Mobile County, Alabama, and the court shall 
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be held in said town of Prichard in the building or room to be provided and 
furnished by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County or like governing body with suitable furniture, fuel, books, stationery 
and seal and it is hereby made the duty of said commissioners to furnish 
same; The court shall be opened for the transaction of business at all times 
excepting on Sundays and legal holidays; and it shall be the duty of the so- 
licitor of Mobile County, when requested by the judge of said court, to prose- 
cute in the name of the State all offenses which may be tried before such In- 
ferior Criminal Court that may be punished capitally, unless the said solicitor 
is engaged in the Circuit Court, at the time of such trial. 

Section 13. From any judgment of this court the defendant shall have 
the right of appeal to the Circuit Court of Mobile County, Alabama, under the 
same regulations and requirements as now govern appeals from courts of jus- 
tices of the peace under the general laws of the State of Alabama, and the 

_ bond furnished in such cases shall be governed by the same law as now regu- 
lates appeals from courts of justices of the peace. 

Section 14. The compensation of the judge of the inferior criminal court 
created by this act shall be Three Thousand and 00/100 ($3,000.00) dollars per 
annum payable monthly out of the county treasury. 

Section 15. The compensation of the clerk of the inferior criminal court 
created by this act shall be Eighteen Hundred and 00/100 ($1,800.00) dollars 
per annum payable monthly out of the county treasury. 

Section 16. The treasurer of Mobile County, Alabama, is required to pay 
the compensation of the judge and the compensation of the clerk of said court 
as provided for'in Sections 14 and 15 of this Act. i 

Section 17. The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County, Alabama, are required to furnish for this court in the Town of Prich- 
ard a building or room for the holding of said court, with suitable furniture, 
fuel, books, stationery and seal as provided for in Section 12 of this Act. 

Section 18. The said judge and clerk of said inferior criminal court shall 
address all processes of whatever nature or kind to the Sheriff of Mobile 
County, who shall either himself or by deputy execute the same. When re- 
quired by the said judge the sheriff shall furnish a bailiff for the said inferior 
criminal court and as compensation for the services required of him he shall 
receive the fees as provided for in Section 3741 of the Code of Alabama. 

Section 19. All laws and parts of laws contrary to the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 20. If for any reason any section, clause or provision of this act 
shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be held to and 
shall not affect any other section, clause, or provision but the same shall re- 
main in fyll force and effect. 

Section 21. The act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 416. To provide for the election of three school trustees for 
each school in St. Clair County, Alabama, and to prescribe their 
authority and duties. 

H. 413. Providing for and relating to the remedies of a land- 
lord for recovery of possession of rented premises when such pos- 
session is wrongfully withheld by the tenant. 

H. 245. To amend Section 5270 of the Code of Alabama. 

H. 246. To amend Section 3615 of the Code of Alabama. 

H. 247. To amend Section 5268 of the Code of Alabama. 

H. 217%. To amend Section 2 of an Act entitled An Act “To 
further prescribe the duties of County Treasurers in counties of 
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more than two hundred thousand population according to the last 
or any subsequent preceding Federal Census ; to provide for clerical 
assistance for such treasurers for the employment of attorneys to 
advise and represent such treasurers, and for the compensation of 
such treasurer, assistants, and attorney; and to require the deposit 
of county funds,” approved October 31, 1921. 


H. 195. To amend an Act entitled An Act, “To create in all 
cities of the State of Alabama, which have a population of as much 
as one hundred seventy thousand people according to the last Fed-

the payment into such funds of the fines prescribed and imposed 
for the violation of certain ordinances of such cities; to provide for 
the payment into such fund of a certain percentage of the gross 
premiums, less returned premiums, received by fire insurance com- 
panies doing business within such cities, and for the making of a 
sworn report by such fire insurance companies of such premiums to 
the said board of trustees, and to prescribe the penalty for failure 
to make such payment and report, and for enforcing such penalty ; 
to provide for the payment into such fund of a portion of the month- 
ly salary of each member of such fire department; to authorize such 
cities to pay into such fund a part of the revenue received from li- 
censes issued by such cities; to transfer and convert into the re- 
spective Firemen’s Pension and Relief funds as created and pro- 
vided in this Act the respective funds and moneys and properties 
constituting Firemen’s Pension and Relief funds as are existing re- 
spectively under existing laws in Alabama in the cities which shall 
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come under and be governed by the provisions of this Act; and to 
provide for the administration and use of same; to provide for the 
pensioning and relief of disabled, sick, retired and other members 
of such fire departments, and the widows, minor children and de- 
pendent widowed mothers of such disabled and retired members; to 
provide for all payment out of such funds of certain expenses at- 
tending the burial and funeral of deceased members of such fire 
department; to provide for the retirement and reinstatement of 
members of such fire department; to prescribe the duties of the 
City Attorney and City Physician in connection with the said 
board of irusiees aiid the said fund; to designate the treasurer of 
such fund and his duties; to provide for the repeal of all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict herewith; to provide for the exemption 
of benefits of said fund from levy; to provide the time of taking 
effect of this Act,” approved August 9th, 1927. 

H. 559. To provide that in all cases where the prosecution is .

To fix and regulate the fees of witnesses in criminal 
cases in the county court and circuit court of Lamar County, Ala- 
bama, and before the grand jury of said county, and to provide for 
the payment thereof and to provide for the collection of witness fees 
from defendant convicted and for the disposition of the same. 


H. 550. To authorize, empower and direct the Board of Reve- 
nue or Court of County Revenues or other like governing body for 
Lawrence County, Alabama to provide for and furnish to Deputy 
or County Solicitors for said County suitable office space in the 
Courthouse of said County, and office supplies, stationery and tele- 
phone for said office and to provide for the renting of such offices 
in the town of the County Site of Lawrence County, Alabama, if in 
their judgment proper office space is not available in the Court- 
house, and to pay for said rent, office supplies, stationery and tele- 
phone by warrants drawn by the Judge of the Probate Court as 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue or Court of County Revenues, or 
other like governing body for said County, and. payable out of the 
general funds of said County.

To designate the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County 
Alabama. as ex-officio custodian of the County funds of Tusca- 
loosa County, Alabama; to provide for his giving bond for the per- 
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formance of his duties as such and to prescribe his duties as such; 
to provide for the payment out of the County’s funds of the pre- 
miums on such bond; to provide for the receipt and disbursement 
by him of the County funds; to provide for the payment by him 
of all grand and petit jurors certificates and to prescribe his other 
duties as such ex-officio custodian of the County funds; to provide 
necessary books to be used in connection with his duties as such;

protect the County and, or, the custodian of its funds, in the proper 
handling and safe keeping, by said Bank, of the County’s funds 
which may be deposited with said Bank; to provide for the appli- 
cation, use and disposition of any and all moneys to be derived from’ 
the interest on the daily balances of the funds of the County depos- 
ited in such Bank; and to provide when this Act shall take effect; 
and to repeal all laws in conflict therewith. 

H. 549. To validate the action of W. R. Jackson, Probate 
Judge of Lawrence County, Alabama, acting as Chairman of the 
Court of County Revenues or other like governing body for said 
County, in issuing warrants on the County Treasurer for the pur- 
pose of paying office rent, stationery and office fixtures for the 
Deputy and County Solicitors for said County since January 15, 
1923. 

H. 531. To relieve all persons of any legal obligations to work 
public roads or streets in Blount County, Alabama.

BILLS ON THIRD READING.

of, and of the County Boards of Education and other like educa- 
tional governing bodies of such counties and the members thereof 
wie such Commission form of government is created and adopted.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from his 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 125. To encourage the building of bridges, causeways and 
other development work and relief work upon and abutting on tide 
lands, the title to or control of which may now or hereafter be 
vested in the State of Alabama, which shall not have been improved 
by or under valid public authority and shall not be otherwise de- 
voted to public use, by authorizing the improvement and use there- 
of and of the abutting submerged lands so improved, and the vest- 
ing of title thereto in owners of the abutting riparian land, under 
and subject to the conditions and approval stated in the Act. 

Said Governor’s Message, containing the proposed amendment, 
being in the following words and figures, to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
: Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: : 
I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 125, without my approval. 
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I am suggesting two amendments to the bill, which if adopted will cause 
it to meet my approval. 


I recommend the following amendments: 

1. Amend Section 3 so that it will read as follows: 

“If such land shall be used for a bridge, road or causeway over navigable 
waters, or for bridge-head or approach thereto or for terminal facilities, de- 
pots, storage or sale yards, stores, warehouses, or wharves abutting on such 
bridge or road or causeway, the plans for such bridge, road or causeway shall 
be approved by the United States Engineer officers or other Federal author- 
ity having jurisdiction, and by the State Docks Commission and the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama, and when so approved and when improved pursuant to 
such approval the title to the said lands and the entire improvements thereon 
shall vest in such riparian owner without further approval when the bridge, 
road or causeway shall be constructed pursuant to the plans so approved.” 

Amend Section 4 by striking the words, “State Harbor Board or 
like state authority having jurisdiction over harbor lines, if any,” and by 
substituting therefor the following: “State Docks Commission and the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama”. 

My reason for being unwilling to approve the act without these amend- 
ments and for recommending these amendments is that the title to the State 
in tide lands should be protected and that since the authority over such 
matters has been given to the State Docks Commission with the approval of 
the Governor that the title should in no case be divested out of the State 
without the approval of the State Docks Commission and the Governor.

sideration.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: : 

J .am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 131, without my approval. 

This bill is an act for the relief of William H. Winston and Estella Wins- 
ton and appropriates $1000.00 to be paid to them. “Percy Winston, the son 
of William H. Winston and Estella Winston, was employed at the hospital 
for the Insane at Mt. Vernon, Alabama, and while he was working at his 
duties there was killed by one of the inmates of the Hospital. 

An investigation of the facts, which was made at the time that Percey 
Winston was killed, showed that the negro who killed him had not shown any 
evidence of being vicious or dangerous and that no one could have foreseen 
that he would suddenly become dangerous and kill a person. It appears that 
nothing could have been done to have avoided the killing since he had showed 
no signs of his being a dangerous inmate who should have been confined. 

Percy Winston was employed in the regular way and probably could 
have known as well as any other employee if the inmates were dangerous 
and could have furnished the information. Under the circumstances it ap- 
pears that the State would not be liable for the death of Percy Winston. 

The State had made no plans for paying damages on account of in- 
juries or death to any one and there is no tribunal where a case can be in- 
vestigated. No provision is made for funds to pay for injuries or for death 
to any one. Since the State should treat all of its citizens alike, I believe that 
no special relief bills should be passed and that if claims of this character 
are to be paid that a general law should be passed and a Court of Claims or 
other tribunal provided for the purpose of ascertaining when damages should 
be paid and in what amount. 

Under the present state of the Treasury there are no funds from which 
a claim of this kind can be paid. We have just begun a system of balancing 
the budget and of not going into debt. It would be impossible to keep a 
balanced budget if the Legislature passes and the Governor approves special 
claims for injuries without providing some fund from which these claims 
can be paid. 

The killing of Percy Winston was unfortunate and regretable but I do 
not believe that the State should, under the circumstances, appropriate money 
for the mother and father of the young man killed.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: : ; . 
I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 


which it originated House Bill No. 329 without my approval and I am sug- 
gesting an amendment, which if adopted will cause the Act to meet my 
approval, 

I suggest that at the end of Section 1 of the bill the following be added: 

“The provisions of this Act with reference to the operation of moving 
picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday shall not become applicable to 
any city having a population of one hundred thousand (100,000) or more 
according to the last Federal Census, or according to any Federal Census 
hereafter held, until the same shall have been submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of said city at an election held for that purpose, which elec- 
tion shall be held and governed by the rules and regulations which apply to 
elections held in referendum elections on municipal ordinances of such cities; 
and the first election hereunder shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
November, 1932, seven days’ notice of such election shall be given by the 
governing authority of any such city. All subsequent elections after the first 
election, hereinabove directed to be held on the second Tuesday of Novem- 
ber, 1932, shall be held on the second Tuesday of November in any year 
in which a State general election is held. 


The ballot used at all such elections shall be prepared and furnished by 
the governing authority of any such city wherein the election is to be held, 
and the election shall be conducted and carried on by the managers and 
clerks in such city holding the general State election on said date. At such 
election each voter shall express his approval or disapproval by making his 
cross mark on said ballot before the words ‘in favor of the operation of 
moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday’ or by making a cross 
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mark on said ballot before the words ‘against the operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday’. These ballots-shall be deposited in a 
separate ballot box to be furnished by the governing authority of any such 
city and, at the close of the election, shall be counted by the managers and 
the results ascertained and delivered to the governing authority of any such 
city. : 
4 If a majority of all the voters voting at such election is in favor of the 
operation of moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday, then the 
provisions of this Act with reference to the said operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday shall become effective and the govern- 
ing authority shall issue its proclamation to such effect. If a majority of 
the votes at such election are cast against the operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday, then the provisions of the Act with ref- 
erence to the operation of moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sun- 
day shall not be effective in such city and the governing authority shall make 
its proclamation to that effect.” 

My reason for recommending this amendment and for not being willing 
io approve the Act without the amendment is that I believe in local govern- 
inent on subjects of the kind included in this bill. 

I believe that in Montgomery and Mobile, two of the three cities ef- 
fected by the bill that a majority of the people want the law as passed by 
you. I am advised that the members of the Legislature from these counties 
were unanimous in favoring the bill, The city of Birmingham, the other 
city effected by the Act, has recently voted in favor of having base ball on 
Sunday afternoon. The City of Birmingham a few years ago, voted against 
having moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday. I am advised 
that the delegation from Jefferson County was divided on this bill, 

I would not be willing to approve a law which makes moving picture 
shows and vaudeville legal in the city of Birmingham on Sunday without 
the matter being submitted to the people for their decision. I am informed 
that the delegation in the House from Jefferson was unanimous in favoring 
the bill with substantially this amendment.

RULING ON POINT OF ORDER AS TO H. 271. 


The following communication was read and ordered spread upon 
the Journal of the House: 


STATE OF ALABAMA 


Executive Department

Hon. A. M. Tunstall, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 


Dear Mr. Tunstall: 

You have requested that I give you an opinion as to whether House Bill 
No. 271 is included in the call of the Governor for a special session of the 
Legislature so that the same can be passed by a majority vote rather than 
by two-thirds, as would be required under the Constitution if the subject 
matter involved in the bill is not covered by the Governor’s call. 

Replying to same, I beg to say as follows: 

I do not think that there is a direct reference to this matter in the 
Governor’s call. 

2. There are two subdivisions of the call under which I think that this 
bill might be considered. The first is the last sentence in paragraph 14 of 
the call, which is, “and for balancing the budget of the State’. The other 
is Section 20 of the call which refers to the report of the Brookings Institu- 
tion and provides that the Legislature shall provide for enacting into law any 
of the recommendations made in said Report. 

House Bill No. 271 seeks to amend Section 3670 of the Code of Alabama 
jn such a way that the court costs for the conviction in criminal cases, which 
are now paid out of the Convict Fund, shall be paid out of the General Fund. 

Under the provision in the Governor’s call suggesting that the Legisla- 
ture balance the budget and that they enact into law such recommendations 
of the Brookings Institution as they see fit, the Legislature has enacted a 
law which the Convict Department no longer receives an indefinite appropria- 
tion but receives a definite fixed appropriation for taking care of the convicts. 

As a part of this system of handling the budget and of having the costs 
charged to the proper account, this bill could be considered and adopted by 
the Legislature. I think that it is just as much a part of adopting a budget 
law to provide from what specific funds of the State certain items should be 
paid as it is to provide what appropriation is made to cover these funds. 

When the Convict Department is given under a budget law a fixed 
appropriation for taking care of the convicts if it is to pay the many other 
items which are not a part of taking care of the convicts, then its budget 
can not be balanced nor can it possibly live within its income. In passing 
laws to balance the budget and to provide that the different funds shall not 
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be overdrawn, I think that any bill which provides from what fund any 
account should be paid can properly be considered.

RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was introduced: 
- By Mr. Snodgrass: 

H. J. R. 152. WHEREAS, the price of corn, cotton, wheat and 
other farm products has been, during the past several years, and is 
now, materially below the actual cost of production of said prod- 
ucts, and, 

WHEREAS, thousands of farmers in the United States ob- 
tained loans, secured by mortgages upon their homes and farms, 
from the Federal Land Banks at a time when the prices of farm 
products were materially higher than at the present time, and, 

WHEREAS, many thousands of these farmers are now faced 
with foreclosure of the mortgages securing their loans and the con- 
sequent loss of their homes and farms because of conditions over 
which they have had no control, 

NOW, THEREFORRF, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of 
Representatives of Alabama, the Senate concurring, that we hereby 
memorialize and petition the Congress of the United States of 
America to enact such legislation at the next session of Congress 
as will give immediate relief to those farmers who are about to, or 
have already, lost their homes and farms, and to so deal with the 
question of farm mortgages that further foreclosures may be pre- 
vented ; that lower interest rates may be provided and that, if need 
be, a moratorium of from three to five years be provided for on 
said loans in all cases in which it is reasonably made to appear 
that the borrower is unable to pay the installments on said loan. 

That the Governor of Alabama immediately upon the passage of 
this resolution transmit a duly authenticated copy of the same to 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the President of the 
United States Senate, and to each Congressman and United States 
Senator from Alabama. 

And the rules were suspended and the resolution was adopted.

Section 2. The amounts or portions of amounts herein appro- 
priated to the Alabama College, Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 
University of Alabama, Florence State Normal School, Jacksonville 
State Normal School, Livingston State Normal School, Troy State 
Normal School, Montgomery State Normal School, Agricultural 
and Mechanical Institute, Alabama School of Trades, Teacher

To permit certain amusements, recreations and enter- 
tainments to be furnished and engaged in on Sunday in cities of 
this State whose population is not less than 30,000 nor more than

“Class D” cities. 

S. 79. To provide for the special relief of J. A. Kizer by mak- 
ing an appropriation to compensate him for injuries received while 
he was employed by the Alabama Insane Hospital. 

To encourage the building of bridges, causeways and 
other development work and relief work upon and abutting on tide

H. 392. To-provide for the issuance of registered warrants in 
lieu of all State warrants which may be outstanding on October 1, 
1932; to provide for the manner of issuing such registered warrants, 
the denominations thereof ; the’ time within which the same may be 
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issued; to provide the order or time of payment thereof; to pro- 
vide for the transfer and recording of transfers thereof. 

Was taken up. Mr. Goode offered the following substitute for 
the bill H. 392: 

Substitute for H. 392 by Mr. Goode: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for the issuance of registered 
warrants in exchange for State warrants which were outstanding 
and unpaid on September 30, 1932; for the transfer, and for record- 
ing the transfers thereof; to appropriate moneys for the liquidation 
of said registered warrants and to define the sources thereof, and 
for an allowance equivalent to stated interest upon the unpaid bal- 
ances thereof, subject to the conditions prescribed in the Act; and 
otherwise to define certain characteristics of said warrants and priv- 
ileges incident thereto, rights of the owners thereof and duties of 
certain public officers relative thereto, with a view to furthering 
their negotiability, including, inter alia, exemption from taxation, 
eligibility for investments and depositary requirements and as se- 
curity for public funds and for bonds of public officers, the handl- 
ing thereof by boards of education and other agencies of the State; 
also to provide that said appropriations for such payments shall not 
be subject to reduction under Act No. 3%, approved September 27, 
19382. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. On and after ten days from the date when this Act 
becomes effective, the owner (by original issue or transfer by en- 
dorsement) of any State warrant or order upon the State Treasurer 
for the disbursement of public funds, regularly issued pursuant to 
law, and which was outstanding and unpaid on September 30, 1932, 
hereinafter termed original series warrants, upon presenting the 
same to the State Auditor, or such other State officer as is then per- 
forming his functions in issuing warrants upon the State Treasury 

(which officer, by whatsoever name designated by law, is herein- 
after called “Warrant Officer”), shall be entitled to receive or to 
have issued to or upon his order registered warrants in exchange 
therefor, of the nature hereinafter provided, and subject to the terms 
and provisions of this Act. 


Section 2. Such registered warrants shall be drawn by said 
Warrant Officer, and shall originally be payable to the order of the 
person requested in the application and to the transferees and as- 
signs thereof registered in accordance with this Act. 

_ Such registered warrants shall be issued in exchange for original 
series warrants referred to in Section 1 of this Act in denominations 
of $100.00, or multiples thereof, except. that to such extent as may 
be necessary a fractional warrant may be issued to any holder of 
such existing warrant for amounts less than $100.00, where certi- 
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fied in the application to be necessary for the distribution of the reg- 
istered warrants to those entitled thereto within the purview of 
this Act. 

Section 3. The registered warrants authorized hereby shall be 
numbered serially and shall be in such form and contain such pro- 
visions consistent with this Act and be executed, authenticated and 
sealed in the name of the State in such form as shall be approved 
by the Governor. 

Section 4. All warrants to be issued hereunder in exchange for 
said original series warrants shall, when executed by the Warrant 
Officer, be forthwith delivered to the State Treasurer, who shall 
thereupon make record of the number, denomination, name and ad- 
dress of the person in whose name the same is issued, hereinafter 
called the “registered owner,” also appropriate identification of the 
original series warrant in exchange for which the registered war- 
rants have been initially issued. Such record of registry shall con- 
tain appropriate blanks for the insertion by the State Treasurer 
from time to time of appropriate entries of transfers thereof and of 
payments on account of interest or principal thereon and of the re- 
issue or cancellation thereof or other data necessary to full informa- 
tion as to the status thereof. All such data shall be currently re- 
corded by the State Treasurer. 

After such initial registration, the registered warrant shall be

Registered’ owners shall be authorized from time to time, on 
surrender of such registered warrants, to have issued similar war- 
rants in their own names, or in the names of their nominee or trans- 
feree, for a like aggregate principal amount, in such of the denom- 
inations authorized in Section 2 hereof as may be requested, pro- 
vided that integral warrants may not be re-issued in fractional de- 
nominations nor may fractional denominations be further sub-di- 
vided except to the extent necessary to consolidate fractional war- 
rants. 

Section 5. The original series warrants, for which registered 
warrants are issued and exchanged, shall be surrendered to the 
Warrant Officer, duly endorsed and shall be cancelled by him, and 
after being so cancelled, shall be presented to the Treasurer with 
the application for the issue of registered warrants in exchange 
therefor. 

Section 6. Possession of any original series or registered war- 
rant surrendered for exchange, re-issue or transfer pursuant hereto 
may be accepted as conclusive evidence of ownership thereof and of 
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the validity of the endorsement and transfer thereof so far as the 
State, its officers and agents are concerned. 

Registered warrants, when surrendered for re-issue, shall be 
cancelled by the State Treasurer and notation made upon the rec- 
ord of the registry thereof. 

Section 7. No registered warrants shall be issued under the 
provisions of this Act in exchange for original series warrants un- 
less application is made therefor as herein provided, on or before 
the 31st day of May, 1933. 

Section 8. It is ascertained, determined and declared by the 
Legislature that said original series warrants intended to be liqui- 
dated pursuant to this Act have been issued pursuant to lawful ap- 
propriations for services or property performed for, availed of and 
used by the State or its agencies, reasonably necessary in the con- 
tinuance of its lawful functions and that the holders thereof and 
their assigns either hold lawful claims against the State or are en- 
titled to compensation in respect thereof in all good conscience. All 
such holders of original series warrants and their assigns who shall 
accept registered warrants hereunder shall to the extent of the reg- 
istered warrants issued for their account hereunder be held to waive 
any and all claims under said original series warrants or for the 
services rendered or goods supplied as aforesaid. 


Inasmuch as the State of Alabama is without funds presently to. 
make payment in case of such just claims and has already unduly 
deferred appropriate steps for the definite acknowledgement of the 
claims, in form to be available to the owners, and in order to make 
partial allowance by way of just compensation for their further for- 
bearance and indulgence pending liquidation of the registered war- 
rants hereunder in acknowledgment of such claims, and in order to 
preserve the honor and credit of the State in respect thereof, there 
is hereby appropriated annually, out of any moneys in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated in trust or allotted in trust, 
and subject to the conditions herein stated, the sum of $1,500,000, 
to be applied as follows: 


(a) Such amount as may be necessary thereof shall be applied 
by the State Treasury annually, on the 1st day of November in 
each year, commencing November 1, 1933, to make an allowance 
equivalent to interest at the rate of five per centum per annum, 
hereinafter for convenience called interest, on all registered war- 
rants issued under the provisions of this act, at that time unliqui- 
dated. Said allowance is voluntarily provided and offered in con- 
sideration of the indulgence of the holders, their acceptance of reg- 
istered warrants and their waiver of more pressing demands upon 
the Legislature for their deserved and immediate payment, but shall 
not constitute an obligation upon the faith and credit of the State 
within the purview of Section 213 of the Constitution or be payable 
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except when, as and if the funds hereby appropriated shall be avail- 
able. 

All registered warrants issued hereunder shall be dated and be 
entitled to interest from November 1, 1932, except as otherwise pro- 
vided. ; 

(b) The remainder of said annual appropriations of $1,500,000, 
or so much thereof as shall be available, after the payments, or pro- 
visions for payments, provided for in the foregoing sub-section a, as 
hereinabove provided, shall be applied to the liquidation of principal 
of registered warrants issued under the provisions of this act re- 
maining unliquidated, in the manner hereinafter provided, subject 
to abatement as provided in sub-section (c) hereof. 

(c) The registered owners of all registered warrants issued 
hereunder shall have the right, on making application as herein pro- 
vided, to apply up to five per centum of the original principal 
amount of their respective warrants to the payment of taxes, fees 
and licenses payable to the State for payment into the general 
fund (that is, taxes, fees and licenses not set apart by the Constitu- 
tion or statute in trust for any purpose inconsistent herewith) to 
accrue and become payable by such registered owner for and dur- 
ing such fiscal year, beginning with the fiscal year beginning Octo- 
ber 1, 1933. 

On application to the State Treasurer and endorsement of credit 
by the latter on the principal of such warrant, the registered owner 
shall be entitled to a certificate from the State Treasurer which 
shall be acceptable in payment of or upon such taxes. Such appli- 
cation must be made during October of each year. The interest 
upon the amount so credited upon such principal which would 
otherwise be payable on November 1 of said fiscal year shall abate. 
The State Treasurer, with the approval of the Governor, shall be 
authorized to prescribe reasonable rules and regulations for the ex- 
ercise of the right provided herein. i 

To the extent that the owners of registered warrants issued 
hereunder shall avail themselves of the right provided for by this 
sub-section, the amount appropriated annually and applicable on ac- 
count of principal under the last preceding sub-section (b) shall 
abate but the amount subject to application hereunder in payment 
upon such taxes shall not be limited to the amount otherwise ap- 
plicable in payment on account of principal under said sub-section 


(d) In order further to assure the current availability of the 
fund appropriated by sub-section (a) to the extent not abated un- - 
der sub-section (c), there is hereby set apart annually, in trust for 
said purpose, so much of the one mill tax levied for pensions to 
Confederate soldiers and sailors and their widows as shall not be 
required for such pensions, until the full amount appropriated for 
the purposes of this Act shall have been received and set apart for 
the purposes hereof. 
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Section 9. The amount hereby specifically appropriated is as- 
certained and declared to be well within the unpledged and unal- 
lotted revenues of the State, current -and prospective, over and 
above all amounts required or to be required for interest and sink- 
ing fund of the public debt or to be received in trust and the ap- 
propriation herein made shall not be subject to reduction under the 
operation of Act No. 37, approved September 27, 1932, known as 
the Budget and Financial Control Act. 

Section 10. All of said registered warrants shall be subject to 
liquidation if, as and when funds appropriated by this Act, or by 
present or subsequent appropriations by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, as a result of bud issues or otherwise, shall be available 
therefor. The registered owners of the registered warrants are 
hereby subrogated to all of the rights of the holders of said original 
series warrants in all respects as if they held, respectively, the orig- 
inal series warrants in lieu of which their respective registered war- 
rants were initially issued in addition to any and all rights and priv- 
ileges hereunder. 

Section 11. Twenty-five per cent of such amounts as_ shall 
from time to time be available for liquidation of principal shall an- 
nually be applied to the call or acceptance of tenders and liquida- 
tion of fractional registered warrants until same shall have been 
liquidated in full. 

Whenever and as often as there shall have accumulated funds 
in the treasury available for application hereunder upon liquidation 
of principal of registered warrants in the amount of $250,000.00 or 
more, over and above the amount required for the next succeeding 
installment of interest, the State Treasurer shall cause to be in- 
serted in one daily newspaper published respectively in each of the 
three cities of Alabama of largest population according to the last 
Federal Census, such newspapers to be selected by the State Treas- 
urer from time,to time, a notice stating the amount of money avail- 
able under Section 8 (b) of this Act for the liquidation of the then 
unliquidated registered warrants issued under the provisions of this 
Act, and calling for tenders of such warrants for liquidation to be 
made on or before a date to be stated in the notice, which date shall 
be not less than ten nor more than fifteen days from the date of the 
notice, together with such additional information as he may deem 
pertinent. Tenders for liquidation of such warrants by registered 
owners thereof shall be in writing (as to which the State Treasurer 
may prescribe reasonable regulations, to be approved by the Gov- 
’ ernor) or at the option of the State Treasurer may be by auction. 

The State Treasurer shall forthwith purchase for liquidation 
those warrants tendered at the lowest prices (under par) named in 
such tenders in an amount aggregating, as near as may be, the total 
amount of money then available for that purpose, making allow- 
_ ance and provision for accepting tenders of or for calling fractional 
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registered warrants in the proportion herein required, as nearly as 
practicable. 

Section 12. In the event that in response to any call for tenders 
made by the State Treasurer, tenders at like price shall be made in 
an amount in excess of the fund available for application, the State 
Treasurer shall accept the tenders made at equal price, in the pro- 
portion of the amounts respectively tendered, so far as practicable 
and avoiding fractions. 

In the event that registered warrants shall not be tendered in an 
amount sufficient to exhaust the funds at the time available for liqui- 
dation of such warrants, then and in that event the State Treasurer 
shall draw by lot a sufficient number of such warrants then un- 
liquidated to absorb, at par and interest, the amount available there- 
for. As soon as any warrant or warrants have been so drawn, as 
hereinabove provided, the State Treasurer shall mail to the regis- 
tered owner thereof, at the address, if any, shown by the records of 
the State Treasurer, notice that such warrant or warrants have 
been drawn for liquidation. The warrants so drawn shall cease to 
be entitled to any further allowance of interest as of the thirtieth 
date after mailing or publication of such notice and the principal 
amount hereof, with interest to the date of such notice, shall be 
paid to the holder of such warrant upon presentation and surrender 
thereof for cancellation. The State Treasurer shall set apart in 
trust for payment of warrants so called the amount necessary to 
liquidate the same with interest as provided herein and shall hold 
same available for such purpose for six years from the date of the 
notice of call of the respective warrants (record of which call and 
notice shall be entered upon the record of registry in the office of 
the State Treasurer), whereupon the amount shall be covered into 
the general fund, subject to payment to the registered owner by 
warrant to be drawn by the State Treasurer. 

Section 13. Payments of sums equal to interest, as provided for 
in section 8 (a) of this Act, shall be made to the registered owners 
of such warrants by check or draft of the State Treasurer upon the 
funds made available for such purpose and mailed to the registered 
owner of the warrant or warrants in respect to which such payment 
is made, as is shown by the records of registry herein provided for, 
and notation thereof upon such record shall be made by the State 
Treasurer, where necessary to a complete record of the item. 

Section 14. The registered warrants to be issued hereunder and 
interest paid thereon shall be exempt from all city, county and state 
taxes. 

Section 15. The registered warrants to be issued hereunder 
‘shall be eligible to the extent of the principal amount thereof, in lieu 
of surety or other securities required or authorized by law (a) to 
secure deposits of funds of the State or any agency thereof or of any 
city or county or any public official or department; (b) as security 
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in lieu of fidelity or official bond or other security upon such bond 
of any public officer; (c) in lieu of any deposit of securities re- 
quired or permitted to be made with the State Treasurer or State 
Insurance Commissioner or other official or department; (d) in lieu 
of bond, certified check, or other security for any payment due or 
to become due to the State or any agency or sub-division thereof, or 
for any bid on public work or for the performance thereof. In case 
of such use of said registered warrants, the same shall be accom- 
plished pursuant to such form as shall be prescribed by the State 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Attorney General, and any pub- 
lic officer authorized to take or approve bonds shall have the right 
to act upon the fur approved by or opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral in respect thereof. 

Until notice of default to the State Treasurer interest on such 
registered warrants so used as provided in this section may be paid 
currently to the registered owner or registered pledgee and, after 
default and until disposition according to the instrument pledging 
same hereunder, to the State ‘I‘reasurer, for disposition as contem- 
plated by such instrument. While so pledged, payments on account 
of principal shall be held by the State Treasurer in trust for the use, 
_or at the request of the owner invested in other registered warrants 
issued hereunder. Unless and until transferred on the record, notice 
of any such pledge for use under this section shall be noted by the 
State Treasurer upon the record of registry. 


Section 16. Registered warrants to be issued hereunder shall 
constitute legal investments for administrators, executors, trustees, 
banks, building and loan associations, insurance companies, fiduc- 
iaries and all others whose investments may now or hereafter be 
fixed by law, and the owners thereof shall be entitled to every right, 
privilege and immunity in respect to exemptions or deductions of 
the same and of the proceeds or income therefrom as is now or may 
hereafter be provided with respect to bonds of the State, and the 
same are hereby declared to be instrumentalities of the State. It 
shall be the duty of the Attorney General to take such steps as he 
shall find practicable to have the same declared eligible to secure 
postal savings deposits and other public deposits, and declared eli- 
gible for all forms of investment by other States which prescribe 
limitations for certain types of investments. 

Section 17. All school boards in the State and the boards of 
all public institutions and all agencies and departments of the State 
(herein called agency) supported in whole or in part by public 
funds which shall hold or shall have discounted or pledged on Sep- 
tember 30, 1932, any of said original series warrants are hereby au- 
thorized to apply for registered warrants hereunder in exchange for 
any of such original series warrants and to exchange with holders 
of outstanding notes, warrants or other certificates of such agency 
such registered warrants as they may receive hereunder, par for 
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par, and shall further be authorized to pay all reasonable expenses 
of effecting such exchanges, including a reasonable commission 
therefor, and an allowance to equalize the difference between 5% 
interest and 6% interest. 

All such agencies which shall hold registered warrants issued 
hereunder shall be authorized to pledge same as security for loans, 
and may pay for such loans such rate of interest and such reason- 
able expenses as such board or agency may deem necessary, it be- 
ing intended hereby that such boards and agencies shall be given 
broad powers in negotiating such loans to the end that the issuance 
of registered warrants hereunder shall afford to them respectively 
the fullest practicable measure of financial relief. 

It shall be the duty of the Governor to cooperate with available 
investment agencies with a view to the establishment of a market 
for said registered warrants on the best basis practicable, and to 
that end, as to all State agencies, he shall be authorized to super- 
vise and control their dealing in and with said warrants and may 
in his descretion delegate any power conferred by this paragraph 
to a funding commission or commissioner to be designated by him. 
In general, it shall be the duty of the Governor, and he shall have 
authority to prescribe reasonable rules and regulations for the ef- 
fective administration of this Act. 

Section 18. If any section, clause, or provision of this Act is 
declared to be unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect the re- 
maining sections, clauses, or provisions hereof. And if any portion 
of the amount or amounts herein, appropriated is held to be uncon- 
stitutional or void, it shall not affect the remainder of the amount 
or amounts herein appropriated not in and of itself unconstitutional 
or void; nor shall the holding that the issuance, registration, or ap- 
propriation for the payment of any warrant or warrrants is uncon- 
stitutional or void affect the issuance, registration, or payment of 
the remaining registered warrants not in and of themselves uncon- 
stitutional or void. 

Section 19. ‘All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.; 

Section 20. This Act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Warrant Liquidation Act of 1932.”

Section 1. That every city and town in the State of Alabama 
is hereby authorized and empowered to own, acquire, construct, 
equip, operate and maintain within and/or without the corporate 
limits of such city or town, a sewage collection system and/ a 
sewage ttreatment plant or plants, intercepting sewers, outfall sew- 
ers, force mains, pumping stations, ejector stations and all other 
appurtenances necessary or useful and convenient for the collection 
and/or treatment, purification and disposal, in a sanitary manner, 
of the liquid and solid waste, sewage, night soil and industrial 
waste of such city or town, and shall have authority to acquire by 
gift, grant, purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all necessary 
lands, rights of way and property therefor, within and/or without 
the corporate limits of such city or town, and to issue revenue bonds 
to pay the cost of such works and property. The term “works” 
where hereinafter used in this act, shall be construed to mean and 
include such structures and property. No obligation shall be in- 
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curred by the municipality in such construction or acquisition ex- 
cept such as is payable solely from the funds provided under the au- 
thority of this act. 

Section 2. The construction, acquisition, improvement, equip- 
ment, custody, operation and maintenance of any such works for 
the collection, treatment or disposal of sewage and the collection of 
revenues therefrom for the service rendered thereby, shall be under 
the supervision and control either of the corporate authority of the 
municipality or of a board of public works or committee as the cor- 
porate authority of the municipality may determine. The term 
“board,” when hereinafter used in this act, shall be construed to 
mean municipal corporate authority or such board, as ihe case iniay 
be. 

Section 3. The board shall have power to take all steps and 
proceedings and to make and enter into all contracts or agreements 
necessary or incidental to the performance of its duties and the 
execution of its powers under this act: Provided, That any contract 
relating to the financing of the acquisition or construction of any 
such works, or any trust indenture as hereinafter provided for, shall 
be approved by the municipal corporate authority. The board may 
employ engineers, architects, inspectors, superintendent, manager, 
collectors, attorneys, and such other employees as in its judgment 
may be necessary in the execution of its powers and duties, and 
may fix their compensation, all of whom shall do such work as the 
board shall direct. All such compensation and all expenses in- 
curred in carrying out the provisions of this act shall be paid solely 
from funds provided under the authority of this act, and the board 
shall not exercise or carry out any authority or power herein given 
it so as to bind said board or said city or town beyond the extent 
to which money shall have been or may be provided under the au- 
thority of this act. No contract or agreement in any contractor 
or contractors for labor and/or material, exceeding in amount the 
sum of one thousand dollars, shall be made without advertising for 
bids, which bids shall be publicly opened and award made to the 
best bidder, with power in the board to reject any or all bids. After 
the construction, installation, and completion of the works or the 
acquisition thereof, the board shall operate, manage and control the 
same and may order and complete any extensions, betterments and 
improvements of and to the works that the béard may deem ex- 
pedient, tf funds therefor be available or are made available as pro- 
vided in this act, and shall establish rules and regulations for the 
use and operation of the works, and of other sewers and drains 
connected therewith so far as they may affect the operation of such 
works, and do all things necessary or expedient for the successful 
operation thereof. All public ways or public works damaged or de- 
stroyed by the board in carrying out its authority under this act 
shall be restored or repaired by the board and placed in their orig- 
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inal condition, as nearly as practicable, if requested so to do by 
proper authority, out of funds provided by this act. 

Section 4. All necessary preliminary expenses actually incurred 
by the board of any city or town in the making of surveys, estimates 
of costs and of revenues, employment of engineers or other em- 
ployees, the giving of notices, taking of options and all other ex- 
penses of whatsoever nature, necessary to be paid may be paid by 
the municipality, to be reimbursed and repaid out of the proceeds 
of the sale of revenue bonds hereinafter provided for, after paying 
or providing for the completion of the project as agreed. 

Section 5. Before any municipality shall construct or acquire 
any works under this act, the municipal authority shall enact an 
ordinance or ordinances which shall (a) set forth a brief and gen- 
eral description of the works and, if the same are to be constructed, 
a reference to the preliminary report or plans and specifications 
which shall theretofore have been prepared and filed by an en- 
gineer chosen by the board as aforesaid; (b) set forth the cost 
thereof estimated by the engineer chosen as aforesaid; (c) order 
the construction or acquisition of such works, (d) direct that reve- 
nue bonds of the city or town shall be issued pursuant to this act 
in such an amount as may be found necessary to pay the cost of 
the works; and (e) contain such other provisions as may be neces- 
sary in the premises. 


Section 6. Every such municipality shall have power to con- 
demn any such works to be acquired and any land, rights, ease- 
ments, franchises and other property, real or personal, deemed nec- 
essary or convenient for the construction of any such works, or 
for extensions, improvements, or additions thereto, and in connec- 
tion therewith may have and exercise all the rights, powers and 
privileges of eminent domain granted to cities and towns under the 
laws relating thereto. Title to property condemned shall be taken 
in the name of the city or town. Proceedings for such appropria- 
tion of property shall be under and pursuant to the general pro- 
visions of law relating to eminent domain proceedings: Provided, 
the city or town shall be under no obligation to accept and pay for 
any property condemned, and shall in no event pay for any prop- 
erty condemned or purchased, except from the funds provided pur- 
suant to this act; and in any proceedings to condemn, such orders 
may be made as may be just to the city or town and to the owners 
of the property to be condemned, and an undertaking or other se- 
curity may be required securing such owners against any loss or 
damage to be sustained by reason of the failure of the city or town 
to accept and pay for the property, but such undertaking or security 
shall impose no liability upon the city or town except such as may 
be paid from the funds provided under the authority of this act. 
In event of the acquisition by purchase the board may obtain and 
exercise an option from the owner or owners of said property for 
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the purchase thereof, or may enter into a contract for the purchase 
thereof, and such purchase may be made upon such terms and con- 
ditions and in such manner as the board may deem proper. In 
event of the acquisition of any works already constructed by pur- 
chase or condemnation, the board at or before the time of the adop- 
tion of the ordinance described in section 5 hereof, shall cause to 
be determined what repairs, replacements, additions and_better- 
ments will be necessary in order that such works may be effective 
for their purpose, and an estimate of the cost of such improvements 
shall be included in the estimate of cost required by section 5 here- 
of, and such improvement shall be made upon the acquisition of the 
works and as 2 part of the cost thereof. 

Section 7. The cost of the works shall be deemed to include the 
cost of acquisition or construction thereof, the cost of all prop- 
erty, rights, easements, and franchises deemed necessary or con- 
venient therefor and for the improvements determined upon as pro- 
vided in section 6 of this act; interest upon bonds prior to and 
during construction or acquisition and for six months after com- 
pletion of construction or of acquisition of the improvements last 
mentioned ; engineering and legal expenses; expense for estimates 
of cost and of revenues; expense for plans, specifications and sur- 
veys; other expenses necessary or incident to determining the feasi- 
bility or practicability of the enterprise, administrative expense, 
and such other expenses as may be necessary or incident to the 
financing herein authorized and the construction or acquisition of 
the works and the placing of the works in operation and the per- 
formance of the things herein required or permitted in connection 
with any thereof. 

Section 8. Nothing in this act contained shall be so construed 
as to authorize or permit any city or town to make any contract or 
to incur any obligation of any kind or nature except such as shall 
be payable solely from the funds provided under this act. Funds 
for the payment of the entire cost of the works shall be provided by 
the issuance of revenue bonds of the city or town, the principal and 
interest of which bonds shall be payable solely from the special 
fund herein provided for such payment, and said bonds shall not, 
in any respect, be a corporate indebtedness of such city or town 
within the meaning of any statutory or constitutional limitations 
thereon. All the details of such bonds shall be determined by ordi- 
nance or ordinances of the city or town. 


Section 9. Such revenue bonds shall bear interest at not more 
than six per cent per annum, payable annually or at shorter inter- 
vals, and shall mature at such time or times as may be determined 
by ordinance. Such bonds may be made redeemable before ma- 
turity at the option of the city or town, to be exercised by said 
board, at not more than the par value thereof and a premium of five 
per cent, under such terms and conditions as may be fixed by the 
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ordinance authorizing the issuance of the bonds. The principal and 
interest of the bonds may be made payable in any lawful medium. 
Said ordinance shall determine the form of the bonds, including the 
interest coupons to be attached thereto, and shall fix the denomina- 
tion or denominations of such bonds and the place or places of 
payment of the principal and interest thereof, which may be at any 
bank or trust company within or without the state. The bonds 
shall contain a statement on their face that the city shall not be 
obligated to pay the same or the interest thereon except from the 
special fund provided from the net revenues of the works. All such 
bonds shall be, and shall have and are hereby declared to have all 
the qualities and incidents of, negotiable instruments under the 
negotiable instruments law of the state. Said bonds shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation, state, county and municipal. Provision may 
be made for the registration of any of the bonds in the name of the 
owner as to principal alone. Such bonds shall be executed in the 
same manner as other bonds issued by cities and towns are exe- 
cuted. The bonds shall be sold by the city comptroller, or where 
there is no city comptroller then by the city clerk, or by the town 
clerk, in such manner as may be determined to be for the best in- 
terests of the city or town, but not at a price so low as to require 
the city or town to pay more than six per cent interest on the 
amount received therefor, computed with relation to the absolute 
maturity of the bonds in accordance with standard tables of bond 
values. Any surplus of bond proceeds over and above the cost of 
the works shall be paid into the sinking fund hereinafter provided. 
If the proceeds of the bonds, by error of calculation or otherwise, 
shall be less than the cost of the works, additional bonds may in 
like manner be issued to provide the amount of such deficit and, 
unless otherwise provided in said ordinance authorizing the issu- 
ance of the bonds first issued or in the trust indenture hereinafter 
authorized, shall be deemed to be of the same issue and shall be 
entitled to payment, without preference or priority of the bonds 
first issued. Prior to the preparation of the definite bonds, tem- 
porary bonds may under like restrictions be issued with or without 
convene, exchangeable for definite bonds upon the issuance of the 
atter. 


Section 10. The municipal authority may provide by said ordi- 
nance authorizing the issuance of the bonds, or in the trust inden- 
ture hereinafter referred to, that additional bonds may thereafter 
be authorized and issued, at one time or from time to time, under 
such limitations and restrictions as may be set forth in said ordi- 
nance and/or trust indenture, for the purpose of extending, improv- 
ing or bettering the works when deemed necessary in the public 
interest, such additional bonds to be secured and be payable from 
the revenues of the works equally with all other bonds issued pur- 
suant to said ordinance without preference or distinction between 
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any one bond and any other bond by reason of priority of issuance 
or otherwise. 

Section 11. All moneys received from any bonds issued pur- 
suant to this act, after reimbursements and repayment to said city 
or town of all amounts advanced for preliminary expenses as pro- 
vided in section 4 of this act, shall be applied solely to the payment 
of the cost of the works, extensions, improvements or betterments 
or to the appurtenant sinking fund and there shall be and hereby 
is created and granted a lien upon such moneys, until so applied, in 
favor of the holders of the bonds or the trustees hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 


Section 12. In the discretion of the municipal authority may 
be secured by a trust indenture by and between the city or town 
and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust company or bank 
having the powers of a trust company within the State of Alabama, 
but no such trust indenture shall convey or mortgage the works or 
any part thereof. The ordinance authorizing the revenue bonds 
and fixing the details thereof may provide that such trust indenture 
may contain such provisions for protecting and enforcing the rights 
and remedies of the bondholders as may be reasonable and proper, 
not in violation of law, including covenants setting forth the duties 
of the city or town and the board in relation to the construction or 
acquisition of the works and the improvement, operation, repair, 
maintenance and insurance thereof, and the custody, safeguarding 
and application of all moneys, and may provide that the works shall 
be contracted for, constructed and paid for under the supervision 
and approval of consulting engineers employed or designated by 
the board and satisfactory to the original bond purchasers, suc- 
cessors, assigns or nominees, who may be given the right to require 
the security given by contractors and by any depositary of the pro- 
ceeds of bonds or revenues of the works or other moneys pertaining 
thereto be satisfactory to such purchasers, successors, assigns or 
nominees. Such indenture may set forth the rights and remedies 
of the bondholders and/or such trustee, restricting the individual 
right of action of bondholders as is customary in trust indentures 
securing bonds and debentures of corporations. Except as in this 
act otherwise provided, municipal authority may provide by ordi- 
nance or in such trust indenture for the payment of the proceeds of 
the sale of the bonds and the revenues of the works to such officer, 
board or depositary as it may determine for the custody thereof, 
and for the method of disbursement thereof, with such safeguards 
and restrictions as it may determine. 


Section 13. At or before the issuance of any such bonds the 
municipal authority shall by said ordinance create a sinking fund 
for the payment of the bonds and the interest thereon and the pay- 
ment of the charges of banks or trust companies for making pay- 
ment of such bonds or interest, and shall set aside and pledge a 
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sufficient amount of the net revenues of the works, hereby defined 
to mean the revenues of the works remaining after the payment of 
the reasonable expense of operation, repair and maintenance, such 
amount to be paid by the board into a said fund at intervals to 
be determined by ordinance prior to issuance of the bonds, for (a) 
the interest upon such bonds as such interest shall fall due, and (b) 
the necessary fiscal agency charges for paying bonds and interest; 
(c) the payment of the bonds as they fall due, or, if all bonds ma- 
ture at one time, the proper maintenance of a sinking fund suffi- 
cient for the payment thereof at such time and (d) a margin for 
safety and for the payment of premiums upon bonds retired by 
call or purchase as herein provided, which margin, together with 
any unused surplus of such margin carried forward from the pre- 
ceding year, shall equal ten per cent of all other amounts so re- 
quired to be paid into the sinking fund. Such required payments 
shall constitute a first charge upon all the net revenues of the 
works. Prior to the issuance of the bonds, the board may by ordi- 
nance be given the right to use or direct the trustee to use such 
sinking fund or any part thereof in the purchase of any of the out- 
standing bonds payable therefrom at the market price thereof, but 
not exceeding the price if any, at which the same shall in the same 
year be payable or redeemable and all bonds redeemed or purchased — 
shall forthwith be cancelled and shall not again be issued. After 
the payments into the sinking fund as herein required, the board 
may at any time in its discretion transfer all or any part of the 
balance of the net revenues, after reserving an amount deemed by 
the board sufficient for operation, repair and maintenance for an 
ensuing period of not less than twelve months and for depreciation, 
into the sinking fund or into a fund for extensions, betterments and 
additions to the works. 


Section 14. The corporate authority of the municipality shall 
have power, and it shall be its duty, by ordinance to establish and 
maintain just and equitable rates or charges for the use of and the 
service rendered by such works, to be paid by the owner of each 
and every lot, parcel of real estate or building that is connected 
with and uses such works by or through any part of the sewerage 
system of the city or town, or that in any way uses or is served by 
such works and may change and readjust such rates or charges 
from time to time. Such rates or charges shall be sufficient in 
each year for the payment of the proper and reasonable expense 
of operation, repair, replacements and maintenance of the works 
and for the payment of the sums herein required to be paid into 
the sinking fund. Revenues collected pursuant to this section shall 
be deemed the revenues of the works. No such rates or charges 
shall be established until after a public hearing, at which all the 
users of the works and owners of property served or to be served 
thereby and others interested shall have opportunity to be heard 


. 
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concerning the proposed rates or charges. After introduction of 
the ordinance fixing such rates or charges, and before the same is 
finally enacted, notice of such hearing, setting forth the proposed 
schedule of such rates or charges, shall be given in one publication 
in a newspaper published in the city or town, if there be such a 
newspaper, but otherwise in a newspaper having general circula- 
tion therein, at least ten days before the date fixed in such notice 
for the hearing, which may be adjourned from time to time. After 
such hearing the ordinance esta’ lishing rates or charges, either as 
originally introduced or as mo’ ified and amended, shall be passed 
and put into effect. A copy of tue schedule of such rates and charges 
so established shall be kept on file in the office of the board hav- 
ing charge of the operation of such works, and also in the office of 
the city clerk or town clerk, and shall be open to inspection by all 
parties interested. The rates or charges so established for any 
class of users or property served shall be extended to cover any 
additional premises thereafter served which fall within the same 
class, without the necessity of any hearing or notice. Any change 
or readjustment of such rates or charges may be made in the same 
manner as such rates or charges were originally established as 
hereinabove provided; Provided, however, That if such change or 
readjustment be made substantially pro rata as to all classes of 
service, no hearing or notice shall be required. The aggregate of 
the rates of charges shall always be sufficient for such expense of 
operation, repair and maintenance and for such sinking fufhhd pay- 
ments. All such rates or charges if not paid when due shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the premises served by such works. If any 
service rate or charge so established shall not be paid within thirty 
days after the same is due, the amount thereof, together with a 
penalty of ten per cent., and a reasonable attorney’s fee, may be re- 
covered by the board in a civil action in the name of the city or 
town, and in connection with such action said lien may be fore- 
closed against such lot, parcel of land or building, in accordance 
with the laws relating thereto. 

Section 15. The city or town shall be subject to the same 
charges and rates established as hereinabove provided, or to charges 
and rates established in harmony therewith, for service rendered 
the city or town, and shall pay such rates or charges when due 
from corporate funds and the same shall be deemed to be a part of 
the revenues of the works as herein defined, and be applied as 
herein provided for the application of such revenues. 

Section 16. The corporate authority of the municipality may 
in its discretion provide by ordinance that the custody, administra- 
tion, operation and maintenance of such works shall be under the 
supervision and control of a sanitary board, to exercise such of the 
functions of the corporate authority in connection with the matter 
and to receive such compensation as may be stipulated by said 
corporate authority in the ordinance providing for the construction 
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of acquisition of the improvement and/or in the mortgage or deed 
of trust securing the bonds issued hereunder. All compensation 
and expense of such board shall be paid solely from funds provided 
under the authority of this act. Such sanitary board shall have 
power to establish by-laws, rules and regulations for its own gov- 
ernment. 


Section 1%. Any municipality operating a sewage collection 
system and/or a sewage disposal works as defined in this act or 
which as herein provided has ordered the construction or acquisi- 
tion of such works (in this section called the owner) is hereby 
authorized to contract with one or more other cities, counties, 
towns or political subdivisions within the state (in this section called 
the lessee), and such lessees are hereby authorized to enter into 
such contracts with such owners, for the service of such works to 
such lessees and their inhabitants, upon such terms and conditions 
as may be fixed by the boards and approved by ordinances of the 
respective contracting parties: Provided, however, That no such 
contract shall be made in violation of the provisions of any ordi- 
nance authorizing bonds hereunder or in violation of the provisions 
of any such trust indenture. The lessee shall by ordinance have 
power to establish, change and adjust rates and charges for the 
services rendered its inhabitants by the works against the owners 
of the premises served, in the manner hereinbefore provided for es- 
tablishing, changing and adjusting rates and charges for the service 
rendered in the city or town where the works are owned and oper- 
ated, and such rates or charges shall be collectible and shall be a 
lien as herein provided, for rates and charges made by the owner. 
The necessary converting or intercepting sewers and appurtenant 
works for connecting the works of the owner with the sewerage 
system of the lessee shall be constructed by the owner and/or the 
lessee upon such terms and conditions as may be set forth in said 
contract, and the cost or that part of the cost thereof which is to 
be borne by the owner may be paid as part of the cost of the works 
from the proceeds of bonds issued under this act unless otherwise 
provided by said ordinance or trust indenture prior to the issuance 
of the bonds. The income received by the owner under any such 
contract shall, if so provided in said ordinance or trust indenture, 
be deemed to be a part of the revenues of the works as in this act 
defined and be applied as herein provided for the application of 
such revenues. 


SEC..18. No property shall be acquired under this act upon 
which any lien or other encumbrance exists, unless at the time 
such property is acquired a sufficient sum of money be deposited in 
trust to pay and redeem such lien or encumbrance in full. 

SEC. 19. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the issuance 
of additional bonds from time to time, if such bonds shall be au- 
thorized by law: Provided, however, That all thereof shall be sub- 
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ordinate to bonds issued pursuant to sections 8, 9 and 10 hereof in 
respect of the application of revenues to such additional bonds. 

SEC. 20. Any holder of any of such bonds or any of the cou- 
pons attached thereto, and the trustee, if any, except to the extent 
the rights herein given may be restricted by said ordinance author- 
izing issuance of the bonds or by the trust identure, may either at 
law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceeding 
protect and enforce any and all rights granted hereunder or under 
such ordinance or trust indenture, and may enforce and compel 
performance of all duties required by this act or by such ordinance 
or trust indenture to be performed by the city or town issuing the 
bonds or by the board or any officer, including the making aiid col- 
lecting of reasonable and sufficient charges and rates for services 
rendered by the works. If there be any failure to pay the principal 
or interest of any of the bonds on the date therein named for such 
payment, any court having jurisdiction of the action may appoint 
a receiver to administer the works on behalf of the city or town 
and the bondholders and/or trustee, except as so restricted, with 
power to charge and collect rates sufficient to provide for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of operation, repair and maintenance and also 
to pay any bonds and interest outstanding and to apply the revenues 
in conformity with this act and the said ordinance and/or trust 
indenture. 

SEC. 21. The authority herein given shall be in addition to and 
not in derogation of any power existing in any county, city, or 
town. For all purposes of this act, all cities and towns shall have 
jurisdiction for three miles outside of the corporate limits thereof, 
except where such zone would overlap with another municipality, 
in which event the meridian line of the overlapping zone shall be 
the dividing line of their respective jurisdictions. 

SEC. 22. This act shall, without reference to any other statute 
be deemed full authority for the construction, acquisition, improve- 
ment, equipment, maintenance, operation and repair of the works 
herein provided for and for the issuance and sale of the bonds by 
this act authorized, and shall be construed as an additional and 
alternative method therefor and for the financing thereof, and no 
petition or election or other or further proceeding in respect to the 
construction or acquisition of the works or to the issuance or sale 
of bonds under this act and no publication of any resolution, ordi- 
nance, notice or proceeding relating to such construction or acquisi- 
tion or to the issuance or sale of such bonds shall be required ex- 
cept such as are prescribed by this act any provisions of other 
statutes of the state to the contrary notwithstanding. 

SEC. 23. The sections and provisions of this act are separable 
and are not matters of mutual essential inducement, and it is the 
intention to confer the whole or any part of the powers herein pro- 
vided for, and if any of the sections or provisions or parts thereof is 
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for any reason illegal, it is the intention that the remaining sections 
and provisions or parts thereof shall remain in full force and effect. 

Mr. Goodwyn offered the following amendment to the substitute 
for H. 661: 

Amend Committee Substitute to H. 661 by adding Section 22% 
to read as follows: 

Section 2214. No municipal authority under the provisions of 
this act shall construct, add to, modify, alter or operate any sewage 
collection system and/or sewage treatment plant or plants as set 
out in this act or incur any debt or issue any bonds in aid of such 
systems or works unless a permit shall first have been obtained 
from the State Board of Health. Such permit shall be based upon 
adequacy of financing of operation and the maintenance of effluent 
of such quality as will not constitute a menace or danger to the 
health or lives of human beings or endanger the public health, wel- 
fare or comfort. 

If any municipal authority fails or refuses after a period of thirty 
days after a notice and order is given it by the State Board of 
Health to perform any act or acts required of it by this section and 
by any such order or notice of the State Board of Health, such order 
of the State Board of Health may be enforced by a writ of man- 
damus issued by any court authorized to issue such writ. 

And the amendment to the substitute offered by Mr. Goodwyn 
was adopted. 

And the substitute reported by the Standing Committee on 
Municipal Organization as amended was adopted.

H. 661. To authorize cities and towns to construct, own, equip, 
operate, maintain and improve works for the collection and/or 
treatment, purification and disposal of sewage; to authorize charges 
against owners of premises for the use of such works and to pro- 
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vide for the collection of same; to authorize cities and towns to 
issue revenue bonds payable solely from the revenues of such works

ALABAMA, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES CON-

WHEREAS, the Legislature is now beginning the last five days 
of its Special Session, and during that time a Bill can be passed 
through the Legislature 1i the same is acted upon properly by both 
Houses without delay. And, 

WHEREAS, it is important and most necessary that the Legis- 
lature, in order to be consistent in its efforts to reduce the expenses 
of government in the future, and fair with the people in its honest 
desire to save the wasteful expenditure of money as is being done 
under existing laws, and conservative in the legislative enactments 
adopted which tend to establish a new system of expenditures in 
the Executive and Judicial Branches of our Government, but as yet 
have not changed or remedied anything in connection with the ex- 
penditures in the Legislative Branch of our Government. And, 

WHEREAS, under an Act of the Legislature passed in 1927, 
and approved January 17, 1927, as shown in said Acts on page 15, 
the Senate and House of Representatives have the authority by 
resolution at any time to increase the number of Clerks and their 
assistants to any proportions desired, there being no limitation of 
any kind as to the number that may be added, as shown by the 
provisions of said referred to Act. And by a subsequent Act of the 
1931 Legislature, approved February 20, 1931, and set out in said 
Acts on pages 67-68, the per diem of the subordinate officers and 
employees of the Senate and House could be fixed at any time by 
resolution. The effect of the said referred to Acts being to open 
wide the gates of extravagance and waste to an unlimited number 
of employees with a per diem in such amount as the Senate or 
House at any time may see fit to fix, and, 

WHEREAS, the costs of Legislative Sessions under the pro- 
visions of said referred to Acts of 1927 and 1931 have so greatly 
increased by comparison with the Sessions of 1923 and prior Legis- 
lative Sessions, as to become a matter of public notoriety and pub- 
lic censure and condemnation. And, 


WHEREAS, there was introduced and passed in the Senate at 
this Special Session S. 23, to repeal the Act of 1931 referred to 
above, and there is introduced in the Senate today an Act to repeal 
the provisions of said laws whereby the Senate or House could by 
resolution increase the number or charge the per diem of the sub- 
ordinate officers and employees of the Legislature; said referred 
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to Act as now introduced fixing the number and the per diem of 
said officers and employees in the future. And, 

WHEREAS, from the standpoint of removing from the statute 
books of the State enactments that never should have been adopt- 
ed, as their demoralizing influence and effect have been shown in 
the records of the 1927 and the 1931 sessions, and in order to restore 
Legislative Sessions in the future to the old basis of conservative 
economy and consistent expenditures in line with the other De- 
partments of Government, it is absolutely necessary and right that 
the two referred to Acts now pending in the Senate and House be 
adopted and enacted into Laws. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the said 
House of Representatives proceed at once to report from Commit- 
tee Senate Bill No. 23, and put the same on immediate and special 
call so as to pass the same as quickly as possible.

That after the ratification of this amendment, the Legislature 
of Alabama shall never levy a license, excise or sales tax on the 
sale or withdrawal from storage within the State of Alabama, of 
gasoline or substitutes therefor, at .a greater rate than eight cénts 
per gallon; that no county in the State of Alabama shall ever levy 
a license, excise or sales tax on the sale or withdrawal from stor- 

age of gasoline or substitutes therefor, at a greater rate than one 
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cent per gallon; that no municipality in the State of Alabama shall 
ever levy a license, excise or sales tax on the sale or withdrawal 
from storage of gasoline or substitutes therefor at a greater rate 
than one cent per gallon. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of the 
State of Alabama, to give notice, by proclamation, of the fact 
that such election will be held on the day hereby appointed for 
.action by the electorate upon the amendment hereby proposed by 
this Act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration; and such proclamation shall also set out the 
proposed amendment. The said proclamation shall be published 
in one newspaper in each county in the State for at least eight 
successive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for 
the said election. 

Section 8. That at said election on the amendment proposed 
by this Act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama for their consideration, the qualified electors shall 
vote upon said amendment, and on the official ballots printed for 
such election, there shall be printed the following: 

Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama: 

That after the ratification of this amendment, the Legislature 
of Alabama shall never levy a license, excise or sales tax on the 
sale or withdrawal from storage within the State of Alabama, of 
gasoline or substitutes therefor, at a greater rate than eight cents 
per gallon; that no county in the State of Alabama shall ever levy 
a license, excise or sales tax on the sale or withdrawal from 
storage of gasoline or substitutes therefor, at a greater rate than 
one cent per gallon; that no municipality in the State of Alabama 
shall ever levy a license, excise or sales tax on the sale or with- 
drawal from storage of gasoline or substitutes therefor at a greater 
rate than one cent per gallon. 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot there shall 
be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of the electors shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark made by him or under his direction oppo- 
site the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers who hold such election shall be 
the same provided for the general election to be held at such date, 
and the election shall be held and in all things governed by and had 
in accordance with the constitutional provisions relating to amend- 
ments to the Constitution of Alabama and the general election 
laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary 
of State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to 
the legislature; and if it thereupon appear that a majority of the

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Approved July 16th, 1931, and by adding to said Act a new section, 
being Section 33-a, and repealing all laws in conflict herewith. 
Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the title of the Act entitled “An Act to author- 
ize and require the governing bodies of all counties in the State of 
Alabama having a population, according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal Census, of not less than 110,000, to purchase, lease 
or acquire by eminent domain proceedings or otherwise any and/or 
all toll bridges located wholly within any such county, or partly 
within such county and partly within an adjoining county, and now 
or hereafter forming a part of, or forming a connection between, 
one or more portions of any state or Federal highway or highways, 
and to prescribe the powers and duties of the governing bodies of 
all such counties with respect to such bridges; to provide for the 
raising of necessary funds for such purposes and to authorize the 
issuance by all such counties of notes and/or bonds for such pur- 
pose, which notes or bonds shall not be general obligations of such 
counties and shall be payable only out of the tolls collected from 
the operation of any such bridge; and to provide for and regulate 
the holding of elections by the qualified voters of such counties to 
authorize the issuance of such bonds, and ascertaining and declar- 
ing the results of such elections, and regulating the sale or other 
issue of such bonds and the use of the proceeds of such sale; to au- 
thorize the governing bodies of all such counties to execute mort- 
gages upon such bridges so acquired by any such county, for the 
purpose of securing such notes or bonds; to prescribe the rights and 
powers of the purchasers of any bonds issued for such purposes; to 
authorize the governing bodies of all such counties to maintain and 
operate any such bridge so purchased, leased or otherwise acquired, 
and to operate same for toll until the cost of purchase or other 
acquisition and maintenance shall have been paid or the bonds or 
notes issued in respect thereof have been paid or retired; and to au- 
thorize the governing bodies of all such counties to apply to the 
payment in whole or in part of the expenses of maintenance and 
operation of any such bridge so acquired and/or to the payment in 
whole or in part of ‘the principal and/or interest of any notes or 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, any portion of the 
general funds, or road and bridge funds, or the funds of such coun- 
ty not otherwise specifically pledged or designated by law to any 
other specific purpose, and to authorize the governing bodies of all 
such counties to sell or lease or release to the State of Alabama any 
such bridge so acquired by any such county ; and repealing all Acts, 
general or special, in conflict therewith,” approved July 16th, 1931, 
be amended to read as follows: — 


An Act authorizing the House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama to appoint a Toll Bridge Commission in all counties of 
the State of Alabama having a population, according to the last or 
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any subsequent Federal Census of not less than 110,000, and to au- 
thorize any and all such Toll Bridge Commissions, when appointed 
to lease or purchase (free of all liens or debts, or subject to such 
liens upon or debts or charges for which the same may be liable) 
any and all toll bridges now or hereafter constructed and located 
wholly within any such county, or partly within any such county 
and partly within any adjoining county, which forms or may form a 
part of or a connection between, one or more state or Federal high- 
way or highways, and to prescribe the powers and duties of such toll 
bridge Commission with respect to such bridges; to provide for the 
raising of funds for such purposes, and to authorize the issuance by 
ali such Toii Bridge Commissions of nvies and/or buiids for sich 
purposes, which notes or bonds of such Commission and/or liens 
upon or debts or charges for which any such bridge or bridges may 
be liable shall not be obligations or debts of any such counties in 
which such bridges are located, in whole or in part, and shall be 
payable only out of the tolls collected from the operation of such 
bridge or bridges; and to provide for and regulate the holding of 
elections by the qualified voters of such counties; to authorize the 
issuance of such bonds and ascertaining and declaring the results 
of such elections, and regulating the sale or other issue of such 
bonds and the use of the proceeds of such bonds; to authorize such 
Toll Bridge Commissions to execute mortgages upon such bridge 
or bridges so acquired, for the purpose of securing such notes or 
bonds so issued ; to prescribe the rights and powers of the purchas- 
ers of anv honds issued for such purposes: to authorize all such 
Toll Bridge Commissions so appointed to operate and maintain any 
and all such bridges so purchased, leased, or acquired, and to oper- 
ate the same for toll until the cost of purchase and maintenance 
thereof shall have been paid, and all liens thereon have been paid or 
retired; and to authorize any such Toll Bridge Commission to sell, 
lease or release to the State of Alabama or to any agency, thereof 
any such: bridge so acquired; and authorizing any such Commis- 
sion to borrow money from the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion or any similar Federal agency or corporation; and repealing 
all Acts, general or special, in conflict herewith. 

Section 2. That Section 1 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 


Section 1. (a) That the House of Representatives of Alabama be, 
and he is hereby authorized to appoint a Toll Bridge Commission 
in each county of the State of Alabama now or hereafter having a 
population, according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, 
of not less than 110,000. Such Commission shall consist of three 
(3) resident citizens of such county who have had business experi- 
ence. Such Commissioners shall hold office for a term of five (5) 
years from the date of their appointment. Upon the expiration of 
their respective terms of office, the House of Representatives of 
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Alabama shall appoint their successors in office from time to time, 
for like periods of five (5) years. Vacancies in the Commission, 
occuring from any cause, shall be filled by appointment of the Gov- 
ernor. Each of the Commissioners, before taking office, shall take 
an oath of office required by the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama. Any member of the Commission failing to take such oath of 
office within thirty days after his appointment shall be considered 
to have declined to serve, and his office shall be considered to be 
vacant. After appointment and qualification, said Commissioners 
shall select a Chairman (who shall hold office as Chairman during 
the pleasure of the Commission) and a secretary and a Treasurer of 
said Commission. Neither the Secretary nor the Treasurer need 
be a member of the Commission. The Commission shall have pow- 
er to fix the compensation of the Chairman, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer of the Commission. All officers, agents and employees 
of the Commission (other than the members thereof) shall hold of- 
fice and employment during the pleasure of the Commission. Said 
Commission shall have authority from time to time to appoint or | 
employ such managers, engineers, attorneys and other employees as 
may, in the opinion of the Commission, be necessary or convenient 
to carry on the work of the Commission, upon such terms and con- 
ditions and for such time and for compensation as the Commission 
may determine. Such Commission shall adopt a seal and shall have 
such incidental powers as are necessary to carry into force and ef- 
fect the powers herein specifically conferred upon such Commis- 
sion. 


(b) Each such Commission, when so appointed and qualified, 
shall have power to lease or purchase (free from all liens or charges, 
or subject to existing liens upon and mortgages thereon and all 
debts and charges for which the same may be liable) any and all 
toll bridges now or hereafter constructed and located wholly within 
the county for which such Commission is appointed, or partly 
within such county and partly within an adjoining county, provid- 
ed such toll bridge now or hereafter constructed forms a part of or 
a connection between one or more state or Federal highway or 
highways ; to lease, purchase, receive by bequest or devise, all such 
real, personal and mixed property as may be necessary or conven- 
ient for the operation and maintenance of such bridge or bridges; 
to make or cause to be made by competent bridge engineers an ap- 
praisal of any such bridge or bridges and an audit of the books of 
the person, firm or corporation owning such bridge or bridges be- 
fore purchasing any such bridge or bridges; to issue notes and, 
(when first authorized as hereinafter provided by a majority vote 
by ballot of the qualified voters of such county acting upon such 
proposition), to issue bonds, as provided in this Act and to mort- 
gage, pledge or otherwise transfer all real, personal and mixed prop- 
erty acquired by such Commission under the provisions of this Act, 
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to secure the payment of such notes, or bonds, but such notes, or 
bonds shall not be construed to be a debt or obligation of the coun- 
ty in which such Commission is appointed, nor shall such county 
be in any way liable in case of default in the payment of the prin- 
cipal thereof or the interest thereon; to maintain and operate any 
such bridge or bridges so acquired, and to charge and collect tolls 
for the use thereof. If any such toll bridge is located party within 
the county in which any such Commission is appointed, and partly 
in an adjoining county, such Commission so appointed may lease 
or purchase, and may own, maintain and operate not only the por- 
tion of such bridge located in the county in which such Commission 
is appointed, but also the portion of such bridge located in such 
adjoining county, and may operate the entire bridge as a toll bridge, 
and collect tolls for the use thereof. 

Section 3. That Section 1% of said Act be and the same is here- 
by repealed. 

Section 4. That Scction 2 of said Act be amended so as to read 

-as follows: 

Section 2. The purchase of any such bridge by any such Commis- 
sion, subject to any existing liens, mortgages thereon, or debts, or 
charges, against the same, shall not operate as an assumption of 
such liens, mortgages, debts or charges by such Commission, or by 
the County in which such bridge is located in whole or in part, nor 
shall such Commission nor such county be in any way liable there- 
on, but same shall be payable only out of the tolls collected from 
the operation of sucu Wiidge aoa in bridge, or the sale af ench 
bridge to satisfy the same. 

For the purpose of providing means for the purchase or acquire- 
ment of such bridge or bridges by any such Commission, such Com- 
mission is hereby authorized to execute its notes, or, (when first 
authorized as hereinafter provided by a majority vote by ballot of 
the qualified voters of such county, voting upon such proposition) 
execute bonds of such Commission, signed by the Chairman of 
such Commission and attested by the Secretary thereof. Such notes 
or bonds shall be issued in such amounts as may be deemed by said 
Commission to be sufficient for such purposes. In order to secure 
such notes or bonds, such Commission is authorized to mortgage or 
pledge any bridge or bridges acquired through the execution or is- 
suance of such notes or bonds and the tolls collected from such 
bridge or bridges for such time and upon such terms and conditions 
as such Commission may deem proper and not inconsistent with 
this Act. Such notes or bonds shall not be a debt or obligation of 
the county in which such Commission is appointed, nor shall such 
county be in any way liable therefor. Such notes or bonds shall be 
payable only out of the tolls collected from the operation of such 
bridge as a toll bridge, or the sale of such bridge, in the event of de- 
fault in the payment of the principal or interest on such notes or 
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bonds. The tolls collected from each such bridge shall be used only 
for the payment of the expenses of such Commission and the main- 
tenance and operation of such bridge and the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest on the notes or bonds so issued by such Commis- 
sion. The notes or bonds herein authorized shall be payable in 
lawful money of the United States, and shall be for such sums and 
in such denominations and be payable at such time or times (not 
exceeding thirty (30) years from the date of issuance) and places 
as such Commission may determine, and shall be free from taxes of 
all kinds in the State of Alabama. They shall be negotiated on the 
best terms obtainable by such Commission. They may be ex- 
changed for outstanding bonds or other indebtedness of the person, 
firm or corporation owning such bridge or bridges before it is leased 
or otherwise acquired by such Commission, or for the bridge prop- 
erty or properties of any such person, firm or corporation on such 
terms and upon such basis as said Commission may determine. 

Section 5. That Section 3 of said Act be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 3. Such Commission, so appointed and qualified, may, at 
any meeting of such Commission, adopt a resolution requiring the 
Governing body of the county for which such Commission is ap- 
pointed to call an election of the qualified voters of such county, 
for the purpose of submitting to such qualified voters the question 
as to whether bonds of such Commission, of the character author- 
ized by this Act, shall be issued under the provisions hereof. When 
such Commission shall adopt such resolution, then the governing 
body of such county shall adopt a resolution calling an election of 
the qualified voters of such county for the purpose of submitting to 
the qualified voters thereof the question as to whether bonds of such 
Commission, of the character authorized by this Act, shall be issued 
by such Commission under the provisions hereof. Such resolution 
shall state the purpose for which such bonds are to be issued, the 
bridge or bridges to be purchased or acquired through the issuance 
of such bonds, the maximum amount of bonds so to be issued, the 
maximum rate of interest which such bonds shall bear, and the 
maximum period within which such bonds shall mature, which 
shall not be more than thirty years from date of issue of such bonds. 
Such resolution shall also contain such other matter as the govern- 
ing body of such county may decide to incorporate therein. Such 
resolution shall fix the date of the holding of such election, which 
shall not be less than forty-five days nor more than sixty days from 
the date of the passage of such resolution. 

Section 6. Amend Section 5 of said Act so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 5. The ballot used at such election must be prepared under 
the direction of the probate judge of such county and shall be sub- 
stantially in the following form: 
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“Official Ballot of Election to be held on the 
ane day of..-._______, 19____, to sub- 
mit to the qualified electors of the county of ——__. 
passes! whether or not the Toll Bridge Commission 
of._____.___.__County shall issue bonds in the amount

ows: 

Section 8. All expenses of holding such election shall be paid out of 
the funds of said Commission; and the managers, clerks and re- 
turning officers shall be entitled to the same compensation as man- 
agers, clerks and returning officers at a general election. 
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Section 8. Amend Section 13 of said Act so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 18. If, at any election held under and in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, a majority of the qualified voters of 
such county, voting upon such proposition, submitted at such elec- 
tion, vote in favor of the issuance of such bonds, then the Toll 
Bridge Commission in such county may issue the bonds authorized 
by such favorable vote. 

Section 9. That Section 14 of said Act be, and the same is here- 
by repealed. 

Section 10. That Section 18 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 18. ‘The bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall 
be signed by the Chairman of such Commission, and there shall be 
impressed thereon the seal of said Commission. Interest coupons 
attached to the bonds shall bear the facsimile signature of the treas- 
urer of such Commission. The delivery of the bonds so executed 
shall be valid not withstanding any changes in officers or in the 
seal of the Commission occurring after the signing and sealing of 
the bonds. 

Section 11. That Section 20 of said Act be, and the same is here- 
by repealed. 

Section 12. That Section 21 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 21. The proceeds of any notes or bonds of said Commission 

sold under the provisions of this Act for cash shall be drawn solely 
for the purpose of purchasing any such bridge or bridges and the 
costs, fees and expenses incident to such service. Such bonds may 
be exchanged for outstanding bonds and/or other indebtedness of 
the person, firm or corporation from which any such bridge is pur- 
chased, or may be delivered as the whole, or part of, the purchase 
price of such bridge. 

Section 13. That Section 22 of said act be and the same is here- 
by repealed. 

Section 14. That Section 23 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 23. As soon as each bridge is leased or purchased by any 
Commission, the Commission so acquiring the same shall com- 
mence operation and maintenance of said bridge and shall arrange 
for and supervise the collection of tolls for the use of said bridge, 
which shall be at such rates as the commission may fix; provided, 
however, that such rates shall be sufficient adequately to provide 
for operation and maintenance of and insurance upon such bridge, 
to meet interest payments on bonds issued in respect thereof and to 
retire such bonds at or before the maturity thereof. The toll rates 
shall be posted in conspicuous place at each end of the bridge or its 
approaches and at the place of collecting the tolls. Commuter’s 
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tickets for those making frequent use of such bridge may be sold at 
reduced rates upon such terms and subject to such restrictions as 
may be approved by the Commission. Such toll rates shall not be 
subject to regulation by the Alabama Public Service Commission or 
any other state regulatory bodies. 

Section 15. That Section 24 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 24. All toll keepers shall be appointed and may be re- 
moved by the Commission so acquiring such bridge, and shall exe- 
cute bonds for the faithful performance of their duties and for the 
due and proper accounting of all monies received by them, such 
bonds to be made to the Cominission in such amounts and with 
such sureties as said Commission may prescribe and approve. The 
toll keepers shall keep such records and make accounting and set- 
tlement at such times and in such manner as said Commission may 
prescribe. 

Section 16. That Section 25 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 25. All tolls collected from the operation of any such bridge 
so acquired by any such Commission shall be applied, first, to the 
payment of the expenses of the Commission, and next, to the pay- 
ment of the expenses of operation and maintenance of such bridge, 
and the residue shall be applied to the payment of the principal and 
interest on the notes and bonds heretofore authorized, and when all 
of such indebtedness shall have been repaid, then the Commission 
shall immediatelv convey said bridge to the State of Alabama, and 
the same shall thereafter be maintained as a part of the state nigu- 
way system of the State of Alabama. 


SECTION 17. Amend Section 26 so as to read as follows: 

Section 26. Such Commission shall at all times carry insurance cov- 
ering such bridge or bridges and all other property connected there- 
with, which is of insurable nature, with a company or companies 
(mutual or otherwise) exchanges, associations, under writer or un- 
derwriters, authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, 
against loss or damage by lightning, tornado, storm, earthquake, 
collapse, collision, explosion, tidal wave, water, riot, malicious dam- 
age and other casualty, to an amount not less than one-half its 
value, and, if obtainable on reasonable and usual terms, shall also, 
at all times carry use and occupation insurance covering said bridge 
to the amount of the usual aggregate tolls per day for one hundred 
days; and policies insuring such Commission so acquiring such 
bridge or bridges to the amount of one hundred thousand dollars 
against liability for injuries and/or damages arising out of the 
maintenance and/or operation of such bridges. 

SECTION 18. Amend Section 27 so as to read as follows: 


Section 27. In the sale of notes, bonds or mortgages herein author- 
ized, such Commission shall have the right and power to agree 
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with the trustee of such mortgages or the holder of such notes and 
bonds or the lender of the money, in default of the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest, either or both, and in the event of foreclosure, 
that the purchaser at the sale shall have the right to operate said 
bridge upon the rates of toll now being charged at such bridge, for 
such length of time as may be necessary to repay the indebtedness 
existing at the time of such foreclosure, with interest thereon, at 
six percent, plus the expense of foreclosure, plus expense of oper- 
ation and maintenance of said bridge until such debt is repaid. 

SECTION 19. That Section 28 of said Act be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

SECTION 28. At any time prior to the purchase or acquisition of 
any such bridge, as hereinabove provided, such Commission of any 
such County may lease any such bridge from the owners thereof 
upon such terms and conditions as such Commission may deem 
proper, and as may be agreed upon with such owners, such lease 
to be in effect until such bridge is purchased or otherwise acquired 
by such Commission. 

SECTION 20. That Section 29 of said Act be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

SECTION 29. Such Commission of each such county is hereby 
given authority to contract with the State of Alabama and with 
the Alabama State Bridge Corporation for the,sale or lease to said 
State of any bridge acquired by it under the terms and provisions 
of this Act for such sum and upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon by such Commission and the Governor of Alabama and/or 
said State Bridge Corporation as the case may be. In the event 
of such sale the purchase price paid by the State or State Bridge 
Corporation, shall be sufficient to pay the indebtedness of any 
bonds outstanding against the bridge so sold, and in the event of 
the lease of any such bridge, the annual lease payment shall be suf- 
ficient to pay the annual interest charged on the bonds issued 
against and indebtedness of the bridge covered by such lease and 
to provide for the payment of the principal of such indebtedness or 
bonds at maturity. 

SECTION 21. That Section 30 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 22. That Section 32 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 23. That Section 33 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

SECTION 33. The words “bridge,” “bridges” and “toll bridges” 
wherever herein used shall be construed as including a series of 
bridges, causeways and roadways, if any, and all approaches used 
and opetrated as a part of any toll bridge, and the words “Commis- 
sion” or “Toll Bridge Commission” wherever herein used, shall be 
construed to mean any toll bridge Commission appointed by the 
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House of Representatives under authority of this Act in any county 
in this State having a population of not less than 110,000, according 
to the last or any subsequent Federal Census. 

SECTION 24. That said Act be amended by adding thereto a 
new section following Section 33, which section shall be as follows: 

Section 33-a: Any Commission appointed by the House of 
Representatives under authority of this Act shall be known and 
designated as “The Toll Bridge Commission of —____. _-County”. 
Any such Commission so appointed shall have the powers herein 
conferred upon it and all such other powers as are incidental or con- 
venient to the exercise of the powers herein specifically conferred 
upon such Commission when appointed. Any such Commission 
shall have power to borrow money from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, or any other corporation created by Act of 
Congress, or any other Federal Agency; but any money so bor- 
rowed shall not constitute a debt or obligation of any such county 
and shall be payable only out of the tolls collected from the opera- 
tion of such bridge, or the sale,thereof to satisfy the debt created 
by the borrowing of such money. To secure the repayment of such 
loan, such Commission shall have power to mortgage its right, title 
and interest in and to any bridge acquired by it, and/or pledge the 
tolls arising from the operation thereof, and/or any bonds secured 
by a mortgage upon such bridge or the tolls arising from the oper- 
ation thereof. ; 

SECTION 25. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
thie Act he and the same are herebv renealed. 

SECTION 26. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or when the same becomes a law without 
such approval. 

And the substitute offered by Mr. Sossaman was adopted.

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to provide for and regulate the mode of 
selecting and impanelling juries in all criminal and quasi-criminal 
cases in circuit courts in counties having a population of 300,000 or 
more according to the last or any future Federal Census. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. The provisions of this Act shall apply to and be operative 
only in circuit courts of this state in counties having a population 
of 300,000 or more according to the last or any future Federal Cen- 
sus. 


2. In every criminal case, whether capital or non-capital felony, 
or misdemeanor, or quasi-criminal case, any defendant or the prose- 
cution may demand a struck jury. When so demanded, the clerk 
or his deputy or assistant or other person designated by the judge 
presiding, shall furnish all parties with a list of twenty-four com- 
petent jurors in attendance upon.the court, from which a jury must 
be obtained by the prosecution striking first from the list the name 
of one juror, and then the defendant striking from the list the 
name of two jurors, and thereafter continuing in like manner to 
strike off names alternately until only twelve jurors remain on the 
list, and these twelve thus selected shall be the jury charged with 
the trial of the case. 

3. The said twenty-four jurors shall be obtained from all of

In the 
event neither the prosecution nor any defendant demands a struck 
jury, the court shall obtain without selection of names, twelve com- 
petent jurors from the jurors then in attendance upon the court, 
and readily available for the trial, which said twelve jurors shall 
try the case. 

4. In the event that twenty-four competent jurors are not 
readily and presently available for the striking of a jury in a mis- 
demeanor or quasi-criminal case, then the prosecution and the de- 
fendant or defendants may be required to strike from the compe- 
tent jurors that are presently and readily available for the trial 
provided the number of competent jurors is not less than eighteen. 
The striking of names when less than twenty-four competent jurors 
are presently and readily available for the trial shall proceed in the 
same order and manner as if striking from a list of twenty-four 
jurors, until only twelve jurors remain on the list, and these twelve 
shall be the jury charged with the trial of the case. 

5. In case two or more persons are tried jointly, the solicitor 
shall strike one and each defendant shall have the right to strike off 
one name, and they shall continue thus to strike off names until 
only twelve remain, and the twelve thus selected shall be the jury 
charged with the trial of the defendants. 

6. If any defendant or defendants should refuse to strike the 
number of jurors allowed him by this act, from the list furnished 
him then the indge nresidine shall oroceed to strike off the names 
for the defendant or defendants refusing to strike. 

%. No special venire shall be ordered or drawn for the trial or 
trials of a defendant or defendants in capital felonies; and a de- 
fendant or defendants in capital felony cases shall only be entitled 
to strike from a list of twenty-four competent jurors obtained from 
the regular juries in such courts. 

8. The provisions of this act are directory merely and not man- 
datory. 

9. If any section or provision of this act shall be declared un- 
constitutional and void, this shall not affect any other provision or 
section not in and of itself unconstitutional and void.

retire and pay any such deficit over a term of not more than ten years; 
third, for the operation, maintenance and support of all other departments, 
institutions, agencies and charges. If the said Board shall determine at any 
time that its total income is insufficient to make all appropriations payable 
in full in the amounts named in such appropriations, it shall be the duty of 
the Board and they are authorized and required to restrict appropriations be- 
ginning with those placed in the third classification which shall be reduced 
proportionately until such appropriations are completely extinguished, there- 
after the appropriations in classification two shall be reduced proportionately,

(c) “Separately owned tract” means any single tract, or two 
or more tracts of land located in this State, owned in whole or in 
part in fee simple by the same person, or by two or more persons 
as joint tenants or tenants in common, or by one person as life ten- 
ant, or by two or more persons as joint life tenants or life tenants 
in common, or held by one person or two or more persons jointly 
under such right or title as will give the holders thereof the right 
of possession or control. 

(d) “Person” means an individual, firm, partnership, associa- 
tion, joint stock company, corporation, trustee or receiver appoint- 
ed by any Court. 

(e) “Owner” means any person, firm or corporation who owns 
any tract of land in this State, in whole or in part, in fee simple, and 
two or more persons who own any such lands as joint tenants or 
tenants in common, and life tenants or joint life tenants in common, 
lessees, and all persons who hold individually or jointly any land 
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in this State under such right or title as will give the holders there- 
of the right of possession or control. 

Section 2. That in addition to all other taxes, excise taxes and 
license fees imposed by law, there is hereby levied an annual or 
privilege tax upon each person engaged in the business of growing 
cotton in the State of Alabama for the privilege of engaging in such 
business, which license or privilege tax shall be in a sum equal to 
three cents per pound on lint cotton produced by such person, and 
one cent per pound on seed cotton produced by such person where 
cotton is sold or removed from the State without being ginned and 
baled. The payment of any property tax or other license or priv- 
ilege tax shall not be in lieu of the license or privilege tax hereby 
imposed. 

Section 3. The license or privilege tax hereby imposed shall be 
due and payable within three days after the ginning of such cotton 
as is ginned and baled, and within three days after the sale or re- 
moval to a State other than the State of Alabama of any cotton sold 
or removed in an unginned condition. 

Section 4. Each person growing cotton in this State shall, on or 
before the 15th day of June in each year, make a declaration in 
writing, duly sworn to before some officer authorized to administer 
oaths in this State, showing all of the lands owned by such person 
in the State of Alabama, the acreage thereof, the acreage cultivated 
or planted during such year, and the acreage of all crops so planted 
during such year. It shall be sufficient to describe the tracts of 
land by Government subdivisions, or as the “place known as such 
and such a place,” or the “tract of land on which so and so resided,” 
or “on which so and so farmed” during the preceding year, or “on 
which so and so resides or is farming” during the year in which the 
declaration is made, or any other description which will make rea- 
sonably certain the lands referred to. Such declaration shall be in 
substantially the following form: 

(1) The name of owner of land. 

(2) Description of land. 

(3) Acreage planted in following named crops during such 
year: (Name crops and acreage of each): 

(4) Acreage planted in cotton in such year. 

(5) Acreage planted in other crops (name such crops and acre- 
age thereof) this year: 

Such declaration shall be signed and sworn to, if the land is 
owned by an individual, by such individual; if by joint tenants or 
tenants in common, by all of the joint tenants or tenants in common, 
or by one thereof duly authorized by written power of attorney, 
acknowledged, and filed of record in the office of the Judge of Pro- 
bate of the County in which the land lies; if a partnership, by a 
member of the partnership, and if a corporation, by an officer or the 
general manager thereof. 
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Such declaration shall be executed and sworn to in duplicate, and 
shall be filed with the Probate Judge of such county. The Probate 
Judge shall file one copy of such declaration in his office, and for- 
ward the other to the State Tax Commission. The copy of such 
declaration filed in the office of the Probate Judge shall be indexed 
in a well bound book in such manner as to show the precinct in 
which the land is located, and the owner thereof, and shall also be 
alphabetically indexed, and shall be open to inspection by the public 
at all times. 

Section 5. The State Tax Commission is hereby authorized and 
required to investigate and satisfy themselves that the statements 
contained in such declaration as to the acreage pianted by each per- 
son in cotton during each year are correct, and that no more acres 
are planted in cotton than is stated in such declaration. 

Section 6. In calculating the privilege or license tax due in any 
year from each such person growing cotton in the State of Alabama, 
there shall not be included the cotton produced upon lands not 
greater in extent or area than thirty per cent, of each separately 
owned tract of land upon which any crops are planted or cultivat- 
ed during such year; provided, the declaration provided for in Sec- 
tion 4 hereof has been filed as and within the time required by Sec- _ 
tion 4 of this Act. In calculating such tax it may be assumed that 
each acre produced the same amount of cotton. 

Section 7. The license tax provided for in Section 2 hereof shall 
be paid to the Judge of Probate at the time stated in Section 3 here- 
of, and the Probate Judge, within 30 days thereafter, shall remit all 
sums so collected to the State Tax Commission. 

Section 8. The State Tax Commission at any time prior to the 
15th day of November of each year, shall assess against each per- 
son growing cotton in this State any additional sums of money 
which in the judgment of said Commission shall be due from such 
person growing cotton under the provisions of this Act, and shall 
give notice in writing of such assessment to the person so assessed. 
The person so assessed may, within 15 days thereafter, file a pro- 
test in writing against such assessment, stating the ground for such 
protest ; thereupon, such protest shall be considered and determined 
by the State Tax Commission, and the person against whom such 
assessment is made shall be notified in writing by the State Tax 
Commission of the State Tax Commission’s decision thereon. ‘The 
person so assessed may, within 30 days after the final determination 
of such protest by said Commission, appeal therefrom to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Montgomery County, or the Circuit Court of the 
County iv. vtucn tie pcrsom against whom such assessment is made 
resides, he be a resident of Alabama. Such appeal shall be per- 
fected ty filing a written statement of the grounds of such appeal, 
toge*ner with a bond for costs, and a bond for double the amount 
of the license tax so assessed, with sureties to be approved by the 
Clerk of the Court to which such appeal is taken. 
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Section 9. Every person who violates, or causes, aids or abets 
any violation of any provision of this Act, or who knowingly makes 
any false or erroneous statement, report or representation in any 
instrument required by the provisions of this Act, or who shall 
knowingly make any false entry in any books or accounts kept by 
such person with respect to the growing of cotton in this state, or 
who shall knowingly destroy or mutilate any such account or rec- 
ord, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
($500.00) dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Prose- 
cution may be had in the Circuit Court of any County in which the 
offense, or any part thereof, shall have occurred. 

Section 10. If any sentence, section, clause or provision of this 
Act shall be declared unconstitutional or void for any reason, the 
validity of the remainder of the Act shall not be affected thereby. 
If the applicability of any Section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this Act to any person or circumstances shall be held invalid for any 
reason, the applicability thereof to other persons and circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. It is the intention of the Legislature 
that if this Act cannot take effect in its entirety because of the 
judgment of any court of competent jurisdiction holding unconsti- 
tutional or void for any reason any provision or provisions thereof, 
the remaining provisions shall be given full force and effect as com- 
pletely as though the provision or provisions held unconstitutional 
had not been been included in this Act. 

Section 11. The State Tax Commission is hereby empowered 
and directed to prepare and distribute to the various Probate Judges 
in this State blanks suited for the making of the declarations and 
statements herein required to be made, which blanks shall be dis- 
tributed by the Probate Judge to growers and handlers of cotton 
in this State upon application therefor. 

Section 12. The State shall have a lien superior to other liens 
upon the goods, wares, chattels, crops and merchandise of any per- 
son, firm, corporation, association, agent or officer liable for the 
payment of license or privilege taxes, herein imposed, which lien 
may be enforced by attachment in the name of the State. 

Section 13. For failure to pay the license or privilege tax im- 
posed under the authority of this Act, the person so failing to pay 
the same may be prosecuted and punished as privided in Section 10 
of this Act, and upon conviction, the amount of the tax shall be 
taxed as costs, and collected as costs are collected. 

Section 14. All monies received by the State Tax Commission 
under this Act shall be immediately covered into the State Treas- 
ury. Twenty-five per cent of such amount, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, shall be paid to the State Tax Commission for 
the expense of enforcement of this Act. The remaining seventy- 
five per cent shall be paid into the educational fund of this State, 
and shall be paid out by the State Treasury on lawful appropria- 
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tions made from such fund established and referred to in Section 
2 (k) of an Act entitled “An Act in reference to and to further pro- 
vide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama,” approved 
July 22, 1927. 

All funds drawn from the State Treasury in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act shall be paid on warrant drawn as prescribed 
by law with respect to other warrants. 

Section 15.. The State Tax Commission is hereby empowered 
and directed to adopt and enforce such orders, rules and regulations 
as may be needful in carrying out the provisions of this Act, and 
the purposes thereof. 

Section 16. The license or privilege tax herein ievied shall be 
effective for and throughout each twelve (12) months period, or 
tax year, ending respectively September 30, 1933, 1934, and 1935. 

Section 17. This Act shall be in full force and effect of and 
when similar legislation has been enacted by States of the United 
States of America which produced seventy-five per cent of all cot- 
ton grown in the United States in the year 1931, according to the 
Federal Government census report of cotton production for that 
year. Certificates from the Secretaries of State of such States that 
such legislation has been adopted, accompanied by a copy of such 
legislation, shall be sufficient evidence to the Governor of Alabama 
that such legislation has been enacted. When such legislation has 
been so enacted, and certificates to the effect, as hereinabove pro- 
vided, have been furnished to the Governor of Alabama, the Gov- 
enor of Alabama shall issue his proclamation declaring that this Act 
is in full force and effect. 

On motion of Mr. St. John the bill H. 581 and substitute offered 


by Mr. Goode were indefinitely postponed.

H. 670. To impose an excise tax in addition to any and all oth- 
er excise taxes now imposed by law on persons, corporations, co- 
partnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the 
business of selling, distributing, refining, storing, or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; and 
providing for the collection and payment of such tax; and for the 
examination of the books and records of any persons, corporations, 
copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the 
business of selling, distributing, refining, storing or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; provid- 
ing a penalty for any false statements made in making reports to 
the State Tax Commission; providing for the distribution of the 
funds derived therefrom, and the use to which such funds may be 
put; providing that after March 31, 1935, one-half of the tax so col- 
lected shall be equally divided among the sixty-seven counties of 
the State and providing for the payment of such portion of such tax 
to the said counties and providing how the funds so paid to the 
counties may be used by the said counties; providing for the en- 
forcement of this Act and fixing a penalty for violation of any of the 
provisions hereof; and providing for the repeal of an Act approved 
July 27, 1931, being House Bill No. 1204, for the imposition of a tax 
of one cent per gallon upon the selling, distributing or withdrawing 
from storage of gasoline. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the sub- 
stitute reported by the Standing Committee on Public Roads and 
Highways, said committee substitute being as follows: 

Substitute for H. 670: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to impose an excise tax in addition to any 
and all other excise taxes now imposed by law on persons, corpora- 
tions, co-partnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged 
in the business of selling, distributing, refining, storing, or with- 
drawing from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other 
liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; 
and providing for the collection and payment of such tax; and for 
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the examination of the books and records of any persons, corpora- 
tions, co-partnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged 
in the business of selling, distributing, refining, storing or with- 
drawing from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other 
liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; 
providing a penalty for any false statement made in making reports 
to the State Tax Commission; providing for the distribution of the 
funds derived therefrom, and the use to which such funds may be 
put, and providing for the enforcement of this Act and fixing a 
penalty for violation of any of the provisions hereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Seciioi 1. As used in this Act, the term “gasoline” shall in- 
clude gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices” 
or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal combustion en- 
gines; provided, however, that nothing contained in this Act shall 
be held to apply to those products known commercially as “kero- 
sene oil,” “fuel oil,” or “crude oil” used for lighting or heating pur- 
poses. The word “person” means and includes persons, corpora- 
tions, co-partnerships, companies, agencies or associations, singy- 
lar or plural. The term “distributor” shall include any person who 
engages in the selling of gasoline in this State by wholesale domes- 
tic trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor 
in interstate commerce. The word “refiner” shall include any per- 
son who manufactures, distills, blends, compounds or mixes any 
one or more products in the production of a liquid motor fuel as 
herein defined. The term “retail dealer” shall include any person 
herein defined ‘as distributor who is also engaged in the selling 
of gasoline in this State at any place in this State in broken quanti- 
ties. The term “storer” as herein used shall include any person 
who ships, or causes to be shipped, gasoline into this State in tank 
or drum quantities and stores the same and withdraws or uses the 
same for any purpose. 

Section 2. Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of 
gasoline as herein defined shall pay an excise tax of one cent 
(1¢) per gallon upon the selling, distributing, or withdrawing from 
storage for any use gasoline as herein defined in this State, pro- 
vided however that this excise tax shall not be levied upon the sale 
of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided further that where 
the excise tax of one cent (1¢) per gallon upon the sale of such 
gasoline shall have been paid by the distributor, refiner, or by retail 
dealer or storer such payment shall be sufficient, the intention be- 
ing that the tax shall be paid but once. 

Section 3. The excise tax imposed by Section 2 hereof shall 
apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers, refiners, or distribu- 
tors storing gasoline and distributing the same or allowing the same 
to be withdrawn from storage whether such withdrawals be for 
sale or other use; provided, that “sellers” of gasoline and its sub- 
stitutes paying the tax herein provided may pay the same comput- 
ed and paid on the basis of their sales as hereinafter required and 
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refiners, storers and distributors shall compute and pay this tax 
on the basis of their withdrawals or distributions. 

Section 4. On or before the twentieth day of each month after 
this act shall have taken effect, every person upon whom this ex- 
cise tax is levied shall render to the State Tax Commission on forms 
prescribed by such Commission a true and correct statement of all 
sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them during the 
next preceding month, liable for the excise tax herein prescribed, 
and shall furnish the said Commission such additional information 
as such Commission may require upon blanks to be formulated and 
furnished by said Commission, and at the time of making such re- 
port shall pay to the State Tax Commission an amount of money 
equal to the excise herein laid. 

Section 5. The statement herein required to be made by the 
distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before 
some officer authorized to administer oaths and any false or fraud- 
ulent statement sworn to shall constitute perjury and upon convic- 
tion thereof the person so convicted shall be punished as provided 
by Section 5161 of the Code of Alabama. 

Section 6. All distributors, refiners, storers or retail dealers 
shall keep, for not less than two years, within the State of Ala- 
bama at some certain place or office such books, documents or pa- 
pers as will clearly show the amount of sale or withdrawal of gaso- 
line made in this State covered by this Act. 

Section 7. Within thirty (30) days after the passage of this 
Act every distributor, refiner, storer, or retail dealer engaged in 
the sale of gasoline, or withdrawal from storage or distribution of 
gasoline, shall make a report on blanks furnished by the State Tax 
Commission to the State Tax Commission showing the place and 
post office address at which he is engaged in the business of distrib- 
uting, refining, selling at retail, or withdrawing from storage gas- 
oline, which information shall be entered by the State Tax Com- 
mission on a book kept for that purpose. After this Act becomes 
effective, no person shall engage in selling as a distributor or retail 
dealer, refining or withdrawing from storage, any gasoline covered 
by the provision of this Act in this State until he shall have made 
such report to the State Tax Commission. 

Section 8. If any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline in this State covered by the provisions of this Act shall fail 
to make the reports or any of them, to the State Tax Commission 
as herein required, or shall fail to keep the records required by Sec- 
tion 6 hereof, such distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for such offense. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of the State Tax Commission to 
enforce the provisions of this Act and the State Tax Commission 
shall have the right itself or by any of its members or its agents to 
examine the books, records and accounts of every such distributor, 
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refiner, storer or retail dealer in gasoline covered by the provisions 
of this Act. The State Tax Commission shall have the right itself 
or its agents to examine the records, accounts, books and invoices 
of any retail dealer who makes purchases from an Alabama distrib- 
utor, refiner, storer or other retail dealer on a basis of “tax paid”; 
when, in the opinion of the Commission, such examination is neces- 
sary to determine if such gasoline sold in this State has been report- 
ed to the gasoline tax department of the State Tax Commission and 
the tax thereon paid. Any dealer making purchases on the basis 
of “tax paid” who fails to keep the records as herein required, or 
refuses to permit the duly authorized agent of the State Tax Com- 
mission to examine such iecords shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than fifty dol- 
lars ($50.00) nor more than three hundred dollars ($300.00) for 
each such offense. 

Section 10. The proceeds of the excise tax herein imposed by 
this Act, less the actual cost of the collection of the same, shall, 
when collected, be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Public Road and Bridge Fund to be used by the State Highway 
Commission, with the approval of the Governor, for the purpose of 
policing, supervising and maintaining such public roads and bridges 
aS may now be constructed in the State and to hereafter, police, 
construct, supervise and: maintain public roads and bridges under 
authority and supervision of the State Highway Commission, as 
provided by law. 

Section 11. The acceptance of any money paid for the excise 
tax provided for in this Act shall in no way preclude the collection 
of the money actually due, provided however, that the money 
actually paid shall constitute a credit against the money actually 
due. 

Section 12. The forms for all statements and reports required 
under the provisions of this Act shall be prescribed and furnished 
by the State Tax Commission and the cost of the enforcement of 
this Act shall be paid out of the funds derived from the excise tax 
herein prescribed, upon a warrant of the State Comptroller upon a 
voucher of the Chairman of the Tax Commission, or the State Tax 
Commissioner and approved by the Governor. 

Section 13. If any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline covered by this Act shall fail to make the monthly returns 
prescribed herein and pay the excise tax hereby laid, on or before 
the 20th day of the month following sale, distribution or with- 
drawal, the State Tax Commission shall make return for such de- 
linquent upon such information as it may reasonably obtain, assess 
the excise tax thereon, and add a penalty for failure to make such 
return and pay the tax herein laid of twenty-five percent (25%) 
of the tax due, to the amount as assessed by the Commission. If, 
in the opinion of the State Tax Commission, a good and sufficient 
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cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the State Tax Com- 
mission may remit the penalty, otherwise the penalty shall be paid. 

Section 14. Within five (5) days after the State Tax Commis- 
sion shall adjudge a distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline delinquent, such delinquent shall be notified by the State 
Tax Commission, by registered mail, to appear before the State 
Tax Commission and show cause, if any, why execution should not 
issue against the bond and property of such delinquent to satisfy 
the amount of tax and penalties due the State. If no showing is 
made within ten (10) days after notice is mailed, or if such showing 
is not satisfactory to the State Tax Commission, execution shall be 
issued by the State Tax Commission for the collection of such tax 
and penalties, directed to any Sheriff of the State of Alabama, who 
shall proceed to collect same in the manner now provided by law 
for the collection of delinquent tax by the County Tax Collectors 
and make return of such executions to the State Tax Commission. 
The tax and all penalties herein provided for shall be held as a debt 
payable to the State of Alabama by the person against whom the 
same shall be charged and all such tax and penalties shall be a su- 
perior lien against all the property in this State of the person 
charged therewith. In the enforcement of collection of delinquent 
taxes and penalties under the provisions of this Section the Sheriff 
shall first proceed against the bond of such delinquent and if such 
bond is insufficient to cover the tax and penalties, then the Sheriff 
shall proceed against the property of such delinquent. 

Section 15. Any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this Act may be restrained and 
the proper prosecution instituted in the name of the State of Ala- 
bama by its Attorney General or under his direction by any Circuit 
Solicitor of the State, or an attorney employed by the State Tax 
Commission with the approval of the Governor from distributing, 
refining, selling or withdrawing from storage any gasoline, the sale 
or withdrawal of which is taxable under this Act, until such per- 
son shall have complied with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 16. All other State excise and inspection taxes on the 
sale of gasoline imposed before the passage of this Act shall remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 17. Should any part of this Act de declared unconstitu- 
tional it shall not invalidate the remainder thereof. 

Section 18. This Act shall take effect on its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor. 

Mr. Tunstall offered the following amendment to the substitute 
reported by the Standing Committee on Public Roads and High- 
ways for the bill, H. 670: 

To amend the pending bill, (committee substitute for H. 670), 
as follows: 

Amend Section 10 of said substitute bill to read as follows: 
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“Section 10, subject to the provisions of Section 1614 of this 
Act the proceeds of the excise tax herein imposed by this Act, less 
the actual cost of the collection of same, shall, when collected be 
paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the Public Road and 
Bridge Fund to be used by the State Highway Commission, with 
the approval of the Governor, for the purpose of policing, supervis- 
ing and maintaining such public roads and bridges as may now be 
constructed in the State and to hereafter, police, construct, super- 
vise and maintain public roads and bridges under authority and su- 
pervision of the State Highway Commission, as provided by law.” 

And, to further amend said substitute bill by adding thereto after 
Section 16 and before Section 17 the following: 

“Section 161%. In the event a Court of Competent jurisdiction 
shall, for any reason, hold invalid that provision in Act No. 743 be- 
ing ‘An Act to impose, for the use and purpose of supervising, pre- 
serving, maintaining, constructing and regulating the use of public 
roads and bridges in the State of Alabama, and to maintain and 
supervise State convicts working upon such roads and bridges, an 
excise tax on all persons, companies, agencies, corporations and as- 
sociations who sell, distribute, store or draw from storage for any 
purpose whatsoever, gasoline or any other liquid motor fuels or de- 
vices or any substitutes therefor within the State of Alabama; pro- 
viding for the collection of such excise tax and the payment of 
same into the State Treasury to the credit of the State Highway De- 
partment for the Public Road and Bridge Fund; providing for the 
enforcement of this Act and fixing a penalty for the violation of the 
provisions hereof; providing that the said excise tax so imposed 
shall be in addition to all other excise tax now imposed by law; and 
providing that freight agents of Railroads and all agents of all 
transportation companies operating within the State of Alabama 
and who transport motor fuels, shall report to the State Tax Com- 
mission all shipments of gasoline or any substitute therefor, receive 
at any of their Stations within the State’, approved July 27, 1931, 
providing that the gasoline tax levied in said Act be equally dis-

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and, as amended, 
has passed the following House bill and returns same herewith to 
th House: 

H. 421. A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article 4 A, to pro- 
vide that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Ala- 
bama to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of money 
belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, upon the 
State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been certified to such 
Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is then in the 
hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appropriated for the 
full payment of the same; and to provide that, in case there is, at 
the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in the State Treasury 
for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for 
the issuance of warrants, for the proration of the same, and for the 
issuance and payment of warrants for the several prorated sums; 
and to provide that all unpaid appropriations which exceed the 
amount of money in the State Treasury at the end of each fiscal 
year available for their payment, shall become null and void to 
the extent of such excess; and to provide that if there shall be in 
the State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal year, any money of the 
general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, that the 
same shall be covered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the 
common schools of Alabama and to provide penalties for the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of such amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, to be known as Article A 4, is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

“Article 4d A. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw 
any warrant or other order for the payment of money belonging to, 
or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer 
unless and until it shall have been certified to such Auditor by such 
Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money 
available, and appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In 
case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the 
State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the 
Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue war- 
rants for that proportion of each such claim which the money avail- 
able for the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and 
such warrants, for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by 
the State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid ap- 
propriations which exceed the amount of money in the State Treas- 
ury subject to the payment of the same after the proration above 
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provided for, shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of 
such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of 
any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in excess of the ap- 
propriations for that year, such excess shall be covered into a special 
fund for the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the 
State Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used 
shall include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement 
of funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
ou coiiviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the general election to be held 
in the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second Tuesday, 
in November, 1934. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposd, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article A A of the Constitution of Alabama?” “ Article 4 A. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for 
the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is, at 
the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the State Treasury 
for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for 
the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that 
proportion of each such claim which the money available for the 
payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and such warrants 
for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treas- 
urer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations which 
exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury subject to the 
payment of the same after the proration above provided for, shall 
thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess. If 
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there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, any 
money in the general fund in excess of the appropriations for that 
year, such excess shall be covered into a special fund for the sole 
benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the 
Stat Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used 
shall include any officer charged with the custody and disburse- 
ee of funds belonging to or administered by the State of Ala- 

ama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. No.” The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officers 
as provided by the election law of the State, for the appointment of 
officers to hold general elections in the State, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with the law governing general 
elections and with the Constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the 
Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Represent- 
atives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
‘majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amend- 
ment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by the proclamation of the Governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message, from his 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections to, and veto of, the 
bill: 

S. 79. To provide for the special relief of J. A. Kizer by mak- 
ing an appropriation to compensate him for injuries received while: 
he was employed by the Alabama Insane Hospital. 

Said Governor’s message being in the following words and fig- 
ures to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 79, without my approval. 

This bill appropriates $2,000.00 for the relief of J. A. Kizer, who was in- 
jured by having the fingers cut off his right hand while working for the Ala- 
bama Insane Hospital. 

The facts in this case were such that if the Hospital had been a private 
corporation it would not have been liable in damages on account of negligence. 
There was no contention that there was anything the matter with the saw or 
that any foreman or director of Kizer was guilty of negligence. 

Of course, if under the Compensation Law by which employees are paid 
whether there was any negligence or not the employer would have to pay. If 

‘the State is to assume the policy of paying damages for injuries to employees 
of its different institutions and agencies and of paying damages to outsiders, 
who are injured, it should have some court or officials to pass on the ques- 
tion of damages and the amount and should set up a fund to pay the damages,

or to carry insurance. The State is now trying to maintain a balanced bud- 
get and it will be practically impossible to do that with the uncertainty of 
special appropriations for damages.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills: 

H. 113. Defining contract carriers and common carriers by 
motor vehicle not subject to the provisions of the Alabama Motor 
Carrier Act of 1931; to authorize, regulate and govern the trans- 
portation for hire of persons and property on public highways by 
motor vehicles operated by such contract carriers and common 
carriers; to authorize, regulate and govern the issuance of permits 
therefor; to regulate and govern the rates and practices of such 
carriers; to provide for the payment of fees, and for the payment 
of excise taxes for the use of the public highways by such contract 
carriers and common carriers, and to provide for the disposition 
thereof; to enlarge the powers and duties of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission and Probate Judges of the State with respect 
to permits issued to and the regulation and control of such car- 
riers, and to provide for the payment of fees to such Probate 
Judges; to provide for the appointment of resident agents (upon 
whom service of process may be had) of such contract carriers 
and common carriers who may be non-residents of the State; to 
authorize municipalities in this State to prescribe license taxes to 
be paid by such contract carriers and common carriers; to prescribe 
and regulate the practice and procedure before the Alabama Public 
Service Commission with respect to said carriers, and to authorize 
and prescribe appeals from rulings with respect to such carriers, 
and to regulate injunctions and like orders respecting the same; 
and to provide for the enforcement, and to prescribe punishment 
and penalties for the violation of this Act. 

Also: 

H. 260. To amend Section 8277 of the Code of Alabama of 
1923. 

Also: 

H. 421. ‘To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, to be known as Article A A, to provide that it shall be un- 
lawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any war- 
rant, or other order for tne payment of money belonging to, or 
administered by, the State of Alabama, upon the State Treasurer, 
unless and until it shall have been certified to such Auditor by 
such Treasurer, in writing, that there is then in the hands of such

Treasurer, money available, and appropriated for the full payment 
of the same; and to provide that, in case there is, at the end of the 
fiscal year insufficient money in the State Treasury for the payment 
of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for the issuance of 
warrants, for the proration of the same, and for the issuance and 
payment of warrants for the several prorated sums; and to provide 
that all unpaid appropriations which exceed the amount of money 
in the State Treasury at the end of each fiscal year available for 
their payment, shall become null and void to the extent of such 
excess; and to provide that if there shall be in the State Treasury, 
at the end of any fiscal year, any money of the general fund in 
excess of the appropriations for that year, that the same shaii be 
covered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the common 
schools of Alabama and to provide penalties for the violation of 
any of the provisions of such amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, to be known as Article A A, is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

“Article 4.4. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to 
draw any warrant or other order for the payment of money be- 
longing to, or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the 
State Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certified to 
such Auditor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands of 
such Treasurer money available, and appropriated, for the full pay- 
ment of the same,. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, 
insufficient money in the State Treasury for the payment of all 
proper claims presented to the Auditor for the issuance of war- 
rants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that proportion of each 
such claim which the money available for the payment of all said 
claims bears to the whole, and such warrants for such prorated 
sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treasurer. At the end 
of such fiscal year all unpaid appropriations which exceed the 
amount of money in the State Treasury subject to the payment 
of the same after the proration above provided for, shall thereupon 
become null and void to the extent of such excess. If there shall 
be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, any money 
in the general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, 
such excess shall be covered into a special fund for the sole benefit 
of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor’, as herein used shall include any officer who 
is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now or 
formerly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the issuance 
of State warrants, and the word ‘Treasurer’, as herein used shall in- 
clude any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 
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Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

SECTION 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the general election to be 
held in the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second Tues- 
day, in November, 1934. 

SECTION 8. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclama- 
tion of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in each County in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

SECTION 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as 
herein provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed 
amendment; and on the official ballot printed for such election 
there shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be 
adopted as Article A A of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article 
A A, From and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be 
unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any war- 
rant or other order for the payment of money belonging to, or ad- 
ministered by, the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer un- 
less and until it shall have been certified to such Auditor by such 
Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money 
available, and appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In 
case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the 
State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the 
Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue war- 
rants for that proportion of each such claim which the money avail- 
able for the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and 
such warrants for such prorated sums shall thereupon. be paid by 
the State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid ap- 
propriations which exceed the amount of money in the State Treas- 
ury subject to the payment of the same after the proration above 
provided for, shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of 
such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of 
any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in excess of the ap- 
propriations for that year, such excess shall be covered into a spe- 
cial fund for the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now or for- 
merly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the issuance of 
State warrants, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall in- 
clude any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 
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Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment. “Yes. No.” The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

SECTION 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the 
same, and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officers as provided by the election law of the State, for the ap- 
pointment of officers to hold generai ejections ii the State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the Constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to that instrument. 

SECTION 6. The votes cast at said election on said amend- 
ment shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to 
the Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Repre- 
sentatixes to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be 
made known by the proclamation of the Governor.

“To amend Section 1 of an Act entitled ‘An Act to 
amend Section 2011 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, approved 
August 31, 1927.” 

Mr. Robinson, Chairman of the Standing Committee on County 
Organizations, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted 
on the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with 
a favorable report: 

S. 232. To authorize and empower the Board of Revenue or 
Court of County Commissioners, of each and every county in Ala- 
bama to expend an amount not to exceed one-third of the Total 
amount that may be received by each county from the levy and 
collection of any tax on gasoline in the payment of any debt that 
may have been heretofore incurred by such county for the con- 
struction and/or maintenance of roads or bridges. 

Mr. Kelly, of Talladega, Chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Military, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same reported to the House with a 
favorable report: 

S. 261. To amend section 21 of an act entitled an act “To pro- 
vide for the establishment of a base of operations and training for 
the air service of the Alabama National Guard, including the pro- 
vision of land for such base and the improvement of such land with 
buildings, structures and otherwise, and including also the equip- 
ping of such buildings and structures; to create a Commission for 
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the accomplishment of the aforestated purpose; to define and pre- 
scribe the duties, powers, privileges, immunities and responsibili- 
ties of such Commission; and to make an appropriation for the 
effectuation of the purposes of this Act, approved, July 2, 1931. 

Mr. Miller, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Appro- 
priations, reported that said Committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report: 

S. 217. To authorize and provide for the payment of a sum not 
to exceed Six Hundred Dollars for the relief of Mims Russell, as 
administrator of the Estate of Lewis Bennett deceased, formerly 
of Safford, Dallas County, Alabama, who was killed during the 
month of November, 1930 as a result of being run over or against 
by a State Highway Department truck, the property of the State 
of Alabama. 

S. 272. In relation to the educational system of Alabama to 
make appropriations and provide funds for the purpose of paying 
the balance due on appropriations and for outstanding indebtedness 
incurred for capital outlays for institutions under the general or 
direct control, or subject to the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Education, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and the Alabama College.

To amend an Act entitled “An Act in relation to the 
educational system of Alabama; to make appropriations and pro- 
vide funds for the support, maintenance and development of public 
education in Alabama, including all schools, agencies, services 
and institutions under the general or direct control or subject to 
the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, the Ala- 
bama School of Trades & Industries, the Alabama College, the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the University of Alabama; and 
to prescribe conditions of apportionment and expenditure of such 
funds on appropriations,” approved August 25th, 1927.

(e) Any other matter relating to the incorporation which the 
applicants may choose to insert, not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall 
be subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants before an 
officer authorized by the laws of the State of Alabama to take 
and certify oaths, who shall certify upon the application that he 
personally knows the applicants and believes them to be the 
officers as asserted in the application, and that they each sub- 
scribed and swore thereto in the officer’s presence. The Secretary 
of State shall examine the application and if he finds that the 
name proposed for the corporation is not identical with that of a 
person or of any other corporation in this State, or so nearly 
similar thereto as to lead to confusion, and uncertainty, he shall 
receive and file it, and shall record it in an appropriate book of 
record in his office. 

(3) Certificate of Incorporation. When the application has 
been made, filed and recorded, as herein provided, the applicants 
shall constitute a corporation under the name proposed in the 
application; the Secretary of State shall make and issue to the 
applicants a certificate of incorporation, pursuant to this article, 
under the seal of the State, and shall record the name with the 
application. 

(4) Powers Of. The corporation under this article shall have 
the following powers: 1. To have succession by its corporate 
name for twenty years. 2. To sue and be sued and defend, and to 
make and use a corporation seal, and to alter the same at pleasure. 
3. To receive, take and hold by sale, gift, lease, devise, or other- 
wise, real and personal estate of every description, and to manage 
and dispose of the same by any form of legal conveyance or trans- 
fer, with full power and authority to borrow money and to convey 
by mortgage or deed of trust; to acquire, hold, purchase, receive 
by bequest or devise, and to convey or otherwise dispose of all. 
such real, personal and mixed property as may be necessary or 
convenient for the construction, operation or maintenance of 
bridges and approaches thereto at crossings of the hereinafter 
designated streams, or for the conduct and maintenance of the 
business of building, constructing and maintaining the bridges and 
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highways hereinafter described; to borrow money, to issue notes, 
bonds or other negotiable paper, mortgage, pledge or otherwise 
transfer or convey its real, personal and mixed property to secure 
the payment of money borrowed, or any debt contracted. 4. To 
appoint and employ such officers and agents as the business of the 
corporation may acquire. 5. To wind up and dissolve itself, or be 
wound up and dissolved in the manner in this article provided. 

(5) Powers, Special. The main purpose of the corporation 
shall be to construct, maintain and operate bridges at the points 
herein named, and across the streams herein referred to, as well 
as the approaches thereto; and highways leading from any point 
in the State of Alabama to said bridge. The corporation is au- 
thorized to make the necessary surveys, soundings and borings, to 
determine the design of each bridge and make or procure the proper 
plans and drawings, excepting however, that such bridge shall be 
of the standard design of the State Highway Commission of 
Alabama, and shall be in conformity with the laws of the United 
States and the requirements of the War Department and such high- 
ways shall be built in conformity with the standards of the State 
Highway Commission and the Federal Highway Department. For 
the purpose of providing funds for the building of the bridges and 
highways herein authorized, the corporation is hereby authorized 
to borrow money from time to time in such amounts as it may be 
deemed best, and as the Governor may approve, and to execute 
therefor the notes or bonds of the corporation, signed by the three 
members thereof, and attested by the Secretary of State, and to 
secure said notes or bonds and mortgages, to pledge the bridges 
and the tolls collected from said bridges for such time as may 
seem proper to said corporation, with the approval of the Governor. 
The tolis collected from said bridges, as hereinafter provided, shall 
be kept in a separate fund by the State Treasurer, and are hereby 
specially pledged for the payment and retirement of the notes, 
bonds and mortgages, principal and interest, as the same become 
due, until the whole of them shall be paid. The notes or bonds 
herein authorized shall be payable in lawful moneys of the United 
States, and shall be in such form and denominations, and be pay- 
able at such times and places as the corporation may determine, 
and shall be free from taxes of all kinds in the State of Alabama. 
Such notes or bonds shall be negotiated on the best terms obtain- 
able, at not less than par, and shall bear interest at not to exceed 
six per cent per annum, payable quarterly, semi-annually, or annually as 
the corporation may determine, and may be renewed from time to 
time and shall be made to mature at such times and in such 
amounts as that they may conveniently be retired out of the funds 
hereinabove specially pledged for their payment; and said notes 
and bonds may be refunded from time to time as the same may 
be expedient, desirable and/or necessary by the execution and 
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issue of new notes and bonds to take the place of those thereto- 
fore issued, or to provide funds to liquidate or redeem the said 
bonds or notes and the unpaid interest thereon. 

(6) ‘The principal and interest on said bonds and/or notes may 
be paid out of the residue of the receipts from gasoline tax col- 
lected by the State under the Excise Gas Tax Act approved Janu- 
ary 25, 1927, and known as the Gasoline Tax Act after there has 
been taken from that fund the amount necessary to meet all of the 
primary purposes to which said gas tax fund is pledged under 
Article XXA as an Amendment to the Constitution of the State, 
and as provided for in Section 10 of the Act approved January 
25, 1927; or the interest may be paid out of the net receipts from 
the Convict Department as authorized by amendment to Section 
93 of the Constitution, declared by Proclamation on November 17, 
1908; or the interest may be paid out of any funds in the Treasury 
as authorized by the amendment to Section 93 of the Constitution, 
as set out above. Provided further that if such funds above men- 
tioned are insufficient to pay the interest and sinking funds on 
the bonds, notes or securities issued after the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act for the purpose of building Federal Aid Roads 
and approaches to said bridges as herein provided, the principal 
and interest on said bonds, notes and securities so issued may be 
paid out of receipts from the gasoline tax levied and collected 
under the provisions of any Act of the Legislature, passed and 
’ approved prior to July 21, 1932. Such an amount of money as 
may be necessary to pay the interest herein provided for is hereby 
appropriated out of any monies in said funds not otherwise appro- 
priated. The payments herein provided for shall be made on the 
requisition of the corporation, approved by the Governor, and by 
warrants drawn by the State Auditor upon the State Treasurer, 
designating the fund out of which said interest may be paid. 


(7) Deposit or Proceeds. The proceeds of such notes or bonds 
shall be turned into the State Treasury, and shall be carried in a 
special bridge account, or Special Highway Construction Funds, 
to the credit of the corporation, upon the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, but solely for the purpose of building, constructing and main- 
taining the bridges and approaches herein authorized, and for the 
construction of Federal Aid Highways in the State connecting 
with or leading to such bridges from any point in the State. Said 
‘corporation herein provided for shall build and construct fifteen 
bridges in Alabama under the provisions of this Act, but all of said 
fifteen bridges shall be located by the State Highway Commission 
of Alabama. And contracts for the construction of such bridges 
as the corporation may determine to build shall be let within twelve 
months from the final passage of this Act, or as soon thereafter 
as is reasonable and consistent with safe construction. As soon 
as any of the bridges herein authorized are put in operation, the 
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corporation shall arrange for and supervise the collection of tolls 
for the use of said bridges, which shall be at such rates as the 
corporation may fix. The toll rates shall be posted in a conspicu- 
ous place at each end of the bridge, or its approaches, and at the 
places of collecting the tolls. Commuter’s tickets for those making 
frequent use of a particular bridge may be sold at reduced rates 
upon such terms and subject to such restrictions as may be ap- 
proved by the Corporation. The Corporation is hereby given au- 
thority to contract with the Board of Revenue, Court of County 
Commissioners, or like governing body of any county in which a 
bridge may be constructed under the provisions of this Act, for 
said County to pay annuaily a sii of money te be agreed upon 
by the corporation and said County authority; said sum on money 
to be paid only so long as the named bridge is under toll. All toll 
keepers shall be appointed and may be removed by the corpora- 
tion, and shall execute bond for the faithful performance of their 
duties, and for the due and proper accounting of all moneys re- 
ceived by them. Such bonds to be made to the corporation in such 
amounts and with such sureties as said corporation may prescribe 
and approve. The toll keepers shall keep such records and make 
accounting and settlement at such times and in such manner as 
the corporation may prescribe, and a statistical records showing 
the number of tolls paid at each bridge, and the source of them, 
shall be kept by said corporation, and on the 10th of each month 
the corporation shall report and pay into the treasury of the 
State all of the funds so derived by it at each bridge, and the 
treasurer shall keep such aggregate funds in a separate “Toll 
Bridge Account.” The funds in the toll bridge account shali be 
available to the corporation for the maintenance of the bridges con- 
structed under this Act, and the residue shall from time to time 
be applied and paid out by the Corporation for the retirement 
of the notes or bonds hereinabove authorized, and when the cost 
of all the bridges built under this Act has been repaid, all of said 
bridges shall be immediately opened as free bridges to the travel- 
ing public, and-shall thereafter be maintained as a part of the State 
Highway System. The word “approaches” in this Act shall in- 
clude such spans or ramps and surfacing as may be necessary to 
afford proper and convenient access from a point on the natural 
ground level not below the high water elevation on one side of the 
stream to a like point on the other side, and over such distance as 
in the opinion of the corporation is necessary, consistent with good 
engineering practice to permit such access when the stream is at 
its highest stage. The word “appurtenances” in this Act shall in- 
clude such necessary banisters, guardway, tollgate and house and 
safety signs as in the opinion of said corporation may be necessary 
or proper for the protection of the traveling public, and of public 
property, and for the proper carrying out of this Act. The cor- 
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poration is authorized to acquire by donation, or in its own name 
to condemn by eminent domain such property, including gravel 
pits or other road material as may be necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this Act, and for the purpose to bring and prosecute 
all necessary condemnation suits, and the Attorney General and 
Circuit Solicitor in each case shall act as attorney for the cor- 
poration without additional compensation, and any judgment ren- 
dered, or allowance or allowances agreed upon by the corporation 
shall be paid as a part of the expense of building such bridge. 

Said corporation herein provided shall have power and author- 
ity to construct or cause to be constructed Highways and/or to 
pave and complete the construction thereof including the bridges 
and culverts thereon leading from any point in the State of Ala- 
bama to said bridges. 

The corporation shall have the right to take possession of any 
such property or road material immediately upon filing petition 
for its condemnation, and the procedure shall be in other respects 
as now provided by law for the condemnation by the State of Ala- 
bama. The corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to 
build such bridges, either by contract, or on force account. All 
contracts entered into by the corporation in connection with the 
building of these bridges and/or highways or other matters here- 
under, shall be in writing, prepared by the Attorney General of 
the State of Alabama, and in conformity with the requirements 
of the State Highway Commission, and the laws of the State of 
Alabama and the United States of America, and all contracts 
shall be approved by the Governor. In the sale of notes, bonds 
or mortgage, the corporation shall have the right and power to 
agree with the lender of the money in default of the payment of 
principal and interest, either or both, and the event of foreclosure, 
that the purchaser at the sale shall have the right to operate the 
bridges upon the rate of toll provided herein, for such length of 
time as the corporation may agree may be necessary for the lender 
to get a return of the moneys, with interest not exceeding six per- 
cent, and expense of foreclosure, including expense of operation 
and maintenance. The corporation shall make and enforce all 
such reasonable rules and regulations not inconsistent with the 
terms of this Act, as may in its opinion be proper and suitable 
for the protection of said bridges, approaches and appurtenances, 
and for the safety of the traveling public. 

(8) Maximum Amount of Bonds: The maximum amount of 
bonds outstanding at any time shall not exceed a total of Ten 
Million Dollars; or Five Million Dollars for building and construct- 
ing the bridges aforesaid, Five Million Dollars for the construc- 
tion of Highways authorized hereunder. And the latter not to 
exceed such sums as may be necessary to match the funds avail- 
able from the Federal Government for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining Federal Aid Roads in this State. 
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(834) And the corporation shall have power and be authorized 
to negotiate and enter into agreements with the United States 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation or with any bank, savings 
bank, building and loan association, mortgage loan company, 
broker, person, firm or corporation and to do any and all acts 
deemed by the Board of Directors, proper and advisable in fur- 
therance of the objects and purposes of this Act and in the sale 
of said bonds, notes and securities issued by it, to procure the 
funds necessary for the building and construction of said High- 
ways, and/or for refunding the bonds, notes and securities issued 
by the said corporation prior to the passage of this Act; and for 
the repayment of the piiiicipal and the payment of the interest 
thereon and the performance of al other obligations devolving 
upon it. 

And in order to further negotiate said bonds and notes by said 
corporation and the holders thereof, all banks, savings banks, trust 
companies, building and loan associations, insurance companies, 
and other corporations qualified to borrow funds or money from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation are authorized to purchase, 
own, hold, pledge, sell or deal in said bonds or notes or other obli- 
gations of said Alabama Bridge Corporation. 

The purpose of this amendment to the original Act being to 
enable the Alabama Bridge Corporation to refinance the bonds, 
notes and securities heretofore issued by it at a lower rate of in- 
terest and make more liberal terms of payment of the principal 
thereof; and in order to build, pave and construct Federal Aid 
Highways leading from any point in the State leading to the toll 
bridges heretofore constructed and to match Federal appropria- 
tions for Federal Aid Roads in this State so that the said roads 
may be constructed leading from any point in the State to the said 
toll bridges heretofore constructed by the said Alabama Bridge 
Corporation and to the end that a better and permanent highway 
system of the State may be speedily constructed for the use and 
convenience and to the advantage of the traveling public and par- 
ticularly that the tolls and revenues from said bridges may be 
greatly increased by the gain in traffic passing over said bridges 
occasioned by said improvement in the highways leading thereto, 
thereby enabling the corporation to better meet its obligations for 
the payment of interest and sinking fund on the notes and bonds 
issued pursuant to this Act. 

(9) Dissolution. Any corporation under this article may be 
dissolved by the applicants or their successors filing with the Sec- 
retary of State their application therefor, which shall be sub- 
scribed, sworn to and certified as in the case of an application for 
incorporation. Upon the filing of said certificate, the corporation 
shall cease, and all its property rights shall pass to the State 
of Alabama, but no applicant shall be responsible for liabilities of 
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the dissolved corporation in any greater sum than the value of the 
property of such corporation which may come into his possession 
under its dissolution. The Secretary of State shall record the ap- 
plication for dissolution and shall make and issue under the seal 
of the State his certificate that the corporation is dissolved, and 
shall record the certificate with the application for dissolution. 

(10) Succession: Should any applicant die, or his term of 
office expire before the dissolution of the corporation, his suc- 
cessors in office shall take his place and official position as a mem- 
ber of said corporation. 

(11) No Fees to the Secretary of State. There shall be no fees 
paid to the Secretary of State for any work in connection with the 
incorporation or dissolution of the corporation. 

(12) Record Prima Facie Evidence. Any record kept or cer- 
tificate issued in pursuance of this article, or a copy of any such 
record certified to be true by the legal custodian thereof, shall be 
received in evidence in all courts, and shall be prima facie evidence 
of the facts therein recited, or thereby shown. 

(13) Officers of Corporation. The President of said Corpora- 
tion shall be the Alabama Highway Director, and the Vice-Presi- 
dent and the Secretary to be selected and designated by the three 
members. 

That in addition to all other powers, duties and authority con- 
ferred upon said corporation by this Act, it shall have authority 
to issue notes or other negotiable paper in such denominations and 
for such sums not in excess of Five Million Dollars, for building 
the approaches to said bridges and for refunding the bonds and 
notes issued by the said Alabama Bridge Corporation prior to the 
passage and approval of this Act. 

Provided, however, that none of said funds shall be used for 
refunding the bonds, notes and securities issued prior to the pas- 
sage and approval of this Act, unless such funds are specifically bor- 
rowed for such purposes, bearing interest at a rate not in excess 
of six percent (6%) per annum, such interest to be paid quarterly, 
semi-annually or annually as said corporation may determine, and 
the principal sum represented by such notes or other negotiable 
instruments may mature at such intervals as the corporation may 
determine, not later than ten (10) years from the date of such in- 
strument. Such notes or other negotiable instruments shall in 
no event be sold for less than par. The proceeds from the sale of 
such instruments and maintenance, including cost of right-of-way, 
of any Federal Aid Road in this State which leads from any point 
in this State to any of the bridges constructed and maintained by 
said corporation under the provisions of this Act; Provided, that 
the funds accruing from the sale of the notes or other negotiable 
instruments provided for in this Section, shall be used exclusively 
for the purpose of matching funds available from the Federal 
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Government for the purpose of constructing and maintaining Fed- 
eral Aid Roads in this State. 

(14) For the purpose of repaying the principal and interest of 
such notes or other negotiable instruments, the State Tax Com- 
mission of the State of Alabama shall pay into the Treasury of 
the State of Alabama an amount equal to one (1) per cent per gal- 
lon of all taxes on gasoline collected by the State of Alabama under 
the provisions of any Law heretofore or hereafter enacted. 

’ Such funds shall be kept as trust fund for the payment of the 
principal and interest of such notes or negotiable instruments, and 
shall be paid by the State Treasurer in the same manner as is pro- 
vided in this Act ior the disbursement of other funds of said cor- 
poration. 

(15) For the purpose of constructing and maintaining Federal 
Aid Roads as provided in this Section, said corporation shall have 
the authority to require the services and facilities of the State 
Highway Department, and its personnel, and the letting of con- 
tracts for the construction and maintenance of such roads by said 
corporation, shall be in all respects as is provided by the Laws 
of the United States of America and of the State of Alabama 
governing such contracts. 

And said Highways constructed pursuant hereto shall be built 
under the supervision, direction and subject to the approval of the 
State Highway Commission and the Federal Highway Department.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 416 without my approval. 

I suggest the following amendments, which if made will cause the bill 
to meet my approval: 

The first sentence in Section 1 of said bill should be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“That on the first Saturday in May 1934, and every two years thereafter, 
three school trustees shall be elected by the patrons of each school in St. 
Clair County, Alabama.” 

The first sentence in Section 3 of said bill should be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“That whenever a vacancy occurs on the Board of School Trustees, 
elected under the provisions of this Act, the same may be filled by the re- 
maining trustees, or on their falure to act within ten days after the resigna- 
tion or removal of the other member, or from the date of the vacancy, then 
the said vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Education.” 

These amendments are suggested to meet what appears to be clerical 
errors in the preparation of the bill and to carry out what was evidently 
the intent of the author of the bill.

On motion of Mr. Glover of Henry the House concurred in and 
adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 536.

Said Road Supervisor shall employ, and with the approval of the 
Court of County Commissioners, fix the compensation of, all over- 
seers, workmen and laborers required for said work and shall, with 
the counsel, assistance and approval of said Court of County Com- 
missioners, purchase all necessary road machinery, material, teams, 
tools, supplies and equipment as hereinafter provided, used in and 
about the work on the public roads and bridges of the County and 
he shall perform all such other duties relating to the maintenance, 
improvement or construction of highways and bridges as may be 
required of him by the general laws of the State or by the local 
laws of said County or by the Court of County Commissioners of 
said County.

That the State Auditor be and he is hereby author- 
ized and directed to issue his warrant on the State Treasurer in 
favor of the said Myrtle Downey for a sum not more than Twenty- 
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five Hundred Dollars (the exact amount to be certified by the At- 
torney General), which shall be paid by the State Treasurer out of 
any funds in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. Provided, 
however, that no sum shall be paid under the provisions of this act 
unless and until the Chairman of the State Board of Administration, 
or some representative of the State Board of Administration, ap- 
pointed for that purpose by the Chairman of the State Board of 
Administration, shall ascertain the facts and circumstances relating 
to the above described claim and the amount of damages sustained

J herewith transmit message from the Governor returning House Bill 

No. 286 without his approval.

To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 286 without my approval. 

There are a number of reason which cause me to feel that this Act is 
at least premature and that it should not now be adopted. I think that the con- 
trolling reason that the Act should be vetoed is that all of the Confederate 
Veterans who are in the Home are old and helpless and necessarily any who 
may be carried to the Home in the few remaining years of their life will be 
old and helpless. I believe that we should not have young tubercular patients 
in the Home since they would of necessity conflict with the use of the prop- 
erty by the Confederate Veterans. 

The Soldiers’ Home Committee of the Alabama Division, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, have written a letter insisting that the Home should 
be left as a Soldiers’ Home as long as Alabama has a Confederate Veteran 
to live in it. I am attaching the letter from the Committee. 

When the property was acquired by the State it received the title in 
the following way: Mr. J. M. Falkner and his wife deeded the property to 
Camp Jeff Falkner United Confederate Veterans, the title being made to 
trustees under a trust deed conditioned that the property be used to provide 
a suitable place where all worthy indigent Ex-Confederate Soldiers might 
have a home. The deed stated that the donor would be more than repaid 
for the value of such land if even a small number of Ex-Confederate Soldiers 
may have their last days made brighter and happier. This deed provides that 
title may be made to the State if the State is willing to carry out the trust. 
The State did agree to carry out the trust and title was made to the State 
by deed executed by the Trustees of Camp Jeff Falkner U. C. V. dated 
the 24th day of March, 1904. The main home is on this land. Some other 
land was acquired by other deeds. 

The theory on which the land was deeded was that it should be used as 
a home for Confederate Veterans so long as there was a Confederate Veteran 
who needed it. 
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Another reason which causes me to feel that the Act should be vetoed 
is that the State Health Department advises that the plan is totally unsound 
from the standpoint of public health. I am attaching hereto a letter from Dr. 
J. N. Baker, State Health Officer; a letter from Dr. Chas. A. Thigpen, Mem- 
ber of the State Committee of Public Health, and a telegram from Dr. S. 
Kirkpatrick, President, State Board of Health. 

I believe that with this information with reference to the way the property 
was acquired by the State and with the opinion expressed by the Health De- 
partment that you will feel that this Act should not become a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 


H. 655. 


To repeal an Act entitled “An Act to better secure the 


administration of the financial affairs of the State and for that pur- 
pose to vest in the Governor certain powers and duties; to create 
the office, define the powers and duties and fix the salary of a State 
Comptroller; to provide for the transfer of the Department of Ex- 
aminers of Accounts, its personnel, appropriations, records, equip- 
ment and other property to the office of State Comptroller and to 
designate it as the division of Departmental and County Audits ; to 
abolish the Budget Commission, and to transfer the books, property 
and equipment of the Budget Commission to the office of the Comp- 
troller; to relieve the State Auditor of certain duties and to provide 
for the transfer of certain employees and of unexpended balance of 
appropriations made for the salaries, together with certain books, 
records, documents, papers, office furniture and equipment and - 
other property to the office of State Comptroller; to relieve the 
Board of Administration of certain duties and to provide for the 
transfer of certain employees and of unexpended balance of appro- 
priations made for the salaries, together with certain books, records, 
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documents, papers, office furniture and equipment and other prop- 
erty to the office of the State Comptroller ; to provide for the trans- 
fer of the Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to the State Comptroller’s Office during such time as 
the Legislature is not in session; to repeal certain definite, indefi- 
nite and contingent permanent appropriations, to establish a State 
Budget System; to provide for the lapsing of appropriations; to 
provide for the transmission of the Budget to the Legislature; to 
provide a method for securing estimates of appropriations and for 
estimates of income of the State; to provide a tentative budget and 
to provide for hearings on the same; to provide for transmission of 
the tentative budget to the Governor; to provide for prorating ap- 
propriations to prevent an overdraft or deficit in any fiscal year 
for which appropriations are made; to provide for allotting appro- 
priations to departments, institutions, bureaus, boards, commis- 
sions and other State agencies; to provide emergency appropria- 
tions; to provide that money received by departments, institutions, 
bureaus, boards, commissions, or other State agencies shall be de- 
posited in the Treasury and to provide how the same shall be held 
and paid out; to prevent the wrongful expending of appropriations 
and to provide penalties and punishment; to establish a fiscal year 
for the State and all State Agencies; to provide when this Act shall 
go into effect and to provide for the repeal of certain laws in con- 
flict with this Act”, Approved September 27th, 1932, in so far as 
the same may or can affect the payment, extension or renewal of 
certificated warrants outstanding or existing on September 30th, 
1932. 

H. 584. To aid relief of unemployment or destitution, existing 
or prospective, and to provide employment for excess labor, by au- 
thorizing the Governor of Alabama to accept title on behalf of the 
State to any lands subjected by the owner to any program deemed 
by him in aid of such purposes, under such terms for their holding, 
development, conveyance or reconveyance by the State as he may 
approve; also to authorize the Governor to agree, as to any such 
lands and as to any other lands to which title or any interest therein 
is vested in the State not otherwise held in trust or devoted to pub- 
lic use, with any person, firm, corporation or relief agency approved 
by him for the purpose upon a program for the holding, use of devel- 
opment and disposition of any such lands for said purposes and for 
their release therefrom; to authorize any or all such lands to be 
subjected by and with the approval of the Governor to any lien, 
conditional sale, lease sale contract, reservation of title, mortgage 
or other condition or agreement to secure any loan or advance made 
in furtherance of the program; to authorize the Governor to lend 
or make available the aid of the State Board of Administration, the 
State Highway Department or any other State agency (or county 
agency, the corporate authority of which shall consent) in further- 
ance of such program and to authorize the Governor to act in the 
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premises directly or through any officer, person, firm, corporation, 
relief agency or commission to which he may specifically delegate 
authority in the premises under such appropriate limitations as he 
may prescribe; also to provide for the exemption from privilege 
taxes of the instruments executed or delivered in furtherance of 
such program and for the exemption from ad valorem taxes of such 
lands and improvements and equipment thereon, and the crops and 
produce thereof until paid out or otherwise released from the pro- 
gram to the extent provided in the Act. 

H. 662. Further to provide for the purchase, construction and 
improvement of waterworks systems in cities, villages and incor- 
porated towns in the State of Alabama, and to provide fer the is- 
suance of revenue bonds payable solely out of the revenues derived 
therefrom, and to provide for the operation of such systems in case 
of deficiencies in revenue. 

H. 661. To authorize cities and towns to construct, own, equip, 
operate, maintain and improve works for the collection and/or 
treatment, purification and disposal of sewage; to authorize charges 
against owners of premises for the use of such works and to pro- 
vide for the collection of same; to authorize cities and towns to 
issue revenue bonds payable solely from the revenues of such works 
and to make such bonds exempt from taxation; to authorize con- 
tracts for the use of such works by other cities, towns and political 
subdivisions and charges against owners of premises therein served 
thereby and a lien against such premises. 

H. 585. To authorize municipalities and counties, within their 
respective jurisdictions as defined by the Act, to regulate housing 
and farm relocation corporations which shall subject themselves to 
this Act as provided herein. 

H. 637. To make it unlawful for any person to receive or buy 
seed cotton at any time from any person except from the owner of 
the land on which grown, or his lawful agent, or except from a 
person, presenting a written permit to make such sale from the 
owner of the land on which grown or his lawful agent, and to pro- 
vide penalties therefor. 

H. 360. To fix the compensation or salary of the Treasurer of 
Jefferson County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment thereof. 

H. 591. To provide that all counties in this State having a 
population of 300,000 or more according to the last or any subse- 
quent Federal Census that the work of the probation of convicts 
shall be declared a County purpose, that the Board of Revenue, 
County Commission or other governing or like governing bodies of 
such counties shall be authorized to expend County funds for such 
purpose and to further provide that such governing bodies in all 
such counties shall have the power to appoint probation officers 
and to fix their compensation and to pay the same out of County 
funds. 
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H. 592. To amend Sections 11 and 15 of an Act entitled “An 
Act to create the Office of Commissioner of Licenses in all Coun- 
ties in this State having a population of 300,000 or more according 
to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, to prescribe the 
duties thereof, define the powers, fix the term of office, the method 
of election of such commission and to provide for the compensa- 
tion of said officer ; to provide for the necessary clerical assistants in said 
office and to further provide that each Commissioner of Licenses 
shall assess for taxation and collect the ad valorem taxes and issue 
the licenses and distribute the tags on all motor vehicles in such 
Counties and to transfer the duties from the Tax Assessor, ‘Tax 
Collector and Probate Judge in such Counties to the Commission- 
er of Licenses of all matters relative to the registration, assessment 
for taxes, collection of ad valorem taxes and issuance of licenses, 
and distribution of tags for motor vehicles,” approved July 16, 1931.

H. 515. To create and establish an inferior court of criminal 
and civil jurisdiction for that part of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
included within Precincts 29, 45, 52 and 53, as now constituted, in 
lieu of all justices of peace and inferior courts created in said pre- 
cincts and notaries public ex officio justices of the peace within 
said precincts; to define the jurisdiction and powers of said court; 
to provide for the judge, clerks and other officers; their appoint- 
ment, duties and compensation; to provide for a place for holding 
said court, the terms and salaries of said judge and other officers 
of said court, and otherwise to provide for said court.

To authorize and direct the County Commission, 
Board of Revenue, or other like governing body of Jefferson Coun- 
ty to draw or cause to be drawn a warrant on the County Treas- 
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urer of Jefferson County, Alabama, in favor of John Samuel Hines 
for the sum of $1,000 covering actual loss sustained by said John 
Samuel Hines as a direct and unavoidable result of the performance 
of his duties as a deputy sheriff in and for said County of Jeffer- 
son in the State of Alabama, to direct and require the Treasurer of 
Jefferson County to pay such warrant out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, and to provide that this Act 
shall take effect immediately upon approval by the Governor.

Said sections hereby re- 
pealed empowered the Court of County Commissioners to provide 
machinery for the collection of a two cents tax on gasoline, kero- 
sene, and other motor fuels, and Section 17 of said Act levied a 
local tax of two cents on gasoline, kerosene and other motor fuels. 
And to provide the time said Act shall go into effect. 

H. 629. To limit the number of members of the several stand- 
ing committees of the House of Representatives of the Legislature 
of the State of Alabama. 

H. 304. To enlarge the authority, powers and jurisdiction of 
the Alabama Public Service Commission so as more effectively to 
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provide for the supervision, inspection and regulation by said Com- 
mission in the public interest of public utilities, and of their rela- 
tions and contracts with holding companies and affiliated inter- 
ests; and so as more effectively to provide for the supervision, in- 
spection and regulation by said Commission in the public interest 
of the construction, maintenance and operation of such public utili- 
ties and of their service, rules, regulations and practices; their rates 
and charges; facilities and plants; franchises, licenses and con- 
tracts; their valuation, financing and securities; to provide for the 
payment of supervision and inspection fees by utilities, and to pro- 
vide measures for the enforcement of the Commission’s orders and 
penalties for failure to comply with the orders of the Commission 
or with the provisions of this Act; and, as a part hereof, to amend 
sections 9750 and 9753, of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

H. 526. To enlarge the authority, powers and jurisdiction of 
the Alabama Public Service Commission so as more effectively to 
provide for the supervision, inspection and regulation by said Com- 
mission, in the public interest, of transportation companies as de- 
fined by Section 9709 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, and to pro- 
vide for the assessment, collection and payment of supervision and 
inspection fees by such transportation companies. 

H. 322. To amend Section 5392 of the 1923 Code of Alabama. 

H. 596. To further define the powers and duties of the County 
Commission, or other governing body of Jefferson County, Ala- 
bama, by whatever name said governing body may now or here- 
after be called. 

H. 680. For the relief of J. L. Hicks, of Dadeville, Alabama, as 
Treasurer of Tallapoosa County, Alabama.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House Bills: 

To provide that in all counties in this State having a 
population of three hundred thousand or more according to the last 
or any subsequent Federal census the probate judges in such coun-

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that in all of said counties no Jand agent or other agent shall be 
appointed to perform any of said duties.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

The Senate has non-concurred in the House amendment to the 
bill: 

S. 206. To establish an Inferior Court for all precincts lying 
within or partly within the City of Birmingham, Alabama, said

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 197. To provide for the leasing to the State Highway De- 
partment of the State of Alabama by the Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation of all of the bridges and other property now owned by 
the Alabama State Bridge Corporation; to provide the method and 
manner of execution of said lease and the future use of said prop- 
erty, and to make an appropriation therefor. 

Said Governor’s Message containing the proposed amendment, 
being in the following words and figures to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bili No. 197 without my approval. 

I suggest that the bill be amended so as to read as follows: 

“An Act to provide for the leasing to the State Highway Department 
of the State of Alabama by the Alabama State Bridge Corporation of all 
the bridges and other property now owned by the Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation; to provide for the method and manner of execution of said 
lease and the future use of said property and the tolls to be derived there- 
from; and to make an appropriation for said lease. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the State Highway Department of the State of Alabama, 
with the approval of the Governor, be and it is hereby authorized to rent or 
lease from the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, upon such terms as said 
parties or bodies may agree upon, all of the fifteen toll bridges and other 
property now owned by the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, said lease 
to be for an annual rental or not exceeding Three Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars, which sum or so much thereof as is necessary is hereby appropriated 
for said purpose mentioned in this Act. The Alabama State Bridge Cor- 
poration through its President and Secretary is hereby authorized to execute 
the lease herein provided for and the State Highway Department of the State 
of Alabama is hereby authorized to make this lease through the Highway 
Director with the approval of the Governor of the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. That the said sum of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
herein appropriated, or as much thereof as may be necessary, shall be set 
aside as a trust fund out of any money belonging to or heretofore or here- 
after appropriated for the use and benefit of or to the State Highway Depart- 
ment not otherwise heretofore appropriated and shall be paid quarterly or 
semi-annually to the Alabama State Bridge Corporation and shall be used 
by it exclusively for the payment of the interest and/or principal of any 
refunding bonds issued by said Alabama State Bridge Corporation as the 
same fall due or mature, after the net tolls from said bridges shall have 
been applied to the payment of interest and principal of its outstanding 
bonds, and said rental shall be used for no other purpose. 

Section 3. That said lease shall provide that the State Highway De- 
partment of the State of Alabama shall at all times keep repaired and in 
good condition each and every bridge and/or other property so leased as a 
part of the public highway system of the State of Alabama without expense 
to the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, and in case of a destruction of 
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any of said property during the term of said lease the State Highway De- 
partment shall replace or reconstruct such property as is destroyed in addi- 
tion to the annual rental above provided for, and no insurance shall be 
required to be carried on said property. Said lease shall continue for such 
length of time as the Alabama State Bridge Corporation may have out- 
standing any refunding bonds, and said lease shall provide that the State 
Highway Department of the State of Alabama shall have the same rights and 
privileges with respect to said bridges and their use, including the collection 
of tolls, as the Alabama State Bridge Corporation has under the present 
law. No provision in this Act or in said lease shall in any wise operate to 
impair the obligation of any contract now existing whereby Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation is a party thereto. 

Section 314. The rental authorized herein to be paid by State Highway 
Department of the State of Alabama to Alabama State Bridge Corporation 
shall be used only for the purpose of paying the interest and principal 
amortization of refunding bonds hereafter issued by said Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation and none of the interest or principal owing on the 
present outstanding bonds of said Alabama State Bridge Corporation shall 
be paid or payable out of said rental. The net proceeds from the tolls 
derived from said bridges shall be used only for the purpose of paying in- 
terest and principal on outstanding bridge bonds of said Bridge Corpora- 
tion. 

Section 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor,” 

When the bill is thus amended I can approve it. 

The bill as passed and sent to me provides that after the execution of 
the lease provided in the Act the tolls shall no longer be collected on the 
bridges built by the Bridge Corporation. I do not believe that the bridges 
should be made free until they are paid for. 

The original intention in passing the law was that the bridges should 
be paid for with tolls collected for their use. At the time people were 
using ferries at heavy expense and were willing to pay toll in order to 
get good convenient bridges to take the place of the ferries. The people 
have never voted on the question of assuming the Five Million Dollars 
of bonded debt and it should not be indirectly placed on them by making 
the bridges free and requiring that the interest and principal on the bonds 
be paid from highway funds. 


I stated in my campaign that the bridges should not be made free and 
ne people endorsed this position. In my platform I said on this subject as 
ollows: 


“Free Bridges 


There are 15 bridges—some built and some being constructed in Ala- 
bama. This is being done by a corporation chartered by Act of the Legis- 
lature. It is an agency of the State. Bonds are floated to pay for them. 
The Act provides the cost (approximately $5,000,000.00) must be paid from: 
tolls by those using the bridges. The bridges are located in 15 or more 
counties. A bridge here and there connects two counties over a boundary 
stream between them. It is estimated that the toll from the bridges will 
pay the cost (principal and interest) in about five years. And the Act 
provides the bridges will belong to the State and be free to the public when 
the principal and all expenses are paid in full from the tolls. Should the 
entire State now be required to assume this $5,000,000.00 debt, pay it and 
the interest, and declare the bridges free, would this be pair to ‘the 51 or 52 
other counties of the State that have no direct interest in these bridges? 
Would it be right to tax the citizens of 51 or 52 counties who have no con- 
stant use for these bridges to pay nearly all of this $5,000, 000.00? It does 
not seem right and just to me. This debt should be paid, in my opinion, 
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as the law now directs by tolls from those who use the bridges; and when: 
it is thus paid, let the bridges be free for the public, as the statute directs. 

“If these 15 bridges are made free now, then each taxpayer in Ala- 
bama will pay his pro rata part of the $5,000,000.00, the cost thereof, al- 
though he may never cross one of these bridges.” 

By your vote in caucus you endorsed my platform. Contention has 
been made that it will not cost the State any more to pay the interest and 
principal on the bonds under the plan outlined in this Act than it cost now 
with tolls included. 

By adopting the Act as amended we will get all of the advantages of 
the saving by refunding the bonds and every dollar that can be saved by 
the bill will be saved and in addition thereto the State will have the ad- 
wantege of the money collected from tolls to pay on the lease of the 

ridges. 

At the time the bonds were issued it was estimated that the pro- 
ceeds from the tolls would pay the interest and principal. By reason 
of the depression and financial conditions, which were not foreseen, the toll 
has not been sufficient but under a refunding plan where the interest will 
be only four and one-half per cent (444%) and the principal payments 
smaller than at present, we should realize a sufficient amount from tolls 
to pay a large proportion of the interest and principal on the bonds. 

I hope that you will see fit to adopt the amendments and thereby save 
the State the revenue from tolls which is so badly needed.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as amended, 
has passed the following House Bills and returns same herewith to 
the House: 

H. 535. To abolish the offices of tax assessor and tax collec- 
tor for Coosa County, Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu 
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thereof, the office of tax assessor-collector. for Coosa County, Ala- 
bama; to provide when said offices of tax assessor and tax collec- 
tor shall be abolished, and when said office of tax assessor-collec- 
tor shall be established and become effective; to provide when said 
tax assessor-collector shall be elected and to prescribe his term of 
office, authority, powers and duties; to provide for appointment of 
a deputy, for his authority and duties, to assist said tax assessor- 
collector and for their compensation; to provide that said tax as- 
sessor-collector shall be paid a salary in lieu of all other compensa- 
tion for performing the duties of said office, the amount thereof 
and the manner in which the same shall be paid; to provide that 
said depuiy shall be paid a salary for performing the duties of his 
office, the amount thereof and the manner in which the same shall 
be paid; to designate and set aside all fees, percentage, commis- 
sions and other allowances and compensation which are now or 
may hereafter be provided for by law and collected thereunder and 
paid as fees, percentages, commissions and other allowances or 
compensations to the tax assessor and/or to the tax collector of 
Coosa County, Alabama, or which may hereafter be provided for 
by law and collected for such purpose or purposes, as a special 
fund to be collected by said tax assessor-collector and paid by him 
into the treasury of Coosa County, Alabama; to provide that out 
of such special fund the salary of such tax assessor-collector, the 
salary of said deputy be paid; to provide for the manner and to 
what purpose any excess of said special fund, over and above such 
salaries and compensations, may be expended; and to provide for 
the repeal of all laws, local, special and general, in conflict here- 
with. 

H. 318. To grant the right and privilege to any regularly and 
duly licensed broadcasting station or company operating within 
the State of Alabama to broadcast by radio all athletic contests 
or games staged by or sponsored by or participated in, within the 
State of Alabama, by any educational institution located within 
the State of Alabama and which derives or receives any financial 
aid, support or contribution from the State of Alabama or any 
political subdivision or agency thereof; and to make it unlawful for 
any executive officer, board of trustees, or any person acting on 
behalf of any such educational institution to refuse or prohibit such 
right or privilege to any such broadcasting company or station. 

H. 5538. To amend an Act entitled “To provide and create a 
commission form of government and to authorize the adoption of 
the same in all cities and towns in the State of Alabama which now 
are not, or hereafter may not be, within the influence or operation 
of any other valid legislative enactment authorizing or adopting 
such form of government; to regulate the selection, and election of 
commissioners and their terms of office and retention in and re- 
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call from office; to provide for the selection of one commissioner 
as mayor, and the retention in office of certain officials; to fix the 
powers, duties and compensation of such commissioners; to punish 
improper conduct in connection with elections and petitions here- 
under; to abolish boards of public works, police commissioners, 
councilmen, aldermen, and certain other city and town officials of 
such municipalities as adopt the said form of government, and 
generally to authorize and provide for the creation and maintenance 
of said commission form of government”, by re-enacting and amend- 
ing Section 31 of said Act to provide for the abandonment of com- 
mission form of government and the resumption of Aldermanic 
form of government; to provide for an election of those officers 
prescribed by the existing general laws of the State relating to 
municipalities not of the commission government character, the 
time of holding such election, and the terms of the officers so elect- 
ed, and to provide for the repeal of all laws in conflict therewith. 

H. 370. To fix the compensation or salary of the Tax Collec- 
tor of Jefferson County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment 
thereof. 

H. 364. To fix the compensation or salary of the Sheriff of 
Jefferson County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment thereof. 

H. 361. To fix the compensation or salary of the Probate Judge 
of Jefferson County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment thereof, 

H. 362. ‘To fix the compensation or salary of the Tax Assessor 
of Jefferson County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment thereof. 

H. 509. To fix the compensation or salary of the Deputy Clerk 
of the Branch of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial Circuit 
of Alabama, sitting at Bessemer, in Jefferson County, Alabama, 
and to regulate the payment of the same. 

H. 20%. To authorize the governing body of all counties in this 
State having a population of two hundred thousand or more ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent Federal Census to employ an 
attorney to be known as the County Attorney and to prescribe the 
duties of said employee and fix his compensation. 

H. 647. To supplement the salaries of the circuit judges in 
Alabama in all judicial circuits which now have, or which may 
hereafter have, two hundred thousand (200,000) population or more 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal census, and to pro- 
vide for the payment of such supplemental salaries. 

H. 644. To further regulate the bailiffs in the circuit courts in 
all the counties in the state of Alabama, having a population of two 
hundred thousand (200,000) or more, according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal census; to fix a minimum number of bailiffs for 
all of such courts, to provide for the appointment of the bailiffs in 
such courts, and to provide a method of fixing the number and 
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compensation of such bailiffs and to provide for the payment of 
such compensation.

That Section 31 of an Act of the Legislature of 
Alabama approved April 8th, 1911, entitled an Act “To provide 
and create a commission form of government and to authorize the 
adoption of the same in all cities and towns in the State of Ala- 
bama which now are not, or hereafter may not be, within the in- 
fluence or operation of any other valid legislative enactment 
authorizing or adopting such form of government; to regulate the 
selection and election of commissioners and their terms of office 
and retention in and recall from office; to provide for the selection 
of one commissioner as mayor, and the retention in office of certain 
officials, to fix the powers, duties and compensation of such com- 
missioners; to punish improper conduct in connection with elec- 
tions and petitions hereunder; to abolish board of public works, 
police commissioners, councilmen, aldermen, and certain other city 
and town officials of such municipalities as adopt the said form of 
government; and generally to authorize and provide for the cre- 
ation and maintenance of said commission form of government”, 

Be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

Any city which shall have operated for more than‘six years un- 
der the provisions of this act may abandon such organization here- 

‘under and resume its former form of government by proceeding 
as follows: Upon the petition of a number of qualified voters 
within said city equal to or exceeding twenty percent of the vote 
received by the candidate who received the greatest number of 
votes at the last preceding municipal election, a special election 
shall be called by the board of commissioners not less than sixty nor 
more than ninety days before the time provided in this Act for 
the election of a successor to the commissioner whose term shall 
next thereafter expire; at which the following proposition shall be 
submitted: “Shall the city of abandon its or- 
ganization under the provisions of law providing for a commission 
form of government and resume its former or aldermanic form of 
government under the existing general laws relating to municipal- 
ities not of the commission government character? If a majority 
of the votes at such special election be in favor of such proposi- 
tion, the mayor of such city shall thereupon call an election to be 
held at the time provided in this act for the election of the City 
commissioner whose term shall expire next thereafter, at which 
election there shall be elected those officers prescribed by the ex- 
isting general law of the State relating to municipalities not of the 
commission government character, and upon the qualification of 
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such officers so elected such city shall become a city of non-com- 
mission character under such general law of the state, and the terms 
of office of the commissioners shall expire. The terms of office of 
the officers so elected at such election shall expire when their suc- 
cessors are duly elected at the next general election, as provided by 
law, and shall have qualified. But such change shall not in any 
manner or degree affect the property, rights or liabilities of such 
city but shall merely extend to such change in the form of govern- 
ment. The sufficiency of such petition shall be determined, the 
election ordered and the results thereof declared in the manner pro- 
vided for other elections in this act and the general laws of this 
State, not inconsistent therewith. When ai election is held wide 
the provisions of this section, no other election may be called for 
the same or similar purpose for at least two years next thereafter’, 
and for each election to be held as herein provided, the Board of 
Commissioners of said City shall appoint the election officials who 
shall conduct said elections. 

Section 2: The purpose and intention of the re-enactment and 
amendment of Section 31 of the Act of April 8, 1911, as set out in 
Section 1 hereof, is to remedy the failure to embody and include 
in the title of the Act of April 8, 1911, reference to the abandon- 
ment of the commission form of government as therein provided, 
the method thereof and the return to the aldermanic form of gov- 
ernment, and to provide for an election of those officers prescribed 
by the existing general laws of the state relating to municipalities 
not of the commission government character, the time of holding 
such election, and the terms of the officers so elected at such elec- 
tion. 
Section 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has originated and adopted the following joint reso- 
lution : 

By Rules Committee: 

S. J. R. 98. Be it resolved by the Senate, the House concur- 
ring, that: 

Whereas, The Congress of the United States did, during the 
month of July, 1932, make it possible for the states, counties and 
cities to secure funds necessary for work relief for the unemployed 
and destitute of these respective units, and 

Whereas, loans to the counties and cities cause great delays 
in making funds available to the needy, and 

Whereas, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation is now mak- 
ing large loans available immediately to the several states of the 
Union, and 

Whereas, the State of Alabama has the legal authority to secure 
such a loan or loans upon the proper showing as to the emergency 
needs of its destitute people, and 
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Whereas, the information necessary to make the necessary and 
neediul showing with reference to the State of Alabama and its 
several counties and municipalities is now in hand, and 

Whereas, the State of Alabama is, through its Child Welfare 
Department and the county units of the same, well equipped to 
administer such a loan or loans, and 

Whereas, an application to secure such a loan or loans for the 
relief of the unemployed and destitute of the State of Alabama 
as a whole has not been made. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate, the House con- 
curring, 

That the Legislature of Alabama hereby petitions, requests, 
and urges His Excellency, Governor B. M. Miller, to forthwith 
make and prosecute to its immediate consummation the necessary 
and needful application, or applications, to secure to the unem- 
ployed and destitute citizens of Alabama the necessary funds to 
sustain life and health to the end that family life may be per- 
petuated and the fundamental structure of our State Government 
preserved.

municipality, and whose compensation, either from salary or fees, 
exceeds the sum of $1,200.00 per annum; to provide that the war- 
rant, check or voucher for the payment of the salary of such offi- 
ciai or empioyee shali be for the aiiount of the salary or compen- 
sation less the said tax and that where the compensation is by 
fees instead of salary the official or employee receiving such fees 
shall report the same and shall pay into the Treasury of the State, 
County or Municipality, the amount of the said tax, and to pro- 
vide for the time of payment of such tax.

To amend an Act approved September 9th, 1927, en- 
titled: “An Act to advance the cause of education by exempting 
from taxation in this State all property, real and personal, by 
whomsoever owned, and whether assessed or not, during the entire 
time, including the current tax year, the net income, rents and 
returns from which are used, or are to be used, exclusively for 
educational purposes in the State of Alabama other than for 
schools owned or controlled by any religious sect or denomina- 
tion.”

which said officers shall have been elected or appointed, and that 
upon the adoption of said amendment the salary of each Com- 
missioner of the City of Mobile shall be $4,000.00 per year until the 
Legislature shall otherwise fix the salary of said officers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, for their consideration at an elec- 
tion to be held at the general election to be held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday of November 1934, which is more than 
three months after the final adjournment of the present session 
of the Legislature at which this amendment is proposed, to-wit :— 

The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to time, 
by general or local laws without prior publication of notice or 
advertisement, fix, regulate and alter the salary, fees or compen- 
sation of any officer holding any civil office of profit under the 
City of Mobile, and may increase or diminish same during the 
term for-which said officers shall have been elected or appointed. 
Upon the adoption of this amendment to the Constitution the 
salary of each Commissioner of the City of Mobile shall be $4,- 
000.00 per year until the Legislature shall otherwise fix the salary 
of said officers. 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered, with the 
amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each county in the State, for at least 8 successive weeks 
next preceeding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. That at the general election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday of November 1934 which is more 
than three months after the final adjournment of the present ses- 
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sion of the Legislature at which this amendment is proposed, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the bal- 
lots used at such election shall be printed the following, Viz:— 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama? 

The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to time, 
by general or local laws without prior publication of notice or 
advertisement fix, regulate and alter the salary, fees or compensa- 
tion of any officer holding any civil office of profit under the City 
of Mohile, and may increase or diminish same during the term for 
which said officers shall have been elected or appointed. Upon 
the adoption of this amendment to the Constitution the salary 
of each Commissioner of the City of Mobile shall be $4,000.00 per 
year until the Legislature shall otherwise fix the salary of said 
officers.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes”, and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his 
desire. Officers of said election shall be appointed and said elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with the laws gov- 
erning general elections and the Constitutional provisions respect- 
ing amendments to the Constitution. In the election so held 
upon such proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be 
canvassed and tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Sec- 
retary of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections 
for Representatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon 
appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such 
election upon such proposed amendment voted in favor of same, 
said amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part 
of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of said election shall 
be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

H. 649. To place the Probate Judge, Tax Assessor, Tax Col- 
lector, Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Register in Chancery 
of Mobile County, Alabama, on a salary basis, and to provide the 
salaries to be paid each of such officers; to provide the date on 
which each of such officers shall be placed on a salary basis; to 
provide for the manner of payment of the salaries of such officers 
out of the County Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama; to pro-

COMMUNICATION IN WRITING 


To the House of Representatives: 

Replying to your House Resolution 166 inquiring as to the 
constitutionality of House Bill 449, which attempts to levy an oc- 
cupation tax on the officers or employes therein mentioned, will 
say: Regardless of what our attitude or duty may be as a Court 
in the event of a legal test of the question, or of any interest we 
may have in the outcome, we feel impelled to give you our individ- 
ual opinion as to the information sought since your resolution re- 
questing same was adopted evidently with the knowledge that we 
are interested to a certain extent. ; 

Section 150 of the Constitution expressly forbids the reduction 
of salaries of the judicial officers during their term. 

Section 281 provides that the salary, fees or compensation of 
any officer holding any civil office of profit under this State or 
any county or municipality thereof shall not be increased or di- 
minished during the term for which he shall have been elected or 
appointed. 

We may add that Sections 68 and 118 also forbid the increase 
or decrease in the salary, fees or compensation of certain officers. 

It is manifest that any act expressly reducing the salary of the 
offices covered by the foregoing provisions would be plainly and 
palpably unconstitutional. So, the question is, can these provisions 
be violated indirectly and evaded by clothing the reduction in the 
guise of an “occupation tax?” That which is forbidden directly 
can not be done indirectly and the law abhors evasions and subter- 
fuges. The highest court of the land, in the case of Evaris v. Gore, 
253 U.S. Supreme Court Report 245, has held that a constitutional 
provision forbidding the diminution of an officer’s salary can not 
be violated or ignored by the levy of a tax on or against said 
salary. We think that a careful reading of said case should not 
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only convince the legal, but the lay mind as well, that the Act 
in question is not only violative of Sections 150 and 281, but other 
provisions of our Constitution.

A BILL 


To be entitled an act to fix the salary of the Judge of Probate 
of Calhoun County and to provide for clerical assistance and other 
expenses of said office to fix the salary of Tax Collector of Cal- 
houn County, and to provide for clerical assistance and other ex- 
penses of said office; to fix the salary of the Tax Assessor of Cal- 
houn County, and to provide for clerical assistance and other ex- 
penses of said office; to require each of said officers to collect all 
the fees, compensations, and allowances, heretofore collected by 
said officers, and which may hereafter be collected by said officers, 
and cover same into the County Treasury on or before the fifth 
day of each month, and to provide for the payment of the salary, 
clerical assistance, and other office expense by the Treasurer of 
the County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That commencing at the beginning of their next 
term of office, subsequent to the general election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, the salary 
of the following named officers of Calhoun County shall be as 
follows: The salary of the Judge of Probate shall be Five Thou- 
sand Dollars per annum net; and he is hereby allowed the further 
and additional sum of Four Thousand Dollars per annum for 
clerical assistance and expenses. The salary of the Tax Collector 
shall be Four Thousand Dollars per annum net; and he is hereby. 
allowed the further and additional sum of Twenty-five Hundred 
Dollars per annum for clerical assistance and expenses. The 
salary of the Tax Assessor shall be Four Thousand Dollars per 
annum net; and he is hereby allowed the further and additional 
sum of Three Thousand Dollars per annum for clerical assistance 
and expenses. Payment for clerks and extra help shall be made by 
the County Treasurer upon an order signed by the officer in whose 
office the clerks and extra help are employed, fixing the amount 
and directing to whom the said amounts shall be paid. The above 
named amounts shall be in lieu of all compensations and allow- 
ances now allowed to the respective named officers, and of all 
compensations and allowances that may hereafter be allowed said 
officers. "These amounts shall be paid out of the county treasury 
of Calhoun County monthly as the salaries of other county officers 
are paid. 

Section 2. The above named officers shall collect the fees, 
allowances and compensations heretofore collected by them, and 
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the fees, allowances and compensations which may hereafter be 
collected by them, and shall cover such fees, allowances and. com- 
pensations into the County Treasury on or before the fifth day of 
each month. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue of Calhoun County shall 
provide said officers with necessary quarters, books, stationery, 
office, equipment, and other conveniences, necessary for the effi- 
cient handling of the affairs of their respective offices. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having 
signed the following Senate bills and S. J. R., your signature there- 
to is requested: 

S. 232. To authorize and empower the Board: of Revenue or 
Court. of County Commissioners or other governing body of each 
and every County in Alabama to expend an amount not to exceed 
one-third of the total amount that may be received by each county 
from the levy and collection of any tax on gasoline in the payment 
of any debt that may have been heretofore incurred by such county 
for the construction and/or maintenance of roads or bridges. 

S. 72. To provide for the propounding and prosecution of a 
claim or claims by and in the name of the State of Alabama against 
the Government of the United States of America for the recovery, 
under the present laws of the United States or such as may be 
hereafter enacted, from said Government of all moneys heretofore 
paid illegally into the Federal treasury as a direct tax upon prop- 
erty situated in the State of Alabama; to provide for the recovery 
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of same; to authorize the Governor of the State to employ counsel 
and enter into the necessary contracts and agreements for the 
carrying out of the object of this Act; to provide for notice to 
and procedure by claimants of such moneys and to fix a prescription 
period after which such moneys shall escheat to and become the 
absolute property of the State of Alabama. 

S. 73. For the relief of tax payers permitting and authorizing 
the transfer of any tax claim held by the State of Alabama, any

Gentlemen: 

We express to you our appreciation of your courtesy in bringing to 
our attention the matter of scheduling football games between our institu- 
tions of higher learning as presented by you in accordance with a joint reso- 
lution of the Legislature. 

We shall be glad to transmit to the faculty committees, to the coaching 
staffs and to the faculties of the two institutions the message which you 
have conveyed to us.

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has concurred in the House amendments to the fol- 
lowing Senate bills:

A BILL

Partlow State School for mental deficients shall be payable and are 
to be disbursed as provided in Sections 1423 to 1485, inclusive, as 
amended, of the Code of Alabama of 1923 and the Act entitled “An 
Act” to provide for the maintenance of the Alabama Home for men- 
tal inferiors approved February 3, 1923, and shall continue, and the 
unexpended balances thereof shall not revert to or to be recovered 
into the General Treasury of the State of Alabama at the end of any 
fiscal year. (3) For the support, maintenance and repairs of the 
Alabama Boys Industrial School, a sum not to exceed $4.68 and 
not less than $3.75 a week for every one of all the inmates of said 
school, the total of which shall not exceed $101,822.00”. (4) For 
the support, maintenance and repairs of the State Training School 
for girls, a sum not to exceed $4.68 and not less than $3.75 a week 
for every one of all the inmates of said school, the total of which 
shall not exceed $35,000.00”. (5) For the support, maintenance and 
repairs of the Alabama Reform School for Juvenile Law-Breakers, 
a sum not to exceed $2.00 a week for everyone of all the students 
lawfully attending and being instructed in school, the total of which 
shall not exceed $38,426.00. 

Section 3234. The Alabama School for the Deaf and Blind. 
There is hereby appropriated out of the general fund of the State 
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of Alabama for the maintenance, support, insurance and upkeep 
of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind, an educational 
institution which is a division of the Public Schools of Alabama, 
the sum of two hundred ninety-six dollars ($296.00) per pupil, such 
appropriation to be based on the number of pupils enrolled on the 
first day of January of each year, and to be drawn quarterly in 
advance by the Treasurer of the Board of the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind and to be disbursed as directed by said Board. 
Any balance from this appropriation at the end of each year shall 
remain in the hands of the Treasurer of said institution and shall 
not revert to the State.” 

Section 33. Legislative Department. (1) For Legisiative ex- 
penses $250,000.00.

(2) For interest and sinking 
funds on outstanding highway bonds so much of the gasoline taxes 
and motor vehicle licenses collected,-as may be necessary to pay 
the same. (3) For maintenance and construction of roads and 
bridges, and other expenses of the highway department, the rest 
and residue of gasoline taxes, motor vehicle licenses, and all other 
revenues coming in or accruing to the Highway Department, by 
virtue of Federal Aid, Statutes of Alabama, or otherwise. 

Section 35. Department of Agriculture and Industries. For 
salary of Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries and for per- 
sonal services and other expenses operating the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, the Agricultural Fund in accordance 
with the provisions of the Agricultural Code of Alabama. Pro- 
vided, however, that said Department shall only expend the monies 
in such fund as provided in said Agricultural Code of 1927. 

Section 36. Pensions. There is hereby appropriated such an 
amount as may be necessary to pay all the pensions allowed to 
Confederate soldiers and sailors and their widows as now provided 
by law, payable out of the proceeds from the levy of the one mill 
tax for needy Confederate soldiers, and sailors the balance if any 
necessary for the payment thereof to be paid out of any monies 
in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Section 3%. Miscellaneous Appropriations. (1) Expenses for 
advertising lands for taxes, $20,000.00 for every year. (2) Grove 
Hill Endowment Fund, $600.00 for every year. (3) Interest on 
Spanish American War Relief Fund $150.00 for every year. (4) 
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Salary and expenses of Board of Registrars, $30,000.00. (5) State 
Serum Plant, $2,400.00. (6) Topographical Survey, $1.00 for every 
year. (7) Interest Fund for Alabama College, $34,963.82 for every 
year. (8) Interest fund for University of Alabama $61,000.00 for 
every year. (9) Interest on Endowment Fund for Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute $20,280.00 for every year. (10) For interest and 
Sinking Fund of Harbor Improvement Bond of the State, $225,- 
000.00 for every year. (11) For the Governor’s Emergency Fund, 
out of which the Governor may at his discretion pay any part of all 
of the expenses or appropriation now authorized by law, payment 
of which is not herein otherwise provided for, $100,000.00 for every 
year. (12) For the Confederate Soldiers Home $7,500.00 for every 
year. (13) For the Pasteur Treatment, $30,000.00 for every year. 
(14) World War Orphans Scholarship Fund $1,800.00, 

Section 38. Except as herein otherwise provided, the amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts here- 
tofore provided or appropriated by law for such purposes; and all 
laws general, special or private, inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby expressly repealed, except private relief-appro- 
priations made at the 1931 regular session of the Legislature, and 
at the special session of the Legislature of 1932 all of which shall 
remain in force and effect. 

~ Section 39, That except as may be otherwise provided in what 
is known as and called The Budget and Financial Control Act, 
nothing herein shall be construed to affect or repeal any law or 
provision of law under or by which any department is now ope- 
rated wholly upon any receipts, licenses, fees or revenues, payable 
to or collected by or for the account of such department; nor shall 
anything in this Act be construed to affect or repeal any law au- 
thorizing or permitting any college, school or other institution of 
the State from receiving and disbursing any fees, tuition, charges, 
sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which is now or 
may hereafter be authorized to collect, receive or disburse. 

Section 40. That all permanent appropriations, definite, indefi- 
nite, and contingent in amount, except as herein made and pro- 
vided for, and except those provided in the Constitution and those 
provided in existing statutes in payment of interest on indebted- 
ness arising out of the disposition of lands donated to State Insti- 
tutions by the Federal Congress, heretofore made to any depart- 
ment, institution, bureau, board, commission or other State agency, 
are hereby repealed as of the end of the fiscal year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1932, in so far as and to the extent that such appropriations 
are payable out of, or are chargeable against the General Fund or 
Funds of the State. 

Section 40%. That in addition to the sums hereinabove ap- 
propriated from the General Fund to the Special Educational Trust 
Fund created by the Act approved August 25, 1927 (General Acts

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

duly licensed broadcasting station or company operating within the

We, your joint Conference committee appointed to consider H. 313, re- 
port as follows:

We further recommend that Section 4 of said bill be stricken out and 
that the following be substituted for said Section 4: 

“Section 4. This act shall take effect immediately upon the passage of 
a law having similar effect by any five of the following named states, to- 
wit:

RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was introduced: 
By Mr. Tunstall: 

H. J. R. 168. Resolved by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring that the Secretary of the Senate, Assistant Sec- 
retary, Second Assistant Secretary, Chief Clerk and Reading Clerk 
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of the Senate together with ten assistants, to be named by the Sec- 
retary of the Senate; the Clerk of the House, Assistant Clerk, 
Reading Clerk, together with ten assistants, to be named by the 
Clerk of the House, be allowed six weeks within which to check, 
compare, and deliver the Journals of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of this Session of the Legislature to the Secretary of 
State and State Printer.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposed amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 25. Relating to the salary or compensation of officers or 
employees of the State, or of any department thereof whose com- 
pensation is paid out of State Treasury. 

Said Governor’s message containing the proposed amendment, 
being in the following words and figures to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 25 without my approval. 

I recommend the following amendments to the bill which, if adopted, 
will cause the bill to meet my approval: 

1. Amend Section 1 of the Bill so that the provisions as follows: “any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $6,000.00 and less than $8,000.00 
shall be reduced 27% per cent” shall read as follows: 

“any officer or employee of the State receiving $6,000.00 and less than 
$8,000.00 shall be reduced 20 per cent”. 

2. Amend Section 1 of the Bill so that the provision as follows: “Any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $4,000.00 and less than $6,000.00 
shall be reduced 25 per cent”, shall read as follows: 

“any officer or employee of the State receiving $4,000.00 and less than 
$6,000.00 shall be reduced 15 per cent”. 

3. Amend Section 1 of the Bill so that the provision as follows: “any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $2,000.00 and less than $4,000.00 
shall be reduced 20 per cent”, shall read as follows: 
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“any officer or employee of the State receiving $2,000.00 and less than 
$4,000.00 shall be reduced 10 per cent”. 

4. Amend Section 1 of the Bill so that the provision as follows: “any 
officer or employee of the State receiving $1,200.00 and less than $2,000.00 
shall be reduced 15 per cent”, shall read as follows: 

“any officer or employee of the State receiving $1,200.00 and less than 
$2,000.00 shall be reduced 5 per cent”, 

5. At the end of Section 1 where there is a period (.) after the word 
“county” put a semicolon (;) instead of a period (.) and add the following: 

“provided further that the salary of the Secretary of State shall be 
$4,000.00 per annum; the salary of the State Auditor shall be $4,000.00 per 
annum; the salary of the State Treasurer shall be $4,000.00 per annum; 
and the salary of the Chief Examiner of Accounts shall be $4,000.00 per 
annum’. 

6. Amend Section 2 of the Bill by substituting for the period (.) at 
the end of the Section a semicolon (;) and by adding the following provi- 
sion: 

“provided that the act shall become effective as to the Chief Justice 
and AssoCiate Justices of the Supreme Court on the expiration of the present 
terms of the two Associate Justices last expiring”. 

My reasons for recommending the foregoing amendments to the bill as 
passed by you are as follows: 

1. I believe that the salary of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Alabama, of the Associate Justices of the Supreme Court and of the 
Governor should not be less than $6,000.00 per annum. You understand, of 
course, that this does not effect me personally. The reduction in salary 
begins with the term of my successor and is not in effect during my term. 
If it applied to my salary I would not make the recommendation that the 
reduction be less than the amount in the bill. I stated to you in my opening 
message and in other messages that I would be glad to accept any reduc- 
tion which you might make in my salary. 

While we are in a great depression we must think and act as far as 
possible for the good of the State of Alabama and I can not believe that 
it would be well to reduce the salaries of the Chief Executive and Supreme 
Court Judges below $6,000.00. 

2. I have recommended a lower percentage than that in the bill as 
passed by you where the salaries are below $8,000.00 for the reason that 
I do not believe that the employees can do the work and live in Montgom- 
ery for less compensation than that suggested by me in the amendment. 
In all of the places effected by these reductions the full time of each offi- 
cial or employee is required. In order for an official or employee to do 
efficient work he must make a living wage. I believe that the percentage 
reductions recommended in the amendment are reasonable and hope that 
you will find them so. 

3. The salary of the Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer 
and Chief Examiner of Accounts has already been reduced $1,200.00 by the 
abolishment of the Budget Commission. I do not believe that these salaries 
should be further reduced and I think that the salaries should remain at 
$4,000.00. 

4. I suggested the amendment with reference to the salaries of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, that the reduction begin at the expiration of 
the present terms of the two Associate Justices last expiring, for the reason 
that my attention has been called to the fact that if this amendment were not 
made some members of the Court would be paid less than other members. 
All members would be doing the same work and would be working to- 
gether. A portion would be working for $5,400.00 and a portion for $7,500.00 
under the bill as passed and a portion would be working for $6,000.00 and 
a portion for $7,500.00 under the amendment suggested by me if the last 
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amendment with reference to the time the act goes into effect with reference 
to salaries of the Judges of the Supreme Court were not adopted.

executive officer, board of trustees, or arty person acting on behalf 
of any such educational institution to refuse or prohibit such right 
or privilege to any such broadcasting company or station.

“SECTION 1. That all County officials, as set forth in this 
Act, of all Counties in this State shall be required to execute of- 
ficial bonds payable to the State of Alabama for the faithiul per- 
formance of their duties, and such additional official bonds as from 
time to time the public interests may demand and as required by 
the provisions of law.

SECTION 14. The official bond of the County Treasurer of 
school funds shall not be less than the largest amount of revenue 
had on hand by the County Treasurer of school funds at any time 
during the preceding year, such amount to be determined and esti- 
mated by the regular reports of amounts paid to said County Treas- 
urer of school funds for school purposes, and the premium on said 
bond shall be paid out of the public school funds of the County, if 
made in a surety company. 

PROVIDED, however, that in counties having a population of 
75,000 or more, according to the latest Federal Census, the Com- 
missioner’s Courts, Boards of Revenue or other like governing body 
of the respective counties are hereby empowered to fix the amount 
of and approve the official bond of the County Treasurer of school 
funds. 

SECTION 15. The official bonds of Justices of the Peace, No- 
taries Public and ex-officio Justices of the Peace, Notaries Public, 
Constables and County Surveyors shall be, as to each officer, in 
the sum of $1,000.00, the premium on said bonds to be paid by the 
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person making such bond and without expense to such County. 

SECTION 16. The official bond of each Jury Commissioner 
and each Registrar of Voters shall be in the sum ot $500.00. 

SECTION 1%. The bonds of all other County officers in 
Counties where such officers are created by special or local act or 
acts of the Legislature, or by general acts having application to par- 
ticular Counties coming within the provisions of such acts, and 
where the amount of official bonds to be given is provided for in 
said act or acts shall be of the amount so provided in said act or 
acts, and where not so specifically provided shall be in such an 
amount as in the judgement of the Commissioners Court of each of 
such Counties is sufficient to secure and safeguard any and all pub- 
lic moneys of whatsoever nature coming into the hands of such 
officers by virtue of said offices. 

SECTION 18. That when in the judgment of the Commis- 
sioners Court, Board of Revenue or like County governing body of 
any County any bond provided for in this Act is insufficient to pro- 
tect the public interests or fully to safeguard public funds, an ad- 
ditional bond shall be required of such officer in such an additional 
amount and with such additional sureties as may be deemed good 
and sufficient, and such Court, Board, or like County governing 
body is empowered with full authority to require from time to time 
sworn statements from any and all County officials and employees 
charged with the duty of collecting, receiving or disbursing public 
funds, setting forth the status of all such funds coming into their 
hands and settlement. 

SECTION 19. That where the official bond of any County of- 
ficer of any County, duly qualified and commissioned prior to the 
passage and approval of this Act, has been fixed and approved, and 
such bond is in the judgment of the Commissioners Court, Board 
of Revenue or like County governing body in such an amount and 
secured by such surety or sureties as fully to protect the public in- 
terest and safeguard public moneys, such bond shall be and remain 
and continue in full force and effect, and such officer shall not be 
required to make any new bond except as in the event such bond 
should become insufficient and an additional bond be required as 
provided in this Act. 

SECTION 20. That when in the judgment of the Commis- 
sioners Court, Board of Revenue or like governing body of any 
County in this State it is considered necessary and protective to 
the public interests that any County employee, or any clerk, depu- 
ty or employee in any County office should give a bond, such Coun- 
ty Board or like County governing body shall require a bond to be 
executed in such an amount as in its discretion should be required. 

SECTION 21. All official bonds of County officers and other 
bonds provided in this Act may be made in a surety company or 
in surety companies qualified to do business in this State, or may 
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be made with individual and/or personal sureties and/or banks or 
other corporations qualified to do business in this State, and author- 
ized under their charters to make security or official bonds or to 
become surety on such bonds. 

SECTION 22. That the premiums on official bonds made in 
surety companies except as otherwise herein provided shall be paid 
from the general fund of the County Treasury on claims duly pre- 
sented to, audited and allowed by the Commissioners Courts, 
Boards of Revenue or like County governing body, and on County 
warrants as other claims are paid and in the class of preference as 
now provided by law. 

SECTION 23. That the bonds of all County officers and Coun- 
ty employees as referred to in this Act, with the exception of the 
bond of the Judge of Probate, shall be filed and recorded in the of- 
fice of the Judge of probate, and the bond of the Judge of Probate 
shall be filed and recorded in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, and certified copies of the bonds of the Probate Judge and 
Tax Assessor and Tax Collector shall be filed with the State Comp- 
troller. 

SECTION 24. That the bonds herein required to be made shall 
be conditioned as now provided by law, and shall in all respects be 
subject to and governed by the provisions of law governing, regu- 
lating, concerning and pertaining to official bonds except as may be 
in conflict with provisions of this Act. 

SECTION 25. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 26. If any Section or part of Section of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional such Constitutionality shall not affect the 
remaining Sections or parts of Sections of this Act. 

SECTION 27. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.”

That in all counties of the State of Alabama having a popula- 
tion of two hundred thousand (200,000) or more, according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal Census, each circuit judge in the civil division of the 
circuit court may appoint not exceeding two baliffs to serve in his division 
of such court. Said bailiffs shall each be paid ($150.00) one hundred and 
fifty dollars per month out of the county treasury of such counties. 

Section 2. Each circuit judge in the criminal division in such counties, 
and each circuit judge charged with the primary or preferential duty of trying 
quasi-criminal cases, shall appoint not exceeding three bailiffs to serve in his 
division of such court. The judges referred to in this section may together 
appoint an additional bailiff to be known as the jury bailiff. Said bailiffs 
shall be paid one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) per month, each, out of 
the county treasury. 

Section 3. Each circuit judge holding court in said counties at a place 
other than at the county site, shall appoint not exceeding two bailiffs to 
serve in his division of the court, who shall be paid one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150.00) each, per month, out of the county treasury. 

Section 4. The judges referred to in Section 1 of this Act, may to- 
gether appoint a jury bailiff to be known as the jury bailiff of the civil 
division of said court, who shali be paid ($150.00) one hundred and fifty 
dollars, per month out of the county treasury. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective on December 1, 1932, and all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.
